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as provided in the Missionary Canon, for the fiscal year September 1st, 
1907, to August 31st, 1908, together with the domestic and foreigh 
reports and the reports of the missionary bishops. 

Before proceeding to a review of its acts during the past year the Board of 
Missions desires to record the names of those of its members and missionaries 
who have died during the year. 

The Right Rev. Henry Yates Satterlee, p.p., Bishop of Washington, 
died on February 22d, 1908. For many years, as presbyter and bishop, he had 
been a member of the Board, and for the past seven years was thé chairman of the 
committee having in charge the missions in Porto Rico, The Philippines, Hono- 
lulu, Mexico, Brazil, Cuba and the Canal Zone. 

The Right Rev. George Worthington, p.D., Bishop of Nebraska, died 

.at Mentone, France, on January 7th, 1908. He had been a member of the Board 
for thirty-seven years. | 

Among the ea-officio’ members, the Right Rev. Leighton Coleman, D.D., 
Bishop of Delaware, died December 14th, 1907; the Right Rev. Ellison Capers, 
D.D.; Bishop of South Carolina, died April 23d, 1908; the Right Rev. Henry 
Codman Potter, p.p., Bishop of New York, died July 21st, 1908. 

Among the Board’s missionaries, the Rev. Edward H. Fitzgerald, priest of 
the District of Hankow, died on June 3d, 1908. Mr. Fitzgerald had been for 
less than five months in China, but in his short ministry there he made a deep 
and lasting impression on all with whom he came in contact. 

In the death of the Ven. John Henry Mingo Pollard, Archdeacon of the 
Colored work in the Diocese of North Carolina, on August 2d, 1908, the work 
among the Negroes in the South has met with a severe loss. For a year before 
his death Archdeacon Pollard had acted as the field secretary of the Board of 
Missions among his race in the South. 

Deaconess Sybil Carter died on August 28th, 1908. Deaconess Carter’s 
work on behalf of the Indian women of this country is well known throughout 
the Church, but she shared in many phases of Church extension other than that 
with which her name is most closely identified. In China and Japan, Minnesota 
and South Dakota, New York and California, her influence has been’ 
who with rarely equalled wisdom, patience and success gave the bes ok 
for the betterment of less privileged people. 
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Changes in the Board 


The changes in the elected membership of the Board during the past year 
have been as follows: 

The vacancies left by the death of Bishop Satterlee and Bishop Worthington 
were filled at the February meeting by the election of the Right Rev. Samuel C. 
Edsall, p.p., Bishop of Minnesota; and at the April meeting by the election of 
the Right Rev. William Andrew Leonard, p.p., Bishop of Ohio. Mr. Rathbone 
Gardner resigned his membership in the Board in April, and his place was taken 
by Mr. Arthur Ryerson, elected at the meeting of the Board in May. 

To the ex-officio members there were added the Right Rev. Robert L. Pad- 
dock, Bishop of Eastern Oregon, consecrated December 18th, 1907; the Right 
Rey. Edward Jennings Knight, Bishop of Western Colorado, consecrated Decem- 
ber 19th, 1907; the Right Rev. Henry D. Robinson, p.p., Bishop of Nevada, con- 
secrated March 25th, 1908; and the Right Rev. Frederick F. Reese, p.p., Bishop 
of Georgia, consecrated May 20th, 1908. 


Amendment to the Missionary Canon 


By an amendment to the Missionary Canon, the General Convention grouped 
all the dioceses and missionary districts in the United States into eight depart- 
ments, and made provision for the organization of a missionary council in each 
department to be auxiliary to the Board of Missions. 

The missionary council was given power to elect a department secretary, 
subject to the approval of the Board of Missions, his compensation to be fixed 
and paid by the Board of Missions; to select an additional representative to 
attend the meetings of the Board of Missions with the privileges of the floor, 
but without the right to vote; to promote the holding of missionary meetings and 
take measures to foster missionary interest within the department; and the right 
to require the Board of Missions to make the annual apportionment in gross to 
the department, to be divided among the dioceses and missionary districts by 
the council. 


Missionary Departments Organized 

The first department to organize under the new canon was the Seventh, 
which met in council at Houston, Texas, on the 7th of January, 1908, adopted 
the name of “The Department of the Southwest,” and elected the Rev. Robert W. 
Patton as department secretary. 

The Sixth Department held its ‘first council on yates 17th, 1908, at Des 
Moines, Iowa. The election of a department secretary was deferred until the 
next meeting, and the Rey. Rufus W. Clark, p.p., has continued to act as 
secretary. 

The Eighth Department, organized at Portland, Ore., on the 20th of May, 
1908, electing the Rev. Louis C. Sanford as department secretary. 
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New Misstonary Districts Created 


The General Convention changed the boundaries of several of the missionary 
districts in the Sixth and Seventh Departments in order to make the districts 
coincide with the state boundaries whenever possible. 

Thus, the western half of Nevada was detached from the District of Sacra- 
mento and the eastern half from the District of Salt Lake, and the whole State 
of Nevada reconstituted a missionary district as it was twenty years ago. The 
Rey. Henry D. Robinson, p.D., was elected Missionary Bishop of Nevada and con- 
secrated March 25th, 1908. 

The western part of Colorado was detached from the District of Salt Lake 
and reconstituted a missionary district as it was ten years ago. The Rev. Edward 
J. Knight was elected Missionary Bishop of Western Colorado and consecrated 
on December 19th, 1907. 

The eastern part of Wyoming was detached from the District of Laramie, 
the western part was detached from the District of Boisé; the southwest corner 
was detached from the District of Salt Lake; and the whole ‘State of Wyoming 
was constituted a missionary district. The Rev. Frederick F. Reese, D.D., was 
elected as Missionary Bishop of Wyoming. Dr. Reese felt constrained to decline 
the election, and for the present the District of Wyoming is in charge of the 
Bishop of Idaho. 

The eastern two-thirds of the Diocese of Oregon was constituted a missionary 
district, under the name of “Eastern Oregon.” The Rev. Robert L. Paddock 
was elected Missionary Bishop of Eastern Oregon and was consecrated on De- 
cember 18th, 1907. 

The northern part of Idaho, for the past ten years a part of the District of 
Spokane, was detached from that district and added to the rest of the State, 
which is now known as the Missionary District of Idaho. 

The State of Utah was reconstituted a missionary district as it was twenty 
years ago, under the name of the Missionary District of Utah. 

The western part of Nebraska was reconstituted a missionary district as it 
was ten years ago, under the name of the Missionary District of Kearney. 


Brazil 


The General Convention constituted the United States of Brazil a foreign 
missionary district of this Church, and the former bishop, the Right Rev. Lucien 
Lee Kinsolving, D.D., was chosen as its bishop under the title of the Bishop of 
Southern Brazil. 


The Men's Thank-Offering 


The Men’s Thank-Offering presented at Richmond in thanksgiving for three 
hundred years of English Christianity amounted to $778,157.61. Of this 
$345,758.66 was designated for various objects, and the Board had only to trans- 
fer the amounts designated to the objects named by the donors. Of the $432,398.95 
left $138,460.57 was used to restore the Reserve Deposits of the Society, which 
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had*been used to meet the accumulated deficits of several years, in accordance 
with the terms of the original resolution providing for the Thank-Offering, and 
the remaining $293,938.38 was distributed among the missions, after consultation 
with the bishops concerned, in the following proportions: Domestic Missions, 
including Alaska and the Indian work, received 41%; Negro Missions 9%; 
China and Japan, 25%; Porto Rico, Honolulu, the Philippines, Mexico, Cuba 
and Brazil, 224%; Africa, 242%. As provided in the resolution this offering 
was used to provide permanent equipment in the missions. 


The United Offering 


The Woman’s Auxiliary more than justified the hope that its triennial offer- 
ing would be sufficient to maintain the work among the women of our mission 
fields on its present scale. Their gift at Richmond reached the remarkable total 
of $225,000, thus setting at rest the anxiety which some had felt whether the 
Board could continue the present staff of women for the next three years. It 
now seems safe to say that no qualified woman offering for mission work will be 
held back from the field because of lack of funds. 


New Msstonaries 


The missionaries appointed during the year were as follows: Africa received 
one; Shanghai, four; Hankow, twelve; Tokyo, six; Kyoto, one; Cuba, four; 
Mexico, three; Honolulu, five; Canal Zone, one; the Philippines, sixteen; Porto 
Rico, two, and Alaska, ten. The total of sixty-five is by far the largest number 
of missionaries that the Board has ever appointed in any one year. 


Financial Statistics 


The growth in the missionary work of the Church, both at home and abroad, 
as witnessed by the increase in the number of people at work (there being thirty- 
two bishops and 2,276 other missionaries who are wholly or in part supported 
by the Board, as compared with twenty-nine bishops and 2,142 other missionaries 
last year) has required an increase of nearly $90,000 in the appropriations over last 
year. The appropriations for current work during the fiscal year amounted to 
$1,040,115.76. 

The income, especially with reference to the Apportionment Plan, which 
could be used to meet the appropriations of the year, can best be shown by the 
following table:

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This did not cover the appropriations of the year for current work by 
$48,517.50, which is the deficiency on the first of September, 1908. This de- 
ficiency has been temporarily cared for by the Reserve Deposits, which were pro- 
vided to meet such a contingency. The order was, in establishing these deposits, 
that all amounts temporarily withdrawn from them during the year should be 
returned thereto before the close of the fiscal year, if possible. It is highly 
desirable therefore that the amount now drawn from these deposits to meet the 
present deficit should be restored, and that the total of the deposits should be 
increased to at least $500,000. 

The total amount passing through the Board’s treasury during the fiscal 
year, including the Men’s Missionary Thank-Offering and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
United Offering, was $2,642,139.56. 

The cost of administering the work of the Board was a little less than four 
and four-tenths per cent. (4.4%) of the total amount passing through the 
treasury. This is much lower than usual because during the year we have re- 
ceived, and to a large extent paid out, as just stated, the Men’s Missionary Thank- 
offering and the Woman’s Auxiliary United Offering, amounting to about 
$1,000,000, and although this required a very large amount of additional work, 
practically no additional expense was incurred. Last year the percentage of cen- 
tral expenses was eight and one-half per cent. (8.5%), which is more nearly 
the usual rate.

This deficiency has been temporarily covered by the Reserve Deposits, These aresums 
set aside a number of years ago by the Board of Managers from legacies and other sources, 
amounting to $109,120.81, to meet the payments during the early months of the year when 
the contributions arefew. The Board also holds in the same way an additional fund of 
$12,189.48 for China, and received during the last four years new Reserve Deposits 
to protect the credit of the Society, of $115,000, known as the “W. M. B. 
Fund.” A fund of $100,000, to be known as the ‘ Bessie Moorhead Thomas Memorial 
Fund,” one-half of which is to be used for this same purpose as an additional Reserve 
Deposit; and the gift of Mra, Eleanor A. Goldsborough, deceased, late of All Saints’ 
Parish, Talbot County (in the Diocese of Easton), Maryland, $100,000; also the gift of a 
Friend in the Diocese of New York, $7,500. These deposits together therefore now 
make $393,810.29; and, as stated above, the deficiency to September Ist, 1908, is 
temporarily covered thereby. 

The main purpose of the Reserve Deposits, as has been said, was to meet 
payments in the early months of the fiscal year, when the contributions are light 
and when the appropriations must be paid in regular amounts every month in order 
that the Board might thus be spared the necessity of borrowing money, which has been 
found unavoidable until this reserve was established. As an illustration, in the first six- 
months of this past year, the appropriations were $520,000, while the contributions were 
only $237,000, and the Reserve Deposits were provided to help tide over such a period. 
The order was, in establishing these deposits, that all amounts temporarily withdrawn from 
said funds during the year should be returned thereto before the close of the fiscal year © 
if possible; but in my judgment it is a matter of the most vital importance that 
the Reserve Deposits should be fully restored at the earliest practicable moment.

Michigan City, Minnesota, Mississippi, Montana, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
North Carolina, Oregon, Quincy, South Carolina, Southern Virginia,* Spring- 
field, Tennessee, Texas, Virginia,* Washington,* Western Michigan, West Texas 
and West Virginia. The Board also supports two general missionaries to the 
Swedes and two missionaries among deaf-mutes, in the Middle West and the 
South. 


T HE Church through its Board of Missions cares for twenty-two districts, 


Divisions of Work 


This classification includes the work among the people of our own race, 
among the Indians, the Colored people, the Swedes and the natives in our new 
possessions. 


Obligations 


In undertaking this important work, the Board of Missions becomes respon- 
sible for the salaries of twenty-one. bishops in the missionary districts, and the 
stipends of 1,160 other clergymen, laymen and women. 


Financtal Statement 


For Domestic Missions the total amount appropriated by the Board of Mis- 
sions for the fiscal year 1907-1908 was $503,546.81. This amount included sums 
set apart for the conduct of missions among deaf-mutes, among the Indian pupils 
of Hampton Institute, and some other work not directly chargeable to any particu- 
lar diocese or missionary district.

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The total sum applied upon the work of the Church in our own land and in 
the island possessions of this country during the fiscal year was $736,716.70. 
Of this sum, however, $69,230.29 came from the Men’s Thank-offering, to make 
up the deficiency for Domestic Missions to September ist, 1907, and $188,198.35 
came into the treasury as “specials,” and so was paid out over and above appro- 
priations, or was invested permanently. 

The contributions for Domestic Missions applicable upon the Board’s ap- 
propriations, together with the portion of the offerings for General Missions as- 
signed to the domestic work, amounted to $391,906.97, and the legacies applied 
to domestic work, either by the terms of the wills or by the action of the Board, . 
aggregated $87,381.09; so making the total amount used for paying the domestic 
appropriations for the fiscal year $479,288.06. 

The equitable share of the domestic department of the cost of making the 
work known to the Church by leaflets and other occasional publications concern- 
ing some particular phase of the work, and one-half of the expenses for extra 
pages in THE Sprrit or Missions, and for sending the numbers of THE SPIRIT 
oF Missions without charge to the clergy, has been $19,714.61, and for the cost 
of conducting the work, including one-half of the general expenses of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, $32,920.37, and for the Department Secretaries, $4,978.02. 

The total cost of administering the affairs of the Board of Missions (both 
Domestic and Foreign) and of making the work known to the Church was a little 
less than four and four-tenths per cent. of the gross receipts of the Society. This 
is much lower than usual because during the year we have received, and to a large 
extent paid out, the Men’s Missionary Thank-offering and the Woman’s Auxiliary 
United Offering, amounting to over $1,000,000, and although this required a very 
large amount of additional work, practically no additional expense was incurred. 
Last year the percentage of central expenses was eight and one-half per cent., 
which is more nearly the usual rate.

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In this section the report of the work is exclusively confined to those of our 
own. race in contradistinction to the Colored or Indian people. The facts here 
presented have been gathered largely from the bishops’ reports and from articles 
published in the issues of Tur Sprrir or Missions. They are placed here to 
show the character and progress of the work. 

In the appendices accompanying this report will be found the full reports 
of the various bishops in charge of the missionary districts in the United States, 
giving further information respecting their fields, the progress and character of 
the work, their needs, and future outlook. 


‘Here is given a summary of facts pertaining to each district: 


Alaska contains 590,844 square miles, an area equal to about one-fifth of all the 
other mainland possessions of the United States. If placed upon its surface it would 
comfortably accommodate the States of Texas, California, Oregon and Washington, 
with a trifling surplus equal to the State of Rhode Island. 

Her coast line is about 26,000 miles long, or greater than the circumference of the 
earth at the equator. 

According ‘to the latest census, 1900, the population is estimated at 63,592. Of 
these, 30,507 are whites, 29,536 are natives, and the remainder Negroes and Asiatics. 
Since then there has been a great influx into the territory, so that the white popula- 
tion is in all probability over 40,000. 

Alaska is advancing in every direction and opening opportunities for Church 
extension as never before known. . The population is increasing rapidly, twenty-four 
per cent. during ithe past year, and the commerce of the territory has grown by bounds 
and leaps. There are at least twelve cities in this region of “polar bears and icebergs” 
as it was once called, that compare favorably with any of our great Western towns in 
the States. Among these may be mentioned Juneau, Nome, Fairbanks, Douglas, Chena, 
Skagway and Treadwell, where may be seen well built homes, schools, libraries, 
churches, and hotels with all modern improvements—electric lights, telephones, paved 
streets, waterworks, and even department stores, where goods can be purchased alt a 
cost slightly in advance of prices charged in Seattle. Some of these towns support 
newspapers. Ten years ago but one steamer plied between Seattle and Alaska, 
To-day four or five steamers run weekly to Alaskan ports, bringing tourists and set- 
tlers by the thousands. The railroad is pushing itself into the interior, reaching out 
to twenty different points, revealing to ithe traveller the most beautiful scenery ‘and 
a most surprising display of vegetation, including a hundred varieties of flowers. 

Among other signs of progress may be mentioned tthe introduction into the coun- 
try of domestic manufactures, machinery, and other supplies by the millions of dol- 
lars’ worth. 

This once vast region of supposed polar bears and icebergs has given place to 
civilization, its wild and dreary wastes have been reclaimed, and before another 
twenty-five years will have passed Alaska will have its railroads reaching from the 
coast to ‘the interior ttowns, factories and other industries will be _ estab- 
lished in places where to-day the most primitive conditions prevail, and ithe territory 
will take its place alongside the States of the far West. This is the picture which 
Alaska presents to-day and which speaks with no uncertain sound as to the duty of 
the Church at this time. 

The missionary district has been suffering from a lack of missionary workers, 
several of the important mission centres having been without a resident minister for 
some time. However, the outlook is now brighitter, as the staff has been greatly 
strengthened by a number of new appointees: The Rev. Messrs. Edward P, New- 
ton and Charles 'W. Peabody; Dr. Grafiton Burke; Mr. Leonard E. Todd, Mr. Charles 
W. Williams and Fred. Loomis; and Misses Clara M. Heintz, Ella Lee Wood, 
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Agnes M. Huntoon, Alice A. Green, Adda Knox, Agnes Bolster, Anne S. Cady and Mrs. 
Lottie A. Brown. Among those who have resigned their appointments during the 
year are the Rev. F..C. Taylor, Mr. John A. St. Clair, Miss Emily H. Bance and Miss 
Phebe G. C. Girault. 

During the year Archdeacon Stuck has been in the States actively engaged 1n 
furthering ithe cause of missions in Alaska, and his laborious duties have covered 
a large ‘tract of territory and aroused renewed interest in the work of the Church in 
Alaska. With several of the newly appointed missionaries he returned to his field of 
labor in July, and, with the impetus gained during his vacation, he will throw into the 
work a still greater spirit of enthusiasm than ever. In the absence of ithe archdeacon 
the bishop has been actively engaged, travelling all over the district, visiting tthe 
various stations and cheering the missionaries, and inspiring with hope ithe struggling 
missions. His journeys cover thousands of miles, through terrible snowstorms, bad 
weather, low temperatures, heavy windstorms, making trails, travelling most of the 
time on snowshoes, and suffering, as he says, “only a few frost-bites and much 
weariness.” 

The Rev. Mr. Chapman, after a strenuous service of seven years at Anvik, left 
his station August 17th for his well-earned vacation. Mr. Charles Walter Williams, 
recently appointed by the Board, will care for the work at Anvik during the absence 
of Mr. Chapman. 

The Rev. Thomas Jenkins has returned to the field and taken up the work at 
Ketchikan, where he arrived September 5th. 

The Rey. Mr. Peabody has been transferred from Skagway to Tanana to take 
charge of the Rev. Mr. Hoare’s work while he goes to Point Hope to relieve Dr. Driggs, 
who is coming to the States. Mrs. Evans has returned to Anvik after vacation. Miss 
Langdon and Miss Cady are now stationed at Fort Yukon, and Miss Huntoon, on July 
25th last, took up her work ‘at Ketchikan. 

Mr. Boulter retired from the mission June 30th, and Mr. George B. Burgess, of 
Dallas, Tex., by appointment of the Board, succeeded to the work at Hagle. 

Dr. Grafton Burke arrived at Fort Yukon August 15th, and Mr. Leonard E. Todd, 
who was serving at Cordova during the summer, returned to the Berkeley Divinity 
School, Middletown, Conn. 

Miss Elizabeth M. Deane, deaconess, on regular furlough, left Ketchikan August 
31st, and Miss Adda Knox arrived at Fairbanks on the 31st of July. 

Early in February the bishop left Valdez and journeyed by the new stage route 
to Fairbanks, a distance of about 450 miles. Only a few years ago the bishop had tto 
traverse this route on foot, making his way through an untravelled wilderness. The 
Government has now made ithe trail from Valdez to Fairbanks a post-road, and erected 
road-houses at a distance of twenty or thirty miles apart along the route. From 
Fairbanks he went out to several neighboring villages and confirmed a number of 
Indians—at Chena, thirty-five; at Neenana, fifty, prepared by the Rev. Mr. Betticher, of 
Fairbanks, who has been ‘doing successful work among the scattered Indians living along 
the Tanana River. From the Tanana mission, in company with the Rey. Mr. Hoare, he 
travelled overland by snowshoes and dog teams to St. John’s-in-the-Wilderness, Alla- 
kaket, bringing a blessing to Deaconess Carter and Miss Heintz, who are staitioned 
there, ministering to the physical and spiritual needs of the people. From there he 
pushed his way to Bettles, Coldfoot, and Noland Creek, a itrip of 300 miles, and taking 
thirteen days to do it in. On his return to Tanana ‘the met a temperature of forty 
degrees below zero, and reached Fairbanks again early in April. From Fairbanks he 
journeyed to Valdez, then to Sitka, and from ithence to New York, en route to Eng- 
land, to attend the Pan-Anglican Congress and the Lambeth Conference; from England 
back to New York and thence to Alaska. 

The Church work in Alaska embraces work among ‘the miners, prospectors, and 
other people from the States, and also the Indians and the Eskimos. 

The staitions where work among the white people is being carried on are at Circle 
City, under ithe care of ‘the Rey. Mr. Rice; Eagle City, under the care of Mr. Burgess; 
Fairbanks, under the care of the Rev. Mr. Bettlicher; Valdez, under the care of the 
Rev. Mr. Newton; Skagway, under the care of the Rev. Mr. Peabody; Ketchikan, 
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under the care of ‘tthe Rev. Mr. Jenkins; and the following unsupplied stations— 
Douglas, Nome, Rampart and Sitka. 


Arizona, While the figures for this district show a falling off in the number of 
confirmations from the previous year, as well as in contributions, there has been ja 
small gain in the number of communicants, and considerable activity manifested ‘at 
certain important centres. Trinity Church, Pheenix, has organized as a parish, Grace 
Mission at Tucson is following close behind, while the missions at Prescott and 
Bisbee have become sselfisupporting. ‘The rector at Globe, the Rev. George Selby, has 
finished and furnished St. John’s Church, and the Rev. Mr. Simonson, by his earnest 
labors, has made the enlarging of his church a necessity. 

Considerable anxiety ‘is ‘being felt for the future maintenance of Miss Thackara’s 
hospital at Fort Defiance. The income received for the work is by no means sufficient 
to carry it on, and unless the necessary funds are forthcoming, in all probability the 
hospital will have to close its doors. The bishop says: “We are at our wits’ end. 
We dare not stop and we dare not go on. We lay the matter before the Board as 
representing the Church.” 

‘As Arizona is rapidly becoming a health resort where hundreds are flocking in 
quest of health, it has seemed that the Church ought to undertake to care for these, 
and make some provision for their physical and spiritual comfort. A notable move 
in this direction has already been undertaken by Archdeacon Atwood in the estab- 
lishment of St. Luke’s Home for Consumptives. A gift of $6,000 has enabled the 
archdeacon to establish such a home at Phenix and have it served by the leading 
physicians in that town. The work is a most noble one, and ought ito have the sup- 
port of the whole Church. 


Asheville. In order to reach the peculiar class of people to whom the Church 
Ministers in the mountain districts, it is expedient that schools be established and 
maintained, that sensible, sympathetic help be extended them, and ald given that 
shail make of ithe boys better workmen and of ‘the girls better housekeepers. A large 
industrial farm school is what is needed to-day to meet the needs of the rising gen- 
eration. The district has been most fortunate in having devised to it by the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture of the State of North Carolina, his magnificent home estate 
of several hunidred acres of excellent farm land as a site for an industrial farm school 
for boys. This valuable gift will become the property of the district upon the death 
of his widow. 

During the year ‘the thirteen parishes and sixty-eight missions of the district 
have been cared for by thirty-one clergymen, including the bishop; ministering to 
2,608 communicants. 

As an indication of the interest the people are taking ‘in the Church, the sum 
of $36,362 was raised during the year for self-support; $4,511 was raised for objects 
outside the district, while the apportionment of ithe district, $600, was more than pa'fid; 
the children of the Sunday-schools adding over $600 as their Lenten Offering. 


Hastern Oregon. This district was created by the General Convention ‘of 1907, 
by separating ithe eastern two-thirds of 'the State from the diocese. The Rev. Robert 
Lewis Paddock was elected its bishop, and he was consecrated on December 18th, 
1907. 

The district is yet undeveloped; but one railroad line pierces it and that through 
the northeastern corner from Huntington to Umatilla, and so along the Columbia 
River on the northern boundary to Hood River and Portland. Ranching and mining 
are the chief industries. Irrigation is opening new sections and attracting immi- 
grants, among them a large Mormon element. 

At present the Church is represented by fifteen congregaltions, with 628 communi- 

cants, and only four clergymen to minister to them. 
. The bishop, who has now entered upon his work, visited all the missions under 
his jurisdiction and laid out plans for the future development of the work. 

With eight more clergymen added !to the staff 'the bishop hopes ithat in a very 
short time ithe Church in the district will be strongly intrenched. 
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Honolulu. This missionary district embraces the Hawaiian Islands, the Midway, 
and the American Islands of the Samioan group, covering an area of 6,449 square miles 
and having a mixed population of 180,000, not including the Samoan Islands. 

When the English diocese of Honolulu passed under the jurisdiction of the Amer- 
ican Church in 1902, and became a missionary district of this Church, the Right 
Rev. Dr. Restarick was placed in charge, and it is largely due to his persona] and 
efficient labors ‘that ‘the district has reached its present status of prosperity. | 

Upon the various ‘islands, composing the Hawaiian Territory—Oahu, Maui, Kauai 
and Hawaii, there are now some twenty-one parishes and missions in charge of twenty 
clergy, ministering to 1,168 communicants. 

Among the institutions of the district are the Iolani School, a boarding and day- 
school for boys at Honolulu; St. Andrew’s Priory for girls at Honolulu; St. Peter’s 
Chinese School in the same city; St. Paul’s Chinese School at Makapala, and a school 
for Chinese at Kula. ; 

During the year the staff has been strengthened by the appointments of the Rev. 
Messrs. Leopold Kroll and J. D. Yoshimura, Deaconess Mary I. Potter, Mrs. Caroline 
Clark, and the Misses Hilda Van Deerlin, Ida Buchly and Charlotte Teggart. 

The people to whom the Church ministers in the district are composed of Ha- 
waiians and a very large number of Asiatics, who have come in swarms, drawn 
thither by the demands for their services as laborers. 

The bishop estimates that 800,000 Japanese are in the islands, and 25,000 Chinese 
and Koreans. The remainder, 40,000, are Hawaiians. 

To minister to this heterogeneous population the work is classified into several 
departments—that among the English-speaking and Hawaiians, that among the Chi- 
nese and that among the Japanese. 

In every place the Hawaiian work is a part of the English-speaking work, for in 
many congregations one-half the English-speaking communicants are of Hawaiian 
blood. : 

As to the work among the Chinese and Koreans there is cause for encouragement. 
At the several missions where the work is established there are evident signs of 
growth and development that promise well for the future of missions. For instance, 
in Kohala, near the mission, are 600 Chinese and 250 Koreans, one-half of whom are 
nominal Christians, and who, as a rule, remain constant and render valuable aid to 
the mission. The work among the Japanese lis more difficult, and at Kohala the Rev. 
Mr. Gunn, who is in charge of the station there, says to reach and win the Japanese 
is the hardest part of the missionary problem. 

But in other centres, as in Honolulu, the work seems more encouraging and hope- 
ful. In Trinity Mission eleven young men have recently been baptized, and four 
women confirmed. The Church services arranged for the Japanese have been well 
attended, some nights as many as fifty-two men being present. During the year the 
bishop has baptized twenty-five of them. 

From the night-school opened by Mr. Fukao and the day-school taught by Deacon- 
ess Wile, the Japanese work has developed. There are two centres, one at the cathe- 
dral and one at St. Mary’s, Moiliili. Both of ‘these are most encouraging. There 1s 
also a day-school for Japanese young men in connection with Iolani College. What 
the bishop needs in order to meet the growing demands of this work are more build- 
ings—with [these the work could be greatly advanced. 

On Sunday, July 19th, the completed addition to the nave of St. Andrew’s Cathe- 
dral was formally consecrated with appropriate services. The service was impressive, 
and will long be remembered as marking the completion of an important undertaking 
in the permanent work of the planting of the Gospel in Hawaii. 

In speaking generally of the work of the Church in Hawaii he says: 


“The work of the Church is developing on the lines on which we must look for growth. It cam 
ye illustrated by the case of Lahaina. The Rey. Mr. Kroll has his regular congregation, which is: 
largely composed of Hawaiians and part-Hawaiians. But the town is filled with Orientals. We 
must do what we can for these. Miss Van Deerlin during the past year had a Chinese and a 
Korean night-school. Mr. Kroll began on his arrival to see what he could do in conveying to 
these people a knowledge of Jesus Christ. I sent down to him to help in this work two students 
from Iolani, a Chinese youth who is a lay-reader and interpreter at St. Elizabeth’s, and a Korean 
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who is well instructed. The result is fifteen Koreans who are being prepared for Holy Baptism, 
and the gathering of the nucleus for a Chinese congregation. 


“At the annual meeting of the Woman’s Auxiliary and Guild it was determined that the women 
should have in mind during the year the building of a house for Mr. Kroll. Until the money for 
this is obtained the women are going to pay the interest on money which it is necessary to raise. 
Already the Hawaiian Guild of the Cathedral has voted twenty-five dollars toward the interest 
fund. It is a good idea that each organization of women in the Islands should every year have in 
mind some one work. Some time ago it was St. John’s Church, Kula, which was aided. Now I want 


every Guild to do as much as it can for Lahaina. I want the women to build a parsonage there as 
soon as the land can be secured. 


“The parish house at Lahaina has been already commenced. The manager of the plan- 
tation has generously contributed the labor for this.” 


St. Andrew’s Priory, which has done so much for the girls of Hawaii in ithe 
way of education, must have new buildings in which to carry on the work. The 
buildings are in a most wretched condition and can no longer satisfy the needs of 
the 120 girls connected with the school. With the $10,000 from ‘the M. T. O. Fund and 
the $11,000 collected in the islands, the bishop feels justified in having the plans 
drawn for a $50,000 plant of reinforced concrete that will be strong, durable, sani- 
tary, and ‘adapted to the purpose for which it is erected. The bishop has faith to 
believe that when the need of this institution is fully realized—in giving protection 
to the Hawaiian girls, in raising the standard of womanhood, in inculcating ideas of 
purity and in sending forth young women with good habits, good principles and a 
formed character—the needed $24,000 will be forthcoming. 


The bishop says: 


At the Cathedral, considering that it is a vacation time and that the schools are closed, the 
morning congregations have kept up very well. 

I am trying to get two new men for the field—one is for Paauilo, which is vacant owing to the 
retirement of the Rev. Ronald Hilton. The other man is needed as a general missionary who will 
go here and there seeking openings for work and ministering to scattered Church people 
wherever they may be, 

I have been very busy during the past month endeavoring to obtain the money yet needed 
for the new buildings of St. Andrew’s Priory. The plans for this are being drawn by Mr. C. W. 
Dickey, now of Oakland, California. He knows the islands and our needs. When the cor- 
rected plans come not a moment will be lost in getting to work at the building. The Priory has 
done and is doing excellent work and gifts are needed towards the building fund. 

Our Priory girls are distinguishing themselves. Recently one hundred and eight prospective 
teachers were examined. Only two received first-class certificates and one of these was a graduate 
last year of the Priory. Out of the eight who received diplomas at the Normal School one was a 
graduate of the Priory class of 1907 and one other of the eight was an old Priory girl. One of 
our old girls will graduate as a trained nurse in October on the Coast. (Another Priory girl, who 
like the last named paid her own way, is the only part-Hawaiian graduate trained nurse. Kathleen 
Arnold of the class of 1907 left on the last Alameda for Los Angeles where she will train for a 
nurse at the Clara Barton Hospital. 


St. Elizabeth’s Hiouse in Honolulu is attracting a large number of Koreans, though 
the work was established for the Chinese. Within the past six months the Rey. W. E. 
Potwine has baptized eight men and one woman, 'all Koreans, with a number of others 
in preparation. He has also prepared and presented for confirmation within the past 
eight months eleven Korean men and two Korean women, and two Chinese girls. 
To add to the beauty of the Church service, Mr. Potwine has trained and introduced 
a vested choir of Chinese men and boys. 

The progress of the Church’s work in the district for the past year may ‘be seen 
in ‘the following table:

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Idaho. 'This district was formerly part of the missionary districts of Boisé and ~ 
Spokane. At ithe General Convention of 1907 that part of the State lying within the 
missionary district of Spokane was detached, and the whole State of Idaho created 
in one missionary district under the name of Idaho. The former Bishop of Boisé, the 
Right Rev. Dr. Funsten, conitinued its bishop. 

Under his leadership the district has made strong advance in every department 
of effort, educational, evangelistic, philanthropic. Since his consecration and entrance 
upon his work thirty odd buildings have been erected for the Church’s use within the 
district; the number of communicants have increased twofold; and the number of 
confirmations have increased yearly. There are now at work in the fifty-four different 
parishes and missions sixteen clergy, and the offerings amount to over $18,000. In 
the performance of his duties the bishop has travelled over 21,000 miles, baptized in 
Idaho nineteen and confirmed eighty-four. 

The Bishop Tuttle Church House at Boisé is now completed and will stand there 
as a splendid monument to the noble work which that bishop was permitted to accom- 
plish. The building cost $20,000, exclusive of site, and the bishop has receiver, $12,000 
from all sources toward its erection. 

iSt. Margaret’s Hall is growing yearly. Last year there was an enrolment of 150 
young girls, of whom forty were boarders. A new addition to the building had to be 
made iat a cost of $10,000, thus providing accommodations for double the number of 
boarders. The receipts of ithe year paid the current expenses. 

St. Luke’s Hospital at Boisé has cared for 2,000 patients since it opened six years 
ago. The work has grown so that an addition had to be erected. ce is now com- 
pleted at a cost of $32,400. 

Kearney. This is the new name given to the district in the western part of 
Nebraska by the General Convention of 1907, and formerly known as Laramie, and 
earlier as The Platte, the Right Rev. Dr. Graves continuing its bishop. By this 
arrangement the bishop is relieved of about 50,000 square miles of territory and the 
care of twenty stations. By lessening tthe area of the field in this way the bishop has 
been able to visit many of the stations twice during the year, which has proved to be 
of great advantage to those stations. The district has suffered, however, from re- 
movals, a number of places having lost half their members ‘in ‘the last two years. 
The encouraging fact is that the bishop has confirmed about twice as Many com- 
municants as are recorded to-day, and nearly ten times as many as there were when 
he entered upon the work. 

The work of expansion is seen in the opening of new stations where before it 
seemed impossible, and in ‘the building of some two or three churches. All the sixty- 
one missions of the district are now being cared for, and the outlook ‘to-day tis more 
promising than ‘it has been for some time past. 

The Kearney Military Academy is now housed in its new building, costing 
$60,000. The building is paid for and the money for its equipment is in sight. Of 
the 108 boys enrolled, twenty to thirty receive the Holy Communion each Sunday, 
administered by the chaplain of the school. The academy is now entering upon a new 
era, and promises to fulfil a larger mission than ever before. 

Nevada, This district was established by the General Convention of 1907. The 
western half of Nevada was detached from the District of Sacramento and the eastern 
half from the District of Salt Lake, and the whole State was then reconstituted @ 
missionary district as it was in 1869 and placed under the jurisdiction of the Right 
Rev. Ozi W. Whitaker, p.D., its first bishop. Subsequently Nevada was attached to 
Utah, and the two became one missionary district under Bishop Leonard. From 1898 
to 1907 Nevada was divided between the Missionary Districts of Sacramento and 
Salt Lake. The present bishop is the Right Rev. Henry Douglas Robinson, p.p., who 
was consecrated March 25th, 1908. bn 

Nevada is truly a missionary field. The people are largely composed of miners, 
though ‘there are more college bred men iin the State than can be found in the cities 
of the East. Vice runs rampant, nourished and fostered by the saloon and gambling 
dens that are everywhere in evidence. Bishop Robinson well says: “Here is great 
need for the Church ‘to step between these men and their temptation.” 
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In an area of 109,740 square miles there are but twenty-three ‘places where the 
Church is at work, and with less than a dozen clergymen to minister to ithe spiritual 
needs of 42,335 people. This fact has only to be mentioned to call attention to the 
ae the Church to go in and possess the land in the name of Christ and His 

ureh, 


New Mexico. The Church’s work in this district has had a most successful year. The 
statistics show a gain in the number of confirmations, communicants and contribu- 
tions. The rectors of several parishes and missions have been actively engaged, push- 
ing the work forward in every direction. The Rev. Mr. Lewis, at Mesilla Park, has 
been laboring among the students of the College of Agriculture and Mechanical Arts, 
with the result that at the last visitation of the bishop he presented for confirmation 
thirty-one of these college students. Hlis choir is composed of these students, who 
render efficient service, while the congregation is taxing to the utmost the full capacity 
of the ‘building, which has already been enlarged. 

The Rey. Mr. Cook, at Albuquerque, is also engaged in enlarging the borders of 
his field of labors, reaching oult to the south and west of Albuquerque, on the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fé Railway, and strengthening the Church at these points. The 
Rev. Mr. Maltas at Raton anid the Rev. Mr. Doggett, of Durango, Col., have likewise 
in their several spheres of labor done much good work. The Rey. Mr. Moore, of Las 
Vegas, in spite of many losses from removals, presented this year ithe largest class 
ever confirmed in St. Paul’s Church. The Rev. Henry Easter at El Paso has had 
similar success, while the Rev. Mr. Marshall, of Carlsbad, is rejoicing wiith his con- 
gregation in the gift of a memorial tower and bell for his church. 

The whole district is rapidly increasing in population, and ranches and 
towns’ are being settled here and there along the great railway lines. The people 
flocking thither are English-speaking, and of noble character, and ought to have the 
shepherding care of the Church. But this will require more men and more buildings, 
and the bishop earnestly pleads that the Church in his district may be permitted to 
meet this new responsibility by increased appropriations. 


North Dakota is sharing the general prosperity of the West, in the increase of 
population and in the springing up of new towns and centres of commercial and indus- 
trial enterprise. The Church, however, is not able to Keep pace with this general 
advance because of the large foreign element that make up ‘the influx of population, 
and the small force of clergy to go in anid among these people and arouse an |interest 
in ‘the Church. 

But in spite of 'the difficulties that hinder the rapid growth and development of 
the Church’s work in North Dakota, it is a most encouraging sign to record the fact 
that during the past year there was a large increase in the number of baptisms; two 
new churches have been erected, as well as a rectory, and several pieces of Church 
property have ‘been greatly improved. 

In ithe matter of offerings the district has done nobly: the apportionment has 
een fully paid; the sum of $873 given as the Men’s Thank-offering, and $872 as the 
Children’s Lenten offering. Well done! 

During the year services have been maintained regularly at forty-two points, and 
occasional services held at thirty-one others. Highteen clergymen have carried on 
the work, and they ‘have all done well. 


Oklahoma, This missionary district, formerly known as the Missionary District 
of Oklahoma and Indian Territory, is now the Missionary District of Oklahoma and 
includes the whole State of Oklahoma, having an area of 70,000 square miles and a 
population of 1,500,000 people. Over this vast stretch of country the Church is work- 
ing at seventy different stations, with only twelve priests and nine deacons to care 
for the work, assisted by two candidates and three postulants, and seventeen other 
lay-readers. Two deaconesses and one lay-woman are also employed. 

There has been a falling off in the number of baptisms and confirmations during 
the year, but an increase in tthe number of communicants by 335. Six new missions 
have been added and a new church erected at Bartlesville. 
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The outlook for the coming year is most promising. The M. T. O. gift to the 
district has been of great assistance and put where it will do the most good. 

All Saints’ Hospital has been a blessing to the 815 patieuts that have applied for 
treatment during the year. Of these, only ‘thirty-nine died, 103 cases were free, receiv- 
ing 1,335 days of care. The sum of $1,852 has been received as a gift, and $10,101.65 
in fees and earnings. The assistance given by the Woman’s Auxiliary makes possible 
the charity work done by the hospital. 

The bishop hereafter will reside at Oklahoma City instead of at Guthrie, as the 
former place offers better advantages and opportunities of administration. 


Porto Rico. It has been seven years since the present bishop entered upon his 
work in this district. At that time there were three missions in which the work of 
the Church was being carried on—at San Juan, Ponce and Viieques. To-day there are 
eighteen parishes and missions and five schools and a hospital. For the erection of 
these buildings about $125,000 have been raised. 

The present missionary staff consists of one bishop, five priests, one deacon, six 
lay-readers, four native catechists, nine teachers, two Bible-helpers, one candidate for 
Holy Orders. 

The principal events of the year are the erection and completion of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Ponce, opened last October, and placed umder the general care of Dr. Carl 
Vogel; the opening of the new missions at Santurce, Aguas Buenas, Puerta de Tierra, 
Palo Seco, Pueblo Viejo, and other points. 

The hospital, which cost about $30,000, including the land and equipment, hias all 
been paid for, and furnishes accommodation for fifty beds. The work ‘thas ‘thus far 
met with such marked success that it has become mecessary ito enlarge the building 
by adding ‘a second story, funds for which have been secured, and the work of enlarg- 
ing has already begun, to be completed by next December. 

The work at Puerta de Tierra has been most encouraging. When the Rev. Mr. 
Snavely entered upon the field two years ago the services were held in an old frame 
pbuilding. To-day there stands there a fine church edifice that cost $10,000, wilth a 
communicant list not exceeded by any other parish in the district. The building has 
been all paid for; the Sunday-school attendance has increased from twenty to 280; 
there is also a day-school with 200 pupils; four of its young men are studying for ‘the 
ministry; one young woman is to be a deaconess, and the mission is the centre of 
other outlying work, including work among the lepers on Las Cabras Island. ‘The 
Rev. E. H. Edson, newly appointed missionary, has recently assumed charge of tthe 
work, and it is believed that under his administration great results will be achieved. 

In other departments of the work the outlook is most promising, the seeds sown 
in former years are beginning ‘to spring forth and to bear fruit. The old question of 
men and money with which to meet the ever-increasing demands and to seize the 
splendid opportunities that are opening, is the only source of trouble to-day. <A lange 
nunrber of American priests, teachers and lay-helpers is needed not only to develop 
the work along new lines, and at points not yet reached, but also to supplement the 
labors of those already engaged iin tthe field who are in many cases overburdened and 
need the relief which an increased missionary force can alone supply. 

The sum of $50,000 is not too much to ask ‘in order that the Church in Porto Rico 
may properly respond to the demands that are being made upon her. j 

There have been some changes in the personnel of the staff during the year. 
The Rev. Messrs. C. E. Snavely and H. P. Walter have resigned. The Rey. BE. H. 
Edson has joined the mission and taken up the work at Puerta de Tierra, and Mr. J. 
F. Droste has been admitted deacon and is serving a Spanish congregation at Ponce. 

The following ladies have also been added to the staff: Deaconess L. P, Snowden, 
and the Misses Harriet A. McCoy, E. H. McCollough and L. R. Kennedy. 


Sacramento. With no great increase in the population, and no material wealth 
to speak of, being largely of the wage-earning class and farmers, and with numerous 
denominations claiming most of the religious element, the growth of the Church in 
this district must be slow and unsatisfactory. Yet there is the greater need for the 
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Church since the mining towns are being filled with a most godless set of people, who 
have no fear of God before their eyes, and flaunt their evil living before the public 
with the utmost unconcern. ; 

These are the conditions under which some of tthe missionaries have to labor in 
certain parts of the district. If the bishop had 'the men and the means for thelr 
support, there would be hope of reclaiming these evil spots that now disgrace northern 
California. A missionary writing to his bishop gives in a few words tthe true situa- 
tion: “The moral condition of this old mining town is most distressing. I never lived 
in so immoral and irreligious a community, and it is very hard to bring up a family 
in the fear of God in such a place. Morally and spiritually the condition is rotten, 
anid unless the clergyman shuts his eyes and mouth he cannot stay here long. There 
is no appetite for God or godliness, and the people are satisfied ito have 1t so. The 
influx of people from Southern Europe now working these mines tis responsible for tne 
gradual obliteration of our moral standards as a town. The most prosperous instl- 
tutions are ‘the saloons, gambling hells, vulgar shows, Sunday baseball, and immoral 
dances.” 

The bishop, not ‘discouraged, sees here an opportunity for the Church to fully 
sustain its work and to give every encouragement to its missionary. However, In 
spite of these evil surroundings, there has been much to encourage—new missions 
have been organized, ‘debts have been paid, building lots obtained, church properties 
improved, rectory built, apportionment paid, the Home of the Merciful Saviour finan- 
cially aided, and the Episcopal Fund strengthened—these are the bright spots in this 


great mission field that inspire hope and encouragement both to the bishop and ‘his 
elergy. 


Salina. The completion of the Cathedral Church, the gift of Mrs. Herman Gris- 
wold Batterson, will mark a new era in the history of this progressing missionary 
district, and will stand not merely as a beautiful memorial to the late Mr. Batterson, 
but also as an evidence of ‘the Church’s aim and purpose to be of service in the eleva- 
tion of the human race. With its beautiful memorials—altar, organ, furniture anid 
other equipments, the Cathedral was consecrated on Ascension Day, May 28th, 1908. 

From this as a centre of inspiration the work of the district will radiate out into 
the scattered missions which are gradually increasing in strength and influence under 
the vigorous leadership of the missionaries in charge. 

St.' John’s School has ‘been reorganized and placed upon a better working basis, 
and the outlook for this important institution is more promising than ever before. 
The gift of $3,000 from the M. T. O. Fund will prove a great blessing to the work. 


South Dakota. The work of the Church in South Dakota among 'tthe white people 
differs in nothing from similar work ‘in other departmentts of the field. In the state 
there ‘are ‘but six towns whose population is over 5,000, and in only one of these has 
the Church a self-supporting congregation. And yet, in spite of this fact, the ‘istrict 
has contributed $315 in excess of the apportionment, and contributed $31,676.42 toward 
the support of the work of the Church. The confirmations for ‘the year have been 198, 
and the number of communicants 2,176, showing a falling off from last year’s figures 
due to vacancies in several of the congregations, and from whom no adequate report 
could be obtained. 

If the work in the white field is to meet its responsibilities and come up to its 
‘privileges ‘and opportunities, the clerical staff must be considerably strengthened. 
Undermanned ‘as the Church is ‘in the district, it is astonishing how much work has 
been accomplished with the force at its disposal. At the eight different stations now 
in operation the work is most encouraging and the outlook most promising. The year 
has witnessed ‘the erection of new rectories in Milbank, under the Rev. H. N. Tragitt, 
- and in Mitchell, under the Rev. A. W. Bell. 

All Saints’ School, under the charge of Miss Helen S. Peabody, continues to 
prosper. During the year there have been fifty-two boarders, fifty day pupils, ‘and 
some eighty-eight special students, making.a total of 190 pupils. 
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Southern Florida. The bishop of Southern Florida thas been absent from his dis- 
trict a part of the year on a visit to the Holy Land, the Anglican Congress and the 
Lambeth Conference. Upon his return home he again took up his labors, which had 
been well cared for by Bishop Weed ‘and the Council of Advice of Southern Florida, 
and made a visit to the Seminole Indians, which was accomplished under great diffi- 
culties, as ‘told in his personal report. 


Spokane. Notwithstanding the fact that when the last General Convention cut. 
off Northern Idaho from thé Missionary District of Spokane, thereby reducing the 
number of clergy, missions, churches and communicants, the district for ithe year past 
shows a remarkable advance. With only one clergyman less, now numbering twenty,. 
working in forty-one missions, there have been more baptisms, confirmations and 
communicants than before the division was made. Three new church buildings have 
been added to the twenty-six, and two additional rectories erected. 

The great problem of the district is how to meet the opportunities for growth and 
expansion which are now opening on all sides. The material progress of the state is 
growing by leaps and bounds, new ‘towns and villages are springing up all along the 
railways and where the system of irrigation has been ‘introduced, and if the Church 
is ito be strong, now is the time to take aggressive steps and keep pace with this 
growth. 

The only way to accomplish this end is to supply ithe ‘bishop with at least eighteen 
additional clergymen, with all necessary equipment in the way of churches, rectories 
and ‘stipends. With 'this force at hand there is no doubt that in a very short space of 
time the Church will be strongly intrenched in that rapidly growing state of the far 
Northwest. 

All the institutions of ‘the district have shared in the general prosperity that has 
characterized the work of the district during the past year, including St. Luke’s 
Hospital, Brunot Hiaall, the Church Home for Children, St. Paul’s School for girls, and 
the Houston School. 


The Philippines. This missionary district, presided over by the Right Rev. Dr. 
Brent, includes ‘the Philippine Islands, the Island of Guam and the Island of Wake, 
and extends over an area of 115,026 miles, and embraces a population of 7,635,426. 
people. 

The work is classified into four divisions—that which is mainly directed to the 
English-speaking people; that to the Christianized Filipinos; that to the Chinese, and 
that to the pagans. 

The work among the English-speaking people is largely confined to Manila ang 
its environs, and to Zamboanga in Mindanao. 

The work among ithe Chinese is mostly confined to Manila, as well as the work 
among the Christianized Filipinos. 

The work among the pagans is located at Baguio, Sagada and Bontoc among the 
Igorots and among the Moros in Mindanao. 

During the year the Rey. Mr. Irving Spencer, the Rev. Mercer G. Johnston and 
Mr. J. H. T. Mackenzie resigned their appointments and returned to their homes. 
The following have received appointments: The Rev. Messrs. Edward A. Sibley, Robb 
White, Jr., Myron B. Marshall, Murray Bartlett and Frederick C. Meredith; also Dr. 
Henry Winsor and Dr. B. M. Platt; and the following missionary nurses and helpers: 
Misses Rebecca S. Aitkinson, Lizzie Whitcombe, Julia H. Woodward, Hlizabeth Cham- 
pers, Clara A. Mears and Mary C. Ellicott. 

The Rev. Walter C. Clapp, on furlough, returned to the field, arriving at Manila 
March 6th, 1908; the Rev. Edward A. Sibley arrived February 11th; and Miss E. 
Beatrice Oakes and Miss Mary Humphrey left the district, on furlough, for their 
homes in this country on March 34, arriving at San Francisco April 3d, 1908. 

In October, 1907, Miss B. T. Hicks, with Miss Julia H. Woodward and Miss Mabe} 
F. Smith, arrived in the field and immediately entered upon duty. Miss Clara A. 
Mears arrived in Manila September 12th, 1907. Miss Smith was obliged, after a short 
stay, to return to the States. 
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On May 13th, 1908, Bishop Brent was elected Bishop of Washingiton In the room 
of Bishop Satterlee, deceased. On June 5th Dr. McKim, president of the Standing 
Committee of 'the Diocese of Washington, received a cable from Bishop Brent saying: 
“Must decline. I would have gone, but God bids me stay.” (John v. 30.) 

On June 17th another election was held and Bishop Brent was again elected 
Bishop of Washington, but felt constrained ‘to decline, feeling that he could not 
abandon his work in the Philippines without detriment to the whole missionary cause 
as well as to the local work of ithe Church. 

(One of the chief events of the year was the opening of the first building of the 
University Hospital at Manila on October 23d, 1907, by Secretary Taft, in the presence 
of a large and enthusiastic gathering of people. This building is the gift of the grad- 
uates ‘and undergraduates of the University of Pennsylvania, and is the first of a 
aroup of buildings which it is hoped will be erected in the future with gifts of men 
identified with other American universities. 

The present hospital furnishes accommodation for ‘thirty beds, and though its first 
care will be to minister to the physical needs of the poorer class of Filipinos, yet 
provision will be made for American patients who can afford to pay for hospital 
privileges. 

Dr. Saleeby, who superintended the erection of the building, is in charge. 

The completion of the Cathedral and its equipment with a chime of nine bells, 
electric light fittings, and the promise of a reredos, is a matter of supreme satisfaction 
to 'the bishop and the entire district. The Rev. Mercer G. Jiohnston, who thas had 
charge of the services for the past five years, has resigned, the Rev. Murray Bartlett 
taking his place. t 

The Rey. Hobart E. Studley is doing heroic work among the Chinese at St. 
Stephen’s Mission in Manila in endeavoring to.stamp out the opium plague, and Is 
meeting with encouraging success. Over thirty Chinese victims of opium have ac- 
cepted the free ‘hospital treatment which the Government provides for the poor, and 
of this number Mr. Studley was instrumental iin inducing twenty-five 'to abandon the 
habit and ‘take the treatment. The Church dispensary in Trozo iis directing ‘its ener- 
gies in the same way by providing the medicine to get the opium out or 'their sys- 
tems. In this way the dispensary has become the en'trance way to the Church for 
quite a number. 

Mr. Studley preaches three times a week—twice on Sunday jand once during the 
week. One of his Chinese assistants preaches on Sunday evenings. As a result of 
his labors he reports sixteen baptisms, six confirmations, and a ‘total attendance of 
- over 100 each Sunday. Twenty Chinese are waiting confirmation, and ‘there are 
twenty other baptized adults in the congregation, and twenty unbaptized members. 

At Baguio Mrs. Anne Hargreaves is looking after the work at that place. She 
occupies ‘the ‘house built iby the Woman’s Auxiliary as a rest house for the mission- 
aries of the district and called “The House of the Resurrection.” Lower down 1s. 
the schoolhouse for boys. At the request of Bishop Brent she has undertaken a new 
work among the Pekoes, opening a school for girls, which is a much more difficult 
work than the school for boys. She has succeeded, however, in getting together four 
girls and several women, which is rather encouraging. 

The ability with which Mrs. Hargreaves responds to the many demands made 
upon her—that of doctor, nurse, schoolmistress and kindergartner—proves the value 
of her services, and is the secret of ther great success. 

Bontoc is the site of the labors of 'the Rev. Mr. Clapp, where, without church or 
chapel, he is maintaining the Church’s services in a little room in the mission house, 
fitted up with temporary Church fittings. Miss Waterman instructs the girls in house- 
hold duties. Miss Oakes gives attention to her dispensary. Mr, Mackenzie has re- 
signed and left the mission. The Rev. Edward A. Sibley is now associated with Mr. 
Clapp. For the present much of the work is among the children, but effort is belng 
steadily directed toward helping the older people out of their tribal conservatism. 

Sagada is beautifully situated at an altitude of 5,000 feet, in the mountains of 
central northern Luzon, the home of the Igorots, a wild pagan people, warlike and 
fierce among themselves, but docile to the missionary. They live in little grass. 
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housés, and scattered among them are 400 or more Christians. To these the Rev. 
Mr. Staunton is ministering most acceptably, winning their confidence and gradually 
bringing them out of their natural ignorance and darkness into the light of the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. 

‘Dr. and Mrs. Johnson have done much ‘to lessen the miseries and sufferings of the 
people ‘of Sagada, and in time hope to build up 'a permanent work among them. Dr. 
Johnson’s mechanical skill is a great acquisition to that mission. 


Utah. The great problem of the Church in ‘this extensive field is Mormonism. 
Out of a population of 340,000, it is estimated that 260,000 are members of the Churcn 
of the Latter Day Saints. And so thoroughly have they been instructed in that faith, 
that they look with unconcern ‘and indifference upon other religions. If any excep- 
tion ‘is to ‘be made it seems that the Mormon regards with more satisfaction the Epis- 
copal Church ‘than any other, because it has shown less hostility, and has kept aloof 
from political attacks wpon itheir church. Then again the Church’s institutions in 
Utah, Rowland Hall, St. Mark’s Hospital, and other similar institutions, have exerted 
a good influence and tended in a way to draw tthe Mormons into closer relations and 
intercourse. 

The new building for Rowland Hall has been erected at a cost of $50,000, of which 
sum $38,000 has been paid, leaving a balance due of $12,000. The bishop makes san 
earnest plea for the liquidation of this balance. The fact that this school.opens its 
doors to the daughters of the wage-earner, people of moderate means, and puts its 
charges within their means, thus paying running expenses, makes it necessary for the 
bishop to look outside for funds to pay for the interest on the debts and other obliga- 
tions. 

St. Mark’s Hospital has difficulties in meeting its expenses, though ministering to 
as many sick people as it did in former days, when it was the only hospital in Utah. 
Now there are several 'to compete with St. Mark’s, with the result that the income 
is considerably lessened. Five thousand dollars is urgently needed for the purchase 
of more land on which to build a ward for the care of contagious diseases. 


Western Colorado. At the last General Convention this district was detached 
from ‘the District of Salt Lake and reconstituted a new missionary district. Western 
Colorado was set off from Colorado in 1895, but had no bishop of its own for ten 
years. At the convention held in 1898 it was made a part of the District of Salt Lake, 
and was under the care of Bishop Leonard until his death in 1903. Since 1904 it has 
been under the care of Bishop Spalding. 

On December 19th, 1907, the Rev. Edward Jennings Knight, of the Diocese of New 
Jersey, was consecrated Bishop of Western Colorado. 

Immediately after his consecration he started West and entered upon his great 
missionary work. Upon his arrival in the field, January ist, 1908, there were eight 
clergymen in the district holding services at nineteen different stations. At the 
close of the fiscal year in September there were eleven clergy, not including the 
bishop and two lay-readers, holding regular services at forty-eight places. 

This is the result of the bishop’s activity in travelling throughout the entire 
district, covering thousands of miles, by railroad, stage coach, wagon and foot, visit- 
ing towns and hamlets, mining camps and other places of interest, arousing by his 
missionary fervor great interest wherever he went. 

The total number of communicants is 759. With its new industrial enterprises 
pushing into the district, irrigating, mining and railroading, bringing in an increas- 
ing population, and opening new centres of active life, the doors of opportunity ‘are 
swinging wide open for aggressive Church work, and with proper equipment 1a great 
harvest can be confidently expected. 

At the close of the fiscal year the bishop’s ‘health began to show signs of feeble- 
ness, due to overwork and devotion to duty, and ere the first year of his episcopate 
closed, on November 15th, 1908, God called him from his scenes of labor to his reward. 


Wyoming. This district was established by the General Convention of 1907. The 
eastern part of Wyoming was detached from the District of Laramie; the western part 
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from the District of Boisé; the southwestern corner was detached from ithe District 
of Salt Lake, and tthe whole State was constituted a new missionary district under 
the title—The Missionary District of Wyoming. 

For the new district the Rev. Frederick F. Reese, p.p., was elected, but for per- 
sonal reasons was obliged to decline. The district was placed under the supervision 
of the Bishop of Idaho, the Right Rev. Dr. Funsten. 

The district embraces an area of 97,575 square miles, with a population of 92,531, 
with some forty-one places where the Church is carrying on its work with less than 2 
dozen clergymen. 

During the year the bishop traversed the great district, covering many thousand 
miles, confirming 143 persons and baptizing a large number. In April, at the Convo- 
cation, ‘the district was duly organized, officers appointed, and steps taken to have 
the district incorporated. Church buildings have been built at Hudson, Riverton, 
DuBois, Shoshone and Grand Encampment; rectory at Dixon has been improved, and 
valuable property acquired in Lander. 

The bishop placed a young student at Cody, in the Big Horn Basin, during the 
summer, where there is a good church building and a splendid opportunity for effec- 
tive work. This young man, however, has now returned to the seminary ‘to complete 
his studies, and the place is vacant. 

Another student did good work also at Jackson Hole country, where a church 
will soon be built. A new church has been built at Casper. The Rev. Mr. String- 
fellow has recently taken up the important work at Rock Springs and Green River. 
With more men and a stronger financial backing Bishop Funsten could greatly extend 
the Church in this great district. 


Church Work Among the. Indians 


The need of the Church’s fostering care of the Indians scattered throughout 
the United States is becoming more and more imperative as civilization pushes its 
way into their domains and demands place for the working and developing of its 
forces. On every hand we can see to-day that the wigwam and tepee must give 
place to the higher order of things that is crowding in upon the heretofore no- 
madic life of the Indian. The current of civilization is rushing rapidly on, and 
the superstition, ignorance and savagery of the Indian are giving way before the 
mighty inrush of its uplifting power. 

The evidence of this is to be seen in the homes that have taken the place of 
the wigwam, and in the various industries that have superseded the aimless, shift- 
less, nomadic life of the red man of the forest, and also in the response which he is 
making to the calls of civic duty and responsibility. Not a few of them are filling 
places of trust in both State and Church, and giving constant assurance of their 
ability to rise in the scale of social and political usefulness. 

Within the Unted States, including Alaska, the Church is working among 
the various Indian tribes in sixteen dioceses and missionary districts, requiring 
the services of twenty-seven white and twenty-nine Indian clergy, six laymen, 
forty-two women and seventy-five Indian catechists laboring at 136 different mis- 
sion stations, and ministering to 5,514 communicants. Last year their offerings 
to the Church’s work in South Dakota alone amounted to nearly $10,000. 

The following pages will give but a brief outline of the work in the various 
missions among the Indians, a fuller account being found in the reports of the 
bishops in whose dioceses or districts the work is being carried on: 
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In Alaska there are about 30,000 Indians, and of these nearly 4,000 have ‘been 
baptized, while 350 are enrolled as communicants. There are thirteen points in the 
district in charge of nine clergymen, one of whom is an Indian, assisted by three 
laymen, thirteen women and eight Indian catechists. At ithese several stations eleven 
schools are established under the charge of competent teachers. 'The principal 
stations are as follows: 

Anvik, situated on the Yukon, is (the oldest mission in the district. It is in charge 
-of the Rev. John W. Chapmian, who has been connected with the mission since its 
establishment in 1887. It is here also that Deaconess Sabine and Mrs. Evans have 
done a noble and enduring work. At present the station is well equipped with church, 
schoolhouse, sawmill, and other buildings, with a farm industry that aids materially 
in the maintenance of the station. Mr. Chapman is now ‘in the States on a well- 
earned vacation. His place is being filled by Mr. Charles Walter Williams. 

Tanana is the nexit station of importance ministering to the Indians. It is far 
up lin 'the interior at the confluence of the Tanana and Yukon Rivers, and is a centre 
from which radiates a great work, embracing about 100,000 square miles of territory, 
which the missionary covers in his ministrations to the Indians. It is well equipped 
with a ‘chapel, a residence for the mission staff, a schoolhouse, a sawmill, and log 
cabins for two native helpers. A ‘hospital ward was fitted up some time ago at her 
own expense by Miss Mason, the then resident nurse. The Rev. A. R. Hoare has been 
in charge ‘of the station, assisted by Mrs. Hoare and Miss A. Bolster, and two native 
helpers. The bishop visited Tanana in February last, travelling in a stage from 
Valdez, a distance of 600 miles. 

The offerings of the Indians for general missions amounted to $62.50. On New 
Year’s Eve a ‘‘“Watch Night Service” was held with a celebration of the Holy Com- 
munion after midnight, when 113 Indians received the Sacrament. A number of these 
had travelled ninety miles for ‘the purpose. 

Neenana iis another Indian village, where the Rev. Mr. Betticher has labored most 
devotedly, and where in February last he presented for confirmation a class of fifty 
Indian candidates. : 4 

During the winter Miss A. C. Farthing has taught the school, and taken genera] 
charge of affairs. She has ministered to the sick and afflicted, held night-school for 
those who could not attend the day-school, and taken three children to live with her, 
training them as carefully and lovingly as could a mother. 

Recognizing the importance of this work, the Board im the early spring appropri- 
ated $5,000 for the erection of suitable buildings for the station. During the summer 
a much-needed dormitory was erected, and a church building is isoon ito follow. Schol- 
arships are much needed for ‘the children at this station. 

Chena, the site of St. Matthew’s Mission, is located at the confluence of the 
Tanana and Chena Rivers, twelve miles ‘below Fairbanks by water. The native vil- 
lage is two miles further down the river, where are gathered fifty or more Indians, ito 
whom the Rev. Mr. Betticher ministers. The chapel, which is made of logs, was 
built by the Indilans themselves, the mission supplying the doors, ‘the floors, and the 
windows. Mr. Betticher and Miss Wightman visited the village last October, and 
brought with them some suitable furniture for the chapel, giving it a Church-like 
appearance. At a recent visitation of the bishop thirty-five candidates were pre- 
sented for confirmation. 

Salchaket, sixty miles from Fairbanks, is the site of St. Luke’s Mission, also 
under the charge of 'the Rev. Mr. Betticher. Here a cabin and an assembly room have 
been erected and used for school and church ‘purposes. For about a year Mr. Bet- 
ticher has been making trips to this station, where he has conducted services and 
baptized many, and is preparing a large class for confirmation. Miss Margaret R. 
Wightman, who has been at St. Matthew’s Hospital, Fairbanks, for the past year, is 
to ibe stationed this coming year at Salchaket. 

Koyukuk is the site of St. John’s-in-the-Wilderness, where Deaconess C. M. 
Carter and Miss C. M. Heintz are diligently at work moulding the minds and hearts 
of the children living in that remote section. 
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Three other stations are connected with Koyukuk, Cold Foot, Bettles and Berge- 
men, which the archdeacon visits as occasion permits. 

On a recent visit ito the mission, and on ‘the return trip, the bishop and the Rev. 
Mr. Hoare baptized seventeen people who had been ‘prepared by Deaconess Carter. 

Circle City has quite a number of Indians, and ‘the Rev. C. E. Rice, in connection 
with his other work, is ministering to their need in a most helpful way, as well as 
to the Indians living at Charlie’s Village and Birch Creek. There is a hospital 
located at Circle, at which for the present only dispensary work is being carried on. 

Fort Yukon is another Indian settlement where the Church is located, and here 
the native deacon, tthe Rev. William Loola, ministers to about 100 communicants. 

Miss L. J. Woods is located at this point, doing a splendid work \among ‘these 
Indians. In her humble home she ‘has gathered in a few of the children, whom 
she is instructing in the ways of holiness. 

A new church and a large mission building are in the process of erection, and 
expect to be completed this fall. The work is under the charge of the Rey. Mr. Riice. 

EHagle City, also on the Yukon and near the border line, possesses a school, where 
Mr. George Boulter, a lay-reader, ‘has been busily engaged teaching the children of 
that community how to be good and useful citizens. 

Wrangel is the site of another interesting work where the Indians themselves con- 
tributed the fund necessary tto erect their own church building, St. Phiilip’s, at ia cost 
of $2,500. The Rey. H. P. Corser, now in charge, is rapidly winning ‘the confidence of 
the Indians at this place, where he has gathered quite a large congregation, of whom 
forty are communicants. 

Point Hope is the most northern of our mission stations in Alaska, being within 
the Arctic circle. It is here that the Rev. Dr. Driggs has labored most effectively 
and bravely since 1890. 

Dr. Driggs has returned this summer to the States, and the Rev. A. R. Hoare, 
who ‘has been serving at Tanana for the past two years, has taken Dr. Driggs’s place 
for tthe ‘time being. 


Arizona, Work among the Indians in this State is confined to the Navajo tribe 
residing upon the reservation, the special feature being the Hospital of ‘the Good 
Shepherd, located at Fort Defiance, where Miss Thackara since 1895 has been minister- 
ing to the physical needs of this poor and degraded people. Over one hundred dis- 
pensary cases and forty hospital patients are treated here annually by ‘the physician- 
in-charge, aided by a competent nurse. Miss Thackara has devoted her life ito this 
work, and is responsible for its maintenance. It is supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions and such aid as the Board is able 'to give it. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary of the Diocese of New York has issued an appeal for a 
chapel for the Hospital of 'the Good Shepherd as a memorial of Miss Cornelia Jay, 
of New York. Miss Jay was prominent in the mission work of the Church. She was 
president of the Foreign Committee of the Woman’s Auxiliary. The effort will be to 
raise $5,000 for the building and partial support of the chapel. 

Miss Thackara wrote in February that they had had quite a stormy month. They 
were quite deep in snow. But they had wood ‘and coal and were quite comfortable 
and all was going well. 


Duluth. 'This diocese stands second in importance in its work among the Indians, 
having no less than ten different centres of work, requiring the services of one whi'te 
priest to whom the general supervision of the work is given, and eight Indian clergy, 
three women and one Indian catechist ministering to nearly 500 communicants. 


Fond du Lac. . In this diocese at Green Bay Agency, where 2,000 Oneida Indians 
are located, the Church is ministering to a devout and earnest congregation of In- 
dians, among whom are 473 communicants. The work is being carried on by the Rev. 
A. P. Curtis and the Rev. ‘George Shelton, assisted by Sisters Katharine and Margaret 
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Idaho. In this district the work is confined to the Lemhi Indians living at Ross 
Fork on the Fort Hall Reservation. A clergyman visits the reservation from time to 
time, and preaches to ‘the Indians, and performs such other duties as are required. 
Miss Nelson with her two assistants has ‘taken under her care some twelve or fifteen 
mission schools, but there is need of more workers. The buildings now in use need 


enlarging to furnish dormitories if the best results are to be obtained in the Church’s 
efforts to reclaim these people. 


Los Angeles. In this diocese an industrial work is being carried on by Mrs. C. R. 
Brunson, at Mesa Grande, California, and by Deaconess E. B. Grebe, at Los Angeles, 
and by Miss Sophia K. Styles on the La Jolla Reservation. These ladies by ‘their 
devotion to their work in their lace-making schools are not only helping the Indians 
toward making their own living, but are also exerting an influence most wholesome 
and uplifting. The general missionary visits the reservation as opportunity permits 
in order to preach the Gospel to these Indians. 


Minnesota. In this diocese the work centres iat the Birch Coulee Reservation, near 
Morton, where are located St. Cornelia’s Church, rectory and mission house, where 
Miss Salisbury lives and in which she carries on her lace school. The Rev. Mr. St. 
Clair, native Sioux, lives with his family in the :rectory. His ministry among his 
own people has been a source of great blessing and his labors have been most profit- 
able. Ait Prairie Island, a few miles above Red Wing, there is small reservation of 
Sioux Indians, where a little chapel has been erected and the Rev. Mr. Rollit has 
gathered fifty-two baptized persons and ‘thirtytwo confirmed persons. The work ‘is 
most promising, and with the placing of a resident priest at ‘the station, which is most 
desired, still greater results would be obtained. 


Nevada, The Pyramid Lake Reservation is the home of the Piutes, an Indian 
tribe of low ‘imtelligence and virtue. Here Miss Marion Taylor and Miss Gertrude 
Tobey are doing a splendid work in itrying to elevate the life of these unfortunate 
people, and in helping them to be useful and self-respecting. They are taught to be 
pure, modest, good housekeepers, lace-weavers, 'to observe Sundays, and abstain from 
gambling and other prevailing vices. 


North Dakota, There are five stations in this district where the Church is minis- 
tering to the Indians: At Fort Totten, where are located some 2,000 Indians in charge 
of the Rey. W. D. Rees who is located ‘there; at Cannon Ball, where ithe Rev. T. P. 
Ashley, a Sioux Indian in deacon’s orders, is doing good work with his three lay- 
readers; at Berthold, where the Rev. Dr. Beede is gathering about him a goodly com- 
pany of Indians and pointing them to higher standards of living; and in the Turtle 
Mountains near Dunseith, where Dr. Beede is also laboring among a few Chippewas, 
and at Fort Yates, where a few Sioux have been gathered ‘into the Church. ‘At these 
several stations there are 139 Indian communicants. 

During the year a new church edifice has been erected at Red Hail, and an Indian 
lay-reader conducts services there every Sunday, Dr. Beede going every quarter to 
administer the Holy Communion. 


Oklahoma. In this district the Church tis addressing itself to the Cheyennes 
stationed at the Whirlwind agency, where ‘the Rev. J. J. H. Rudy has recently taken 
up work in succession to the Rev. Mr. Sanford. There have been many discourage- 
ments in connection with the work at this station that have impaired the progress and 
made it difficult to forge ahead. The trouble iis largely due to political difficulties 
which it is hoped will adjust themselves in the course of time. There are about nine- 
teen communicants connected with the mission. 


Sacramento. Within the jurisdiction of Bishop Moreland are 10,000 Indians living 
in practical heathenism. Outside the areas where Christian missionaries are laboring 
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there remains this large population into whose lives no ray of Christianity penetrates, 
The largest group of these are living in ‘the vicinity of Sommes Bar, Siskiyou County, 
on the Salmon River. This whole region has lapsed into savagery and offers a virgin 
field for Christian work. There are 750 Indians with their families, including 300 
children below sixteen years of age, in the neighborhood of Sommes Bar. There is no 
church of any kind nearer than sixty miles, over rough, precipitous mountains. No 
minister of Christ has yet penetrated ‘this region. The Indians live in primitive sim- 
plicity, being children of the forest, sustaining themselves by fishing and hunting. 
Not a wagon road or highway exists within forty miles. Not a wheeled vehicle can 
enter. The mail and solitary white travellers come in on horseback or muleback, 
fording streams and picking their way cautiously along the narrow riband-like trails 
which circle around the face of the cliffs and descend into the canyons. The United 
States Government has recently sent two earnest women to live at Sommes Bar in the 
capacity of field matrons. As Government employees their teaching will be strictly 
industrial, agricultural, domestic science, and personal habits of life, especially 
among the women and children. Both these women are communicants of the Church, 
and will be glad to teach Christianity to the natives. They are Miss Mary E. Arnold, 
a graduate of Cornell, and Miss Mabel Reed, both of whom have hiad experience in the 
slums of New York. Bishop Moreland has been asked by the Purchasing Agent at that 
place to settle a clergyman there. His duties would take him on horseback up and 
down the trails and in canoes along the rivers. The bishop makes an urgent appeal 
for such a missionary and the funds ito support him. 

The only work the Church is doing at the present is confined to the Hoopa and 
Klamath tribes on the Hoopa Reservation in Northern California, where the Rev. W. 
T. Douglas labored for some time prior to his death. 


South Dakota. This district has ‘tthe largest Indian field in the Church, The 
state has in it about 25,000 Indian Sioux, and under the Church’s ministration nearly 
10,000 of these have received Holy Baptism, and 3,800 have been confirmed. Scat- 
tered throughout the district are ninety-three congregations, worshipping in seventy- 
five church buildings, accommodating from seventy-five to 350 persons in charge of 
twenty-three clergymen, of whom seventeen are Indians, assisted by sixty-two Indian 
eatechists. As an index of their loyalty to the Church they contributed of their 
meagre means $7,096.42 this past year for ‘the support of ‘the work. 

Two schools are maintained for the exclusive benefit of these Indians, St. Mary’s 
having fifty-three pupils and St. Elizabeth’s having fifty-two pupils. It is impossible 
to estimate the good ithat. these schools are doing for the red man throughout that 
vast state. New ideals are implanted within ithem, new hopes and inspirations are 
excited, and when graduated they are well-equipped to go out into the world to do the 
work of a useful and valuable citizen. 

During the year the mission suffered from the loss by death ‘of 'the Rev. George 
Red Owl, who was made deacon of ‘the Church iin 1902, and since then has been serv- 
ing in Emmanuel station under the Rev. Edward Ashley, with great fidelity and satis- 
faction. He died April 8th, 1908, at St. Barnabas’s Hospital, Minneapolis. 

During the year there have been 278 confirmations, and the number of communi- 
cants 3,925. There are more Indian communicants in the district than white. The 
statistics for the year are lower than ‘the year previous, due 'to the withdrawal of the 
priest-in-charge of one of the large departments of the Indian field containing some 
fifteen congregations. 


Southern Florida. The Church iin ‘this district is working among the Seminoles 
in the Everglades, sixty-seven miles southeast of Fort Myers, and thirty-two miles 
from the nearest white people. The Rev. Ireneus Trout is the priest-in-charge who 
ministers ito 'the spiritual necessities of these Indians. The difficulties under which 
he labors may be easily seen when it is stated that these people have no written lan- 
_ guage and only a very few speak the crudest English, being limited ‘to words used in 
ordinary business transactions. They live in the most primitive manner, in lodges 
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located on hummocks ‘in the dense cypress swamps, and have but few advantages, 
save only what the Church affords. 

Under ‘the patient and care-taking ministrations of the missionaries who have 
served them from time to time, these Indians have come to realize the truth of the 
Christian religion and a number of them have been baptized and confirmed. 

The store and hospital are still maintained ‘by Dr. G. W. Godden, missionary 
physician, whose work is gradually drawing these Indians away from their super- 
stitions and degradations, and leading them up into higher levels of life. 


Southern Virginia. ‘At the Hampton Institute the Rev. Reverdy Estill, p.p., is 
ministering to the students, among whom are thirty-one communicants. The great 
importance of this work cannot be overestimated, as these young Indians stand in 
special need of the services which Dr. Estill is able to give them along with their 
studies. The field gives him a special opportunity which cannot be accorded upon the 
wild plains of tthe far West. 


Utah. The Indian work of this district is centred at Randlett, where ithe Rev. 
Milton J. Hersey is doing a most royal service for the uplift and regeneration of these 
people, and at White Rock, where Miss Lucy N. Carter and Miss Rosa Canfield with 
ttheir lace-making school are helping the poor Indian women toward self-support, and 
teaching them to be pure and clean. Among tthe Indians at Randlett are twenty-four 
communicants. 


Wyoming. The Rev. Sherman Coolidge is still laboring among his own tribe at 
Fort Washakie, where he is ministering to some eighty communicants and carrying 
on a government school at the agency. 

The Rey. John Roberts iis engaged with evangelistic and school work at 
Wind River among the Shoshones. The work is particularly difficult, owing to the 
fact that this tribe of Indians do not easily respond to civilization or to the preaching 
of the Gospel. While kindly, good-natured and genial, they lack the stability of char- 
acter that marks the Arapahoes, Sioux and other Algonquin tribes. As warden of the 
Shoshone Indian School at the Shoshone Agency he iis developing a hardier race of 
Shoshones than is represented in the parents of the pupils. 


Church Work Among the Negroes 


Under the Board of Missions the Church is carrying on this special depart- 
ment of work among the negroes in twenty-three dioceses and two missionary. 
districts, and calls for the ministrations of 109 clergymen, fifty-four laymen and 
129 women, making a total force of 292 workers. 

There are some ninety-two parochial and industrial schools maintained by the 
Board in charge of competent teachers. 

The principal industrial schools are St. Augustine’s at Raleigh, N. C.; St. 
Paul’s Normal and Industrial School at Lawrenceville, Va.; St. Athanasius’s 
Parochial and Industrial School at Brunswick, Ga., and St. Mark’s Academy and 
Industrial School at Birmingham, Ala.; and also the Bishop Payne Divinity- 
school at Petersburg, Va. 

St. Paul’s, St. Augustine’s and the Bishop Payne Divinity-school are now 
under the special control and management of the American Church Institute for 
Negroes. An account of each of these schools will be found under the caption: 
“The American Church ‘Institute for Negroes.” 
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The following pages will give a brief outline of the work in the various places 
where it is being carried on: 


Alabama, This State claims about 900,000 colored inhabitants, of whom 253 are 
enrolled as communicants of this Church, worshipping in ‘three missions. St. Mark’s 
School, located at Birmingham, has some 265 pupils under the ‘instruction of seven 
teachers, the Rev. C. W. Brooks acting as principal. The appropriation for the sup- 
port of the work remains the same as last year, $2,730. 


Arkansas.. Since last report Archdeacon McGuire left ‘the diocese and Bishop 
Brown appointed the Rev. W. A. Tucker as his successor. The wisdom of this appoint- 
ment has shown ‘itself in renewed enthusiasm for the work among Colored people. 
Three new men have been added to the staff of workers and four catechists have been 
admitted ‘to the diaconate. Two new missions are about to be opened. 

To support the men now at work, to maintain and develop ithe twelve missions 
now in operation and to erect at least two combination chapel-school buildings during 
the coming year, a large increase in appropriation by the Board is required. The 
present appropriation ‘is $2,250. The work is growing. Last year six stations were 
reported, now there are ten; the communicants have increased from 158 to 191, and 
the local contributions from $920 to $1,666.30. At Hot Springs $200 is in the bank and 
$250 more tis promised. Ait Pine Bluff the people have raised $500 toward their build- 
ing. At Fort Smith there is a steadily growing building fund. At Newport over $125 
have been promised. 


Asheville. In the District of Asheville the census of 1900 showed a total popula- 
tion of 428,000, of whom about 60,000 were negroes. Only six stations are reported 
this year, while there were eight last year, ‘but tthe number of communicants has risen 
from 247 to 286 and amount of contributions fell off from $1,313 to $1,159. "The six 
schools connected with the district have about 180 pupils in charge of seven teachers. 
The appropriation for the support of the work by the Board of $1,100. 


Delaware. ‘St. Matthew’s Church,Wilmington, has shown signs of improvement 
since last report. From ‘a congregation of two or three tthe number has increased to 
thirty, who pledge $100 toward the minister’s salary. The running expenses, heat, 
light and sexton cost about $60 more, which is covered by the morning contributions. 

The Board appropriates $400 ‘toward the support of the work. Iit ‘is hoped that 
under the administration of Mr. McClane ithe work will take on new life, and reach 
a ‘higher grade of usefulness. 


East-.Carolina, The work in this diocese among tthe negroes is lin a hhealthy condi- 
tion. While they number about one-eighth of the communicants their confirmations 
make up more ‘than one-fourth of the itotal for tthe diocese ithis year. ‘There are now 
seven colored men working in ‘the diocese, \a little less than one-fourth of the total 
number of clergy. The appropriation for the work bby 'the Board amounts to $2,650. 


Florida. It is estimated that there are 800,000 people in the Diocese of Florida, 
of whom 400,000 are negroes. Under Bishop Weed the Church ‘tis ministering ito ‘these 
people in nine missions and supports four schools. There are 390 communicants en- 
rolled. The bishop reports 'thiat the diocese has contributed $2,019 toward the support 
of the work, which engages three colored deacons, the assistance of three white rectors, 
one archdeacon and one colored lay-reader. 

But little help lis received from outside the diocese, except what the Board ap- 
propriates. If it were possible ito obtain a correct report from ithe colored people, a 
better showing could be presented. The bishop needs more men ‘and consequently 
more money. The work iis on a solid foundation everywhere, with one single excep- 
‘tion, that at Lone Star. 
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Georgia. The population of the Diocese of Georgia is estimaited at 2,225,000; of 
these at least 1,000,000 are negroes. For the spiritual good of this vast number of 
negroes the Church in Georgia sustains fourteen different missions and eight schools. 
The negro communicants number 854, and for the support of the work during the past 
year the diocese has given the sum of $3,987. The Board supplements this by an 
appropriation of $6,678. 


Kansas City. Of a total population of 1,600,000, 45,000 are negroes. There are 
but two missions established by the Church in the diocese that minister to the 
spiritual needs of these negroes where are gathered 102 communicants. The diocese 
contributed the sum of $700 toward the support of ‘the work during the past year, 
while tthe Board gave $600. 


Kentucky. For the 200,000 negroes living in the idiocese of Kentucky the Church 
provides three missions, one at Louisville, one at Henderson, and one at Hopkinsville. 
The mission at Louisville has 205 communicants; the expenses for ithe last fiscal year 
amounted to $1,457; the amount raised was $1,746. 

The mission at Henderson has forty-seven communicants, The running expenses 
were $1,173; the mission raised $103. In the school are ninety-six pupils under the 
instruction of three teachers. 

The mission at Hopkinsville has fourteen communicants and a school of forty- 
five pupils. The running expenses of the year were $696, toward which the mission 
gave $27.55. 

The appropriation of the Board for ithe support of the work in the diocese iis $850. 


Lexington. St. Andrew’s Church. in ‘the City of Lexington, is the only Church 
mission in the diocese ministering to the megroes. Of the 100,158 negroes living 
within the boundaries of the diocese, only nineteen are communicants of this Church. 
There is a school connected with ithe mission having about twenty-one pupils under ‘the 
care of three teachers. 

The appropriation of the Board for the support of the work is $900. 


Louisiana. Of the total population, 1,381,627, there are 650,804 negroes in the dio- 
cese of Louisiana, who are being ministered to in ‘two missions, having about 150 
communicants. 


Maryland. There are 220,000 negroes living in the Diocese of Maryland. Seven 
churches and ‘three schools are in ‘active operation. The negro communicants number 
864, and amount of money given by the diocese for ithe support of this work last year 
amounted to $8,675. This was supplemented by $1,300 by the Board of Missions. 


Minnesota. The Church is at work in two places in this diocese: At St. Paul and 
at Minneapolis. A new church building for St. Philip’s Mission is ‘in the process of 
erection at St. Paul, and a lot for St. Thomas’s at Minneapolis has been purchased for 
$825, and $500 have been raised for the erection of 1a church. 

' Both missions are doing well under the Rev. A. H. Lealtad, the colored priest. 
The communicants number 150, which is an increase over last year. 


Mississippi. The total population of the diocese is 1,551,172. Of these, about 
900,000 are negroes. ‘There aire ithree missions and one school established for itheir 
exclusive use in ithe diocese. The mission iin Jackson needs a colored priest, and the 
bishop requires $600 for his support, in addition to the $200 given the mission last 
year. The missionary in Vicksburg serves Jackson, coming once each month. But 
such service is not adequate, and under such ‘conditions the work cannot prosper. 
The rector of the mission at Natchez died recently and the mission is now without 
priestly oversight. ‘The bishop needs more money at this point, $300, to fill the 
vacancy caused by the death of the late missionary working 'there. 
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St. Mary’s School, Vicksburg, is growing ‘in favor as well as in numbers, It is 
opened nine months tin the year, and is always taxed to its utmost capacity. The 
bishop desires to pay off the mortgage on the property, $1,200, which comprises about 
an acre of ground, a two-story dwelling and two smaller houses. 

The appropriation of the Board for the support of the work among negroes in the 
diocese is $1,300. 


Nebraska. The total population of the diocese is estimaited at 800,000; of these 
10,000 are negroes to whom the Church is ministering at two centres—St. Philip’s at 
Omaha, and St. Simon’s at Lincoln. The amount given by the diocese in support of 
the work is $600, and $500 more is asked for from the Board of Missions. 


North Oarolina. This diocese has thirty-eight counties, and a colored population 
of about 350,000, and in a large measure without any religious teaching. To meet 
this need the Church has only fifteen missions, touching only twelve counties, and at 
the utmost not more ‘than 5,000 people. From ithis statement it can readily be seen 
what a great field yet remains to be covered. Several of ithe existing missions need 
better equipment, and the way should be opened for the Church ito go tin these un- 
touched counties and ‘there firmly and deeply plant itself. These missions have done 
something toward self-support, as last year 'they contributed over $3,266. The Board’s 
appropriation for the support of the work ‘is $6,200. 

The death of Archdeacon Pollard on August 2d, 1908, was a great loss to the dio- 
ecese and to the Church at large, especially ‘to ‘those of his own race, among whom he 
labored so faithfully and efficiently. 

Mention should be made of the Good Samaritan Hospital for Colored people 1o- 
cated iat Charlotte, N. C., which is supported entirely (by charity, the patients being 
treated free of charge. Iit is entirely given up to Colored people, and is largely mis- 
sionary in its work. It is now tin the eighteenth year of jits usefulness, anid the need 
of its existence has been more tthan proved. The matron, Mrs. Anna Robinson, jis a 
Colored woman, well educated, a Churchwoman, an excellent nurse, and an efficient 
manager. Hitherto it has not asked for aid from ‘tthe Church, or from the Board of 
Missions, but it now stands in need. As ‘its work is increasing the needs correspond- 
ingly increase, and it now asks for funds ‘to meet these pressing needs. 


South Carolina. (Of ithe 782,509 negroes living within the diocese, ‘there are 800 
communicants of this Church, worshipping in its twenty-four missions. In its six- 
teen parochial schools are over 1,400 children receiving education at the hands of some 
twenty-eight teachers. 

Bishop Guerry since his consecration has had the oversight of the work among 
the Colored people in ‘the diocese. His estimate of what ithe Church iis accomplishing 
in \this field is shown in his own statement: “I do not hesitate to say ithat tthe outlook 
is most encouraging.” 

He finds encouragement not only in the interest which the negroes ‘themselves are 
manifesting in the Church, but especially in the numiber of white clergy and white 
lay-womien of tthe diocese who are ready to help. They enter heartily into the work 
without compensation in many cases, build chapels and engage ‘in school teaching. 
The excellent character and high average ability and intelligence of the Colored 
clergy, teachers and lay-readers furnish another ground for encouragement. There 
ean be no doubt that the Church in South Carolina is appealing to the better informed 
and more intelligent of the negro race. They love her reverent and beautiful service, 
and the Prayer Book is pre-eminently suited to exercise a wholesome and restraining 
influence over the race and to correct in them an exaggerated emotionalism and sa re- 

*  jWigious fervor which is often strangely divorced from morals, 

The Rev. ‘A. E. Cornish is now acting as archdeacon of the Colored work tin South 
Carolina, a man thoroughly ‘equipped for the work and from whom much iis expected. 

For the support of the work the diocese has received during the year from the 
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Board ‘of Missions $3,600, and from other sources, $2,421.46, making a total of 
$6,021.46. 


Southern Florida. Out of a population estimated at 15,000 negroes within the 
confines of the missionary district, 1,050 are enrolled as communicants of the Church. 
Missions are stationed at Key West, Orlando, Tampa, Ocala, Cocoanut Grove and 
Miami ministering to the spiritual needs of these people. There are also five schools 
connected with these misisons, in care of seven competent teachers. Chief among 
these are St. John Baptist Industrial School and ‘the Cathedral School for Girls at 
Orlando; St. Alban’s Parish School at Key West and St. James’s School at Tampa. 

The appropriation of the Board toward the support of the work 1s $3,750, the 
district itself contributing over $4,000. 


Southern Virginia. Work among the Colored people in this diocese is under the 
superintendence of Archdeacon Russell, having ‘the oversight of some thirty missions 
seattered throughout the diocese. There are also over 1,600 negro communicants; 
1,900 Sunday-school scholars; 1,200 day pupils; 25 churches and chapels; 5 rectories; 
7 school-houses; 9 Colored clergymen; 7 lay-readers; and 7 white clergymen engaged 
in the work. 

The chief characteristic of the work in this diocese, and perhaps most potential 
and far-reaching, is educational. It is through the medium of its schools more than 
through any other agency that the Church has been able to reach the negro popula- 
tion of Southern Virginia. Most prominent among these schools is St. Paul’s at 
Lawrenceville, where there are some 500 students—the largest work of the kind under 
the auspices of the Church, of which a more detailed statement is made on another 
page. 

‘Archdeacon Russell says: 

“The outlook for the Colored work in Southern Virginia was never more promis- 
ing than at the present time. And in view of the very encouraging outlook for our 
Church among the Colored people it is to be regretted that the number of young 
Colored men offering themselves for the sacred ministry is so very small. During the 
session just closed there have been fourteen men in attendance upon the Bishop 
Payne Divinity-school; of these five graduated, but not one of this number belongs to 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia. In order, therefore, to give our present Colored 
congregations regular religious services, we shall have to request the white clergy to 
continue their interest in the work, and to assist in supplying these needed services. 

“The crying need of men for the ministry, and money to salary them, is keenly 
felt. It is most encouraging, however, to note from tthe bishops’ reports that larger 
classes hiave been confirmed in the past year ‘than for many years. The number con- 
firmed tis 140, as against 117 last year. 

“During the past year new church buildings have been erected, or are in course 
of erection, at McFarland’s (Trinity), Lunenburg County, Hampton (St. Cyprian’s), 
Houston (Christ) and South Hill (St. Matthew’s). Some of these chapels are being 
built at a great sacrifice to the worshippers. Such efforts go to show very great love 
and appreciation on the part of those making the sacrifices. 

“In mo one year in the history of the Colored work has there been more real 
substantial gain than in the past Council year. Two new missions have been added 
to the list during the past year, and a number of requests for new missions and men 
to serve in the same have come from several towns and cities in the diocese. For a 
lack of men and means the archdeacon for Colored work does not consider it advis- 
able to begin additional missions until he knows that he can secure the men and 
Means to support them. 

“The educational work of our Church among the Colored people in Southern Vir- 
ginia offers every possible encouragement and good returns for the money expended 


on the same. The ten parochial schools in the diocese are largely attended, and for - 


the most part, excellent work is being accomplished through them. The Bishop Payne 
Divinity-school, at Petersburg, is in position to do better work than at any former 
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period of its history. It has a corps of competent ‘instructors, and from the special in- 
terest manifested by its alumni at its last Commencement, it is believed that very 
special effort will be put forth to bring a larger number of good, deserving young 
men to this school for their theological training.” 


Springfield. The population of the diocese is given as 1,250,000, of whom about 
18,000 are Negroes. To these the Church is ministering at two centres, Cairo and 
Springfield. The former is in a more healthy state than it has been for years, number- 
ing twenty-six active communicants, five of whom were confirmed this past year. St. 
Augustine’s, Springfield, is not doing as well, and in the judgment of the bishop needs 
the oversight of a Colored priest. This meed will be supplied by a student of the 
Bishop Payne Divinity-school, who 'is soon to be ordained for this work. 

The bishop asks for the sum of $1,100 for the support of the work. 


Tennessee. The population of the diocese is estimated at 1,750,000, of whom 
500,000 are Negroes. There are nine missions of the Church established for these 
people and two schools. Number of communicants, 327; amount given by the dio- 
cese for the support of the work, $1,076; amount asked for from the Board of Mis- 
sions, $4,850. 


Texas. In ithis diocese the Church iis at work among the Colored people at two 
stations, Galveston and Tyler, where the Rev. W. H. Marshall and the Rey. D. F. 
Taylor are in charge. A school is connected with each station. The appropriation of 
the Board for the support of tthe work is $1,200. 


Virginia. The Colored work in 'this diocese is under the supervision of Arch- 
deacon Moncure, who is ministering with his fifteen different missions to some 339 
communicants out of a Colored population of 213,751. The statistics of the work for 
the past year show: Baptisms, 32; confirmations, 37; marriages, 11; burials, 19; com- 
municants, 339; total value of Church property, $13,200; Sunday-school scholars, 970; 
parish school pupils, 75; offerings, diocesan missions, $439.17; domestic missions, 
$12.25; other objects, $10.64. 

Last year the diocese gave toward tthe support of the work $621, and asks from 
the Board of Missions $1,200, which is $550 less than ithe year previous. 


Washington. The Church in this diocese is maintaining nine missions, minister 
ing to nearly 800 Negro communicants. The work is growing and still requires the 
assistance of the Board of Missions for its support. The sum appropriated iis $3,500 
per annum. 


West Texas. The total population of the diocese is given at 450,000, of which 
30,000 are negroes, among whom the Church are working at only one centre, San 
Antonio, where is located St. Philip’s Church, with forty-nine communicants, An im- 
portant school for girls is ronnected with this mission, having 110 pupils who are 
being taught all the domestic industrial arts, given a good ‘education in the elementary 
branches, and a splendid training in the Church’s teachings. For ithe support of this 
school the bishop makes a most earnest appeal, and asks for an increased ‘appropria- 
tion. The amount appropriated by the Board last year was $900. The diocese this 
year has contributed $88.33 for the support of its Colored work. 


West Virginia. In the diocese of West Virginia ‘it is estimated that ‘there are 
15,000 Negroes for whom the Church is providing spiritually in two missions, where 
are enrolled some sixty communicants. For the past year the services have been regu- 
lar and continuous. The parish school is doing good work. The number of communi- 
cants has decreased some fifteen by confirmations. The fact that forty communicants 
have from their scant wages raised $250 for Church work iin parish and diocese and 

current expenses, and $63 as fees from the pupils of the parish school, is most encour- 
aging. ‘The diocese has given $100 toward the support of the work. The Board ap- 
propriates $400. 
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The American Church Institute for Negroes 


The American Church Institute for Negroes is glad to avail itself of the op- 
portunity to make a brief report in connection with the report of the Board. The 
process of awaking interest and of educating the public mind of the Church to 
the imperative necessity of more effective work for the Colored people has been 
slow; and it may perhaps be pertinent here to note that the Institute’s task of 
raising money has been rendered the more difficult by reason of the fact that gifts 
to the Institute, either personal or parochial, have not been counted in the appor- 
tionment. There has also been some confusion of mind arising from another fact ; 
that the purely evangelistic and missionary work done by our Church for the 
Negroes is done under the auspices of the Board of Missions, the Institute being 
concerned only with the educational work. But this confusion will be removed 
as the special province of the Institute becomes more clearly known to the Church. 
Respecting the former fact, it should be said that if gifts to the Institute are 
counted in the apportionment, and the Board of Missions is to continue to do the 
work it is now doing, the apportionment itself must be increased ; and it is also to 
be noted that though gifts to the Institute do not count in the apportionment, the 
Institute’s work, while technically educational, has the missionary value of work 
for a people typifying in a special way the missionary problem, and also the mis- 
sionary value of training social workers, teachers and clergy for moral and spirit- 
ual service to their people. A large number of the Colored teachers and clergy 
who are rendering such fine service to the Church received their training at one 
or another of our institutions. Accordingly, the work of the Institute is both di- 
rectly and indirectly missionary work; and if it were not for the Institute, and 
the Church were to do her share of missionary work for the Black and Colored 
people of this land, the apportionment must necessarily be increased. Contribu- 
tions to the Institute, therefore, while not counting in parish apportionments, do 
lessen the burden of the Church and do serve as effectively as any other contribu- 
tions distinctly missionary purposes and ideals. 


Appropriations for the Work 


During the past year the Institute has appropriated or supervised the ex- 
penditure for the schools of something over $30,200, and has appropriated as a 
nucleus for an industrial building at St. Paul’s the sum of $15,000, the proposed 
building with equipment to cost about $50,000. The money has been distributed 
in general as follows: 

To St. Paul’s School $17,500, of which $4,000 was appropriated for the build- 
ing of three teachers’ cottages ; $7,000 for current expenses ($6,000 of this amount 
having been given by friends for this specific purpose) ; $3,000 for repairs and 
general equipment ($500 of this amount being a special gift) ; $2,500 for agricul- 
tural equipment; $500 to architects for laying out grounds; and $500 for stu- 
dents’ missionary work and special summer courses for teachers. 
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To St. Augustine’s School $9,500, of which $3,100 was for current expenses 
(of this amount $1,500 was given by friends for this specific purpose) ; $2,000 for 
the building fund for the hospital (given by the same friends for this purpose) ; 
$2,400 for salaries to teachers; $900 for deficit on laundry (built from appropria- 
tion last year) and equipment; $600 for agricultural equipment; and $500 for 
missionary work of students and special summer courses for teachers. 

To the Bishop Payne Divinity-school $1,200—$900 for current expenses and 
$300 for students’ missionary work during the summer. 

To the foregoing appropriations and transmissions are to be added (to make 
up the total) special appropriations, $1,200 for the salary of the Director of Agri- 
culture, and $800 for the salary of the Auditor eran at St. Paul’s and St. 
ee By 


The Arm of the Institute 


The purpose of the Institute in connection with the several schools has been, 
by means of suggestion and of specific appropriation of such moneys as the Insti- 
tute has had at its disposal, to help them to higher standards, to develop such de- 
partments as had been handicapped by insufficient support, to make more intimate 
and vital the correlation of industrial to academic training, and to initiate such 
new work as the Institute felt to be imperatively needed for the effective work of 
the schools. 

The Board of Directors of St. Paul’s School bas been brought into more 
definitely responsible relationship to the school by a carefully prepared code of 
by-laws; proper standing committees have been orgavized and their work defined ; 
a budget has for the first time in the history of the school been carefully worked 
out and passed by the Board; the superintendent of industries secured last year 
has made decided progress in correlating the work of the departments and in ele- 
vating the standard both of teaching and work; two or three of the industries have 
been reorganized under new heads; and though the school still is sadly handi- 
capped by lack of funds and can never do such work as ought to be done there 
without much more generous support from the Church, still great advance has 
been made; and the Institute believes that this year St. Paul’s School will be in 
some respects at least as efficient and honest an industrial school as there is in the 
South. 

The special changes effected at St. Augustine’s for which the Institute is re- 
sponsible are the revision of the course of instruction, and the entire reorganiza- 
tion of the practice school under a new head with two assistants, so that hereafter 
the teaching in the practice school will be by trained teachers, and by pupil 

teachers, for practice only, under the direct supervision of trained teachers. 
A At the Bishop Payne Divinity-school the same high standard of work and effi- 
cient teaching have been maintained which have characterized the school in pre- 
vious years. The number of students, however, is not large, partly because we 
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have not a sufficient number of schools which would suggest the ministry to Col- 
ored boys and lead them within actual sight of it as the highest means of human 
service, and partly because the intellectual and moral standards are so high. The 
process of adusting theological training to the practical life of the modern world 
is as difficult among the Negroes as it has been among other races. The Bishop 
Payne Divinity-school has adhered to a sense of the necessity of well-trained minds 
for effective service in the ministry, and its course has been shaped to that sense. 
An attempt was made last year, and will be continued this year, by some inculca- 
tion of an elementary knowledge of farming, to relate the students sympatheti- 
cally to agriculture—which is the work of the main body of the Colored people in 
the South; and also to give them a practical knowledge of gardening, by which 
they may be taught to raise some of their own vegetables and so to reduce living 
expenses when they get ouf into practical work. The Director of Agriculture also 
delivered lectures, in accordance with a course recommended by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, on the problems of rural sociology—such as farm and 
village improvement, sanitation, etc. The lectures were well received by the stu- 
dents, who manifested keen interest; but we have yet to make Colored young men 
feel, as we have yet to make other young men feel, that the practical problems of 
every-day life are the immediate concern of the ministry. Some proportion even 
of Southern candidates for the ministry seek Northern seminaries because they 
think the courses are higher in standard, and because they are attracted by de- 
grees. The Trustees have therefore applied for a change in the charter of the 
school, enabling it to give the degree of Bachelor of Divinity to worthy graduates. 
The standard of the course leading to the degree is already high, and will be main- 
tained ; but a working library which the students may use for related reading and 
study is an imperative need; and the school will not be as attractive as it should 
be to ambitious young Colored men until such a library is provided. 


The Needs of the Instztute 


From the foregoing report it will be seen how great and how immediate are 
the needs for a larger support from the Church. The Institute asked in the pre- 
vious report for $200,000, and. pointed out the fact that Hampton and Tuskegee, 
each having buildings costing over $500,000, with endowments considerably over 
$1,000,000 each, are yet obliged to raise annually about $100,000 each. The In- 
stitute has in the three schools now immediately under its care a number of stu- 
dents nearly equalling the number at Hampton, and in all our Church schools the 
number of students is probably nearly equal to the number at Tuskegee; while our 
endowments and the value of our buildings are, all together, hardly more than a 
fifth of the value of the buildings and endowment at Hampton. At St. Paul’s, to 
do simply honest work within the humble ranges of present plans and purposes 
and to close the year ending July 1st, 1909, is needed $78,000—$40,000 for debts 
and $38,000 to cover the budget for the school year now beginning. The budget 
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has been carefully prepared, and, though it is considerably in excess of the ex- 
penditures for previous years, it has been scaled to the lowest limits consistent 
with an honest fulfilling of the implicit contractural obligations of the school to 
the students. Salaries are low; equipment is tragically small and insufficient ; 
most of the buildings, particularly the dormitories, are small wooden structures, 
utterly inadequate both for comfort and for good work. There should be provided 
a steady income for current expenses at St. Paul’s (on the present basis) of $45,- 
000, at St. Augustine’s of $25,000 and at the Bishop Payne Divinity-school of 
$8,000 ; in other words, the Institute needs annual contributions or an endowment 
sufficient to guarantee the sum of $80,000 for the three schools now allied to it. 
Among the needs for buildings and equipment are: $35,000 for an industrial 
building and equipment at St. Paul’s, the Institute having devoted $15,000 as a 
nucleus to that fund; $45,000 for a permanent power plant, which will include 
heating, also at St. Paul’s; and $10,000 for a library. There will probably be this 
year nearly 600 students, and all the library they have is contained in a small 
room without chairs or work tables, and consists mostly of second-hand, practi- 
eally worthless, books. The use of the library at St. Augustine’s, under the in- 
spiration and direction of the librarian, illustrates how keen and earnest is the 
desire of Negro students for the culture and inspiration as well as the knowledge 
which are to be derived from the reading of good books. Within three years the 
appetite for the library has so developed that it is now necessary to divide the stu- 
dents using the library into groups so as to give the whole body opportunity for 
reading and study. St. Paul’s and St. Augustine’s each need a practice-school 
building. One of the bases of real work for the Negroes is the providing of ade- 
quate training, not only to the children of the neighborhoods, but also to the nor- 
mal students. St. Augustine’s has no building and must use a large room in Tay- 
lor Hall, a room which can with the greatest difficulty be used at all and with lit- 
tle adaptation to the needs of such a school. The building used at St. Paul’s is 
the original school building, small, so crowded as to be almost unsanitary, and 
utterly inadequate. A drainage system is needed at St. Paul’s which will prob- 
ably cost about $50,000. No dormitory at St. Paul’s should be allowed to stand 
longer than is absolutely necessary. The grounds have been laid out by a compe- 
tent architect and engineer and plans formulated for the future growth of the 
material plant, so givers may be assured that in the future the material growth 
of the school will be in accordance with a systematic plan involving convenience 
and economy in respect of heating, power and sanitation, as well as artistic ar- 
rangement. The sum of $15,100 is needed for the completion of the hospital at 
St. Augustine’s, and for the equipment of the nurses’ home which, when the new 
hospital is completed, will be housed in the present hospital building. A house 
for Mr. Delaney, the vice-principal, and new dormitories for boys and for girls 
_ are also needed at St. Augustine’s. The girls’ dormitory is an old wooden build- 
ing, and causes the authorities of the school considerable anxiety on the score of 
possible fire. The boys’ dormitory at present consists of the upper stories of the 
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academic building, and the whole of that building will soon be needed for the 
work of the school. New barns at each school are among the most imperative 
needs. There is no barn at St. Augustine’s, and the barn at St. Paul’s is not only 
utterly inadequate to school uses, but is so old that the putting in of each crop 
endangers the building itself. 

The Institute has been at work long enough to have studied carefully the 
situation, to have considered with pains and caution the needs and the possibili- 
ties; and it consequently appeals to the Church for generous contributions, being 
confident that it can use, not alone the amounts specified as our immediate needs, 
but millions of dollars, with efficiency and with productiveness at the schools al- 
ready allied to it, at others which are seeking alliance, as well as in new fields 
where the need of such schools is desperate. The Negro people as a whole are 
making progress, but among them, as among all races, there are varying and con- 
tradictory tendencies. The believer in God believes that the tendencies for good 
are stronger than those for evil; but the facts adduced concerning no inconsider- 
able portion of the Colored people go to show that without an earnest effort on the 
part of both State and Church, moral and spiritual deterioration, disease, ignor- 
ance and vice will and do increase. 


Church Work Among the Swedes 


The Rey. J. Gottfried Hammarskéld reports that during the year ending 
June ist, 1908, Swedish services have been held in twenty-one different places in 
the States of Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New York and New Jer- 
sey. He has conducted 278 services, taken part in 98, preached 212 sermons, de- 
livered 68 addresses, administered Holy Communion 41 times, baptized 22 chil- 
dren, solemnized 12 marriages, officiated at 19 funerals and prepared a class of 15 
for confirmation. 

The funds raised and expended for missionary, educational and charitable 
purposes amount to $1,991.61. 

In addition to the regular work connected with his office, he has completed a 
translation of the whole Book of Common Prayer. Competent Swedish scholars 
on both sides of the Atlantic will be asked to co-operate in the final revision be- 
fore the translation is submitted to proper authorities. 

The Rev. J. V. Alfregren reports that during this last year as general mis- 
sionary to the Swedes in the Northwest, he has held 198 services, travelled 14,265 
miles, baptized 5 adults and 35 children, celebrated the Holy Communion 25 
times, married 15, buried 18. 

The main part of his work has, with the approval of the Bishop of Minne- 
sota, been confined to Messias and St. Johannes, Minneapolis, in which places the 
work had run down. At St. Johannes the factional spirit has to a large degree 
been overcome, some communicants added to the list and the Sunday-school 
brought up to fifty scholars. 
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In Messias we have been building a new church. Two lots were secured at 
the corner of Grand Avenue and Thirty-ninth Street for $750. On the 4th day 
of January we started to dig the foundation. On Sunday, July 12th the church 
was opened for divine service, free from debt—a $5,000 church. ‘This has been 
made possible by the fact that we obtained the material at a reduced price, that 
the people donated the very greatest part of the labor and what cash they could, 
and that the American Church Building Fund Commission generously donated 
$500 as the last payment on the building. The prospects for the future of Mes- 
sias Mission looks good. In the fall it is to be combined with St. Johannes’, under 
the charge of the Rev. L. E. Gullander, who is now in Sweden to try to regain his 
health, and the two places will then be able to support him with the aid of a mis- 
sionary stipend. The health of the Rev. Mr. Gullander is improving, and he is ex- 
pected back in the fall ready for work. Mr. Alfvegren has held services in quite a 
few other places during the year, but cannot report any organization from these. 
The difficulty to overcome this year has been lack of clergymen. Two of our small 
numbers left and with no extra to draw on it has been very difficult to keep up the 
regular services. But with one Swedish student graduated from Seabury this 
spring, who has taken charge of our work in Duluth and Aitkin, two more stu- 
dents just arrived from St. Stephen’s College and with the return of the Rev. L. E. 
Gullander in the fall, we will be in position to do aggressive work. The Swedish 
work in Minnesota is progressing. Asa material result, we have now in this State 
seven church buildings, free from debt, to the aggregate value of $47,200. On 
two more there is yet a debt. The services are fairly well attended. In Minne- 
apolis, the largest Swedish centre in the Northwest, there has just been opened a 
new preaching station, making four in that city, and when, in the fall, Messias 
and St. Johannes’ are turned over to the Rev. Mr. Gullander, it is proposed to 
start a Swedish mission in St. Paul. 


The Church in the Panama Canal Zone 


The territory included in the Panama Canal Zone, which was acquired by the 
United States from the Republic of Panama by. treaty, is about ten miles wide 
and forty-seven miles long. But the territory included within the Church’s work 
extends from the northern boundary of the Canal Zone to the Magdalene River on 
the south in the United States of Colombia, with the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans 
on the east and west. 

Prior to the passing of the Canal Zone to the United States, the Church of 
England maintained a mission on the Isthmus for about twenty-one years, and 
owned a chapel at Colon and one in the city of Panama. The work of this English 
_ Mission was principally among the Jamaican Negroes living on the Isthmus, of 
whom there are about 32,000, most of whom are Churchmen. 

Upon the United States taking possession of the Zone, the English Church 
passed its mission over to the American Church, and the late Right Rev. Dr. Sat- 
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terlee, Bishop of Washington, was appointed commissary to the Presiding Bishop, 
who assumed episcopal oversight of the Zone. In 1905 the Board of Missions 
made appropriation for the support of the work, and again in 1906 and 1907. As 
yet, however, no missionary had been sent out. But in 1907 the Venerable Arch- 
deacon Henry B. Bryan, of the Diocese of Long Island, was appointed Archdea- 
con of Panama, with jurisdiction over the churches in the Canal Zone. Upon his 
acceptance of his appointment, Archdeacon Bryan left the United States Novem- 
ber 2d, 1907, and arrived at Colon on November 10th, on which day he preached 
the twenty-fourth anniversary sermon of the founding of the English Mission on 
the Isthmus. 

Archdeacon Hendrick, of the English Church and in charge of the work on 
the Isthmus, resigned his jurisdiction, which took effect January 14th, 1908. 

In February, 1908, the Right Rev. Dr. Osborne, Bishop of Springfield, on 
his way to the West Indies, made a visit to the Zone, preached at several places 
and confirmed a number of candidates. At Gorgona he confirmed nineteen; in 
the Ancon Hospital, where a large room is fitted up for a chapel, he confirmed six ; 
at Culebra sixteen men and fourteen women knelt and received the gift; at St. 
Paul’s, in Panama, he confirmed twenty-two ;.and at Colon, in Christ Church, he 
confirmed thirty-five. 

On his return home from the West Indies, he stopped again at the Isthmus, 
and, at the request of the late Bishop of Washington, ordained to the diaconate 
Mr. John T. H. Mulcare. Upon the death of Bishop Satterlee, the Presiding 
Bishop commissioned the Right Rev. Dr. Knight, Bishop of Cuba, as his com- 
missary in the care and supervision of the Canal Zone. In his official capacity, 
Bishop Knight visited the Zone last May, preached in the various churches and: 
chapels, and confirmed 92 candidates: at Gorgona, 10; at Bas Obispo, 8; at Ancon, 
6; at Culebra, 14; at Panama, 19; at Las Cascasdas, 17; at Mount Hope, 12, and 
at Colon, 6. 

In addition to the 32,000 Jamaican Negroes to whom the Church ministers, 
there are in the Zone limits some 6,000 white Americans, most of them young men, 
graduates of our best colleges, employed as engineers or in other capacities, be- 
sides the officers and men of the army and navy stationed there. Among these 
Americans are a large number of Churchmen, and this fact creates a new condi- 
tion and calls for a different kind of work than was undertaken by the English 
Mission. 

There are to-day six missions to the English-speaking people: St. Luke’s, at 
Ancon; Trinity, at Culebra; St. Mary’s, at Empire; and stations at Tabernilla, 
Gatun and Gorgona. The first three are in charge of the archdeacon; the others 
in charge of the Rev. John F. Calm, missionary in the Canal Zone. 

There are eleven missions to the Jamaicans: Christ Church, Colon, under 
the charge of the Rev. Edward J. Cooper, resident chaplain of the hospital at 
Colon; St. Paul’s, Panama, under the charge of the Rev. George O. Eskens; St. 
Mark’s, Culebra, under the charge of the Rev. John T. Mulcare; and the follow- 
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ing under the charge of the general missionary and his sixteen native catechists: 
St. Philip’s, Las Cascasdas; Ascension, Bas Obispo; mission at Tabernilla; St. 
John’s, Mount Hope; mission at Gatun; St. Peter’s, San Pablo, and St. Andrew’s, 
Gorgona. 


There are also four schools among the Jamaicans: Christ, Colon; St. Paul’s, 
Panama; St. Philip’s, Las Cascasdas, and St. John’s, Mount Hope. All these 
schools are parochial and are self-supporting, and in them are enrolled 260 pupils.

HE past year has been one of con- 
stant and continued travel. 
Eleven months were spent away 
from home. First came the 
round of visitations from Sitka to Nome 
via Dawson, and home again via 
Seattle. The second trip was made to 
the westward and included visits to 
Katalla, Cordova, Valdez and Seward. 
The third was a winter trip made to our 
new and most northerly mission of the 
interior, St. John’s-in-the-Wilderness, 
Allakaket. On this occasion I went 
about 200 miles to the north, beyond Al- 
lakaket, in order to minister to. some 
prospectors in a section remote from 
communications. Much in detail might 
be said of these visitations, but notes of 
them have appeared in Tue Spirit or 
Missions, and that will suffice. I may 
simply say that every mission, except- 
ing Point Hope, was visited once or 
more, other places as well, and every- 
where I felt cheered and encouraged. 


New Work 


It is hard to undertake new work, take 
advantage of opportunities, meet appeals 
and make any advance when the work 
already established suffers for the want 
of workers. And yet we have ventured 
to make the attempt. 


The Mission of St. John’s-in-the-Wil- 
derness, Allakaket, is a case in point. 
Archdeacon Stuck advised the undertak- 
ing this work—selected the site—and 
upon receiving my approval he superin- 
tended the erection of suitable buildings 
in the spring of 1907. Miss Clara M. 
Carter and Miss O. M. Heintz were ap- 
pointed to this work. They arrived in 
August, 1907. The buildings were un- 
finished at the time. You can imagine 
the inconveniences, to say nothing of the 
“wilderness,” feelings which must have 
possessed these brave women. I tried to 
find a man—a clergyman—to go to this 
post, as well, but failed. The failure 
still continues. The mission is north of 
the Arctic Circle and on the Koyukuk 
River. Everything is expensive. It 
costs furiously to get there and the sup- 
plies bought in San Francisco cost about 
twice their purchase price in transporta- 
tion. 

Feeling for these two heroic women in 
that place, away beyond the “frontier,” 
locked and shut in by the long Arctic 
winter, constrained me to make an at- 
tempt to visit them during the winter. 
Accompanied by the Rev. A. R. Hoare 
and “Kobuk Peter” we “blew in” upon 
them late in February, 1908. It was in 
the midst of an Arctic storm. We were 
not expected. You can imagine the ex-

citement, surprise and joy of Miss 
Carter and Miss Heintz. The trip across 
storm-swept, treeless summits had been 
hazardous, severe. Constant snow-shoe- 
ing had told on us, and I was crippled. 
Here we found a beautiful mission and 
most happy workers. The Kobuk and 
Koyukuk Indians had responded to their 
love and labor. 

To Miss Heintz fell the school work; 
to Miss Carter the services, instructions, 
ete., while her other duties consisted in 
managing the housework, visiting ithe 
sick and needy, climbing the roof after 
every storm to shovel off the snow and 
prevent the same from falling in upon 
them. The children were bright and 
happy; they had made such progress that 
all understood English fairly well, could 
speak and read in it, could sing some 
hymns and one or two chants. How I 
enjoyed my visit in this little dot of civ- 
ilization in the vast, silent wilderness all 
about. Again, Miss Carter had been able 
to save the ‘lives of some wandering 
prospectors who had been overcome by 
accident and illness. Such a work gave 
me the greatest joy and gratitude. When 
the Church can undertake a venture 
such as this and do it with results so 
successful there can be no doubt of 
her power to advance the Kingdom. 

Cordova is another point where we 
have begun work. And this, too, in 
spite of insufficient help. It is to be a 
railroad terminal. The road is under 
construction. Several thousand men 
have been at work in and near this place. 
A small town has suddenly sprung up. 
Realizing all this, we began work. We 
are not only the first, but the only ones 
to do so up to the present. The Rev. 
Mr. Newton has at times visited Cor- 
dova from Valdez. It means a trip of 
170 miles each time. Our first object 
was to do something in a very practical 
way. As low-down saloons were bound 
to spring up, the men ought to have 
some attraction other than these. So we 
concluded to give them a “Club”—a 
place fitted with piano, billiard table, 
reading matter, etc. And this we have 


done. It is a temporary affair and we 
hope that some good friend or friends 
will help us, in time, with a permanent 
building of the kind. A chapel can 
come later. In the meantime the “Club” 
answers all purposes, is a blessed means 
of saving men from the attractive places 
of demoralization, and there has been a 
splendid appreciation on the part of the 
men. 

The work on the Tanana River is new 
work. With unsurpassed zeal and ser- 
vice Mr. Betticher, with such time as he 
could spare from Fairbanks, has built 
up, or is doing so, a chain of missions 
that will control, religiously, the 900 
miles of the Tanana River. Already 
missions have been established at 
Neenana, Chena, Salchakat. Our only 
trouble is lack of workers. The 
Neenana Mission is most promising. 
Here Miss A. C. Farthing lived alone 
among the Indians, taught school, held 
services, with an occasional visit from 
the Rev. Chas. E. Betticher. Last win- 
ter on my northerly trip Mr. Betticher 
and I “mushed” to these places. The In- 
dians were out in the mountains hunting 
when tidings reached them of my visit. 
They dropped everything and came to 
Chena and Neenana, coming from fifty 
to one hundred miles. And it was a time 
of “refreshing” to be with them. They 
were so eager to wait upon the “word of 
life.” Eighty-five were confirmed; bap- 
tisms, marriages, instructions, coun- 
sellings went on daily. 

These are the chief places where new 
work has been established and where 
much promise awaits it. Only, would to 
God we had a few of the right heart and 
mind, spirit and courage, to come and 
help us on with it. 


Established Missions 


These are progressing wherever they 
are supplied with the proper clerical 
leadership. But eleven important mis- 
sionary centres have been, and are, with- 
out a clergyman, so that it is extremely 
difficult even to keep a semblance of 
Church life in these places, to say noth- 
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ing of making any advance. Occasional 
visits, services, etc., are held in all, but 
these can do little more than hold the 
position we have. 

At Valdez the evidences of progress, 
happy work, work running over the bor- 
ders of tthe Epiphany Mission, are 
splendidly apparent under the leadership 
of the Rev. E. P. Newton. His coming 
was a Godsend. His presence has been 
a benediction. So it has been, and is, 
with the work under Mr. Betticher, Mr. 
Hoare, Mr. Chapman and Mr. Jenkins. 
If we only had such men where needed 
there would be no fear of the Church or 
the progress of the same. 


Problems 


The one great problem is how to pro- 
tect our native Christians. They are 
made the victims of a class of white men 
who seem to be without conscience and 
without any instinct of morality. Un- 
fortunately, the present system of law 
and order fails absolutely wherever the 
native is concerned. The law is not at 
fault—the administration is. Orimes 
are committed against the natives—the 
missionary is the only one who protests, 
makes “complaint,” and this arrays 
against him the hostility of the “evil 


conviction is possible.

No mat- 
ter how perfect his evidence may be, no

The appropriation aids in maintaining work in twenty-seven different missions. 
Special gifts received during the year from outside the district, in addition to the 
appropriation of the Board of Missions, amounted to $852.29 for both districts. 


HE most notable event of the 
year in the district has been the 
founding of St. Luke’s Home 
for Consumptives by the Rev. 

Julius W. Atwood, Archdeacon of 
Arizona. It has been my hope that this 
Church would do something for the care 
of the sick, who come to us in such num- 
bers from all parts of the country. Other 
projects can wait, it has seemed to me. 
A future generation can build cathe- 
drals. We have Church schools in our 
neighborhood—in California, Texas, Col- 
orado and Kansas. But we have the sick 
with us always and they need immediate 
attention. A year ago, the Rev: Mr. At- 
wood received from $5,000 to $6,000 
from eastern friends and Churchpeople 
for work among those ill with tubercu- 
losis. With this sum it was decided to 
establish a Home and Sanitarium at 
Phoenix. Free medical service by two 
or three leading’ physicians of 
Phoenix has been secured. The Rey. 
Bertrand R. Cocks, recently ordained 
deacon, and curate at Trinity Church, 
Phoenix, is the superintendent. The in- 
stitution is managed by a Board of Trus- 
tees, consisting of the bishop, the Rev. 
Mr. Atwood and leading citizens of the 
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city and territory. A site was found 
two or three miles from Phoenix, on the 
edge of the desert, not too near the town 
and not too far. Three and a half acres 
of land were bought and more will be se- 
cured. An administration building has 
been erected, and tenthouses © and 
bungalows grouped around it. Prices 
are moderate, as the Home is intended 
for persons of small means. A gift of 
$5,000 has been received for the endow- 
ment of a free bed. The Rey. Mr. At- 
wood is taking his vacation in the Hast 
to interest friends in the enterprise. I 
hope that St. Luke’s Home will receive 
the approval of the Board of Missions 
and a sufficient support from the Church 
at large. These are not our sick people. 
They come to us, and we care for them 
on behalf of the parishes and dioceses, 
the homes and cities from which they 
come. 
Some Statistics 


Statistics show fewer confirmed this 
year than last. There has been a small 
gain in the number of communicants. 
There are 451 children in the Sunday- 
schools out of a reported 662 families. 
Contributions were about $1,000 less 
than were reported a year ago. 
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There are some important vacancies in 
the district that we are trying to fill. 
One small mission has been entirely 
without services during the year. An- 
other mission has had occasional, but 
not regular, services. Other congrega- 
tions have had regular services for the 
whole or part of the year. 

Growth of the Work 

Trinity Mission, Phoenix, has been or- 
ganized as a parish. This is our first 
parish in Arizona. Grace Mission, Tuc- 
son, has taken steps to organize as a par- 
ish. St. Luke’s, Prescott, and St. John’s, 
Bisbee, are self-supporting missions. 

St. John’s Church, Globe, has been fin- 
ished and furnished during the year. 
_ This has been an enterprise of great diffi- 

culty. It has been accomplished by the 
Rey. George Selby, a very efficient mis- 
sionary of the Board. 

At Douglas, the Rev. Ernest W. 
Simonson, also a missionary of the 
Board, has done fine work. His success 
has made it necessary to enlarge the 
ehurch. 

At Yuma, our most recent enterprise, 
there has been some progress, and we 
think that we can say that we are estab- 
lished there. Plans are being drawn for 
a church building and an appropriation 
has been made from the Men’s Thank 
Offering. 

The Rev. Frederick T. Bennett, of St. 
Luke’s, Prescott, is our senior presbyter 
in Arizona. He has spent his entire 
ministry in New Mexico and Arizona. 
He and I have gone through many ex- 
periences together in the two territories. 
From an attack of illness that he had 
several years ago, he seems to have recov- 
ered. No one is more faithful and no 
one more beloved by his people. He is 
a great comfort to his bishop. 


Opportunities and Needs 


Our next opportunities for work in 
Arizona seem to be in the neighborhood 

of Phoenix, in the Salt River Valley, 
--which has a great future. With plenty 
of water, which it will have from the 
Roosevelt Reservoir, it will be an impor- 
tant centre of population and products, 


perhaps the most important in the terri- 
tory. It will be easily worked from 
Phoenix as a centre. Already, we have 
unorganized missions at Tempe, Mesa 
and Peoria. It will be under the imme- 
diate supervision of Archdeacon Atwood. 

In conclusion of this report, I ask the 
attention of the Board to the Hospital- 
Mission of the Good Shepherd, at Fort 
Defiance, for the Navajo Indians. It was 
founded and has been administered by 
Miss Eliza W. Thackara. She has been 
obliged to be responsible for its support 
and management. It has been a success. 
She has done a work for which she will 
deserve to be canonized. She is one of 
the heroic missionaries of this Church. 
But the work has outgrown her financial 
ability to carry it on. She tells me that 
it must be placed on a sounder financial 
basis or she must give it up. With in- 
creased usefulness, expenses increase. 
Debt is staring her in the face. She can- 
not get on much longer. I have not the 
money for her. I have little enough for 
my own field. The Westchester Branch 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary cannot do 
more than it has been doing. The Board 
gives her $800. New Mexico and Arizona 
give her $500. She must have $5,000 
and more. Whiat is to be done? Shall 
the work be given up? Miss Thackara 
and I are at our wit’s end. We dare not 
stop and we dare not go on. We lay the 
matter before the Board as representing 
the Church. 

Arizona will meet its Apportionment. 
Its Sunday-schools send their Lenten 
offerings to the Board of Missions and 
Advent offerings to the Hospital-Mission 
of the Good Shepherd. The Woman’s 
Auxiliary contributes to Miss Thackara. 
We shall try to do our duty to Clergy 
Relief.

DISTRICT OF ASHEVILLE 


1907-08 


The Missionary District of Asheville includes that portion of the State of North 
Carolina lying west of the eastern boundaries of the counties of Allegheny, Wilkes, Alex- 
ander, Catawba, Lincoln and Gaston. 

It has an area of 11,710 square miles and a population of 428,000 people. 

The district within its present bounds was established by tne General Convention in 
the year 1895. Its bishop is the Right Reverend Junius Moore Horner, D.D., consecrated 


in the year 1898. 


The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district for the 


past year was $9,260, divided as follows:

The People of the District 


HE people who live in the moun- 
tains of North Carolina are of 
a Scotch-Irish ancestry, and 
Mr. Haywood Parker in his 
special report on the mission schools of 
the district, shows by carefully gathered 
statistics that “the foreign-born element 
scattered throughout the district is only 
about one-tenth of 1 per cent. Can any 
other section of America, of over four 
hundred thousand population, show such 
a pure strain of English-American 
blood. It is a rural people, living on 
what they make out of the land. They 
are poor, and as book knowledge goes are 
uneducated; but, true to their ancestry, 
they are shrewd, proud and independent. 
Vices some of them may have, but they 
are the vices of isolation and ignorance 
and unrestrained strength, and not of 
viciousness; the vices of the degenerate 
they have not. 

“What these people need is that sensible, 
sympathetic help which enables them to 
help themselves; that practical Chris- 
tian aid which makes better workmen of 
the boys and better housekeepers of the 
girls; and with the vision of a higher 
standard they will improve themselves 
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for a dormitory at Valle Crucis,

and their community, and will become 
better citizens and better Christians.” 
The full report can be had by writing to 
Mr. Haywood Parker, Asheville, N. C., 
and I commend it to all who may care to 
make a study of the conditions of the 
Southern Appalachian Mountains. The 
great need for better school facilities is 
felt by all who have examined into the 
conditions of the mountains. The late 
Commissioner of Agriculture of the 
State of North Carolina has devised to 
the Church in the district his magnif- 
icent home estate of several hundred 
acres of excellent farm land as a site for 
an Industrial Farm School for boys. 
We will come into possession at the death 
of his widow, who has a life interest in 
the estate. This devise shows the feeling 
of a man of affairs as to the great need 
for industrial training for these people. 
They need help along these lines and 
they need it now. 


Statistics for the Year 


Number of clergy, including the bish- 
op, 81; number of communicants, 2,608; 
baptized during the year, 327; confirmed, 
200; number of congregations, 81; of 
which 13 are parishes and 68 are mis- 
sions. One mission was organized into 
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a parish during the year. Contributions 
within the district for  self-support 
amount to $36,362.17, and for objects 
outside the district, $4,511.57. The ap- 
portionment for General Missions of $600 
placed upon the district was more than 
paid, and the children of the Sunday- 
schools gave more than $600 in their 
Lenten offerings to missions. 

During the year we have lost by death 
the oldest clergyman of the district, the 
Rev. Richard W. Barber, who died at his 
home near Wilkesboro, December 19th, 
1907. We have also lost by death the 
most prominent layman of the district 
since its organization, Thomas W. Pat- 
ton, treasurer and trustee of the district 
and our deputy to the General Conven- 
tion. He was valuable as a leader and 
adviser in all Church affairs. He died 
November 6th, 1907. 


The Colored Work 


There are about 60,000 colored people 
in the district, and for these we are do- 
ing all we can with the limited means 
placed at our disposal. ‘There are six 
schools for the colored people in our mis- 
sion, and if we had proportionately as 
many for the whites, we would have 
forty-two schools for white children, 
while we have only twenty-three, and yet 
we are able to-reach with these schools 
only a comparatively small part of the 
colored population. It is almost hopeless 
to start a mission for the colored people 
without an accompanying school. 


Industrial School Work 


There may be communities in our 
country where it would be considered 
out of place for the Church to undertake 
to furnish educational facilities for the 
people, but in our mountain country it is 
not so, and now is the time for us to give 
this needed help. The door is wide open 
for us to come in, and a mistake will be 
_made if we do not seize the opportunity. 


Fully twenty times as many people can 
be reached here with a given amount of 
money as can be reached by giving the 
money for higher education in colleges 
and universities. During the year we 
have had in our parochial and mission 
schools 1,295 pupils enrolled; this out of 
a total school population in the district 
of about 150,000 children, fully 50,000 of 
whom do not attend school. 


The WM. T O. 


With the help of the appropriation 
from the M. T. O. we were able to give 
the necessary help for securing a rectory 
at Gastonia, and for this rectory $1,750 
of the appropriation was used. The 
balance of the $2,500 was given in small 
amounts to help on improvements at St. 
John’s, Watauga County; St. Luke’s, 
Boone; Grace, near Asheville; St. 
John’s, Hot Springs, and for a lot for a 
church at Black Mount. The $2,500 
given by Mr. Thomas as a special in the 
M. T. O. had to be used to help out our 
general fund, which would have been 
greatly in arrears but for this timely 
help. 

Missionary work, from one point of 
view, seems expensive in men and money 
required, and the average man may 
wonder whether, after all, “it pays,” but 
let him have the opportunity to make the 
test by tasting the joy of doing the work 
himself and he would not perhaps longer 
be in doubt as to whether it pays or not. 

A large part of the contributions re- 
ceived for carrying on the educational 
work comes from people who are not 
Churchmen. From one patriotic organ- 
ization alone we received more than 
$1,800, and as so many of our Church 
people give to worthy and appealing ob- 
jects which are not under the control of 
the Church, so we have here the compen- 
sating side of the same kind of liberality.

WAS elected Missionary Bishop of 
Eastern Oregon October 17th, 
1907; I accepted November Ist; 
was consecrated December 18th; 

and, after making addresses in many 
places, arrived on the field the end of 
February, 1908. 

It may be interesting to recall that 
forty years ago my uncle was elected 
bishop of what included my present dis- 
trict, but was unable to accept. 

Twenty-eight years ago my father 
came out as Bishop of Washington Ter- 
ritory, and so a part of my youth was 
spent in a country similar in many ways 
to this. 

The knowledge of far western condi- 
tions than gained has been invaluable 
to me these past few months. 

Strange as it may seem to some, my 
missionary experience in the tenements 
of New York for nearly ten years taught 
me many lessons which help now to solve 
the problems of a sparsely settled popu- 
lation. For whether there be 250,000 or 
two and one-half people to the square 
mile, human nature has much in. com- 
mon East or West, and temptation, sick- 
ness, sorrow, disappointment need the 
Gospel to alleviate and strengthen— 
everywhere man needs the Christ to in- 
spire and save. 


Though this may still be the most un- 
developed part of our country, yet I am 
in no sense a pioneer—I am building un 
the noble lasting foundations of heroic 
Bishop Scott, and one of the greatest of 
modern missionaries, Mishop Morris, 
and their.devoted consecrated clergy. 


Conditions and Problems 


When I arrived I found four clergy- 
men in the field, ministering to the four 
largest towns. They are good and faith- 
ful men, and I thank God that I have 
them as co-laborers in this part of the 
Master’s vineyard. 

I determined at the beginning that I 
would visit and carefully study each 
town and county of Eastern Oregon be- 
fore trying to get more missionaries, or 
telling my friends in the East about the 
field and what we hoped to do. 

Though liable to misunderstanding, I 
believe the plan was wise, and have given 
myself unreservedly to it. 

I know now something at least of the 
people and what they want and need and 
ean do. I know also the kind of man re- 
quired. 

I have divided the district into twelve 
fields, and need therefore eight extra 
men. Three or four of these will soon 
arrive. I hope for strong men only, as 
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weaklings can do little in this new coun- 
try. If they can and must be used at all, 
please keep them where the faithful will 
go to church, anyway! 

I am trying to work out the problem 
of partial self-support, even in the weak- 
est stations, from the start. I regret to 
say that some of the people (to put it 
mildly) have not yet learned the joy or 
principle of giving, the satisfaction of 
paying what they are able for the 
Church’s ministrations. 

However, with little money and few 
missionaries, I shall use lay-readers in 
many places, getting the clergy to make 
visitations as often as possible. 

Believing that ignorance accounts for 
much of the indifference, I have a dea- 
coness spending two weeks in each place 
where we have no clergymen, giving defi- 
nite courses of instruction to the women 
and children, and encouraging them to 
continue the studies in guild and Sun- 
day-school. 


The duplication of Christian effort in. 
some places, and the lack of almost any 
effort in other places, is deplorable. The 
narrow, bigoted, ignorant presentation 
of the Gospel is sometimes distressing. 
The Church here pledges itself not only 
to offer a basis of unit, but to strive and 
pray for its speedy accomplishment. 

I am convinced that the Church in 
this inland empire can and will present 
the religion of Christ as big, broad, deep, 
reasonable, satisfying, adding to and not 
taking away the joy of living, revealing 
a divine power for the uplift of the in- 
dividual and social, presenting a vision 
of the kingdoms of this world becoming 
a part of the Kingdom of Christ. 

These will be dominant principles in 
our work. But, above all, will be the in- 
sistence on the Christ life and spirit, as 
gained through communion with Him.

REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF THE MISSIONARY 
DISTRICT OF HONOLULU 


1907-08 


The Missionary District of Honolulu includes the Hawaiian Islands, consisting of 
Niihau, Kauai, Oahu, Molokai, Maui, Lanai, Hawaii and the smaller islands. It also in- 
cludes Midway; and in addition the American Islands of the Samoan group—Tutuila, 
‘Olusinga, Manua, Ofu, and Rose. It has an area of 6,449 squara miles and a popu- 
lation of 200,000 (estimated 1908). ‘These figures do not include the Samoan Islands. 

The district within its present bounds was established by the General Convention in 
the year 1901. The Samoan Islands were added in 1904. The Bishop of California, act- 
ing for the Presiding Bishop, took over the Church and its property, worth $101,000, on 
April ist, 1902. Its bishop is the Right Reverend Henry Bond Restarick, consecrated in 
the year 1902. 

The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district is $11,950, 
divided as follows:

The appropriation aids in maintaining the work as follows: 

Chinese work at 5 points; distinctively Hawaiian at 2 points; English-speaking and 
Hawaiian at 2 points; settlement work among mixed races at 3 points; day and board- 
ing schools at 3 points; day-schools at 5 points; night-schools, 4 points; total, 24 points. 

Actively engaged in the work are seventeen clergy, of whom two are wholly and six 
are partially supported by the Board. There are twenty-six lay workers, of whom seven 
are wholly and five are partially supported by the Board. There are twenty lay helpers 
who are volunteers, these giving some definite time each week to distinctly missionary 
work. ; 

This accounts for the appropriation only. 
United Offering were made during the year.

Character of the Work 


HE character of the work re- 
mains unchanged, but advance 
has been made in the way of 
carrying it on, and there has 

been advance also among the races here- 
tofore little reached by the Church. 


Population 


The careful estimate of the Governor 
is that the population is at least 200,000, 
which is an advance of about 25 per cent. 
since my arrival in 1902; the communi- 
cants having advanced during the same 
~ period over 100 per cent. 

Of the population there are at least 
125,000 Orientals, and of these all except 
a few thousand are non-Christian. That 


is to say, Hawaii, which is as much a 
part of the United States as is Texas, is 
overwhelmingly heathen. One-half of 
the nominal Christians are of an imma- 
ture race for whose welfare the United 
States has made itself responsible. 


Methods of Work 


I am developing the work along cer- 
tain lines which commend themselves to 
all here. I am endeavoring to make each 
station a centre for work to all the races. 
The white priest is the leader, and the 
head, under the Bishop, of the work in 
his district and responsible for it. The 
Cathedral is the example in this for the 
rest of the Islands. At the Cathedral un- 
der the Bishop, as Dean, work is carried 
on in five languages by means of clergy, 
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catechists and interpreters, There are 
(1) services, (2) schools, (8) night- 
schools, (4) Sunday-schools, (5) classes 
of catechumens in charge of a catechist 
under the direction of a priest, who ex- 
amines the candidates for baptism or con- 
firmation; (6) visits and meetings for 
inquiry—such work is earried on from 
several centres and can be from more as 
we train catechists. I have tried to get 
clergy from China, Japan and Korea, but 
have failed. I believe that for our pe- 
culiar work it is better to have three cate- 
chists under a white priest, than to have 
one Oriental priest. The cost of the 
three catechists would be about the same 
as one Chinese or Japanese priest. Here 
we are convinced that this is the best 
method for the conditions we have to 
face. We have an increasing population 
of children which knows more English 
than of any other language, and which 
wants to use English, as far as possible. 

The mission with the white priest is 
the centre of the work. Under him 
should be catechists closely directed by 
him in regard to that which has to be 
taught, and what is to be done. 

This work is difficult, but it can be 
done and is being done successfully in 
the Islands at several places. The Bish- 
op and other clergy teach in two or 
three languages through interpreters very 
often on the same day. 


Examples 


Around St. Elizabeth’s has grown up 
a Korean work. The Koreans have 
come and begged to be taught. We have 
two bright young Korean men in train- 
ing at Iolani school. They are very use- 
ful in interpreting and teaching under 
Mr. Potwine. Lately two Koreans came 
to the Bishop from a plantation fifteen 
miles from Honolulu. They brought a 
paper signed by twenty Korean men, ask- 
ing to be prepared for baptism. This is 
only an example of many appeals which 
come to us. In this case I sent John 
Pak, one of the students, to instruct 


these Koreans under Mr. Potwine. Later 
Mr. Potwine and I went to the place and 
found gathered to hear us thirty Korean 
men. Mr. Potwine has baptized over 
thirty Koreans within the year. We 
shall have shortly seventy-five baptized 
Koreans, a few of whom are women. 

Another instance of work of the kind 
mentioned, is at Lahaina. The Rev. Mr. 
Kroll has classes of catechumens among ~ 
Chinese and Koreans, and two catechists 
from Jolani have been helping him, Be- 
sides this Mr. Kroll has the work among 
the whites and Hawaiians and hopes to 
start among the Japanese. Many of the 
Chinese have been in the public schools 
and can be taught in English by Mr. 
Kroll. 

A few weeks ago a community of 
Japanese among whom no Christian work 
is done, wrote asking me to send them 
one who would teach them about the 
“Divine Light,” as they expressed it. 
They said they had erected a building, 
and though poor, would pay two-thirds 
of the salary of a teacher. I had in 
training a young Japanese, the graduate 
of a Normal School, and I sent him to 
undertake the work, under the supervi- 
sion of the Rev. Canon Ault, of Wailuku, 
near which the station is situated. 

At Kohala a work among the various 
races is carried on as far as it can be, and 
there are a number of Korean communi- 
cants. The educated Koreans all read 
Chinese characters and they can wor- 
ship with the Chinese, and the two peo- 
ples get along well together, but they are 
a peculiar race quite different from the 
Chinese and Japanese, and work among 
them has to be carried on with caution. 
Some of them want to be baptized 
whether they know anything or not about 
the Christian religion, and we, of course, 
insist on careful preparation. Others at 
work baptize them if they say they be- 
lieve in Jesus. Many such baptized have 
come to us later and we found that they 
had not even been taught to pray, and 
never had prayed to God. Many have 
come to us and said: “We understand 
that you teach people before you baptize 
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them, We want to know what we are 
doing and want you to teach us.” 


The Future of the Work in the Islands 


Sometimes I am asked the question: 
“What is your idea of the future of the 
Church work here? Will not many of 
these people return to the Orient?” I 
have no doubt that many will return. 
Those who have done so, fully one hun- 
dred of our own Chinese Christians since 
I first came here, have rendered a good 
account of themselves. They are centres 
of light and influence not only for Christ 
but for a better civilization. We hear of 
them as reformers and leaders, and every- 
where they are doing good. They have 
carried back what they learned here, and 
something of the life they learned to live 
here in cleanliness, sanitary practices, 
and in the abandonment of customs 
which impeded enlightened living. 

We constantly send men back with our 
blessing, and later when they send back 
for some of our Chinese girls, we send 
them with a blessing also, for we know 
they will try to have homes like they 
have here. As missionaries tell us: “We 
have no such homes in China.” One of 
our Chinese women, trained in the Phila- 
delphia Deaconess House, has gone to 
Bishop Roots to work under him. If we 
are building up the Kingdom of God, we 
care not where it is. And yet a large 
number of the Orientals will never re- 
turn. Thousands of the younger ones 
are American citizens and are American 
in spirit, these will remain in Hawaii. 


Progress During the Year 


It is said at times that figures show 
nothing. Why, then, does the Church 
require annual reports? If figures show 
a steady advance year by year, it certain- 
ly means that God has blessed the work. 
If there is retrogression, it means a fall- 
ing population or an unprogressive work. 

Growing figures are supposed to be an 
outward sign of an advance in spiritual 
life. J am sure that is so here. It is 
shown in the very large increase in of- 


ferings and gifts for the work. The dif- 
ference between 1908 and 1902 is simply 
wonderful in the way people give and the 
amounts given. 

It seems to me that in no way can it be 
more plainly shown that money expended 
here has resulted in growth than in giv- 
ing figures printed last year and adding 
those for 1908.

This does not include the sum given 
for a Memorial Parish House now in the 
course of construction, nor $15,000 given 
for the Priory. 

During the year a new rectory has 
been built at Wailuku, Maui, at a cost of 
$2,000.00, which is paid for. A new 
church is greatly needed and local sub- 
scriptions of $3,500.00 have been made. 

At Lahaina a parish hall as a place of 
meeting was an absolute necessity for the 
work. It is just finished. The Pioneer 
Plantation which really makes the town 
let us have the material for the hall at 
cost and gave all the labor for its con- 
struction. The cost of the material was 
$1,100.00, and for this I had to go in 
debt, but we had to have it. 

At Hilo the debt has been paid on the 
Church lot and we are ready to build. 
The school started last year has been a 
success in every way as an instrument 
for building up the Church. 
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At Honolulu the addition to the Ca- 
thedral is finished at a cost of $25,000.00. 
This was all contributed locally during a 
space of four years so that there is no 
debt. The Theophilus H. Davies 
Memorial Parish House adjoining the 
Cathedral is nearing completion. It is 
built of the same stone as the Cathedral 
and connects with it by a stone cloister. 
When this is completed the value of the 
Church property in the Islands will be 
$300,000.00 as against $101,000.00 as es- 
timated by Bishop Willis in 1902. 

The Report of the Committee of the 
District Convocation on the State of the 
Church showed a gain in every direction. 
During the year the gain in Sunday- 
school scholars was 272, and of baptisms, 
87. There was a gain of 264 in the chil- 
dren and men attending the day and the 
night schools. The number in the 
schools in 1907 were 300, and in 1908 
there were 564. 

During the. year the Japanese work 
has made great progress. Mr. Fukao has 
prepared, and I have baptized forty 
Japanese young men and three women. 

We have been particularly pleased with 
the growth of the Hawaiian work at the 
Cathedral under the Rey. E. T. Simpson. 

After Easter from every station came 
the word, we had more communicants 
than ever before. 


Needs 


With work growing at every station 
there are crying needs. I should like to 
help the people at Wailuku build a 
church in place of the little outgrown 
tumble down chapel where the Rev. Geo. 
B. Whipple ministered forty years ago. 

The most crying need in the Islands is 
a home for the clergyman at Lahaina. 
The Rev. Mr. Kroll with his wife and 
three small children went to Lahaina in 
May. No house of any kind was to be 
found except one in which a leper had 
lived. At last they took three rooms in a 
house which had been used as a country 
hotel. Here in the hottest town in the 
Islands, on the hot side of the house, a 
livery stable close by them, they sweltered 


until July, when I got for them, near the 
sea the cottage of a public school teacher 
until September. I do not know what 
to do after that date. Mr. Kroll’s family 
suffered a great deal, the children break- 


ing out in boils peculiar to the tropics. I 


need $1,800.00 for a house. 

We need the new Priory buildings 
very much. I have $26,000 on hand, 
$10,000 of which came from the M. T. O. 
I must build at once. We need $24,000 
more. 

We need most urgently a piece of land 
for a Japanese church and the money 
with which to build a place of worship. 
We have $1,200 on hand for the land. 

We need a house for the work at 
Moiliili. We are paying rent at present. 

Then we need a Bishop’s house very 
much. ‘Honolulu is an expensive place 
in which to live. No missionary bishop 
with a family could live here and pay 
rent on the salary which he receives. The 
bishop has lived in one of the oldest 
houses of the city. He purchased it for 
the land on which it stood, which ad- 
joined the priory. The house has been 
inconvenient and in any other climate it 
would not be habitable, because of holes, 
cracks, and worm eaten boards. The 
bishop’s family has been patient and 
forbearing, but now we have to move 
that the new priory may be built where 
the house stands, I do not know what 
will be done about a place in which to 
live, for houses are scarce and expensive. 


Schools 


The schools are doing excellent work. 
The estate of a family of old missionary 
stock has given me three scholarships, 
that is, $8300 a year. There are besides 
these endowed scholarships bringing in 
$900 a year, six of these from women not 
of our Church, in recognition of the work 
that is done. I have other scholarships 
promised by Churchwomen, on _ the 
mainland. The endowment of a scholar- 
ship costs $2,000.00. Many of our girls, 
perhaps 40 per cent., are orphans or half 
orphans, and scholarships are a great 
boon. 
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Iolani is becoming in its upper classes 
a school for catechists and I greatly need 
scholarships for a number of excellent, 
bright young Chinese, Japanese and 
Koreans. One hundred and fifty dollars 
a year will pay all expenses, No help 
would be more acceptable than aid in the 
education of these young men who are to 
do the work of the Islands among their 
heathen countrymen. The young fellows 
are enduring hardships in order to get an 
education, working harder than they 
should because they have to do something 
to earn their bread. Some of them know 
what persecution is, even to personal 
violence, from their relations and friends 
who say they have renounced the faith of 
their fathers. 


Importance of the Work 
The importance of the work here is em- 


phasized by the determination of the 
Government to push the construction of 


the Naval Station and fortifications. 
This is to be the Gibraltar of the Pacific. 
We are engaged in the fascinating work 
of making it a citadel in the Kingdom 
of God. 

When we consider the importance of 
the Islands, so widely recognized now. 
and consider the fact that this part of the 
United States is so overwhelmingly non- 
Christian, money here is well spent. 
When we see that we can reach Orientals 
here more readily than anywhere else as 
our growth shows, and further that the 
advance made by Orientals in a few 
years residence here is so marked that 
visting missionaries are astonished at 
what they see, when tourists find here an 
object lesson in missions which converts 
many from hostility or apathy to active 
interest, then certainly it will be seen 
that money is well spent here in mission- 
ary effort.

N making my report to the Board 
of Missions, I must first of all ex- 
press my gratitude to our Heavenly 
Father for His care and protection 

in my long journeys in the Rockies by 
day and night, through storm and sun- 
shine. I have had charge of both Idaho 
and Wyoming and tried to give them 
equal attention. In the two, to be exact, 
are 185,000 square miles of mountain- 
ous country, picturesque and full of re- 
sources, but also difficult of access and 
very expensive to work with any vigor, 
except by large outlay and well-trained 
strong workers. 


The Field 


Of course the work in Idaho repre 
sents my proper field, and with its great 
area (86,000 square miles) and its di- 
verse and difficult problems and rapidly 
increasing population it is more than 
any one bishop can care for properly. 
Even since I took charge of the work, 
nearly ten years ago, the towns in Idaho 
have trebled in size and numbers of new 
- towns have been developed. The State 
now has a population of fully 300,000, 
and such resources as are derived 
from fruit-raising, lumbering, farming, 


stock-raising and mining. The towns 
are small and widely separated and diffi- 
cult to supply with ministerial services, 
as they are individually too weak to 
support a clergyman and cannot easily 
be combined. This, however, is a pass- 
ing condition, as in a few years they 
will, if now looked after, be able to be 
self-sustaining. Already we have three 
places able to stand alone, meeting all 
their own expenses. A short time ago 
there was one self-supporting church in 
Idaho, and that was in Boisé. I know there 
are some in the East-who are impatient 
at the call of the West on the East for 
help, but these would feel quite differ- 
ently and much encouraged could they 
follow me, or any other missionary 
bishop, in our fields and witness the real 
substantial growth and the visible good 
that is being, and has been, accom- 
plished by our Church; it would give 
them renewed hope and optimism in re- 
gard to the power and mission of the 
old Church which we love. 

Let us remember that both Idaho and 
Wyoming are still, with all their de- 
velopment in the past few years, very 
new and unformed. Do not let us re- 
peat in their case the mistake made in 
the Middle West years ago. More and 
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more I am impressed with the over- 
whelming importance of home missions. 
It is simply an inexcusable blunder for 
the American Church to neglect great 
growing western states, and this is cer- 
tainly being done. We are forced to let 
splendid opportunities pass by; to leave 
great fields where the harvest of human 
grain ripens unecared for, because the 
Church does not provide the amount re- 
quired. Neither in the matter of 
workers nor funds is adequate provision 
made; and speaking for myself and per- 
haps voicing the feelings of other mis- 
sionary bishops, I must say my heaviest 
care has been the’ financial one, and but 
for the special gifts which I have gotten 
by personal appeals, it would have been 
impossible to carry on my work in Idaho 
at all. To this needed help I must look, 
if I am to continue in this great frontier 
state and meet its needs as a new and 
growing community. 


The Need of Workers 


The district is still very much in need 
of workers. JI have only fourteen 
clergymen just now, whereas at least 
twenty are needed. The appropriation 
I get is insufficient to keep in the field 
my present force, though I am quite 
aware the Board does not feel able to 
add to its obligations and increase 
thereby its deficit. So we shall have to 
go ahead by faith and do our best, know- 
ing the Lord will surely provide for the 
field or take away the responsibility. 


The Extent of the Work 


During the past year I have travelled, 
in the performance of my duties, over 
21,000 miles. I have baptized in Idaho 
nineteen; I confirmed eighty-four. By 
the change of the General Convention 
the whole of the Panhandle of Idaho 
was added to my territory, a thoroughly 
missionary region of 30,000 square miles, 
but not a dollar of financial support 
came with the new responsibility. At 
the same time the need is there, in its 
small towns, its mining camps and its 


growing communities. I must have the 
help for this work. The Panhandle of 
Idaho is a territory as large as the State 
of West Virginia. 

The work in Idaho has grown too large 
to enable me in a brief report like this 
to mention workers or give details. 
Suffice it to say good progress is being 
made against great odds and the future 
with God’s blessing in Christ is bright 
with promise. The mining camp, the 
ranch, the Indian Reservation, the little 
materialistic town, all call for the Gos- 
pel of Christ. This Church of ours is 
needed and will be appreciated if we can 
only get men who are willing to give 
even five or ten years to faithful labor 
in the Far West. Such men will come 
back stronger and wiser to any eastern 
work after their labors in the home mis- 
sion field are ended, so the Church as a 
whole will gain in strength. 


Progress and Achievement 


We have completed a church at Twin 
Falls and now have a property in this 
new and flourishing town worth $4,000 
and without debt. We are building a 
church at Buhl, another town in the 
same part of the state. Both these are 
located in an immense tract of land 
reclaimed in the last few years from the 
sage-bush desert at the cost of many 
millions of dollars. This irrigation en- 
terprise has made homes for thousands 
of settlers in the Snake River Valley. 
The Government is doing a like work 
not far away, so that in this part of the 
state ten towns have been built and are 
the scenes of busy commercial life.. 
This is being duplicated in various parts 
of Idaho and Wyoming. We have com- 
pleted the Bishop Tuttle Church House 
at Boisé, Idaho. It cost $20,000 and is 
both substantial, well-located, beautiful 
and useful. It is built in the best taste 
in architecture and of Idaho stone, and 
will stand as a witness of the grand 
work done by Bishop Tuttle. I have 
submitted herewith a detailed account 
of receipts and expenditures to be filed. 
Approximately it cost $20,000 exclusive 
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of site and I received from all sources 
$12,000; nevertheless, I have not allowed 
a cent of debt to rest on it. 


St. Margaret’s Hall 


St. Margaret’s Hall, for the education 
of the young girls of the northwest, had 
an enrolment of about 150 last year, of 
whom forty were boarders. We were 
compelled to have larger accommoda- 
tions; this forced a debt of $10,000, but 
the plant is all too small now and is 
overcrowded. By-the addition we cared 
for double the number of boarders and 
made enough last year to pay for the 
first time our current expenses. Thus 
the $10,000 debt made an interest of at 
least twenty-five per cent. Heretofore 
the deficit for current expenses 
amounted to $2,000 or $2,500. Here is a 
great work for the young womanhood of 
the northwest. Can we not have an 
answer to our earnest pleading for more 
help to make its work more effective? 
Its needs are as follows: $5,000 for a 
new dining-room and_ class-rooms, 
$10,000 for a much needed chapel, and 
$5,000 to endow a bed in St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital for St. Margaret’s sick. 

I am glad to report that by means of 
the Men’s Thank-offering we have 
cleared the debt of the comfortable 
home of the general missionary and to 
aid substantially in supplying a rectory 
at Payette. This latter is now being 
built. 


St. Luke’s Hospital 


St. Luke’s Hospital, Boisé, has taken 
care of 2,000 patients since it opened, six 
years ago. We have completed a new 
wing of stone and brick at a cost of 
$32,400. While it has necessitated a 
debt, the hospital has always done so 
well and been so popular on account of 
its admirable work that we felt there was 
no risk. 

The Music Training-school goes on 
with its work. It has had under instruc- 
tion at various times twenty-five young 
Idaho and Oregon girls. This alone has 


been an excellent work. The hospital 
has proved a great power in doing good. 
It has seventy beds. One bed was en- 
dowed last year by an Ohio lady who 
gave $5,000; this is safely invested by 
the hospital directors. It would be an 
immense relief if some beds could be 
endowed by taking up our debt and mak- 
ing the bed forever free. This would 
give a double help. We need an elevator 
in the hospital very much. Last year a 
friend gave $500 to be used this way if 
we got the other, but the rest did not 
come, so we could do nothing. The 
elevator will cost $3,000. 

We have debt still on St. John’s, Idaho 
Falls. Last spring it stood at about 
$4,000; since then it has been reduced 
$1,250. We shall try to eliminate it 
if possible. The church was built 
years ago, but disaster and trouble came, 
the original people moved away. The 
Mormons increased in number and con- 
trolled the town, our communicants were 
few and not rich, so it has been a very 
hard struggle for them, but they will 
win, I am sure. As the debt is to the 
American Church Building Fund Com- 
mission, it seems to me some one willing 
to help that society might pay off this 
and free these poor people and let the 
patient Commission see its money once 
more. 


The Indian Work 


The Indian work on Fort Hall Reser- 
vation is still being conducted by Miss 
P. R. Nelson. She had twelve or fifteen 
in the mission school last year, but we 
need more workers. It seems almost 
impossible to secure strong and suitable 
workers. I have had offers, but for one 
reason or another had to refuse them. 
In the first place we have no salary, for 
the Board’s appropriation is needed to 
support the little Indian children. We 
need a good clergyman or layman who 
can be permanent. We need also a good 
dormitory, since the present wooden 
building erected many years ago by the 
Connecticut Indian Association is not 
satisfactory to accomplish the best result, 
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and Barely we ought to do our best for shones and Bannocks to a knowledge of 
these Indian people, for they sorely need Jesus Christ, but if we labor it will 
just such help as this Church can and _ surely be accomplished.

HE General Convention of last 
autumn relieved me of 50,000 
square miles in Kastern Wyom- 
ing and twenty stations. Hence 

our report will show a decline in statis- 
tics. Still our work has prospered and I 
nave been able to visit many of the sta- 
tions twice in consequence. Our greatest 
drawback is the continuous removals of 
our communicants and families. A 
number of our places have lost half their 
members in the last two years by re- 
movals to other dioceses. Those who 
come in to take their places are rarely 
ever Church people, as they come from 
dioceses where our Church is very weak. 
I have confirmed in our district about 
twice as many communicants as we have 
to-day, and nearly ten times as many as 
we had when I began my work as bishop. 
Our people seem to be less contented 
with life in the country and small ham- 
lets than members of the denominations. 
Still we can show good progress made 
all along the line, and we often hear of 
those who have left us doing good work 
in city parishes or helping to establish 
missions on the Pacific slope. We have 
opened some new missions in places 


where we could not get an opening be- 
fore, and we are building two or three 
new churches. All the groups of mis- 
sions have been cared for during the year 
except one, and that is supplied at pres- 
ent. 

Last winter as I was not very strong, 
and wishing to avoid the extreme cold of 
Western Nebraska, and also to make 
good use of my time, I took charge of a 
mission station under Bishop Gray, of 
Southern Florida. By the blessing of 
God I was able to conduct the services 
with the assistance of a lay-reader, make 
550 parochial calls, enter into the parish 
register a complete list of 183 families, 
baptize thirty persons, prepare and con- 
firm a class of seventeen, and find a 
clergyman to carry on the work. Early 
in March I returned to my own field, 
much improved in health and eager for 
rough work on the plains of Nebraska. 


Our Church School for Boys 
The Kearney Military Academy has 
had a year of blessed work and progress. 
At Christmas we entered our fine new 
building. This is built of concrete, steel, 
brick and tile, and is thoroughly fire- 
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proof. It cost with its furnishings about 
$60,000. The building is paid for and 
the money is in sight for the furnishing. 
The average attendance has been 108 
boys with some more enrolled. For the 
first time we have had a resident chap- 
lain and the services in the new chapel 
have been inspiring. Less than half the 
boys on entering are familiar with our 
services, but all soon take a hearty part 
in the responses. A voluntary Bible 
class has been maintained and eight boys, 
well prepared, were presented for con- 
firmation. From twenty to thirty receive 
the communion each Sunday. Only the 
income from the endowment is used, and 
the outlook is brighter than ever. The 
Head Master, Mr. H. N. Russell, has 
made a splendid record and his life seems 
wrapped up in the school. 


The Possible Girls’ School 


A year ago we had high hopes of 
founding a girls’ school or Church 
Boarding Home for some of the five 
hundred young women attending our 
State Normal School in Kearney. We 
secured land on the next block to the 
Normal and asked for $50,000 from the 
Men’s Thank Offering to build and suf- 
ficiently endow it. We all worked hard 
for the Men’s Thank Offering and 
raised as much in proportion to our 
means as any diocese or district in the 
country. We did not ‘assign one cent of 
it back to ourselves. In return for all 
we got only enough to help build one 
plain church and rectory in one of our 
villages. Our girls’ school or hall has to 
be given up, the land sold, and our 
bopes buried for a generation under the 
M. T. O. 


Official Acts 


During our convocational year from 
July 1st, 1907, to July 1st, 1908, I took 
part in 180 services, delivered 172 ser- 
mons or addresses, administered com- 
munion 52 times, confirmed in my dis- 
trict 165, baptized 84, married one 
couple, held two funerals, licensed 22 
lay-readers, received one clergyman into 
the district and laid the corner-stone of 
one church.

HE territory of Nevada was 
made a part of the Missionary 
Jurisdiction of the Northwest 
by the General Convention of 

1859. The Reverend Joseph C. Talbot 
was consecrated to the episcopate and 
given charge of this jurisdiction in 
Christ Church, Indianapolis, Wednesday, 
Feb. 15, 1860. In 1867 Bishop Talbot 
was elected Assistant Bishop of Indiana. 
On October 13, 1869, the Reverend Ozi 
W. Whitaker was consecrated Bishop of 
Nevada and Arizona in St. George’s 
Church, New York. Bishop Whitaker 
remained in Nevada until 1886, when he 
became Assistant Bishop of Pennsyl- 
yania. On January 5, 1888, the Rev- 
erend Abiel Leonard was consecrated 
Bishop of Nevada and Utah. 

In 1898 Nevada was divided between 
the missionary districts of Sacramento 
and Salt Lake. 

It was finally set apart as a separate 
jurisdiction by the General Convention 
of 1907. Its present bishop, the Rt. Rev. 
Henry Douglas Robinson, was conse- 
crated March 25, 1908, and began work 
in Nevada on April 24, of the same year. 


Description of the Field 


Nevada is in area the fourth State in 
the Union. Its extreme length from 


North to South is 484 miles, and its 
width is 321 miles. The greater part of 
the State is desert and mountain, covered 
more or less with sagebrush. Its mean 
elevation is about 4,000 feet above sea- 
level. The population is _ probably 
100,000. There are, here and there 
throughout the State, fertile valleys 
watered by streams flowing from the 
snow upon the mountains. Such valleys 
are rare, however. The State as a whole 
is a desert, or at least a treeless waste. 

On account of Nevada’s vast mineral 
deposits, the population is steadily in- 
creasing. These deposits are so great ap- 
parently that it will take centuries to ex- 
haust them; and it is fair to assume 
that so long as the earth holds treasure, 
men will be there to seek it. As it is, 
new mining camps are starting every 
week, and new men come in to “spy out 
the land.” 

It has been discovered that wherever 
the sagebrush grows, there the land is 
fertile. It needs only water, and seed 
may be planted with the certainty of 
luxurious crops. The Government has 
already spent over three millions of dol- 
lars in irrigating some of these apparent 
wastes, and it has transformed them into 
farms and gardens. 

In general there are two classes of 
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towns in the State: (1) Those that de- 
pend mainly on mining, and (2) Those 
that have agricultural resources. 

As the agricultural area extends, by 
reason of increased irrigation, the num- 
ber and size of the towns situated there- 
in also increase. Such towns and dis- 
tricts are permanent. Any work estab- 
lished in them bids fair to last. 

The mining towns or camps, on the 
other hand, are more or less unstable. 
There are a few, such as Goldfield, 
Tonopah, and Ely, which are practically 
permanent. A strong church work may 
be done in such camps. 

The saloon, the gambling house, and 
the brothel are the pests and parasites of 
Nevada. It is the only State in the 
Union where gambling is openly toler- 
ated. There is a growing sentiment 
against these evils, and the time is near 
when Nevada will follow the example of 
the other States. 

At the present time, the Church in this 
district is doing work in fifty-one locali- 
ties. Four of these are parishes; the rest 
are missions. Beside the bishop, there 
are eleven clergymen engaged in the 
work. 


Opportunities in the Field 


The first opportunity that presents it- 
self concerns the clergymen who are al- 
ready here. They should be able to live 
respectably. They cannot do this unless 
they have sufficient salary and a fairly 
comfortable abode. Nevada is the most 
expensive of all the States in the cost of 
living and travelling. A clergyman 
should not be asked to work here for a 
lesser stipend than $1,200 per annum, 
and a married man should have more. 
Of the eleven clergy in the district, two 
have very good dwellings; two have in- 
different ones; two have wretched places; 
one has but one small room; and four 
have to rent such abodes as they can. 

One of the clergy is obliged to keep 
his family in a little village in a neigh- 
boring State because his stipend is not 
sufficient to keep them in Nevada. 


When I first came here he had not seen 
his family for nearly two years. Mean- 
while he lives in one room, about 8x16, 
which serves as vestry room, study, 
kitchen, dining-room, and _ bed-room. 
Nor is this all, though it is all, that ean 
be stated in this report. 

The Church in Nevada has not yet 
touched the miner. Until this be done, 
we are not fulfilling our mission. A 
resident clergyman in every important 
camp would do an inestimable amount 
of good, but that is out of the question 
at present. Fifteen hundred dollars a 
year would pay the stipend and travelling 
expenses of a priest who might go from 
camp to camp, holding services and or- 
ganizing work for the betterment of the 
miners. Two such men would avail much 
in Nevada. The things to be accomp- 
lished in the mining camps are: (1) A 
sentiment opposed to gambling halls, sa- 
loons, and worse places; (2) A substitute 
for these resorts which will engage the 
serious consideration of the men; (8) A 
development of the spirit of love and 
service through an increasing devotion 
to our Blessed Lord and Saviour, Jesus 
Christ. 


Indian Work 


There are over 5,000 Indians in 
Nevada for whom the Church is doing 
almost nothing. Our only worker 
among them is Miss Marian Taylor, who 
has done all in her power for the Chris- 
tian training of the women and children 
at the Pyramid Lake Reservation for the 
last thirteen years. The men do not come 
within the sphere of her influence in any 
telling way. We need at least one clergy- 
man for this work. 


Opportunities 


Reno, the largest town in the State 
and the residence of the Bishop, should 
become in time a strong Church centre. 
The people are enthusiastic and willing 
to do all in their power for the advance- 
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ment of the work. We need first of all a

The Missionary District of New Mexico comprises the Territory of New Mexico and the 


counties of El Paso, Reeves, Jeff Davis, 
in the State of Texas. 


Brewster, Presidio, Foley, Buchel, and Pecos 
It is 122,460 square miles and has a population of 229,905. 
The Missionary Jurisdiction of New Mexico and Arizona was created in 1874.

OTWITHSTANDING the short- 
age of missionaries in the Dis- 
trict of New Mexico during the 
last year, none of our missions 

has been entirely without services ex- 
cept three, which are small, two of which 
I have visited. The prospect now is that 
every organized mission will soon be sup- 
plied with regular services, though it is 
possible that there may be some disap- 
pointment. 


Statistics 


The most encouraging item in the 
year’s statistics is the number confirmed. 
It has been the largest in any one year 
in the district. The report of communi- 
cants show an increase. Our net gain in 
communicants has been somewhat larger 
than the number confirmed. Out of 870 
families in the district, there are 717 
children in the Sunday-schools. The 
total of contributions for the year is 
considerably larger than for the previous 
year, notwithstanding the “hard times.” 
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Growth of the Work 


Notable work has been done by the 
Rev. Hunter Lewis at Mesilla Park, New 
Mexico, where the New Mexico College 
of Agriculture and Mechanic Arts is 
situated. The Rev. Mr. Lewis has 
gained access to these students, and has 
done a work among them that God has 
blessed. I confirmed a class of thirty-six 
here, of whom thirty-one were college 
students. This is the largest class I have 
confirmed in the district. Two choirs of 
students, twenty in each, one for the 
morning and one for the evening service, 
have been organized. The church build- 
ing has been enlarged and a rectory has 
been built and the church again needs 
enlargement. 

Another notable piece of work has been 
done by the Rev. W. Fletcher Cook, who 
is the rector of St. John’s Church, Al- 
buquerque, N. M., and has done mission 
work in his neighborhood. I may men- 
tion his valuable services for St. John’s, 
though it is a parish. But I wish espe- 
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cially to acknowledge his enterprising ef- 
forts for the missions to the south and 
west of Albuquerque, on the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fé Railway, which 
have been under his charge. He has 
greatly strengthened points in our line 
in New Mexico that were weak, and we 
shall be able, I think, to take care of the 
work that he has done. 

I must mention a fact which has given 
us great encouragement, that our two re- 
cently planted missions, at Raton, N. M., 
and Farmington, N. M., seem to be tak- 
ing root, and bid: fair, if not to fill the 
land, to overshadow some of it. The Rev. 
Charles Maltas is at Raton and the Rev. 
Walton H. Doggett, of Durango, Ool., is 
taking care of Farmington. At both 
places we own good lots, and at both 
places churches will soon be built, for 
which appropriations from the Men’s 
Thank Offering have been made. These 
places are important. 

We have had an experience at Las 
Vegas, N. M., which is still too common 
for our comfort. One hundred members 
of the congregation, including thirty-five 
children in the Sunday-school, moved 
out of the parish and town last year. It 
was enough to discourage rector and con- 
gregation. But it did not have that 
effect. The Rev. Jesse S. Moore pre- 
sented at my last visitation the largest 
class ever confirmed at St. Paul’s, Las 
Vegas. This shows the stuff that our 
Churchpeople there are made of. 

St. Clement’s Church, El Paso, be- 
longs to the District of New Mexico. 
Though it is a parish, I must mention 
the fact that new St. Clement’s Church 
and parish house is probably the finest 
parish group between Denver and Los 
Angeles, or Denver and New Orleans. 
The rector is the Rev. Henry Easter, 
who presented one of the largest classes, 
if not the largest class, ever confirmed 
in the parish at a recent visitation. 

A notable thing has been done at 
Carlsbad, N. M., where the Rev. Norman 
F. Marshall is the faithful missionary. 
A memorial tower and bell have been 
given to Grace Church, the cost of which 
has been greater than that of the church 


itself. The tower is sacred to the mem- 
ory of Marie Graves Harges, and the 
bell, which is perhaps the finest in the 
territory, is in memory of Julia Arman- 
dine Graves Bujac. 

Here at Santa Fé, N. M., where I am 
spending the summer, the Church makes 
progress in an orderly and effective way 
under the ministry of the Rev. Walter 
R. Dye. This is our oldest mission in 
our oldest town. © 

The most important matter, for the 
purpose of this report, has not been men- 
tioned. 

Opportunities and Needs 


For a long time the population of New 
Mexico increased but slowly. But a 
change has come. The vast district to 
the east of the Rio Grande is receiving 
a large immigration. Ranches are being 
settled and towns are being established 
in the valleys along. the lines of the 
Pecos Valley Railway, the Rock Island, 
the El Paso and Southwestern, the 
Santa Fé Central and the “Belen cut- 
off” of the Atchison, Topeka and Santa 
Fé. Here is work for us to do. We have 
eared for the old towns measurably well. 
We have occupied as many of these as 
we could occupy. But here are the new 
towns and the new people. A problem 
confronts us. What are we going to do 
about it? These are English-speaking 
people, from Kansas, Oklahoma and 
Texas. 

The Oonvocation of the District of 
New Mexico, at its meeting in May, 
1908, adopted the following resolution: 
“Resolved, That this Convocation re- 
spectfully asks the bishop of the district 
to bring the needs of these new places 
to the attention of the Board of Mis- 
sions, with a view to such increased ap- 
propriations from the general Church as 
may be necessary to support missionaries 
in said fields.” I avail myself of this 
opportunity to bring this resolution to 
the attention of the Board of Missions. 

I realize that we must in large part 
provide for these new fields from our 
own resources. A missionary must be sta- 
tioned at some central point, probably at 
Clovis, where support must be provided 
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for, somehow. The missionaries at Carls- 
bad and Roswell must take care of the 
Pecos Valley. The missionary at Santa 
Fé will work out into the Estancia Val- 
ley. The Rev. H. M. Shields, who has 
recently come to New Mexico from 
Arizona, and is the chaplain of the camp 
at Dawson, has expressed his willingness 
to do what he can at Tucumeari, and his 
services there will be very valuable. 
The missionary who has been appointed 
for the Rio Grande Valley, below Albu- 
querque, will minister at Belen and will 
reach out as far as he can on the “Belen 
cut-off.” This will be a fair provision 
for these new fields until something 
more can be done. 

We shall meet our apportionment in 
this district. Our Sunday-schools con- 
tribute their Lenten offerings to the 
Board and their Advent offerings to the 
Hospital Mission of the Good Shepherd 


(Miss Thackara). The Woman’s Aux- 
iliary of the district continues to assist 
Miss Thackara. Our last Convocation 
interested itself in Clergy Relief and 
appointed a committee to co-operate.

1907-08 


The Missionary District of North Dakota includes the whole State of North Dakota. 
It has an area of 70,795 square miles and a population of 450,000 to 500,000 people. 

The district within its present bounds was established by the General Convention in the 
year 1883. Its ‘bishop is the Right Reverend Cameron Mann, D.D., consecrated in the year 
1901. 

The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district is $10,220,

General Conditions 


HE general conditions in North 
Dakota remain just as they 
have been reported by me in 
previous years, except that the 

population on farms and in smal] towns 
goes on steadily increasing. It bids fair 
to do so for a long while to come. 

New lines of railroad were built dur- 
ing the past twelve months, causing the 
settlement of new territory and the es- 
tablishment of new villages. Other lines 
opening up other regions are certain to 
be constructed next season. 

Of the immigrants to the State this 
past year, as before, a very great propor- 
tion were foreigners from Europe. Their 
advent strengthens the Roman Catholic 
and Lutheran Churches, but presents no 
material for our own. 

Nor does the influx of native-born 
Americans bring many members to us. 
We have to grow by creation and devel- 
opment, rather than by accretion. 

As heretofore, the distribution of the 
population renders the missionary work 
tedious and difficult. Those larger cities, 
where our Church has resident clergy 
and houses of worship, grow slowly; and 
so our parishes and missions in them 
_ grow slowly. In the fresh farming com- 


munities and recent villages our com- 
municants are few and scattered. No- 
where are they sufficient for the erection 
of buildings, or even for the support of 
frequent services, 

We must not neglect these sporadic 
folk. But they can be reached only once 
in a while, by an itinerant ministry; 
and the expenses of travel, ete., are 
usually more than the amount of the 
offerings. Such work, which is being 
steadily carried on, yields little material 
for statistics. 

The experiment of a kind of “union 
church,” mentioned in my last report, is 
still an experiment. JI have hopes of its 
partial suecess, but am not elated over 
any accomplishment so far. In three 
places we have this arrangement. It has 
met with different difficulties in each. 
On the whole, it works fairly well in 
each. Had we enough clergy, I think 
we could start twenty such churches, 
with reasonable success now and with 
great benefit to the future. 

The clergy have been, as usual, ex- 
ceedingly zealous and laborious. No call 
for occasional ministrations has passed 
unheeded, though the response often 
meant long and expensive travel. But 
all faithful children of the Church have 
been shepherded to some extent—enough 
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to certify to them our knowledge of and 
interest in them. A priest from another 
part of the United States, well versed in 
Missionary matters, who spent the sum- 
mer in North Dakota, told me he had 
never known of so much work performed 
by so small a band of clergy. 


The Record of the Year 


I would record here my grateful ap- 
preciation of my fellow-priests. 

For our convocational year ending 
April 30th, the baptisms were 326, an in- 
crease of 146 over the previous year, and 
of 64 over the year before that. Of 
these, 263 were of infants and 63 of 
adults. The confirmations from Septem- 
ber 1st, 1907, to August 31st, 1908, were 
152, a decrease from the previous year 
of 28. This is presumably due to my 
four months’ absence in Europe. 

During the year two new churches 
have been erected—St. Peter’s, Willis- 
ton, and St. Gabriel’s, Red Hail. Wil- 
liston is one of the two most promising 
cities in the far west of the State. Red 
Hail is an Indian settlement on the 
Standing Rock Reservation. I must 
make special acknowledgment of the la- 
bors of the Rey. Dr. Beebe in construct- 
ing this church for the Indians. He 
acted not only as superintendent, but as 
contractor and foreman and mason and 
carpenter. It was impossible to get com- 
petent mechanics there last summer; 
everything had to be done by Dr. Beebe, 
with Indian helpers, which means he had 
to do most of it himself. Yet some of 
the Indians rendered zealous, if not 
skilled, assistance, and all of them gave 
generously out of their scanty means. 

A rectory has been built at Minot, and 
one has been bought at Grafton, each by 
the contributions of the congregations. 

The generous bestowal of $5,000 from 
the Men’s Thank-offering at Richmond 
upon the Church Hall at Valley City 
has enabled us to enlarge the hall to 
double its former capacity. And it is 
again full and obliged to refuse many 
applicants. J expect an ever-increasing 
power for this district from this institu- 
tion. In it our own girls, attending the 


big Normal School, are kept, and many 
others are brought under the educating 
and refining influences of the Church. 
And these girls mostly go forth to be- 
come teachers all over the State. The 
aid they can give our missionaries, both 
by example and by service, is immense. 

The report of the proper committees 
at the last convocation showed a general 
improvement in the furnishing and 
adorning of our various buildings. It 
also showed a considerable increase in 
the contributions to missions. The ap- 
portionment was fully and promptly 
met. The Men’s Thank-offering was 
$873; the Woman’s United Offering was 
$393; the Children’s Lent Offering was 
$872, this last again, I believe, being the 
largest from any missionary district. 
Also, I had the privilege of presenting 
to the great Thank-offering in St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, London, about $50 from the 
Convocation of North Dakota. 

During the year services have been 
maintained regularly at forty-two 
points, in most of them once a week at 
least. There have been occasional ser- 
vices at thirty-one other points. For the 
summer, the district had the advantage 
of the presence of eight of its candidates 
for Holy Orders, who acted as lay-read- 
ers and missionaries. This aid is unfor- 
tunately not to be had for the rest of the 
year, as these students have returned to 
their several theological seminaries. 

However, the fact that we now possess 
nine candidates, instead of the five a 
year ago, is encouraging. 

In the matter of wholly self-support- 
ing parishes and missions, the figures 
are the same as a year ago.

The Indian Work 


In the Indian field. the chief advance 
is the building of the church at Red 
Hail, already noted. The allotment, by 
the United States Government, of lands 
in severalty to the dwellers on the 
Standing Rock Reservation is com- 
pleted, and our church has been placed 
where it will be most convenient for our 
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communicants. An Indian lay-reader 
holds services each Sunday, and Dr. 
Beebe makes quarterly visits to give the 
sacraments. At Fort Totten the Rev. 
Mr. Rees keeps up his regular ministra- 
tions. At Fort Berthold our mission is 
slowly recovering from the pagan re- 
action on that reservation. 


Need of Helpers 


The darkest cloud over the district is 
the lack of clergy. The present number 
is no greater than that of a year ago. 
The death of the Rev. Charles E. Dob- 
son deprived us of one of our ablest and 
most successful priests, whose place has 


One deacon and two priests have been 
ordained. No priest or deacon has been 
received. 

So there are only eighteen clergymen 
for ministering over the 75,000 square 
miles of North Dakota, rapidly filling up 
with inhabitants. 

Still, I can gladly say the Church is 
growing, both extensively and intensive- 
ly; there are more Church people and 
there are better Church people.

General Conditions 


HE two territories (Oklahoma 
and Indian) are now fully or- 
ganized into one state, Okla- 
homa, the area and population 

as given above. 

The growth has not been so rapid dur- 
ing the past year as in most former 
years, but has been such as to warrant 
the estimate of the presence of 1,500,000 
people, as against 1,420,000 reported by 
the Federal census a year ago. The 
state is fully organized and self-govern- 
ing under the Constitution of the 
United States. A large body of lands 
on the east side, in the former Indian 
Territory, has been by consent and wish 
of the Indians, and the act of Congress, 
removed from under the usual restric- 
tions, put upon the sale of Indian lands 
when allotted, and 10,000,000 acres, ap- 
proximately, can now be bought, instead 
of leased, by white men. This will un- 
doubtedly bring more white men and 
white capital and enterprise into the 
state, though this land will only be sold 
gradually and its sale carefully guarded. 


Statistics 
There are canonically connected with 
the district twelve priests and nine dea- 
cons. Of these two priests and one 
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deacon are non-resident. The other 
workers are two candidates and three 
postulants for Orders who are lay-read- 
ers, besides seventeen other lay-readers. 
There are two deaconesses and one other 
lay-woman sustained by the Board, 
through the United Offering of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary.

These do not show gain. It has been, 
so far as statistics show, a year of hold- 
ing our own, with gains here, losses and 
stand-stills elsewhere. A new church 
building at Bartlesville has been delayed 
but will be ready for use in a month. 


What Is Hoped For 


We have good reason to look forward 
to a year of greater gain in many things. 
The Men’s Thank-offering brought us. 
$18,100; $1,000 was for the hospital and 
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has been used; $100 has been used for 
the Cheyenne Indian work and more 
will be needed. 

One thousand (about) has been and 
will be appended to purchase valuable 
ground near the state university at Nor- 
man and to move our chapel to it. The 
rest we hope to make the stimulating 
nucleus for new much-needed church 
buildings. Plans are already under way 
at Guthrie, Ardmore and Shawnee, 
large and important towns. The Bar- 
tlesville church mentioned above repre- 
sents outside aid from the Junior Aux- 
iliary of Connecticut and also a small 
gift from the Men’s Thank-offering. 

The parish house at Oklahoma City 
will be built this winter. Thus it will 
be seen from these and other facts that 
the past year, a hard one financially, has 
been a year of “getting ready,” though 
I am frankly disappointed at some of 
the delays. 


Indian Mission - 


The Rev. J. J. H. Reedy and Miss 
Harriet M. Bedell as his efficient helper 
have done good work here, building on 
the foundations laid by the Rev. Mr. 
Sanford, and freed from some of the 
former hindrances. Thirty-nine chil- 
dren are entered in the day-school for 
the coming year, and there is marked 
gain in the interest among the older 
men and women. 


All Saints’ Hospital 


The hospital took care of 815 
patients, giving them 8,610 days of care. 
Of these only thirty-nine died; 103 of 
these cases were wholly free and _ re- 
ceived 1,885 days of free care. The gifts 
to the hospital have only been, in money, 
$1,852, including interest on endowment. 
The rest of it, $10,101.65 of expenses, is 
its own earnings. Except for the aid of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary boxes, at home 
and abroad, much of its charity work 
could not be done. We hope those gifts 
will continue. It has been greatly 
blessed this year by its first large gift 


toward endowment, that of a free bed, 
endowed with $5,000, in memory of Mr. 
Thomas J. Emery, of Cincinnati. We 
hope it is the forerunner of other like 
gifts. 

Financial 


The district has raised for parochial 
and local work $31,579.40; for diocesan 
purposes, $846.08; for missions and ex- 
tra diocesan work, $1,132.29; total, 
$33,557.77. Last year, $35,949.88. 


The Bishop’s Residence 


About October 1st I expect to move 
the bishop’s residence from Guthrie to 
Oklahoma City. This is made expedient 
by various causes. Oklahoma City is 
much the largest town in the state, and 
in many respects the business and social 
“metropolis,” z.e., central city. Conven- 
ience of access, supervision of local work 
and many other important considera- 
tions make the move a wise one. The 
people of Oklahoma City have pur- 
chased and put into condition a house 
for an episcopal residence at an approxi- 
mate cost of $8,000. The present bish- 
op’s house at Guthrie will be rented for 
the benefit of the episcopal endowment 
of the district, until sold, when the pro- 
ceeds of that sale, after paying to the 
parish at Guthrie an equity which they 
have in the property, will be invested 
as a part of the diocesan endowment. 
By the move therefore to Oklahoma City 
the diocese (to be) is a gainer, through 
efforts of the rector, vestry and people 
there, of property to the amount of 
$8,000. 


Board of Trustees for Church Property 


There has been incorporated such a 
Board, consisting of the bishop (ez- 
officio), one clergyman and three lay- 
men. To this Board has been deeded, 
or presently will be, all the Church 
property now held by the bishop and 
vestries. Such property is conservative- 
ly valued at $225,000.

URING the past year the work 
in the District of Olympia has 
gone on steadily and smoothly. 

So far as statistics go, no 
marked advance has been made, and yet 
there is good reason for the hope that 
the year has witnessed a real advance in 
those things which make the Church 
strong for the work which it is sent 
to do. 

First among these is the interest in 
the missionary work of the Church. 
Pursuing the policy adopted in past 
years of the present episcopate, the im- 
portance of self-support for this work 
within our own borders, not forgetting 
at the same time responsibility for a 
share in the missionary work of the 
whole Church, has been constantly em- 
phasized and kept before our people. 
The results of this constant effort are 
more and more showing themselves not 
only in increased offerings for missions, 
but also in a more widespread interest 
in missions, and a more general sense 
of responsibility for missions. As evi- 
dence of this, perhaps the best instance 
is the fact that at the last annual con- 
vocation of the district a resolution was 
adopted by a very large majority of both 
clerical and lay votes committing the 
whole district to a forward movement 
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amounted to $1,199.15. 


for the raising during the coming year 
of the sum of $10,000 for missionary 
work, 

We at least who are face to face with 
the conditions which obtain here in 
Western Washington, where the growth 
of population is very rapid and very 
large, are waking up to the realization 
that the Church is not keeping pace 
with this growth, and along with this 
realization there is a growing sense of 
responsibility, and a determination to 
meet that responsibility in such measure 
as we can. 

Every report which it has been my 
privilege to make to the Board has em- 
phasized the fact that we have neither 
men enough nor means enough to open 
up and maintain the new work which is 
constantly inviting us, the many oppor- 
tunities which are ever waiting for us. 

If there is discouragement because 
this fact still remains, there is also rea- 
son for encouragement in the fact that 
our people are alive to the situation, and 
more and more are realizing that we 
have no right to ask or expect others to 
help until at least we have done our best 
to grapple with the situation. 

During the year but one new mission 
has been opened, and that one in the 
rapidly growing and extending City of ©

Seattle. But in several places the work 
has been revived and_ strengthened, 
notably in Skagit County and in the San 
Juan Islands. 

The parishes and missions of the dis- 
trict now number forty-eight, and of 
this number twenty are receiving no 
outside help. The increase in self-sup- 
porting parishes and missions from six 
to twenty within the past six years is 
worthy of note. 

One new church building is now un- 
der construction, and two more mission 
buildings have been completed within 
the past year. 

The number of the clergy at work— 


twenty-eight—remains the same as last 
year. 

The bishop’s report to the last annual 
convocation gaye as the summary of his 
work: Services, 140; sermons and ad- 
dresses, 162; confirmations, 323, in 29 
places; baptisms, 3; marriages, 4; ordi- 
nations, 2; candidates for Holy 
Orders, 3.

DISTRICT OF PORTO RICO

has an area of 3,600 square miles and a population of 1,000,000 people. 

The district within its present bounds was established by the General Convention in the 
year 1901. Its bishop is the Right Reverend James Heartt Van Buren, consecrated in the 


year 1902. 
The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district is $15,580, 


divided as follows: 


1. For the support and travelling expenses of the bishop....... $3,300.00 
2. For work among white people and native population......... 12,280.00 


The appropriation aids in maintaining work in seven different missions. 


HAVE the honor to present my an- 
nual report as Missionary Bishop 
of Porto Rico. 


Present Conditions 

Tt is ten years since, on July 25th, 
1898, the American troops landed in 
Porto Rico and raised the flag on the 
heights overlooking Guanica Bay. Dur- 
ing the time which has elapsed since that 
event, Porto Rico has progressed along 
the lines which were hoped for as a con- 
sequence of the American occupation. In 
many respects the conditions of life on 
the island are greatly improved, but it 
is impossible within the space of ten 
years to undo the work, change the tra- 
ditions and correct the mistakes of 400 
years. Moreover, the Latin civilization 
is, in many fundamental features, differ- 
ent from the Anglo-Saxon, and there is 
much in the former which is entitled to 
respect and many elements resulting 
from it would be wisely left unchanged. 

It is probable that the Spanish lan- 
guage will continue to be the language 
of the people for many generations to 
come. Their modes of thought and 
habits of life can only gradually adapt 
themselves to the new conditions. 

There is, at the present time, a larger 
number of people steadily employed than 
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at any time since the occupation. The 
number of children who are receiving an 
education in the public schools is in- 
creasing from year to year, accommoda- 
tions at the present time having reached 
the number of 70,000. This is about 
one-fifth of the estimated number of 
children of school age. Adding to this 
the attendance upon private schools and 
mission schools of all denominations, it 
is fair to say that there are in the neigh- 
borhood of 100,000 children being edu- 
cated, as against about 30,000 ten years 
ago. A spirit of contentment with the 
American methods and principles seems 
to be spreading. There have been enor- 
mous investments in the tobacco and 
sugar growing interests of recent years, 
induced, I presume, by the free-trade re- 
lations of Porto Rico with the home 
market. Coffee growing is also in a 
more hopeful condition than at any time 
since the cyclone of 1899; partly due to 
the recovery of the coffee plantations 
from the devastation of that year and 
partly to the efforts made by the Insular 
Government to secure in the United 
States a market for Porto Rican coffee, 
and thus repair the injury caused, as a re- 
sult of the war, through restricting the 
natural outlet in foreign lands, by the 
tariff. Efforts are making, I understand, 
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for reciprocity, which, if successful, will 
doubtless prove of further benefit to the 
coffee-growing industry. 

Oranges and other citrous fruits are 
now beginning to reward the patience of 
those who have engaged in their produc- 
tion, and with increased shipments te 
New York, one may reasonably hope for 
swifter and more frequent steamship 
and postal service. 

These conditions, and the outlook they 
imply, are not without their influences on 
the religious life of the people, inasmuch 
as they tend to create a state of mind more 
favorably disposed toward American 
Missionaries and their message. I am 
able to report a brighter prospect in our 
own work than at any time since the oc- 
cupation. The same is true of the 
Protestant missions, as well as of the 
Roman Church, under its American ad- 
ministration. One sees on many sides in 
Porto Rico evidences of increased vigor 
on the part of the Roman Catholic 
Church; such as new schools, and con- 
vents, considerable numbers of Ameri- 
ean sisterhoods and brotherhoods, the re- 
pair and decoration of church buildings 
and the enormous confirmation classes 
in which one hears of thousands of mem- 
bers. Keeping pace with this are the 
tokens of similar activity and progress 
on the part of the Protestant denomina- 
tions, whose abundant work in every de- 
partment of religious activity evinces a 
spirit of earnestness which commands 
our admiration. 


Growth of Church Work 


In regard to our own work, it is seven 
years last February since I entered upon 
the field. At that time we had three 
missions, one in San Juan, one in Ponce 
and one on the Island of Vieques. To- 
day, we have eighteen parishes and mis- 
sions, with five schools and a hospital. 
For procuring church and mission prop- 
erty, I have raised during that time 
about $125,000. Some of the missions 
included in this number have been re- 
ported hitherto in connection with other 
parishes and missions of which they 
formed a part, while others have been 
newly established. Our staff consists of 


1 bishop, 5 priests, 1 deacon, 6 lay-read- 
ers, 4 native catechists, 9 teachers, 2 
women helpers and 1 candidate for Holy 
Orders. 

Details of the work in each of the par- 
ishes, schools and missions, together with 
an account of the hospital, will be found 
in the Journal of Convocation, which is 
now in the hands of the printer, and I 
desire that the Journal should be re- 
garded as a part of this report. Copies 
of it will be placed in the hands of the 
Secretary of the Board of Missions. 


The Work of the Present Year 


The present year has been made 
memorable by the completion of St. 
Luke’s Hospital, Ponce, and of St. 
Luke’s Church, Puerta de Tierra, the 
opening of the Missions of the Annun- 
ciation and St. Paul at Santurce, to- 
gether with several smaller stations at 
Aguas Buenas, Puerta de Tierra, Palo 
Seco, Pueblo Viejo and at other points. 

We have purchased property at 
Mayagiiez, which hitherto we had rented 
for the school at that point. We are hop- 
ing to build on the land thus acquired as 
soon as funds will allow. The hospital at 
Ponce was opened for work last October. 
It immediately met with such success 
under the able direction of Dr. Carl 
Vogel, that it has already become neces- 
sary to enlarge by adding a second story 
to the main building. Funds for this 
have been secured in an amount so near- 
ly sufficient for its completion that the 
work has already been begun. It is 
hoped that the new part will be com- 
pleted at the date set in the contract, 
December 20th, next. 

The hospital itself, with the land on 
which it stands, has now been fully paid 
for, having cost, including furniture and 
equipment, about $30,000, of which 
$5,000 was subscribed by Porto Ricans, 
the rest by friends in the States. The 
present capacity is fifty beds. In the 
new part provision will be made for a 
number of private rooms and for the bet- 
ter accommodation of the nurses. The 
increased revenue which will be derived 
from the additional rooms will enable us 
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to carry forward a larger amount of 
charity work than we have been able to 
do hitherto, and to increase the efficiency 
of our training-school for nurses, a de- 
partment of the hospital which is of im- 
mense value and importance. 

Among the good results which indicate 
that the hospital is one of the most in- 
fluential of all the enterprises which 
have been instituted in connection with 
our work is the abundant evidence we are 
constantly receiving of the way in which 
the hospital has broken down prejudices 
and won the respectful regard of all 
classes of Porto Ricans and opened many 
a closed door to hearts that were not fa- 
vorably disposed. 

St. Luke’s new church at Puerta de 
Tierra brings to that flourishing work 
the absolutely necessary equipment. It 
is fully paid for, and together with the 
extremely desirable lot on which it 
stands, it has cost about $10,000, nearly 
all of which has been contributed in re- 
sponse to appeals in the home land. It 
. was opened for service last Palm Sun- 
day, at which time crowded congrega- 
tions filled the building to overflowing, 
a large number of children were baptized 
and sixty-seven persons received con- 
firmation. It has a schoolroom in the 
basement, well lighted and ventilated, 
and capable of accommodating 200 chil- 
dren, which is the present enrolment. 
Under the Rev. E. H. Edson, it is be- 
lieved that St. Luke’s Church, Puerta de 
Tierra, has a bright future of usefulness 
before it. 

During the present year I have or- 
dained one deacon, the Rev. Johan F. 
Droste, formerly connected with the 
Dutch Reformed Church, and now serv- 
ing at Ponce. I have confirmed 135 can- 
didates, which is about three times the 
record for any previous year. Other de- 
tails of my official service are recorded 
in the Journal, from which it will ap- 
pear that I have been obliged to be ab- 
sent from my post in quest of the where- 
withal to do the work a far greater pro- 
portion of the time than is consistent, as 
it seems to me, with the best interests of 
the work itself; but, as these excursions 


in search of the sinews of war are char- 
acteristic of the life of a missionary 
bishop, I would not wish to be thought to 
complain. 


Future Prospects 


The opportunities which now le open 
before us are greater than ever before. 
We may fairly say that our work has 
reached a stage beyond that which may 
be described as the laying of foundations. 
Plans, which have been maturing for 
months and years, are now beginning to 
bear fruit; results which represent much 
thought, care and anxiety are beginning 
to appear. The needs which restrain us 
from entering into a larger measure of 
usefulness are the old needs of men and 
money, and as we contemplate the ever- 
widening vistas of possibilities which in- 
vite us, our needs seem greater than we 
can meet. But experience has shown to 
me, at least, that the people of, our 
Church need only to know the oppor- 
tunity to respond to the appeal which 
that opportunity presents, and that the 
character of our work is such as to invite 
the cheerful and generous co-operation of 


all to whom the opportunity is presented. 


In order to meet our responsibilities, 
a native ministry is imperative. This 
involves careful selection in point of 
character, and thorough training in re- 
quired education. In the absence of text- 
books in the Spanish language, the edu- 
cation necessarily seems almost impos- 
sible to impart. The customs and tradi- 
tions of centuries past render the proper 
selection in point of character and prin- 
ciple a matter of no little care and diffi- 
culty. I am in correspondence with com- 
mittees in Cuba and Mexico; and shall, 
to the best of my ability, co-operate with 
them in translating necessary text-books, 
and in whatever method may be adopted 
for securing a native ministry. 

We are offered at a moderate cost the 
property we now rent and use for the 
Mission of the Annunciation at San- 
turce, and, as the owner has an oppor- 
tunity to sell, we are confronted with the 
alternative of buying the property or else 
of giving up that most interesting and 
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successful work, an alternative which, 
without funds, I find it hard to contem- 
plate. 

We must build, as I have said, on the 
lot we have purchased at Mayagiiez, un- 
less we ‘are prepared to see that impor- 
tant and successful work retrograde 
through lack of suitable accommodations. 

It is necessary that I secure, for carry- 
ing out these plans, about $20,000 at as 
early a day as possible, and the earlier 
the better. There are other points where 
a wise expenditure of money at the pres- 
ent time would not only stop the pay- 
ment of rent, but secure property which 
will enhance in value as time goes on, 
until it is out of our reach. I could 
easily spend, without extravagance, for 
property which seems essential to the 
work fully $50,000. 

There is need of a larger number of 
American priests, teachers and parish 
helpers, not only to develop the work 


along new lines, and at points we have 
not reached, but also to supplement the 
labors of the faithful few who are, in 
some cases, overburdened and in need of 
relief, and, in every case, doing all that 
could reasonably be asked. Our work in 
the Porto Rican Mission is a work con- 
cerning which the Church has reason to 
feel encouraged; but it is not a work 
commensurate, either with the dignity 
and ability of our Church, nor with the 
needs of the people among whom and for 
whom our work is: being done. To all 
who have helped us hitherto, whether 
by service in the field or by sympathy 
and support in the home land, I extend 
my thanks, in the hope that, as the years 
go by, the reports which Porto Rico may 
have to make may be increasingly inter- 
esting, and indicate a constant and 
steady growth.

Character of the District 


E can report no great gain 


of population or material- 


wealth in Northern Cali- 

fornia during the year. 
The outlook is encouraging, and 
every one is assured that this part 
of the state has a prosperous fu- 
ture ‘before it. But churches and 
clergy cannot be supported on prospects. 
The fact is our towns are small, they are 
without wealthy citizens, their popula- 
tion consists largely of the wage-earn- 
ing and farmer class. ‘The religious folk, 
who are not in the majority, have their 
strength and resources divided among 
many Christian denominations. We 
cannot therefore expect the Church to 
grow rapidly, but only as it commends 
itself to the thoughtful and judicious. 
In some parts of our district the popula- 
tion slightly recedes, the younger fami- 
lies being drawn South by the magnet of 
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the large cities around San Francisco 
Bay. In several of our mining towns a 
tide of foreign labor rises higher and 
higher, submerging Christian churches, 
causing great anxiety for all we have at 
stake. Yet these are the very places 
where we ought to keep the light set up- 
on the candlestick, shining in a dark 
place. Hear the confidential report of a 
devoted missionary received less than 
ten days ago: 

“The moral condition of this old min- 
ing town is most distressing. JI never 
lived in so immoral and irreligious a 
community, and it is very hard to bring 
up a family in the fear of God in such a 
place. ‘Morally and spiritually, the con- 
dition is rotten, and unless a clergyman 
shuts his eyes and mouth he cannot stay 
here long. There is no appetite for God 
or goodness, and the people are satisfied 
to have it so. The influx of people from 
Southern Europe now working these 
mines is responsible for the gradual ob- 
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literation of our moral standards as a 
town. ‘The most prosperous institutions 
are saloons, gambling hells, houses of 
prostitution, vulgar shows, Sunday base- 
ball and immoral dances. ‘This is no ex- 
aggeration. I have made careful an- 
alysis and have to say’ that the moral 
condition is fearful. This is a most try- 
ing field, but you can depend on me to 
hold the fort as long as I can stay. I will 
not capitulate until the membership has 
dwindled to nothing or until you cease to 
sustain me. I realize that somebody has 
to fight the battle for Christ in these 
places, and as I have been put here by 
God’s Providence I will work faithfully 
to the end. ‘We have nearly paid for our 
new rectory, although by reason of many 
removals and some deaths we have only 
thirteen communicants left.” 


Duty of the Church 


Now what ought the Church of Christ 
to do in such a case: abandon the cita- 
del to the enemy, or hold up the hands of 
the brave little band which fights sur- 
rounded by the foe? The clergyman who 
writes the above is our only priest in the 
county where he resides, having super- 
vision of three churches. If he should 
surrender, the three church buildings 
and rectory, representing what we have 
painfully gained in the past eight years, 
would be closed up and ultimately lost 
to the Church. From a Christian as 
well as financial standpoint does it not 
pay to keep him there? Were it not for 
the Board’s appropriation this would be 
impossible. 

Now that western Nevada has been 
separated from the district, we shall be 
better able to concentrate on the field 
which remains. This is most desirable, 
as there is progress and development in 
the Sacramento Valley and the north- 
ernmost counties. The See City itself is 
having steady growth and there is every 
prospect of its continuance. Electric 
lines are being surveyed connecting Sac- 
ramento with the country for a hundred 
miles around. New transcontinental 


lines and connecting branches are being 
built which will open up large territories 
as yet undeveloped. Four great counties 
in the extreme north of the state will be 
soon brought into touch with the rest of 
the state and into intimate relationship 
with Sacramento after many years of 
isolation and stagnation—new towns and 
cities will be built up and whole regions 
settled thickly with a new population. 

In these four great counties and three 
others, all seven being in the extreme 
north of the state, we have at the pres- 
ent time no resident priest of the 
Church except at Yreka in Siskiyou 
county, Del Norte, Modoc, Lassen, Trin- 
ity, Plumas and Shasta counties are en- 
tirely destitute of resident clergy. These 
seven counties in extent of territory con- 
situte one-half of the District of Sacra- 
mento. They are sparsely settled, the 
population in places being not more than 
one or two inhabitants to a square mile. 
But this is about to be changed by the 
new railroads, and the Church, if she is 
to do the work God has given her, and 
embrace the opportunities He has be- 
stowed, must get to work there at once. 

To prepare the way for resident clergy, 
to arouse interest, organize missions, se- 
cure lots in new towns, obtain pledges 
for clerical support, ete., the district 
needs the entire time of an archdeacon 
who can devote himself exclusively to 
this necessary and invaluable work. To 
pay the right kind of man, competent 
for such labors, we must have a sufficient 
salary—say $2,000 a year. 

I have hope that the Board of Mis- 
sions may be able to provide for this if 
it is relieved of the support of the bish- 
op in 1910, but meanwhile many golden 
opportunities must be lost unless some 
one will help us in this matter at once. 

We hope to provide for the immediate 
needs of Shasta county by putting an 
active man at Redding, the county seat, 
where we have a church building and 
the nucleus of a congregation, who shall 
minister to Dunsmuir, an important 
railroad town, Sisson, the summer re- 
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sorts at Shasta Springs and Shasta Re- 
treat, Anderson, a growing town with 
new possibilities just developing, and 
also Coram, Keswick and Kennet— 
“smelter towns” of increasing interest. 
Such a man will have a field of work 
second to none in opportunities for 
growth, usefulness to the Church and 
the winning souls to Christ. We should 
have a rectory at Redding for this mis- 
sionary. The salary we can pay him is 
small and houses are scarce and rents 
high. 


Growth of the Work 


In a general survey of the field we 
have these things to encourage us: 

(1) The increase of our mission work; 
new missions having been organized at 
Oak Park, Scotia and Roseville, and ser- 
vices resumed regularly at Folsom, 
Wheatland and Healdsburg. In the last 
named town the work is carried on by 
two laymen, one conducting Sunday ser- 
vices very acceptably, the other taking 
charge of the music with efficiency and 
unfailing patience. 

(2) The obliteration of debts on 
church property at Santa Rosa and 
Woodland. Both these parishes have 
now beautiful rectories, paid for, ac- 
quired within the last three years. Au- 
burn, Jackson, Cloverdale and Lakeport 
have also made substantial payments on 
their rectories, all of which were ac- 
quired recently. 

(8) The acquiring by the bishop as 
corporation sole of title to lots in sevy- 
eral small places where we now have no 
churches; the gathering up of $1,400 at 
Vacaville toward a building, of $1,000 at 
Ferndale toward a rectory, of $420 at 
Winters and $1,000 at Fort Bragg 
toward church buildings. 

(4) The resumption of work on the 
large, half-finished stone church of St. 
Paul’s, Sacramento, which for over two 
years has been at a standstill from lack 
of funds. 

(5) Many tokens of improvement and 
freshening up of church properties, ‘as 
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the laying of cement walks at Vallejo 
and Auburn; placing of memorial win- 
dows at Mare Island, Marysville and 
Nevada City; new carpets at Petaluma 
and Woodland; thorough painting and 
repairs at Santa Rosa; renovation of 
church buildings at Dunsmuir, Folsom 
and Sisson; improvement of rectories 
and grounds at Cloverdale and Placer- 
ville; the giving of baptismal shell of 
silver at Marysville, Eucharistic vessels 
and altar ornaments at Placerville, and 
chancel vestments in Trinity, Sacra- 
mento, and other places. 

(6) The erection of a fine, spacious 
parish house at Vallejo, and the har- 
monious progress of this parish once so 
afflicted. 

(7) The fact that we did not lose our 
place on the honor roll of dioceses and 
districts which met their apportionments. 
It was a hard struggle to reach this goal, 
owing to the financial pinch, but most 
of our parishes and missions acted heroi- 
cially, and, thanks to an anonymous 
benefactor, we were able to reach the 
$1,000 asked. 

(8) The blessing of God which came 
abundantly upon our new-born charity, 
the “Home of the Merciful Saviour” in 
Sacramento. Although started eighteen 
months ago without a dollar, this loving 
home for suffering children has raised 
and expended over $7,000, and now owns 
‘a splendid property worth $10,000. 
Twenty crippled and helpless little ones 
have been cared for during the year. 

(9) The growth of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary in the district, which is increasing 
its active branches and steadily deepen- 
ing the missionary spirit of the people. 

(10) A special cause of thankfulness 
is the fact that our Episcopal Endow- 
ment Fund now amounts to $26,250, 
bearing interest at the rate of $1,250 per 
annum. We have over $4,000 in addi- 
tion pledged, making over $30,000 in 
hand, of which every dollar has been con- 
tributed by our own people, in addition 
to all their local and missionary obliga- 
tions. This is a fact worthy to be em- 
phasized. The people who have given 
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this money are poor; they live in villages 
and country towns; they have supported 
their clergy, paid for their rectories and 
given their missionary assessments in ad- 
dition. They deserve encouragement 
and help. With $20,000 available from 
trust funds in the hands of the Board, 
we are still $20,000 short of that capital 
fund of $70,000, without which we can- 
not support our own bishop, May we not 
turn to the Church at large and ask 
their helping hand? Do not such a peo- 
ple as this deserve being lifted up to a 
position of independence of missionary 
support? Can we rightly ask these peo- 
ple of small means and hard financial 
struggles to give more than $30,000? It 
was a great disappointment to us that 
nothing came to us from the M. T. O. 
toward completing this fund. We are 
anxious to be free of missionary aid for 
our bishop’s support, and believe it will 
be a saving to the Church to give us 
$20,000 and make us a diocese in 1910. 
Without such aid I fear we shall have to 
wait until 1913. 


The Indian Work 


Our one Indian work is in Humboldt 
county, where we have a chapel and 
priest’s house at Hupa Valley. This 
year our working force has been en- 
riched by the coming of two fine young 
women communicants who are doing a 
splendid work as field matrons among the 
Karok tribes along the Klamath River. 
They are Miss Mary Ellicott Arnold and 
Miss Mabel Reed, their address being 
Somes Bar, Siskiyou county. Where 
they live there is no church of any kind 
within sixty miles over rough mountains, 
not a wagon road exists within forty 
miles, not a wheeled vehicle can enter, 
the mail and solitary white travellers 
come in on horseback, fording streams 
and picking their way cautiously along 
the narrow, ribbon-like trails which 
circle around the face of the cliffs. 
There are 750 Indians in this region, 
and no school or mission ministers to 
them except those recently established by 
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these brave women. The letters they 
write of their experiences, the success 
of their day-schools and Sunday-schools, 
the enthusiastic longing for enlighten- 
ment on the purt of these natives, the 
need of such simple things as ginghams, 
ealico, liniment for rheumatism, old 
magazines, school books, pictures, etc., 
give a vivid picture of the primitive con- 
ditions into which they are bringing a 
Christian civilization. I greatly desire 
to place a clergyman in this region, but 
my entire Indian appropriation for the 
whole northern part of the state, and 
12,000 heathen Indians, is just $500 per 
annum. 


The Japanese Mission 


This work is making excellent progress 
among the large Japanese population in 
Sacramento. The Rev. Rokuro Hori 
passed his examinations for priest’s 
orders with no relaxation of standards 
and was ordained priest on March 29th 
last. He has had strong influence for 
good upon the Japanese young men, 
presenting for confirmation twenty-four 
men and one woman. The men have 
pleaded for a larger mission house, as 
we have entirely outgrown the old 
cramped, narrow quarters. As I write, 
I am in conference with our Japanese 
priest and his men as to securing a 
larger building. We can purchase at a 
low rate a large mansion of thirteen 
rooms on a fine corner. The Japanese 
themselves will furnish it, pay for light, 
heat, telephone, gas, house laundry, 
garbage, two Japanese daily papers, and 
the interest on borrowed money up to 
$30 a month. All that is neces- 
sary is for me to pay $2,000 down and se- 
cure a loan of $5,000 more. The latter 
I can probably do, but I know not where 
to turn to get $2,000, and yet the Church 
ought not to turn away from this call. 
She is morally bound to go forward with 
this foreign missionary work at home 
which she has so vigorously started. I 
earnestly appeal to the friends of the 
Japanese who read this report to help me 
get this new mission house. 
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Needs 


Finally, while fully conscious of the 
heavy demands laid upon the Board, and 
that it can administer only such funds 
as the Church places in its hands, yet I 
submit most earnestly that the appro- 
priation made for this immense and 
varied field is heartbreakingly inade- 
quate. Here are six vast counties utter- 
ly untouched, and places on every side 
where the Church would be welcome if 
we could send men, and the total sum 
available for fifteen missionaries among 
white people is $1,780 per annum from 
the Board. This is less than $10 per 
month for each man. The Presbyterians 
and Methodists are giving five and ten 
times as much. 

Our Indian appropriation is $500; 
that for our Japanese mission $720. 
Whether we are making wise use of these 
small, meagre contributions let the re- 
sults prove. We are thankful for them. 
But it is painful; indeed the most poign- 
ant feature of the missionary bishop’s 
life, to find himself sent into the field 
without equipment, to be expected to 
create something out of nothing, to be 
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forced to turn away in shame and bitter- 
ness from beckoning opportunities. 

I ask specifically these things: 
1. An archdeacon’s stipend of $2,000. 
2. For Indian work, additional, $1,500. 
8. For Japanese mission house, $7,000. 
4. For Episcopal Endowment, $20,000. 


With sorrow for ourselves and rejoic- 
ing for the Church we have parted with 
our brethren of western Nevada. New 
life has come to them, and abounding 
vigor is yet to come as their own resi- 
dent bishop leads on to greater triumphs 
for the Kingdom of our Lord and Sa-

HERE is no need to make an ex- 
tended report of our work this 
year. It has been carried on 
steadily along the lines which 

have been already laid down, and there 
is every reason for encouragement by the 
evidence of a fuller knowledge and 
greater sympathy on the part of many 
people for the position and work of our 
Church. 


Cathedral 


The most notable event of the year 
has been the completion of the cathe- 
dral church. As I have already re- 
ported, this is the gift of Mrs. Herman 
Griswold Batterson, in memory of her 
husband. The entire cost of the church 
with the memorial altar, organ and 
furniture has been defrayed by the gift 
of Mrs. Batterson, except that a chime 
of eleven bells was given by Mrs. A. M. 
Claflin, of Salina. The lectern was 
given in memory of the first Bishop of 
Kansas. The pulpit in memory of the 
second Bishop of Kansas and altar rail 
in grateful appreciation of the services 
of the third bishop. The altar appoint- 
ments were the gifts of parishioners of 
Hudson, N. Y. ‘The dean’s stall 
was the gift of a former parishioner of 
the dean, and the bishop’s throne was 
' given by a friend of the bishop. The 


total cost of the building and furniture, 
aside from the special gifts mentioned, 
has been about $50,000. The building 
was used for the first time on January 
8th, 1908, and was consecrated on As- 
cension Day, May 28th. It will un- 
doubtedly prove of great assistance to 
our work to have one building which in 
a dignified and proper way presents in 
visible form the things for which this 
Church stands—reality and simplicity. 
It is already proving a centre of influ- 
ence and our work has been quickened 
and strengthened by the unifying force 
which is ours because of this gift. 


St. John’s School 


During the summer and shortly before 
our school was to be reopened, the Head 
Master was obliged to leave and I ap- 
pointed the Rev. William N. Ool- 
ton to this position. ‘We have found it 
necessary to reorganize the school, and 
an entire new staff have been employed 
for the coming year, and the outlook is 
very hopeful for the future. We realize 
the importance of the Church’s work in 
connection with secondary education. 
Our aim for the school is a high one, and 
there is reason to believe that we shall 
be able to reach it and maintain it. We 
have benefited very greaitly by the gift of 
$3,000 from the M. T. O. Fund. 
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Progress of the Work 


The notable changes in the year have 
been that the Rev. J. (P. Lytton removed 
from Medicine Lodge to the charge of 
Bennington and Niles. There is very 
little opportunity for work at Niles, but 
the work at Bennington has prospered 
under his direction. At Minneapolis, un- 
der the direction of the Rev. H. C. Plum, 
the work has so far prospered that tthe 
vestry have assumed nearly all the 
amount for support, and I hope next 
year it will be fully self-supporting. 
At Beloit the Rev. G. B. Kinkead has 
completed ‘a parish house on the lot ad- 
joining the church, having a large as- 
sembly room, a sacristy and a gymnasi- 
um in the basement and living rooms 
for the priest. At Oawker City, under 
the direction of the Rev. G. B. Kin- 
kead, we have formally organized the 
mission of St. Mary the Virgin, and al- 
though we are holding services in an 
upper room the interest is great and the 
advance real. At Concordia the Rev. W. 
N. Colton was able to complete a stone 
church before he left to také charge of 
St. John’s School. The Rev. Mr. Maltas, 
of Dodge City, succeeded him, but was 
unable to stay long as he had to leave 
for New Mexico on account of the 
health of his wife. I have been fortu- 
nate in securing the Rev. G. H. Trickett, 
of New York, to take up the work 
at Concordia, and he entered upon his 
duties in May, having also the care of 
St. James, Belleville. At Goodland I 
secured the services of the Rev. B. T. 
Bensted, who came to us from Oklahoma 
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and in connection with this work he has 
revived services at Norton and Oberlin, 
and begun holding services for the first 
time at Atwood, and also will visit Hoxie 
on occasions, This provides an active 
missionary in the Northwest, where we 
have needed more aggressive service. 
The Rev. W. G. Reed, of the Diocese of 
Massachusetts, has very kindly given us 
the benefit of his services during the 
past winter, and has had charge of three 
places along the main line of the Union 
Pacific Railway. The Rev. J. C. Ander- 
son, of Great Bend, has begun work and 
has been holding services every two 
weeks at Lyons in addition to his other 
work, and there is every promise of good 
and permanent development here. The 
Rey. 'W. E. Vann, of Kingman, has been 
so energetic not only that he has been 
able to build with the aid of a gift from 
the American Church Building Fund a 
new church at Anthony, but also a very 
good church at Freeport to replace one 
which had been burned. I consecrated 
both these churches, as well as the one at 
Concordia. In several of these places 
the services have only been maintained 
once or twice a month by the aid of the 
clergy of our Associate Mission. I have 
hope, however, at the present time, that 
three or four additional missionaries 
will join our force before the autumn, 
and some of the work which we have 
been unable to press forward as we 
should like to have done this year can 
then be undertaken with more regular- 
ity than at present.

DISTRICT OF SOUTH DAKOTA 
1907-08 


The Missionary District of South Dakota includes the whole State of South Dakota and 
also the tract of land in Northeastern Nebraska, once known as the Santee Reservation. 
It has an area of 80,000 square miles and a population of over 500,000 people. The district 
within its present bounds was established by the General Convention in the year 1883. 
Its bishop is the Right Reverend William H. Hare, D.p., consecrated in the year 1873. The 
assistant missionary bishop is the Right Reverend Frederick Foote Johnson, D.D., conse- 


erated in the year 1905. 
The amount of the appropriations from the Board of Missions to the district is $35,753.07, 


divided as follows:

The appropriation aids in maintaining work in 118 different missions. 
The Special gifts received during the year from outside the district, in addition to the 
appropriation of the Board of Missions, amounted to $10,818.71. 


CANNOT begin this, my thirty- 
sixth annual report, without a 
very solemn sense of the fact that 
last spring divided my life into 

two equal parts—thirty-five years having 
been spent upon the Atlantic seaboard 
and thirty-five years having been spent 
aS a missionary bishop on the frontier. 
At such a time the summons, “Give an 
account of thy stewardship,” comes with 
peculiar force. 

The thirty-fifth anniversary of my 
episcopate was celebrated by the Church 
people of South Dakota in a manner 
which was most grateful to me and 
worthy of them as a generous-hearted 
and appreciative people. 


South Dakota is still divided into 
three deaneries. 
Niobrara Deanery 
The work of the Church in the 


Niobrara, or Indian, Deanery of South 
Dakota is altogether peculiar. The In- 
dians do not speak our language; they 
are just coming in from wild and 
heathen life; they are as yet inter- 
mingled very little with the white peo- 
ple and the white congregations of our 
country. They must be met upon their 
own ground and the ministration of the 
Church needs to be adjusted to their 
peculiar mental condition and environ- 
ment. 


Eastern and Black Hills Deaneries 
On the other hand, the work of the 
(106) 


Church in the Eastern and Black Hills 
Deaneries of South Dakota, 7.e., among 
the white people, is in no wise peculiar. 
It is practically the same as that in any 
of the more recently settled parts of our 
country, where the planting of the 
Church and the care of it, while yet. 
immature and feeble, is still going on. 


The Church and the Population 


There are in South Dakota but six 
towns whose population exceeds 5,000. 
In all of these towns but one, our con- 
grogations are self-supporting. They are 
eight in number. In towns ranging in 
number from 500 to less than 5,000 peo- 
ple, the fraction of the people which our 
Church can reasonably expect to gain 
does not possess pecuniary ability enough 
to make the local congregation self-sup- 
porting. 


The Field of the Assistant-Bishop 


According to the plan sketched out 
when an assistant bishop was asked for, 
a certain portion of the field has been 
assigned to the special and exclusive 
care of Bishop Johnson, who, while a 
distinct individual force, has proved 
himself, both in the field and to me, all 
that the word “assistant” ideally sug- 
gests. 


Statement by Way of Summary 


I have reported every year in full 
under the following heads: The Sup- 
port of the Clergy in the Indian Field; 
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The Board of Trusts; The Character of 
the Work of the Native Catechists and 
Helpers; and it may svffice, perhaps, if 
this year I simply report that in all 


these matters conditions remain as 
before. 

Support of the Bishop 
The amount assumed by South 


Dakota, namely, $500, has been paid 
promptly and in full. 


Debts 


On buildings in- the Indian field there 
are none. In the white field $300 on 
the church at Huron. Several rectories 
carry mortgages.

The General Missionary Work of the 
Church 


Throughout my episcopate I have 
made it a point to urge upon every one 
of the clergy under my _ episcopal 
charge not to allow himself or his con- 
gregation to be ignorant of, or unin- 
terested in, the missionary work outside 
our own district and outside our own 
land. The opinion which grew out of my 
experience of thirty-six years ago as sec- 
retary of the Foreign Missionary work, 
has been justified by all my experience 
as a missionary bishop, viz., that if you 
seek the secret of the failure of any con- 
gregation to contribute to the General 
Missionary Work of the Church you 
will find it in the head of the congrega- 
tion, 2.e., in its clergyman. If an effi- 
cient administrator of a congregation 
has a real interest in the fact that “the 
Word was made flesh, and dwelt among 
us (and we beheld His glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the Father), 
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full of grace and truth,” that minister, 
and his congregation too, sooner or later, 
will try to bring all men everywhere to 
say, “We, too, have seen His glory, the 
glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father, full of grace and truth.” 


Apportionment 


With one or two conspicuous excep- 
tions, exceptions where a far different 
record was to have been expected, the 
congregations of South Dakota have 
done well in the matter of meeting their 
respective shares of the apportionment. 
According to the report of the treasurer, 
the total amount received by him from 
South Dakota, up to July 1st, was 
$315 in excess of the apportionment. 


Our Record in the Matter of Collections 


The annual reports of the clergy 
enable me to present the following list 
of congregations which listened to the 
call of the Church in matter of collec- 
tions for objects external to themselves. 
First, I take up the white field. 

It follows, of course, that the congre- 
gations which I have not named, were 
delinquent in these offerings.

General Condition of the White Field 


Our great and crying need.—This is 
that of clergymen—men who have the 
heart and the ability to take a hand in 
the planting and maintaining of our 
Church among the groups of people, 
pushing, shifting, creative, controlling, 
who are settling the newer portions of 
our land. That the Church does not 
produce more men of this kind is both a 
malady and a shame. Considering this 
lack of men, the conditions are, on the 
whole, encouraging. 

I gather together here for record 
some cheering items of news which have 
come to me from time to time in regard 
to progress in several of our congrega- 
tions. 


Deadwood and Lead City—The Rev. 
M. F. Montgomery. Much has been done 
to put the church buildings in both these 
towns in more convenient and usable 
shape, and the congregations, in ‘a spirit 


* The footings for 1908 are smaller than 
usual, partly because of the withdrawal of the 
presbyter in charge of one of the large depart- 
ments of the Indian field containing some fif- 
teen congregations, and partly because of va- 
eancies in several of our white congregations. 
For these reasons no adequate report could be 
gotten. 
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of steady hopefulness, are putting their 
affairs in an orderly and business-like 
condition, 


Rapid City—The Rev. W. H. Spar- 
ling. Sturgis. The Rey. E. M. Cross. 
The congregations in each of these 
towns, under their respective clergy- 
men, have taken upon themselves a 
larger share of the support of the min- 
istry, and are putting forth fresh ener- 
gy, the former in preparing to renovate 
their church, the latter in erecting a 
parish house. 


Hot Springs.—The Rev. A. W. Wilde 
committed himself to at least six months 
here beginning May ist last, and the 
people, well trained under the Rev. W. 
H. Sparling to respond to good leader- 
ship, have shown in many ways their 
appreciation of Mr. Wilde’s work. 


Sioux Falls—The Rev. Geo. Biller, 
Jr. The congregation here is spending 
about $1,000 in putting the roof and 
walls of their church ‘and parish house 
in proper repair. 


Madison and Howard—The Rev. Mr. 
Hardman. The congregations of these 
two towns have increased not a little the 
attractiveness of their buildings while 
not forgetting the general charities of 
the Church, and Mr, Hardman has ex- 
tended his services to the neighboring 
‘towns of Wentworth and Carthage. 


Watertown.—The Rev. J. B. Van 
Fleet. The congregation here has be- 
come in its personnel, in the number of 
its Sunday-school teachers and scholars, 
in the attendance at Church and in its 
income, one of the very largest that we 
have in the state, and there are indica- 
tions not a few that the people realize 
that neither their church nor their rec- 
tory will long be quite worthy of them- 
selves or of their growing and im- 
portant town. 


Flandreau.—The Rev. F. W. Henry. 
The congregation in this place not only 
repainted and otherwise improved both 
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their church and rectory during the 
year, but increased their portion of the 
clergyman’s salary to $500 per annum. 


Dell Rapids—The congregation has 
had only occasional services, perhaps six 
or eight during the year; but a few 
faithful teachers have kept the Sun- 
day-school together and the guild re- 
ports that it has raised $587.51—of 
which $200 was paid on the rectory debt 
and $147.85 on improvements on the 
church and in current expenses. 


New Rectories—The year has wit- 
nessed the erection of new rectories in 
‘Milbank under the Rev. H. N. Tragitt 
and Mitchell under the Rev. A. W. Bell. 
The pride which the people in these 
towns took in looking after the comfort 
of their ministers and their families and 
in securing rectories worthy of the 
church was delightful. I am obliged to 
add that there are congregations where 
the lack of a like zeal is a great disap- 
pointment. 


All Saints’ School 


All Saints’ School has continued its 
beneficent work. It is still under the 
charge, as it has been from its begin- 
ning, twenty-three years ago, of Miss 
Helen S. Peabody. No tribute to its use- 
fulness could be at once more satisfactory 
or more gratifying than that which 
comes from many of its former teachers 
and its former pupils. The school anni- 
versaries—All Saints’ Day, Easter, the 
Bishop’s birthday and Commencement— 
generally bring us a number of affection- 
ate letters, many of them containing con- 
tributions toward several charities which 
the school loves to remember. The 
Alumne Association is both a loyal and 
an efficient force. It undertook to raise 
$60, during the current year, toward the 
education in All Saints’ School of some 
meritorious girl.

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General Condition of the Indian Work 


The Indian work will probably be less 
romantic and eventful in the future, but 
not less important nor less difficult. The 
first work among them was quarrying. 
To-day we stand and say to the people, 


“Look unto the rock whence you were 


hewn and unto the hole of the pit whence 
you were digged.” For the future, the 
clergy need to be builders, men who can 
80 carve, and so place, these rough hewn 
stones that they will become a holy 
temple, a habitation of God through the 
Spirit. This is no strange work, how- 
ever, but just that which the Church of 
God has age after age from the first age 
been called upon to do—so much so that 
had the directions, rebukes, exhortations, 
which we read in the apostolic Epistles 
been addressed originally to our Indian 
Christians of to-day, they could hardly 
have been more appropriate. The 
Epistles are the arsenal of the missionary 
and his best text-book on pastoral care. 
The Rev. W. J. Cleveland was driven by 
the condition of his health to withdraw 
last fall, after long years of able and de- 
voted service, from the headship of the 
Pine Ridge Missions. The Rev. Nevill 
Joyner listened to the earnest call for a 
successor and entered upon his work last 
June. With this exception the presbyters 
superintending the ten divisions of the 
Indian .field, remain the same as for 
many years past. The success which 
they have met with in grouping people 
who were characteristically unsettled and 
roaming into well ordered congregations 
who learn the Church’s sacred words and 
ways and give of their substance to sup- 
port the Church’s undertakings, is one of 
the marvels of modern missionary en- 
terprise and a credit alike to the Indians 
and to their missionary leaders. 


Indian Boarding Schools 


The circular letters which I annually 
_ address to those who support scholarships 
give a great deal of detailed information 
regarding these schools, and I need add 
here only these facts: Mr. and Mrs. 
Travis remain in charge of St. Mary’s 


a: 


School, which had an average attendance 
this year of 66. Mr. and Mrs. J. 
L. Ricker remain in charge of St. Eliza- 
beth’s School where the average attend- 
ance has been 55. JI suppose no work 
is more of a strain than boarding- 
school work. In the Indian country, 
where few conveniences are at hand, the 
strain is peculiarly great. The work 
has been carried on with most commend- 
able good temper and good order and 
many rills of pure water of life—to use 
Bible imagery—issue forth, I am sure, 
from the thresholds of these schools. 


Loss by Death 


We have been singularly free in South 
Dakota from losses by death from the 
ranks of our clergy. This year I have to 
report the death of a most faithful and 
valuable man, the Rev. George Red Owl. 
He was one of the Indian young men 
who most attracted my attention when I 
made my first visit to the Santee Indians 
in April, 1873. ‘Tall, lithe, with a pleas- 
ant face and manner, he was noted, also, 
for his singing and hence was familiarly 
called George Dowana, 7.e., George the 
Singer, or Singing George. He was a 
catechist in good repute then, always 
kept his office and his good name; and it 
was in recognition of this fact that he 
was advanced to the diaconate in 1902. 
On receiving orders, he at once went to 
serve in Emmanuel Station under the 
Rey. Edward Ashley. Here he became 
seriously sick and was taken with tender 
eare by Mr. Ashley to St. Barnabas’s 
Hospital, Minneapolis. “His malady 
proved beyond remedy, and he died there 
on the afternoon of April 8th last. No 
charge was made by the hospital for his 
care—one of those many instances of the 
generosity of our Church hospitals which 
I pray God that people may remember in 
their current gifts and in their wills, It 
was not acts cf this kind that gave the 
rich man, in our Lord’s story of Lazarus, 
discomfort after death. 


Expenditure of the Indian Appropriation 


The appropriation to missionary work 
among the Indians amounts to $32,541, 
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not including the salaries of the mission- 
ary bishops. This amount includes in- 
terest from legacies for the benefit of the 
Indians. As this amount is large, I in- 
sert here a statement of the way in which 
it is distributed. 

There is some variation from time to 
time in details, but, generally speaking, 
the Indian appropriation is distributed 
among the ten districts into which the 
Indian field is divided, as follows:

By way of explanation, let me report 
here what I said last year, viz., that the 
children of the missionaries among the 
Indians are just as much shut off from 
all educational privileges, association 
with their own race and the amenities of 
civilized life as are the children of mis- 
sionaries in foreign lands. As the 
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Church makes no provision for the edu- 
cation of the children of these mission- 
aries among the Indians, I have been 
wont to raise funds from year to year 
toward enabling them to send their chil- 
dren to schools outside the Indian coun- 
try., This explains the expenditure for 
“Education.” 


Report of the Assistant Bishop 


I beg leave to report that during the 
year ended Sept. ist, I have discharged 
the duties of my office as Assistant to 
the Bishop of South Dakota, doing 
official duty in that portion of the mis- 


sionary district which has from time to 
time been assigned to my care by the 
senior bishop. A record of my official 
acts and of money received by me and 
by me disbursed in my portion of the 
field has been transmitted to the Bish- 
op of South Dakota. I have only to add 
that I find continual joy in endeavoring 
to serve the Church as a helper to so 
valiant a hero of the Church’s mission- 
ary work.

The Missionary District of Southern Florida includes all that portion of the State lying 
to the south of*the counties of Levy, Alachua, Putnam and St. John, being about two-thirds 
of the territory of the State, including the entire region from counties above named to Key 
West, and reaching from the Atlantic Ocean on the east to the Gulf of Mexico on the west. 
It has an area of 37,349 square miles and a population of 170,346 people, according to the 


census of 1900 A.D.

FTER years of very hard work, 
and feeling the need of a 
rest, and being anxious to 


realize the dream of my life 


by a visit to the Holy Land, the House 
of Bishops at Richmond granted me a 
protracted leave of absence and gave me 
a letter to English bishops and to those 
of the Orthodox Eastern Church whom 
I might meet. 

I went diligently and as thoroughly as 
I could over my whole field of labor up 
to the time of our meeting of convoca- 
tion in Orlando during the latter part 
of January, 1908. 

I sailed on the Arabic for the Holy 
Land on February 6th, and after the 
eruise attended the Pan-Anglican Con- 
gress and the Lambeth Conference. 

I was fortunate in having the Bishop 
of Kearney in Key West for some 
months of my absence, where he did 
most excellent work and was greatly ap- 
preciated in that portion of my district. 
Bishop Weed, too, was kindly willing to 
do all he could for me during my ab- 
sence, and was ready to answer calls, and 
did make some visitations in Southern 
Florida. The Council of Advice, to 
whom I turned over the ecclesiastical 
authority, have been most efficient, and 
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did very excellent work, and have quite 
set me up already as to the actual status. 
Since my return I have not only gotten 
in touch with things once more, but have 
made one of the most trying of jour- 
neys, with mules and freight wagon, 
travelling days and nights through seas 
of water and heavy sand and mud to 
reach my medical missionary, who was 
sick and alone, his only helper having 
gone to Fort Myers, seventy miles dis- 
tant, for supplies. I was impelled to go 
to him in time of need, and my going 
was blessed not only in being able to re- 
lieve him and secure his getting away to 
see doctors and have a few weeks’ rest, 
but in learning how leading Indians 
have been coming lately to seek proper 
preparation for Baptism, and showing by 
the very position of the applicants that 
the tribe has at last approved of Chris- 
tianity, for no Seminoles, individuals 
or families, can act without the approval 
of the tribal authority. I am just back 
from this journey, weary and worn, and 
trust that the few lines I have written 
may be accepted as a sufficient report for 
Southern Florida for the year 1907-08.

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REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF THE MISSIONARY 
DISTRICT OF SPOKANE 


1907-08 


The Missionary District of Spokane includes Eastern Washington to the summit of the 
Cascade Mountains. It has an area of 43,000 square miles and a population of 370,000. 
The district was established by the General Convention in the year 1892. Its bishop 
is the Right Reverend Lemuel H. Wells, D.D., consecrated in the year 1892. 
The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district is $6,150, 
divided as follows:

The appropriation aids in maintaining work in sixty-one different missions and ‘stations. 
The Special gifts received during the year from outside the district, in addition to the 


appropriation of the Board of Missions, amounted to $1,486.02. 


INCE my last annual report, the 
General Convention has cut off 
northern Idaho from this dis- 

: trict, thus reducing our strength 
by five clergy, ten missions, eight 
churches and 316 communicants. 

But we now report 20 clergy, 41 mis- 
sions, 29 church buildings, 2,109 com- 
municants, $35,918.27 contributions, 172 
infant, 67 adult baptisms, 227 confirma- 
tions, 3 churches and 2 rectories built. 
Thus, we are stronger than before the 
loss of northern Idaho. : 

We have more baptisms, confirmations 
‘and communicants with only one clergy- 
man less. 


A Fruitful Year 


It has been by far the most fruitful 
year in our history, and, I believe, has 
been a year of deepened spiritual growth, 
and awakening of the laymen to a 
larger consciousness of their responsibil- 
ities and privileges in the Church of 
God. 

I attribute much of this growth under 
God to the greater permanency of the 
clergy and the employment of two arch- 
deacons to care for the scattered mis- 
sions. They have worked up a number 
of places so that they are ready for set- 
tled clergymen and must have pastoral 
oversight and more frequent services; 
failing in this, the work will stand still 
or retrograde, for when a man _ has 


worked up to the limit of his time and 
strength, there is nothing more possible, 
so the work drags and all lose heart. 


Problems 


The great problem is to keep pace with 
the growth of population, and this 
growth is in two directions: 

First, new villages spring up along 
the lines of railroad building, the many 
new sections being developed under ir- 
rigation, large districts of grain land 
brought under plough, the discovery of 
new mines, the utilizing of great water 
powers and erection of many saw-mills. 
In all of these villages there is a group 
of Church people who ought to have at 
least a monthly service, but now have 
infrequent services or none. 

The second kind of growth is, that the 
communities and towns are rapidly 
growing larger. We have thirty cities, 
as we call them, which have from 1,000 
to 5,000 inhabitants with bands of 
Church people in them asking for our 
ministrations, in none of which we have 
a settled clergyman, and in few of which 
we have more than an occasional service. 
If we had eighteen more clergymen to 
place in strategic points, eighteen more 
churches and rectories and eighteen more 
stipends of $400 each, we might ade- 
quately cover the field for the coming 
year. I, therefore, ask for eighteen new 
men and $7,200 more for their stipends. 
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God help the Church to see her oppor- 
tunity and obligation. 


Institutions 


St. Luke’s Hospital with sixty pa- 
tients, Brunot Hall with 150 girls, On- 
dowa Inn, for workingmen, with 200 
beds, and the Church Home for children 
have been sustained by the people here, 
or are self-sustaining. 


St. Paul’s School for girls, Walla 


Walla, with sixty pupils, and Houston 
School for boys, Spokane, with forty- 
eight pupils, are prospering and grow- 
ing, but still need help from the East 
to put them firmly on their feet. 

St. Paul’s School received last year 
from a generous Churchwoman in the 
East the gift of a much-needed house 
and grounds for enlargement, and I 
record here my deep gratitude. 

Houston School has outgrown its pres- 
ent quarters and must have new grounds 
and building, but both these schools, 
which have demonstrated their great 
usefulness, must be established beyond 
peradventure by an adequate endow- 
ment. 

With deep thankfulness for God’s con- 
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tinued blessing; with gratitude to the 
Board of Missions, the Woman’s Aux- 


iliary and the generous people who have 


so liberally helped us, I enclose my finan- 
cial report.

The Cathedral 


HE Cathedral is now complete in 
almost all its appointments. 

During the past twelve months 

a chime of nine bells has been 

hung, the electric light fittings installed, 
and a reredos promised. The grounds 
needed attention as, for the most part, 
they were below grade. The vestry of 
the Cathedral parish, with my approval, 
upon consultation with the Superintend- 
ent of Parks and the Municipal Board, 
undertook the terrapleining and parking 
of the property, the expenses to be met 
in part by the Cathedral treasury and 
in part by local contributions. The city 
at this time is able to do work for us at 
a cost much below anything we could do 
independent of their aid, and for this 
reason we felt it right to risk a deficit, 
as the property of the Board is enhanced 
in value in a much greater degree than 
the outlay represents. A deficit of $750 
has resulted and the stipend of the 
rector, hitherto since the organization of 
the parish met locally, has been paid to 
this extent from the appropriation. I 
would draw the attention of the Board to 


the fact that we have no insurance upon 
the Cathedral edifice, though its contents 
are insured. Its isolation and form of 
construction make the possibility of fire 
very remote. We could not undertake to 
pay the necessary premium from the 
local treasury, and unless the Board 
deemed it necessary and would assume 
the responsibility for the premium the 
matter must stand as at present. 

The Rey. Mercer G. Johnston, after 
five years of unremitting and faithful 
labor as rector of the Cathedral parish, 
retires from the field and is succeeded 
by the Rev. Murray Bartlett. 


The Columbia Club 


(2) The Columbia Club continues to 
thrive and numbers upward of four hun- 
dred members. We need funds for its 
enlargement and further equipment. At 
a meeting held at the American Embassy 
in Rome the sum of $2,700 was con- 
tributed to this end. We would like to 
duplicate the present building at a cost 
of $25,000, 

The mortgage on this property, which 
is held by Mr. George C. Thomas, has 
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been reduced through the labor and in- 
terest of friends in America to $4,000. 

According to the ruling of the 
Assessors of the City of Manila, this 
property is subject to taxation. I took 
the matter to the Governor General and 
the Commission, and was advised to 
allow the city to sue. Upon consultation 
with my Council of Advice, I decided 
that it would not be compatible with the 
character of the Church to pursue this 
course. We therefore, under protest, 
paid the ‘assessment levied for the year 
and entered a suit for recovery. I have 
every reason to believe that we shall win, 
as the city authorities are friendly in 
their attitude, and have assessed simply 
because of ambiguity in the law, and 
their desire to make a test case. 


St. Stephen's Mission 


(3) The status of St. Stephen’s Cathe- 
dral Mission for the Chinese is full of 
encouragement. During the past year 
there has been a steady increase of in- 
terested adherents. I confirmed thirty- 
one men at the last confirmation on 
Whitsunday. We have had a singularly 
stable group of communicants from the 
beginning, having lost but one through 
backsliding. With two exceptions they 
are poor, but during the past year up- 
wards of $200 has been contributed 
toward a building fund, and they have 
given nearly $50 toward the apportion- 
ment—a good record for forty-two com- 
municants. 

The school has not been quite as suc- 
cessful as hitherto, but with the addition 
of a permanent Chinese worker, Mr. 
Ben Ga Pay, who is now a candidate for 
Holy Orders, we hope for better results 
during the coming year. 

The Rev. H. G. Studley has given 
much time and. attention of late to the 
opium laws, and has been of great ser- 
vice to the Government and to victims of 
the opium habit. 


The University Hospital 


(4) The University Hospital was 
formally opened last October by the Hon. 
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W. H. Taft during his visit to Manila. 
The building which bears the name of 
the University of Pennsylvania is the 
only one erected at present. There are 
two public wards, one for men and one 
for women, which, by crowding, can ac- 
commodate twenty patients. Our ac- 
commodation for paying patients is 
limited and always full. As we look to 
this department for income we hope at 
an early date to enlarge it. The out- 
patient department would grow in- 
definitely had we resources. The clinic 
averages about 2,500 per month. 

The hospital is under the management 
of a Board of Governors, all men, of 
whom I am president. The body is 
self-perpetuating by annual election. 
There is also a Woman’s Auxiliary, who 
have undertaken to aid in the finances 
as well as to visit and keep in touch with 
the hospital. Since their formal organi- 
zation in June they have placed more 
than $1,000 to the credit of the main- 
tenance fund in addition to what they 
raised before assuming their present re- 
lation to the Board of Governors. 

Mrs. Russell ‘Sage last winter gave me 
$5,000 toward a nurses’ house. This sum, 
with the balance standing to our rental 
credit for the year, enables us to build a 
suitable home with a small debt, which 
can be paid off in three years if our rent 
allowance is continued for that period by 
the Board. 


The Settlement 


(5) The Settlement was purchased for 
$13,500 with -the contribution allotted 
us from the Men’s Missionary Thank- 
offering ($12,000), together with $1,500 
from rent allowance for the past and the 
ensuing year. The property is valuable, 
with a more substantial and useful house 
upon it than could be erected for more 
than the whole sum expended. 


Easter Scheol, Baguio 


(6) Easter School in Baguio has 
changed its character. It is now com- 
posed solely of children from the neigh- 
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borhood, who tax our accommodation and 
means to the utmost. Our missionary, 
Mrs. Hargreaves, has worked there 
single-handed with great efficiency for 
the past sixteen months. 

Last spring, during my absence in 
America, Baguio, which is the summer 
capital of the Philippine Islands, was 
more than ordinarily full of Americans, 
owing to a convention of teachers. The 
Council of Advice, feeling that it would 
be a scandal to allow our church, the 
only one of any sort in that mountain 
country, to continue longer with closed 
doors, turned it over for use to the Pres- 
byterian minister who was in Baguio. 
He read a portion of our Morning 
Prayer and preached each Sunday until 
I arrived and relieved my friend, the 
Rev. Dr. Rogers, when I approved the 
action of the Council of Advice. 
Similar action was taken with regard 
to the church in Zamboanga, also the 
only church edifice in the town, except- 
ing that of the Jesuits. It is an almost 
unbearable humiliation that our Church 
has been unable to supply us with 
enough clergy—our “force” at the time 
was four priests and two deacons—to 
keep up the scant amount of work which 
we have undertaken, and I earnestly 
trust that I shall not again be forced 
into a similar predicament and a similar 
course of action. As I write, the Rev. 
Robb White is on his way to the Philip- 
pines to assume charge of the mission in 
Baguio and the Rev. Myron B. Marshall 
to take oversight of Zamboanga. 


Sagada and Bontoc 


(6) Sagada and Bontoc have had 
their troubles during the past year, al- 
though the work in the former place has 
progressed rapidly without thus far be- 
ing hampered as in Bontoc. The Roman 
archbishop, in company with the apos- 
tolic delegate and the local bishop, 
after visiting the two places, sent a band 
of Belgian friars to begin work there. 
They are now settled in Bontoc, but thus 
far they have been unable to get foot- 
hold in Sagada. It is indeed lamentable 
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that this Church should have ignored 
the needs of thousands upon thousands 
of neglected heathen scattered through 
the mountains of the central cordillera 
in order to set up their altar against 
ours. 

In Bontoc there has been difficulty 
with the Secretary of the Interior about 
the land which, in good faith, we pur- 
chased from natives who presumably had 
as sound titles as were to be found, but 
which is now claimed by the Govern- 
ment. J am not yet without hope that 
the matter may be amicably and justly 
settled with the Government officials who 
hhave it in hand. 

We have applied for a lease of the 
lumber district, where our saw-mill is 
in operation and the papers have been 
drawn up. The Government requires a 
bond from two persons for $2,000 each, 
which it may call if the prescribed 
amount of timber is not cut annually, or 
if any of the forestry regulations are 
transgressed. Forestry property cannot 
be leased for less than twenty years. We 
are afraid that some unscrupulous per- 
son may “jump our claim,” but we have 
been unable up to the present to secure 
bondsmen. 

The mill is an absolute necessity, and 
without it we could not hope to have 
buildings. We now have lumber avail- 
able for our purposes, but our funds are 
insufficient to erect dwellings for our 
missionaries. Our position is out of the 
ordinary. The Board agrees to provide 
domiciles for all its appointees. Com- 
monly speaking, this can be done with- 
out difficulty, because it is possible to 
rent dwellings at a reasonable sum, or 
else to build on a mortgage, which is paid 
off by annual instalments from the rental 
appropriation. In Sagada and Bontoc 
there are no dwellings to be rented, and 
it would be impossible to raise money on 
a local mortgage, as the land represents 
no money value. In addition to these 


’ complications is the fact that the cost 


of building even ia modest dwelling is 
excessive. What are we to do? I recog- 
nize the predicament of the Board, which 
can accept responsibility for rental, 
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though not for the outright appropria- 
tion of the considerable sum requisite 
for our needs. I have personally raised a 
large amount of money for buildings and 
the domiciles of our missionaries in dif- 
ferent places, and while appreciating the 
resolution of the Board commending any 
further efforts I may make in the same 
direction, I would respectfully ask that 
hereafter a rent allowance should be ap- 
propriated annually for each and every 
missionary in the mountain districts 
until such time as we have our domiciles 
complete. Without some such aid from 


the Board I cannot hope to cope with the . 


situation, 

We have had a gift of $4,000 for the 
erection of a Girls’ School in Sagada, 
and upward of $2,000 toward a hospital 
has been raised. 


The Bishop’s Travels 


The past year has been a broken one 
for me. I attended the General Conven- 
tion in Richmond, and from its close 
until I sailed for Europe on February 
4th labored unremittingly in behalf of 
the missionary work of the Church. 
During Advent I delivered the William 
Belden Noble Lectures at Harvard Uni- 
versity. I took a holiday of six weeks in 
Europe before returning to the Orient, 
preaching before the University of 
Cambridge, at Caius College, Cambridge, 
and St. Paul’s, Rome; also giving an ad- 
dress on our work in the Philippines at a 
meeting at the American Embassy, 
Rome. 


Election to the Bishopric of Washington 


In May I was elected Bishop of Wash- 
ington, which honor I declined. The 
moment was not one in which I could 
leave the Philippines, except under the 
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compulsion of physical necessity, with- 
out detriment to the whole missionary 
cause, as well as to the local work of the 
Church. Being elected a second time in 
June I reserved my answer until I 
reached America, as under the, repeated 
advice of my physicians I had already 
arranged to come home for treatment. 
Being assured, upon arrival, by emi- 
nent specialists, that I could return 
to the tropics with impunity, I again 
declined the proffered position, and am 
now on my way back to Manila after 
treatment that has entirely cured me of 
my trouble. 

During my stay in America, through 
the efforts of interested friends, $15,000 
has been pledged or contributed toward 
the erection of the school for American 
boys in Baguio. We shall need another 
$10,000 before we shall be justified in 
making a beginning. 

On reaching Yokohama, on my way 
to America, I received a cablegram 
from the Secretary of State of the 
United States tendering me, on behalf 
of the President, the Senior United 
States Commissionership on the Joint 
International Opium Commission, which 
meets in Shanghai on January Ist, 
1909. I signified my acceptance on 
August 4th.

HE duty of the Church to Utah 
and its people must now, for 
the first time, be faced. Bishop 
Tuttle’s and Bishop Leonard’s 

charge included, with Utah, other States 
or Territories, and their policy was of 
necessity general in its character. The 
Church has decided that my field is to be 
Utah alone. The religious problem in 
Utah, which outweighs all other prob- 
lems, is Mormonism. Work among the 
Indians and the non-Mormon people in 
mining camp and farming settlement 
must not, of course, be neglected, but 
the special Utah missionary duty is to 
the members of the Church of the Latter 
Day Saints, who number probably 260,000 
out of the State population of 340,000. 
The peculiar religious and social system 
of this organization is so dominant 
throughout the State that in over 200 
communities nothing but Mormonism 
has ever been taught. We must not un- 
derestimate the/ difficulty of converting 
the Mormon to what we must feel is 
fuller truth than he possesses. The Mor- 
mon has not the slightest interest in our 
message. He feels so strongly that he 
possesses higher—more complete truth 
than we have—that he has something to 
give—nothing to receive. He is proud 
of his state and supremely well satisfied 
with it. The local pride which prompts 
unreligious men to contribute to the 


erection of a church building is in little 
evidence in Utah. Mormon temples and 
meeting houses are everywhere, and the 
Mormon feels that other churches are 
useless. There are in Utah apostate 
Mormons, but they explain their indif- 
ference by saying: “We were fooled 
once—we propose to take no chances of 
being fooled again.” And yet, in spite 
of the difficulty, the Church has some 
very real reasons for hope of success. 

We have the respect and _ confi- 
dence of the Latter Day Saints to a 
greater degree than some of the other 
Christian organizations at work in Utah. 
Our Church has taken no part in the po- 
litical attack against the Mormon 
Church, an attack which has sometimes 
been unkind and blind to good which 
really existed. 

In the education work of the early 
days—still continued in Rowland Hall— 
we conferred a real benefit which is ap- 
preciated, and in our deliberate abandon- 
ment of the parochial school when a good 
public school system was developed by 
the State, we expressed our confidence in 
the people and it is appreciated. 

St. Mark’s Hospital has mot only 
made known to every one the Church 
which founded it and maintains it, but 
its work proves that the Church is in 
Utah to serve its people. 

Many of the early Mormons came 
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from England, and they and their chil- 
dren have never forgotten the Church of 
their fathers, and they do give to our 
Church a place in their thought not 
given to the other Christian bodies. In- 
deed, the Church idea itself the Mormon 
holds most strongly, and though his own 
claim to belong to the Church of Christ 
restored after years of utter apostasy by 
the last and greatest of the prophets, 
Joseph Smith, Jr., is in conflict with our 
insistence on the Church’s unbroken life, 
still he can understand our position as 
he cannot understand the claim of a 
Christianity which is chiefly, if not en- 
tirely, individual and personal. 

It seems clear, therefore, that we have 
some hope of success as we try to present 
the Church and her Master to the people 
of Utah. In this report, I wish to state 
as clearly as I can the work I propose 
to develop and to ask the co-operation of 
the Board. 


Needs and Opportunities 


I beein with Rowland Hall, our 
Church School for girls. In its intellec- 
tual and home life this institution will 
compare favorably with any school of 
like grade in the United States. I am 
responsible for an expenditure of $50,000 
on Rowland Hall. Of this sum, $38,000 
came to Bishop Leonard through the 
Brunot bequest. Bishop Leonard had in- 
tended to use this money for a new 
building, plans for which were drawn be- 
fore his death. I was convinced that the 
school would lose prestige and patronage 
if we delayed the erection of a new 
school building, since the old building 
was badly out of repair, if not actually 
unsafe. We built at an expensive time, 
but we erected a substantial, roomy, 
model schoolhouse and our debt is $12,- 
000. Rowland Hall might easily be 
made a fashionable and profitable school 
for young ladies. We could double the 
price of board and tuition and ultimate- 
ly not suffer the loss of many pupils, 
but we would do it at the sacrifice of 
the real value of the school. In other 
dioceses it may be the duty of the 
Church to provide expensive schools for 
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rich men’s daughters, but it is not our 
duty in Utah. At our present schedule 
of charges, men of moderate means in 
mining towns and ranching districts cam 
afford to send us their daughters, and 
though the school can pay its! running 
expenses, it cannot pay interest on its 
debt, save money to pay that debt and 
take worthy girls at a reduction or for 
nothing. I therefore ask for help toward 
the payment of this debt of $12,000 be- 
yond the $3,200 which you have promised 
from the Men’s Thank-offering, and I 
also beg for the continuance of old gifts 
and the giving of new gifts to our Schol- 
arship Fund. As the Rowland Hall 
property is worth over $100,000, the debt 
of $12,000 is not a serious incumbrance. 

The financing of St. Mark’s Hospi- 
tal was easy when it was the only hos- 
pital in Utah. Its revenue so greatly ex- 
ceeded its expenses that it was possible 
repeatedly to improve and enlarge the 
plant. Now the Holy Cross, the Latter 
Day Saints and several private hospitals 
and Miners’ Union hospitals divide with 
us the patronage. This competition has 
altered the character of the contract 
work for railroads and mining and smel- 
ter companies which was profitable. The 
result is that, although St. Mark’s is 
ministering to as many sick as ever be- 
fore, because the population is increas- 
ing, it cannot pay running expenses by 
from $3,500 to $4,500 a year. I am con- 
fident we will be able to develop in the 
district a hospital interest. which will 
provide for the annual deficit, but for 
extensions and improvements we may be 
compelled to ask help from the Kast. 
Just now we need $5,000 for the pur- 
chase of more land on which to build a 
ward for the care of contagious diseases. 
This is especially needed in Salt Lake, 
where there are many transients often 
stricken with disease in boarding-houses. 
The city has begged us to come to the 
rescue in this matter, and our trustees 
are seriously considering borrowing the 
money and meeting the need, as the city 
agrees to pay us the interest on $15,000 
for ten years, in addition to $2 per day 
for the care of each patient they send us. 

I have pleasure in reporting a gift of

$5,000 for the endowment of the Thomas 
J. Emery bed in the men’s medical ward. 


Indian Work 


Of cur work on the Indian Res- 
ervation, I will not write at length, 
since the Board has informed me that 
it prefers that I should direct the work 
without their advice and without asking 
them to share the responsibility. The 
Church of the Holy Spirit at Randlett 
and St. Elizabeth’s Mission House and 
Church at White Rocks are rendering 
valuable service not only to the Indians 
but to the white settlers who are finding 
homes upon the Indian lands recently 
opened to white occupancy. I purchased 
in the spring lots from the Government 
in the new town sites of Mytur and 
Theodore, and if the money were in hand 
would send in at once a missionary and 
help him build church buildings. The 
settlers are under heavy expense moving 
in—seventy miles from the railroad— 
breaking in the desert land and digging 
irrigating ditches, at a cost of upwards 
of $20 an acre, and at first little local 
support is to be expected. We are first 
in this field and I should regret to see 
the Presbyterians supplant us, though 
they probably will, as their Board has 
plenty of money and men for Utah. The 
Woman’s Auxiliary is sending us Dr. 
Mary S. James, whose knowledge and 
skill as a physician will be of great value 
at ‘White Rocks.

Mining Camps 


There are in Utah no new high-grade 
mining camps, but there are a number 
of old low-grade camps. In one of them, 
Park City, we have a clergyman, but 
work in the others has been abandoned. 
- Bishop Leonard was compelled to do this, 
because he could not get the money with 
which to support good men—the only 
kind worth sending because a low-grade 
mining camp is the toughest proposition 


-on the mission house. 


on earth. I can do no better as yet, 
though from the associate mission we in- 
tend to establish in Salt Lake occasional 
services may be given. At best, such oc- 
casional services are a poor substitute 
for the steady work not only of a re- 
ligious but also of a social kind which a 
low-grade mining camp needs. Until 
the Board increases the appropriation to 
Utah, I have no hope of the Church do- 
ing her duty in the five or six mining 
camps of Utah, with their population of 
from 3,000 to 10,000. 


Work Among the Mormons 


And now I ask your careful attention 
to the distinctly Mormon work. 

We are not able to do what the Pres- 
byterians and Methodists are doing—put 
men and women into all the larger set- 
tlements of the states. If we could do 
it, for the reasons I have urged, I believe 
our results would be greater than theirs. 
The Church clearly wants me to do as 
much good as possible for as small an 
expenditure of money as possible. The 
work I propose is as follows: 

Logan and Provo are the college towns 
of Utah. In Logan, attending the 
Brigham Young Oollege and the State 
Agricultural College, are nearly 2,000: 
young men and women. At Provo there 
are enrolled in the Brigham Young Uni- 
versity 1,000 students annually. Though 
Christian work in college towns does not 
show immediate results, it is always 1m- 
portant and may be of far-reaching in- 
fluence. We are, therefore, developing 
aggressive work at these places. I spend 
in salaries at these towns $2,580 to three 
men. At Provo, in the last three years, 
$5,200 have been spent to build a brick 
church and rectory, the rectory being 
paid for by $1,800 appropriated from the 
Men’s Thank-offering for that purpose. 
In Logan we are now building a mission 
house and chapel which will cost $15,000. 
Of this sum, $3,000 is the equity in a 
transfer of real estate and nearly $10,000 
has been contributed by generous 
friends. There will be a debt of $2,000 
We hope to con- 
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secrate the church as soon as it is fin- 
ished, the last $500 having been pledged 
by the Church Building Fund Commis- 
sion. Our missionaries at Logan are the 
Rev. Paul Jones and the Rev. D. K. 
Johnston; at Provo, the Rev. George 
Townshend, who is assisted by Deaconess 
Knepper, whose support is provided by 
the Woman’s Auxiliary. My hope is 
that the influence exerted by our mis- 
sionaries will in time be felt all over 
Utah and southern Idaho, since the stu- 
dents come from influential Mormon 
families in all parts of these States. Our 
method is constructive rather than de- 
structive. We believe if Christian truth 
is clearly and persuasively stated it will 
win out against such a distorted, illogi- 
cal conception of God and man as Mor- 
monism involves. Controversy is not in- 
vited, though friendly discussion is not 
declined. 

On September 27th we began St. An- 
drew’s Associate Mission of Salt Lake. 
The Rey. Maxwell W. Rice, priest, and 
the Rey. William F. Bulkley have taken 
charge of the present missions in Salt 
Lake, which have outgrown the care of 
the dean and the rector of St. Paul’s. 
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We expect to institute new work and re- 
vive old work in the suburbs and neigh- 
boring towns and be chaplains of St. 
Mark’s Hospital. Salt Lake City offers 
a good opening for an associate mission, 
because it is growing rapidly, and within 
a radius of twenty miles there are many 
settlements in which our Church is doing 
nothing. The old Bishop’s House will 
make a good residence for the staff and 
their lay-helpers, though $3,000 are need- 
ed to put it in good repair. It will cost 
$2,000 a year to support this enterprise, 
and so far not over $600 is in sight. I 
am going forward on the principle that 
the money will come when the men are 
found. 

I have to report a gift of five city lots 
in a growing part of Salt Lake from 
Miss Margaret Murdock. 

When the appropriations are next 
made I urge that the peculiar condition 
of things in Utah, where local self-sup- 
port is as little to be expected as in a 
foreign country, requires a larger sum 
than the $4,800 you now give.

N accordance with the requirements 
of the General Canons I beg to sub- 
mit herewith my first Annual Re- 
port as Bishop of the Missionary 

District of Western Colorado. It must 
be noted that many of the facts and fig- 
ures given below are not for a full year, 
but for the period from January 1st 
(when I came into the district) to the 
ending of the fiscal year, September 1st. 


General Character of the District 


General conditions have changed great- 
ly in Western Colorado during the past 
few years, inasmuch as there has been a 
large development of agricultural indus- 
- tries throughout many parts of the dis- 
trict. This development is rapidly going 
on, and probably as much as 100,000 
acres of land have been brought within 
reach of irrigation ‘and cultivation dur- 
ing the year past. This grants us an in- 
dustry which is of permanent value. For 
many years the mines were the chief 
source of income. Mining properties, 
- however, are very uncertain, and with the 
present low price of metals a number of 
the once prosperous “mining camps” are 


running with very small forces, if at all. 
Agricultural interests, however, are full 
of hope. Experts have pointed out the 
peculiar advantages of many sections of 
western Colorado for fruit culture and 
ordinary farming, insisting that these 
advantages are unexcelled. The Govern- 
ment has undertaken several large irri- 
gation projects, and our farming coun- 
ties are rapidly increasing in population. 
The people coming in and securing land 
are a good, substantial folk, Americans, 
chiefly from the middle west and farther 
east; in such sections of the district we 
have practically no foreign element. 

The largest and most important towns 
in the district, at the present time are 
those in the agricultural counties. These 
towns are steadily increasing in size and 
importance. 


Achievements of the Year 


On the first of January there were 
eight clergymen in the district, and we 
were holding services at nineteen differ- 
ent places.» To-day we have eleven clergy 
—not including the bishop—and two lay- 
readers who are holding service every 


* Immediately after Bishop Knight’s report had been completed to this point, late in September, 
he was taken ill and died in Glenwood Springs, Colorado, November 15th, 1908.—EpiITor. 
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Sunday. We are serving forty-eight 
places regularly, with occasional services 
at many more. I have visited every 
county of the district, holding service in 
the towns ‘and centres of population, so 
far as possible. I have gone into sec- 
tions, among scattered people, where no 
missionary has gone before. We are now 
maintaining services regularly in every 
county of the district, with one excep- 
tion, and I have opened up the way in 
this one county: hence I will send the 
missionary thither so soon as I can find 
a fitting man to send.

At Palisade, at Marble, at Hotchkiss, 
and at New Castle, very substantial be- 
ginnings have been made toward secur- 
ing funds for a church. 

At Gunnison the rectory has been en- 
larged and much improved.

HE last General Convention es- 
tablished Wyoming into a sep- 
arate missionary district, de- 
limiting it to State lines. A 

bishop was duly elected but could not see 
his way to accept. Meanwhile the Pre- 
siding Bishop asked me to take charge 
until such a time as an elected bishop 
could be obtained. I was somewhat 
loath to add 100,000 square miles to my 
already extensive territory, and to my 
great weight of responsibility. 

Wyoming and Idaho are growing so 
rapidly in these latter days that a bish- 
op cannot roam over a boundless, fence- 
less territory as he could twenty years 
ago. New towns give new work. 
Nevertheless I felt it a duty call and a 
desire of our chief officer was a com- 
mand to 1a loyal soldier. Now a year 
has passed and I do not regret the deci- 
sion, though none realizes more than I 
the imperfection of the work done. I 
have tried to give the same attention to 
Wyoming that I gave to Idaho. 

For nine years I have had charge of 
the western half of Wyoming with its 

-rough and mountainous country, so I 
was quite familiar with that part of the 
work. Bishop Graves was my immediate 
predecessor in the eastern half of the 


state, and surely none could have been 
more orderly, braver and more faithful 
than he. Back of us both was a goodly 
line of able bishops—to name them in 
order Talbot, Spalding and Randall—all 
good and faithful men whose work will 
be appreciated. In doing the work of the 
past year I have travelled many thousand 
miles in Wyoming confirming 143 per- 
sons and baptizing a great many. When 
I took charge the district was unorgan- 
ized, but we have now gotten it in good 
working shape. We had a most interest- 
ing convocation the latter part of April 
and the necessary officers were all ap- 
pointed or elected, in accordance with 
the requirements of the situation. Steps 
were taken which have since been con- 
summated to have the district incorpor- 
ated. The Woman’s Auxiliary was or- 
ganized and officers appointed and appor- 
tionment made. 

Previous to my taking charge the re- 
maining lots of the old St. Matthew’s 
Hall property had been sold, so I 
ex-officio signed tthe deeds and with the 
permission of the donor used the money 
received in putting the bishop’s house, 
which was sadly out of repair, in order. 
The rest was spent in fixing up a 
spacious hall in the basement of the ca- 
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thedral for parish purposes, which not 
only adds to the comfort of the building, 
but enables us to do a more effective work 
with existing property. The dean now 
occupies the bishop’s house and the 
former deanery is rented and the rent 
money put in the Episcopal Fund. 

Under the able administration of the 
Rev. John Roberts small churches have 
been built at Hudson, Riverton, DuBois; 
through the instrumentality of the 
Rev. Sherman Ooolidge a church was 
erected at Shoshone, and the Rev. J. P. 
McCullough has completed a nice little 
building at Grand Encampment. The 
rectory at Dixon has been slightly en- 
larged and valuable property at the cost 
of $4,000 has been secured with a build- 
ing on it to be used as a rectory in 
Lander. 

I have had a young student working 
for the year at Cody in the Big Horn 
Basin. His labors have been very suc- 
cessful, but he is now compelled to go to 
the seminary tc complete his studies, so 
that the place is vacant. We have in 
Cody a nice church and a hundred feet 
of ground, all without debt. We have 
had another student who has been doing 
a good work during the summer in the 
Jackson Hole country, and steps are be- 
ing taken to build a church there soon. 

When I took charge a new church had 
just been built in Casper. On this there 
is a debt of $2,500. In Rock Springs and 
Green River we have not had a resident 
minister for a year or more, but the Rev. 
R. 8. Stringfellow has just taken charge, 
and will, I believe, do a good work. It is 
impossible to go into details in regard to 
the work of our several missionaries. I 
can only say they are fine men and have 
done excellent work, and I shall be happy 
if we can increase their number. 

For the white work, including my own 
travelling expenses, we receive from the 
Board $1,665 for the whole State of 
Wyoming. For the Indian work we get 
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from the same source, that is, the Board 
of Missions, $1,500 for the mission 
school, and $1,000 for the clergyman’s 
salary who works there. Now while I 
have no word of complaint, it can readily 
be seen that the bishop in charge has a 
very heavy care in a financial way to run 
a great state like Wyoming, with its 
scattered towns, its worldliness, its new 
and frontier conditions, on what would 
not support a small-sized parish in the 
East. Our home missions certainly need 
more attention and more liberal support. 
From the Men’s Thank-offering I re- 
ceived for Wyoming $3,000, which was 
specialized for rectories, and it will be 
used for that purpose. The Indian work 
under Messrs. Roberts and Coolidge is 
doing well. We have our mission school 
and churches as well as the opportunity 
for work in the great Government school 
nearby at Fort Washakie. The Arapaho 
and Shoshone tribes are located on this 
Wind River Reservation just east of the 
great Rocky Mountains and in the fer- 
tile valleys of the swift flowing Wind 
River and its tributaries. The Rev. 
Sherman Coolidge, as is well known, is a 
native Indian clergyman, intelligent and 
useful. 

The Rev. Mr. Roberts has worked here 
for twenty-five years, and is as true as 
steel, certainly one of the Church’s best 
missionaries. The Indians are slowly 
improving. Our labors are by no means 
in vain, but we must be patient. 

I need all the financial help I can get 
for so large a country, for it is but just 
that I should have the minimum of 
financial care.

The diocese within its present bounds was admitted by General Convention, October,

Its bishop is the Right Reverend J. D. Morrison, D.D., consecrated in the year 1897.

HERE are at present in the Dio- 
cese of Duluth forty clergymen 
(including the Bishop) actively 
engaged in work. 

Thirty-two clergymen are laboring in 
the English and Swedish work, and nine 
are engaged in the Indian field. 

In the English and Swedish work we 
have thirty priests and two deacons. Of 
these twenty-three are to a greater or 
less extent engaged in mission work, and 
receive some portion of their support 
from the Board of Missions. 

In the Indian field we have four 
priests, including the Archdeacon of In- 
dian work, and five deacons. 

During the year, since our last report, 
five churches have been built. In the In- 
dian field churches have been built at St. 
Antipas Redby; and Cass Lake, and at 
Bena. All obligations, incident to the 
construction of these churches, have been 
met, and they are free from debt. 

In the white field churches have been 
built at Beaudette and at Coleraine. 
The church at Coleraine, which cost 
nearly $4,000, has a debt of $1,100. 

At the Mission of Park Point, Duluth, 
a chapel and guild house have been se- 
cured. An obligation of about $500 re- 
mains on the investment, but arrange- 
ments have been made for its prompt 
liquidation. 


Three excellent parsonages have also 
been acquired. In the Mission of 
Grand Rapids, a parsonage has been pur- 
chased. 

A debt of $900 rests on the property, 
but the interest charge is very much less, 
than the amount which hitherto had been 
paid for house rent. 

The parish of St. John’s, Moorhead, 
has erected a parsonage on lots adjacent 
to the Church site which had been do- 
nated for the purpose by a generous 
Churchman. The house is an excellent 
building with all modern improvements. 

The parish of St. James, Fergus Falls, 
has purchased in the best residence por- 
tion of the city a home for their rector. 

It is a splendid property, and the 
vestry are to be congratulated on this 
addition to their parochial equipment. 

We have made an aggressive advance 
in our great missionary field. A priest 
has been placed in charge of our Lake of 
the Woods’ Missions. His parish is 
forty miles in length, and includes the 
stations of Warroad, ‘Williams and 
Beaudette. 

Five or six years ago the district was 
an uninhabited wilderness of forest. 

Now we have three churches in the 
district, and they are named after the 
three witnesses of the Transfiguration. 

A priest has also been placed in 
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charge of the missions of Breckenridge 
and Barnesville. A deacon has been sta- 
tioned at Bemidji to serve that place, 
and International Falls, one hundred 
miles to the north. On alternate Sun- 
days he will minister in these important 
towns, and he will also hold regular ser- 
vices in the intermediate towns of Big 
Falls, Northome, Black Duck and Ten- 
strike. 

The work will be under the priestly su-

pervision of Archdeacon Parshall. 
There are several great missionary 
areas where we should have missionaries, 
but we are hampered by lack of money. 
We hope, that as Duluth has relieved 
the Board of the support of the bishop, 
that the money thus issued may be de- 
voted to the development and extension 
of the mission work of this great field.

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REPORT OF THE ARCHDEACON OF PANAMA 
1907-08 


HE Panama Mission was trans- 
ferred by concordat from the 
Church of England to the 
American Church on the 8th 
day of March, 1906. It formed part of 
the ecclesastical jurisdiction of the Bish- 
op of British Honduras, and is described 
in the concordat as “the Canal Zone and 
other contiguous area as hereinafter 
specified.” The territory thus trans- 
ferred is later on described by the Bishop 
of British Honduras in the following lan- 
guage: “That great tract of country on 
the Isthmus of Panama commonly called 
the Panama Canal Zone, forty-seven and 
a half miles long from ocean to ocean, 
and ten miles wide, together with the 
cities of Panama and Colon, and all that 
part of Columbia between the Canal 
Zone and the Magdelena river on the 
south” has been legally transferred from 
the jurisdiction of the Church of Eng- 
land to that of the Episcopal Church of 
America. Included in the above are five 
islands in the Pacific Ocean opposite the 
entrance to the Canal. 


The West Indian Missions 


In making this report it may be well 
to state, at the beginning, what missions 
the Church of England had already es- 
tablished. These were: Christ Church, 
Colon; St. Paul’s Church, Panama City; 
St. John’s Church, Mount Hope; St. 
Peter’s Mission, San Pablo; St. An- 
drew’s Church, Gorgona; Church of the 
Ascension, Bas Obispo; St. Philip’s Mis- 
sion, Las Cascadas; St. Mark’s Church, 
Culebra; St. Peter’s Mission, Paraiso; 
all the above were for West Indian 
people. 


Missions Among the White People 
Since the last of November the follow- 
ing missions have been organized for the 
white people: The Hospital Church of 
St. Luke the Beloved Physician, Ancon; 
Trinity Mission, Culebra; St. Mary’s 
Mission, Empire; Grace Mission, Cristo- 


bal; and missions unnamed at Gatun and 
Gorgona.

Bishop Osborne’s Visitation 

In January and March last we were 
favored with visitations by Bishop Os- 
borne, who confirmed 187 persons and or- 
dained to Deacon’s Orders Mr. John T. 
Muleare, who remains in charge of St. 
Mark’s Church, Culebra, where he has 
built up a large and strong congregation. 


Bishop Knight’s Visitation 

After the lamented death of Bishop 
Satterlee, Bishop Knight of Cuba, was 
made the commissary of the Presiding 
Bishop for Panama. Bishop Knight 
made his first visit on May 28th and re- 
mained with us four days. During that 
time he confirmed 92 persons, making the 
total number confirmed 279. There are 
two candidates for Holy Orders, Mr. J. 
C. Taylor and Mr. L. T. A. Williams. 


Work Among the West Indians 

The work of the Church in this mis- 
sion divides itself into two parts: that 
among the West Indians, which was es- 
tablished on this Isthmus by the Church 
of England some twenty-five years ago. 
These people, faithful and loyal to the 
Church, number about 82,000, and it is 
estimated that 30,000 owe allegiance to 
the Church. Not understanding the 
meaning of the transfer by concordat of 
the Church of England’s interest on the 
Isthmus to the American Church, there 
has been some confusion in their minds 
as to just what their position is. All of 
them, being British subjects, they feared 
that they had lost their allegiance to the 
British Crown and their ecclesiastical 
transfer meant loss of membership to the 
Anglican Communion. This misunder- 
standing I am glad to state is gradually 
passing away, and that these faithful

members of the Church realize that in 
the American Church they find their 
home and place. A little of this mis- 
understanding still remains, but I am 
confident, will ere long disappear. There 
is but one ordained man among these 
eleven West Indian congregations, the 
Rev. Mr. Mulcare at Culebra, but his 
whole time and work is required in that 
mission. Ministering in the other West 
Indian missions are resident catechists, 
who number about sixteen. 


The Mission Staff 


The clergy in this mission number 
five: The Archdeacon, who also acts as 
Chaplain of the large Government Hos- 
pital at Ancon; the Rev. Edward J. 
Cooper, in charge of Christ Church, 
Colon, and Chaplain of the Government 
Hospital at Colon; the Rev. G. O. Eskins, 
in charge of St. Paul’s Church, 
Panama; the Rev. John F. Calm, acting 
temporarily as missionary on the Canal 
Zone; the Rev. J. T. Mulcare, the West 
Indian deacon. 


Missions Among the American People 


Two more priests are greatly needed to 
maintain regular services in the missions 
among our American people. Much de- 
pends upon the regularity of those ser- 
vices, because irregularity and uncer- 
tainty contribute more than anything 
else here, in the people ceasing to attend 
divine service. Since my coming here I 
find many Church families, many com- 
municants, and many young men living 
in bachelor’s quarters, some of them 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew men, and 
they lose their hold and touch with the 
Church because of the absence of the 
Pastoral relation. The future success of 
the Church as the dominating religious 
influence in this section of Central and 
South America, all depends on the 
Church putting in the field, clergy of 
ability and high priestly ideals. If this 
is not done in the near future the 
Church’s opportunity will be lost, and 
she will remain one of the weak sects. 

Then, too, there is a great need for a 
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Church school of a high educational 
order. Situated as we are at the meeting 
points between two continents, and 
when the Canal is finished and open to 
the commerce of the world, and Panama 
becomes the meeting place of all nations, 
such a school will be of inestimable ad- 
vantage to the Church’s work. Even 
now, there is a great need for such 3@ 
school where our American people, al- 
ready here, might find a place of -higher 
education for their children under the 
Church’s auspices. If such a school 
were established, many of the best 
Panamanian families, and of Central and 
South America would be glad to avail 
themselves of its privilege for the educa- 
tion of their children. Another great 
need for the proper development of our 
work, is that the Archdeacon and Vicar- 
General might be free to do his legiti- 
mate work, and not be tied down to 
Chaplain’s work and the charge of St. 
Luke’s Congregation at Ancon. If a 
fund of say $25,000 might be raised, with 
this the Archdeacon might build a house 
and thus be relieved of the necessity of 
acting as Chaplain of Ancon, which is 
necessary, owing to the fact that in this 
way only he can obtain a house for his 
family to live in. Such a house would 
cost here $8,500, a site being given by 
the Isthmian Canal Commission; with 
the balance Chapels, greatly needed, can 
be erected at Paraiso, San Pablo, Gatun, 
Tabernilla, and a debt of $5,000 resting 
upon the parish hall of Christ Church, 
Colon might be liquidated. At the pres- 
ent time we are paying 8% interest on 
this debt.

herself the missionary society and entered upon her world-wide conquest 

for Christ and His Church. In great weakness of body but strong in 
faith, she launched forth from her moorings and sailed boldly out into the seas 
of heathen lands, and there planted the seeds that to-day are yielding an abundant 
harvest. 

In 1835-1836 the great continent of Africa and of China, with their millions 
upon millions of people having no knowledge of the true God and of His Son 
Jesus Christ, claimed the attention of the Church. At the beginning of 1835 this 
Church had not a single mission in any heathen land, except the school at Athens 
under the Rev. Dr. J. H. Hill. At the close of 1836 she had entered upon 
work on the west coast of Africa, with one white missionary, the Rev. 
Thomas 8. Savage, M.D., aided by a Negro colonist; had started work among 
the Chinese in Batavia, on the Island of Java, awaiting the opportunity 
to enter China, with the Rev. Francis R. Hanson and the Rev. Henry Lockwood 
as her pioneers. In the short space of ten years the mission in Africa had twelve 
white missionaries and seven native teachers in the field working at five different 
stations and at a few out-stations, while in China the doors had swung open, ad- 
mitting the foreigner within certain treaty ports, and Bishop W. J. Boone and 
seven other helpers, clerical and lay, effectually laying the foundations for future 
growth and development. 

To-day Africa has her own Negro bishop, with a staff of twenty-five native 
priests and deacons and 107 other helpers working at sixty-one different mission 
stations and ministering to over 2,400 communicants. 

In China two great missionary districts have developed out of the one, each 
having its own bishop and a combined staff of twenty-five clerical and seventy- 
seven lay-workers, together with twenty-eight Chinese priests and deacons and lay 
force of 274 workers at eighty-nine different stations and ministering to nearly 
2,000 communicants. 

And in addition, the Church finds herself in Japan in two separate fields, 
each with its own bishop, having a combined force of twenty-two clerical and 
forty-seven other helpers aided by thirty-three Japanese priests and deacons and 
178 other workers ministering to over 2,700 communicants at eighty-one different 
stations. 

Still further has the Church reached out, so that her fostering care includes 
to-day the great Republics of Brazil and of Cuba and of Mexico, with their teem- 
ing populations and their great need of the Gospel of Jesus Christ in its purity. 


A LMOST three-quarters of a century has passed since the Church declared 
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The demands of the work to-day are not larger opportunities, but larger gifts 
for the maintenance of the work and for more laborers in the vineyard. 

Never before in all the history of Christian missions has thé work been so full 
of promise as it is to-day. The doors of opportunity are opening wide throughout 
the whole heathen world and inviting with earnest pleadings the missionary and 
his message of salvation. 

Men! Men! Men!—this is the cry of our missionary leaders in the field. 
Send us men to carry on the work and to seize hold upon the great opportunities 
that are now opening for the extension of the Kingdom of God upon the earth. 

Who, then, will come up to the help of the Lord, to the help of the Lord 
against the mighty? 


Financial Statement 


For Foreign Missions the total amount appropriated for the fiscal year 


1907-1908 was $536,568.95. 
The total sum applied upon the work of the Church in foreign lands was 


- $728,202.01 during the year, but of this sum $69,230.28 came from the Men’s 


Thank-offering to make up the deficiency for Foreign Missions to September 1st, 
1907, and $146,661.53 was received as “specials” to be paid over and above ap- 
propriation or else to be invested permanently. 

The contributions for Foreign Missions which the Board could use toward 
meeting its appropriations, together with the portion of the offerings for General 
Missions assigned by it to this department of the Church’s work, amounted to 
$457,729.50, and the legacies applied to the foreign work, either by the terms 
of the wills or by the action of the Board, aggregated $54,580.70; so making the 
total amount applied to paying the foreign appropriations for the fiscal year 
$512,310.20. 

The equitable share of the foreign department of the cost of making the work 
known to the Church by occasional publications concerning one mission or an- 
other or some particular work in the field, and one-half of the expenses for extra 
pages in THE Sprrir or Missions, and for sending the copies of THE SPIRIT OF 
Missions without charge to the clergy, has been $19,714.61; for the cost of 
conducting the work, including one-half of the general expenses of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary, $32,920.36, and for the Department Secretaries, $4,978.02. 

The total cost of administering the affairs of the Society (both Domestic and 
Foreign) and of making the work known to the Church was a little less than four 
and four-tenths per cent. of the gross receipts of the Society. This is much lower 
than usual because during the year we have received, and to a large extent paid 
out, the Men’s Missionary Thank-offering and the Woman’s Auxiliary United 
Offering, amounting to over $1,000,000, and although this required a very large 
amount of additional work, practically no additional expense was incurred. Last 
year the percentage of central expenses was eight and one-half per cent., which is 
more nearly the usual rate.

The measure of their 
ability to increase the number of workers in the field is the revenue placed at their 
disposal for that purpose.

None of the property in Africa is held in fee by or for the Society, the laws of 
Liberia preventing. Trinity Church, Monrovia; St. Mark’s, Harper; St. Andrew’s and 
St. John’s, Bassa, and two or three other churches on or near the St. Paul River are 
‘held by their respective vestries. The remainder of the buildings stand upon land 
the use of which is granted by the Government so long as it shall be occupied for mis- 
sion purposes, 
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The Missionary District of Cape Palmas 
and Parts Aidjacent, over which the Right 
Rev. Dr. Ferguson has presided for the 
past twenty-three years, is situated on the 
west coast of Africa, and includes the 
whole Republic of Liberia. It has a coast 
line of about 350 miles, with an average 
breadth ‘of 100 miles, covering an area of 
25,000 square miles. The population is es- 
timated at 1,000,000, of whom 60,000 speak 
the English language. The natives in- 
clude the seafaring Kroos between the 
Sinoe River and Cape Palmas; the 
Bassas, the Barlins, south of the St. Paul 
River; the Mandingan Veis, agricultur- 
ists; the fierce Golas, dwelling along the 
western affluents of the St. Paul; the war- 
like Pussis and Bussis, and, in the up- 
lands of ithe interior, tthe powerful Man- 
dingans. 

The Lilberians, the citizens of the Re- 
public, are senerally educated Negroes, in 
a large measure descendants of the first 
settlers who immigrated there from 
America in the colonization movement in 
the early part of the last century. As a 
class, they are peaceable, industrious and 
religious. 

It was ‘in the year 1836 that our mission 
in Liberia was established, and from that 
day to ithis the work has been carried on 
uninterruptedly, steadily pushing ahead 
amid scenes of discouragement and hard- 
ship, until it was able to dispense with 
the white missionary, with one single ex- 
ception, anid to carry on its work with a 
fully organized ‘Colored ministry. In this 
the African mission stands unique, and 
justifies the sacrifices that have been 
made, the money expended, the trials en- 
dured, the battles fought and ‘the precious 
lives laid down. Though not able to relin- 
quish its material support received from 
the Board, the movement toward self- 
support is strengthening and growing 
Stronger year by year, while its own mis- 
sionary work ‘among the heathen iis deep- 
ening and ‘broadening. 

For ‘the purposes of Church administra- 
tion the ‘district is divided up into four 
general divisions, called ithe 'Cape Palmas 
District, the Bassa District, the Sinoe 
District, and Montserrado District. With- 
in these several districts are a number of 
sub-districts under tthe supervision of a 
general superintendent appointed by the 
bishop. 


Cape Palmas District 


The Cape Palmas District embraces the 
County of Maryland, and includes the fol- 
lowing sub-districts: Harper, Hoffman, 
Rockitown, Sodoke, Graway and Cavalla. 
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Harper Subd-district includes St. Mark’s 
Parish at Harper; Epiphany Hall (Hoff- 
man Institute and High School) at Cut- 
tington); and the Orphan Asylum and 
Girls’ School at Mount Vaughan. Under 
ithe supervision of its swperintendent, the 
Rev. G. W. Gibson, the work of the dis- 
trict has been kept up to its high stand- 
ard of former years. 

During the past year he thas had assist- 
ing him in the district the Rev. T. M. 
Gardiner, and Messrs. H. E. Verdier, J. W. 
Pearson and J. J. Neal, and twelve other 
assistanits. Services held on Sundays, 
129; on other days, 149; baptisms, 
twelve; confirmations, twenty-one; com- 
municants, 439; in the two day-schools, 
eighty-four pupils, in the two boarding 
schools, ninety-nine. 

Hoffman Sub-district. This district in- 
eludes St. James’s Church at Hoffman, 
and the outlying stations at Bigtown, 
Puduke, Heseke, Wuduke and New Town. 

The Rev. S. D. Ferguson, Jr., is super- 
intendent of the district, who has been 
assisted by the Rev. N. Y. Valentine, dea- 
con, and four lay-assistants. During the 
year 500 services have been held on Sun- 
days with an average attendance of from 
twenty to 100; on other days 350 services. 
There have ‘been twenty-nine baptisms; 
fourteen confirmations; and 322 commun- 
icants. In the four day-schools there 
have been 146 pupils attending, and in 
the boarding-school, twenty-seven pupils. 

The church buildings at the station 
are a house for the boarding-school, St. 
James’s Church, a chapel at Bigtown and 
at Puduke, and a parish school-house in 
the ‘course of erection. 

The district has sustained a great loss 
in the recent death of the Rev. N. Yuko 
Valentine, son of the late M. P. Keda Val- 
entine, who was killed during an attack 
upon the station at Cavalla by the hostile 
natives. The former Mr. Valentine was 
ordained to the diaconate May 12th, 1906, 
in St. James’s Church, Hoffman Station, 
and appointed to assist ‘the Rev. S. D. 
Ferguson, Jr., in the Hoffman sub-district. 

At Epiphany Hall, Cuttington, the reg- 
ular services of the Church have been 
maintained throughout the year by the 
principal, the Rey. J. F. Dunbar, Sundays, 
156, and on other days, not including 
daily prayers, 116. In the day-school he 
reports twelve pupils, and in tthe board- 
ing-school, 101, among whom are sixty- 
six communicants. 

Graway Sub-district. This district in- 
cludes the Wolf Memorial Chapel at Half 
Graway and the missions at Padake, 
Yaake, Yobloke, Kpodoke and Big Town. 
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The superintendent is the Rev. B. Kedako 
Speare, who received the assistance of 
three catechists and one teacher. During 
the year 100 services have been held on 
Sundays and 293 on other days. There 
have been twenty-two baptisms, and four- 
teen ‘confirmations, and 107 .communi- 
ecants. In the two day-schools forty boys 
have been ‘in attendance and in the board- 
ing-school, twenity-eight boys. 

Sodoke Swb-district. This district em- 
braces the stations at Thurston, Bolobo, 
Tubake, Nmanolu, Nyenewodoke, and re- 
ceive the superintending care of tthe Rev. 
J. F. Dunbar, assisted by the Rev. M. P. 
K. Killen and a number of lay assistants, 
who act as catechists and teachers. 

The number of Sunday services held 
during the year have varied from four- 
teen to forty-six and on other days from 
twenty ito 104, not including daily 
prayers. There have been sixteen bap- 
tisms and six confirmations, and forty- 
nine communicants. 

In the day-school fourteen children 
have attended and in the boarding-school 
thirty-six boys have been cared for. 

Cavalla Sub-district. This district em- 
braces the Church of the Epiphany, 
Cavalla, and the out-stations at Woteke, 
Gyidetabo, Drury, Blagyeke, Yobloke, 
Nyake and Bohlen. The superintendent 
is the Rev. J. F. Dunbar, assisted by the 
Rev. H. T. Messenger and a number of 
eatechists and lay-readers and teachers. 
Throughout the year from twenty-five to 
ninety-eight services have been main- 
tained on Sundays and from ten to fifty- 
one on other days, while daily morning 
end evening prayers have ‘been said. 
Within ‘the district have been twenty-six 
baptisms, and sixteen confirmations and 
239 communicants. In ‘the two day- 
schools thirty-one pupils have been on the 
list and fifty in the boarding-school. 

Rocktown Swb-district. This district 
includes St. Paul’s Church, Rocktown, 
and the out-stations at Fishtown, Mid- 
dletown and Gbodolu. The superintend- 
ent is ‘the Rev. W. C. Cummings, assisted 
by the Rev. J. G. Coleman and a number 
of lay-workers. He reports thirty-two 
baptisms and eighteen confirmations and 
365 communicants for the year; and in 
the four day-schools, 127 pupils, and in 
the two boarding-schools twenty-four 
boys. 

Sinoe District 


At Greenville, Sinoe, the Rev. C. M. W. 
Cooper, with the assistance of the Rev. 
Z. B. S. Roberts and the Rev. R. P. 
Greene, is responsible for the work at 
that station. The congregation attending 
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St. Paul’s numbers about 180, of whom 
fifty-seven are communicants. During 
the year there were no confirmations, but 
there were ten baptisms. There are some 
ninety-nine children attending the Sun- 
day-school, and fifty-two the day-school. 
The health of Mr. Cooper has been some- 
woat impaired, and in consequence he 
was compelled to rest for five months. 
His report, therefore, covers a period of 
six months. 


Bassa District — 


The Bassa District embraces St. An- 
drew’s Parish, Upper Buchanan; St. 
John’s Parish, Lower Buchanan; St. 


Luke’s Parish, Edina, and the mission at 
Tobacconnee. 

The Rev. R. C. Cooper is.the superin- 
tendent of the district, having charge of 
St. Andrew’s Church, Upper Buchanan; 
the Rey. James S. Smith officiates at St. 
John’s Church, Lower Buchanan, and also 
at St. Larke’s at Edina. 

The work at Buchanan Station under 
the energetic labors of the rector, the 
Rev. R. C. Cooper, has been enjoying a 
large share of success. A recent visit 
from the President of the Republic when 
he addressed the natives, and urged upon 
them the necessity of schools and 
churches for the worship of the true God, 
resulted in great 'good. The local convoca- 
tion of the sulb-district has decided to 
support a teacher among these people, 
and the parishioners of St. Andrew’s Par- 
ish have a large share in that missionary 
undertaking. Mr. J. W. Worrell, lay-read- 
er, and Mr. D. T. Harris, catechist, have 
largely added ito the success which this 
parish has achieved. 

The parish day-school, under Mr. L. N. 
Scott, shows progress. Many of the 
pupils are realizing the great advantages 
they enjoy and are improving ‘them. 
There have been 212 public church ser- 
vices ‘held ‘during the year with an aver- 
age ‘attendance of seventy-five natives, 
and 150 Liberians. There have been six 
baptisms and four confirmations. The 
communicants number sixty-two. 

The Rev. Mr. Smith reports that St. 
John’s, Lower Buchanan, has been busily 
engaged during the year in getting ma- 
terials together and in erecting a more 
commodious church edifice. The old 
building was removed and ‘taken to an- 
other site about 200 yards away. The 
new building, which is nearing comple- 
tion, is thirty-three feet wide by fifty- 
three feet long, with a chancel twelve by 
twenty feet. When finished ‘it will be one 
of the best and largest churches in that 
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county, and tthe cost has been defrayed 
by the people themselves. 

The Woman’s Auxiliary connected with 
this parish has been very active in rais- 
ing the money necessary for the work, as 
well as the Sunday-school. 

In addition to all these extra demands 
St. John’s has also given over $30 for 
general missions. Mr. Smith preaches 
also at St. Luke’s, Edina, a distance of 
three miles by land and one mile by 
water. The work there is showing more 
encouragement. 

The Rev. J. R. Davis has continued ‘the 
services at Tobacconnee throughout the 
year, preaching every Sunday to about 
100 natives gathered together in his 
chapel; of these forty-nine are communi- 
eants of the Church. In connection with 
the station Mr. Davis conducts a day and 
boarding-school with fifteen pupils in the 
former, and thirty in the latter. 

He has recently built a schoolhouse 
and is now very anxious to build a 
suitable house in which ‘to conduct the 
services of the Church. 

Seven years ago Mr. Davis took up the 
work at this station, and many of the 
boys who first ‘attended his school are 
now communicants of the Church. They 
came directly from ‘heathenism. 

The Girls’ School at Clay, Ashland, un- 
der the general supervision of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth M. Moort, has had a prosperous year 
with the thirty-nine girls enrolled on the 
list, and quite a number tturned away for 
want of accommodation. 

The fact that all the pupils have been 
baptized, of whom seventeen are commun- 
icants reveals the character of the insti- 
tution, and declares iin no uncertain 
way the influence such a schcol must 
have upon the coming generation. 

Every effort is being exerted in tthe 
school to advance the pupils not only in 
the aittainment of a high moral charac- 
ter, but also in those ‘things that have to 
do with material health and welfare of 
each pupil. Attention ‘is given to the per- 
sonal appearance of each girl, in dress, 
manner and deportment, as well as to 
their studies in which many have ex- 
celled, and given bright hopes for the 
future. In their new quarters, The Julia 
C. Emery Hall, into which the children 
have recently moved, still greater results 
are looked for. Such an institution as 
this stands for the elevation of the wom- 
en of Liberia, influencing the home and 
social life of the nation. 

Mrs. Moort acknowledges the receipt 
of many useful articles of clothing for the 
children of the school. The following 
have contributed: The Colored Sunday- 
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school of Holy Trinity Church, and Mis- 
sion Study Class of St. Stephen’s Church, 
Philadelphia, and Mission Juniors of the 
Church of the Heavenly Rest, New York. 


Montserrado District 


The Montserrado District includes the 
stations at Monrovia, St. Augustine, 
Caldwell, Clay-Ashland, De Coursey and 
Cape Mount. At Monrovia is located 
Trinity Memorial Church, which for 
some time past has been tin the charge 
of the Rev. H. B. Cassell, under whose 
leadership the parish had made some 
considerable progress. During the past 
year there has been an increase in the 
number of baptisms and confirmations, 
and the church edifice, which for several 
years has been in course of erection, is 
now reaching the finishing point so far as 
the exterior is concerned. The sum of 
$12,000 has already been spent upon the 
building, the money being raised by the 
members of ‘the parish, and other friends 
both at home and abroad. Much more is 
yet to be done, and the rector appeals for 
further funds to complete the building 
anid equipment. 

The chapel at Kroo ‘is now too small to 
accommodate the number of people that 
crowd into it on a Sunday morning. The 
present building will hold about 250 peo- 
ple, and a chapel itwice ‘the size is needed. 
There is need also at this station of a 
competent teacher to take charge of the 
day-school which is growing in impor- 
tance every year. The Rev. A. Foster 
March has been of great service to the 
superintendent of the station, the Rev. 
Mr. Cassell, who has done considerable 
work (both in Trinity Memorial and at 
the Kroo chapel. 

St. Augustine’s Station continues to 
receive the ministrations of the Rev. M. 
W. Goda Muhlenberg, who has main- 
tained tthe services of the Church at his 
station throughout the year, seventy- 
three on Sundays, and 101 on other days, 
with an average attendance of thirteen 
natives and twelve Liberians. As a re- 
sult of his labors four infants have been 
baptized and four persons confirmed. 
The Sunday-school shows an attendance 
of thirty-six children, and the day-school, 


seven, while the boarding-school has 
twenty-six. 
Caldwell. The Rev. John Frith con- 


tinues ‘in charge of St. Peter’s Church, 
where regular Church services have been 
maintained throughout the year with an 
average attendance of twenty people. No 
baptisms are recorded, but four Liber- 
ians were presented for confirmation. 
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There are eighteen native communicants 
and two Liberians, and twenty-two chil- 
dren attending the day-school. The con- 
tributions for the year amount to $71. 

'The church building is used during 
the week for school purposes, and must 
be so used until a suitable building can 
be provided. 

At ‘Clay-Ashland Station is located 
Grace Church in charge of the Rev. Ed- 
ward Wade McKrae, where sixty-five ser- 
vices have been held on Sundays and 110 
on other days with an average attend- 
ance of thirty natives and twenty-five Li- 
berians. . : 

There are three schools maintained in 
connection with the station: The Sunday- 
school, with an attendance of sixty-six 
children; ‘the day-school, with an attend- 
ance of twelve, and the boarding-school, 
with an attendance of thirteen boys and 
thirty-eight girls. A rented house is 
used by the girls. During the year there 
have been seven baptisms and five con- 
firmations. The communicants at the 
station number fifty-three. 


Educational Work 


The educational work of the district is 
being carried on ‘in thirty day-schools, 
twenty-six )oarding-schools and forty-two 
Sunday-schools. In the day-schools 1,186 
pupils have been under instruction, and 
in the boarding 565, while in the Sunday- 
schools 2,367 children have been taught 
in the things pertaining to the Kingdom 
of God. 

Within the district and under the gen- 
eral supervision of the bishop, aided by a 
corps of teachers, there are special insti- 
tutions of a higher grade, designed to 
train these young people in some trade 
or ‘profession whereby they can support 
themselves and make of them noble and 
serviceable citizens. 

Chief among these institutions are 
Epiphany Hall at Cuttington; the Orphan 
Asylum and Girls’ School at Mount 
Vaughan; St. John’s School at Cape 
Mount; the Bethany School for girls at 
the same place and the Girls’ School at 
Clay-Ashland. 

The most important school is Epiphany 
Hall at Cuttington, which prepares young 
men for the sacred ministry and also 
gives opportunity to learn the trades. 

The theological department iis con- 
ducted, under the supervision of the bish- 
op, by the Rev. Joseph F. Dunbar, prin- 
cipal, assisted by the Rev. Messrs. T. M. 
Gardiner and F. A. K. Russell. Almost 
all the clergy of the African Mission are 
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graduates of this school. There are nine 
candidates for Holy Orders. 

The agricultural department tis proving 
a great benefit to the students, and the 
results already accomplished more than 
justify the establishment of this school. 

The institution has over 100 pupils, 
more than the funds have been appro- 
priated for by twenty-five. 

St. John’s School at Cape Mount con- 
tinues to advance under the efficient la- 
bors of the Rev. Mr. Matthews, priest-in- 
charge. Over eighty boys are connected 
with the school. During the absence of 
Mr. Matthews, on furlough, his place will 
be filled by Mr. Robert S. Terry, who will 
be assisted by Mr. James Dwalu. 

Miss Ridgely reports seventy-seven 
girls on the roll in her day-school. She 
has accomplished a good work since her 
coming to Africa. The bishop says of 
her: “A more self-sacrificing and devoted 
missionary has never come to this field, 
and may God permit her to return to con- 
tinue the good work for which she jis so 
eminently fitted.” Miss Ridgely returns 
to America, on furlough while Miss M. A. 
Protheroe has been appointed by the 
Board to take her place. 

The Girls’ School at Clay-Ashland is 
making ‘headway, and when the new 
building is completed iit will prove a cen- 
tre of influence for good in that locality. 
There are nearly forty girls now under 
instruction, all of whom have been bap- 
tized, and seventeen are communicants. 

‘Orphan Asylum and Girls’ School. For 
the past twenty years Mr. J. J. Neal has 
had charge of the Orphan Asylum and 
Girls’ School at Cape Palmas, and ithe 
present efficiency of the school is largely 
due to his faithful and untiring efforts 
in its behalf. He has spent but two 
months outside the walls of the institu- 
tion during all ‘those twenty years. 

Tnere are in the school to-day six 
Americo-Liberian boarding beneficiaries, 
eighty-three of aboriginal parentage and 
fourteen day-pupils, making a total of 
1u3 pupils, ranging from four to eighteen 
years of age. With these the work has 
gone on steadily and systematically, not- 
withstanding the many changes made in 
the staff of workers during ithe year. 

Because of ill-health, Miss S. A. Wood- 
ruff was compelled to surrender her work 
in the sch@ol, and, on August 9th, 1907, 
left for home in America. The same day 
another faithful member of the staff, ow- 
ing to infirmities of age, passed to her 
reward on ‘high. 

The position held by Miss Woodruff 
has been filled by the appointment of 
Miss Catherine Ladoo, who came from 
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Lagos July 18th, 1907. Miss Nettie 
Mayers, of British Guiana, has suc- 
eeeded Mrs. S. J. Dennis. The other 


teachers are the Rev. F. A. Russell, Mrs. 
M. H. Johnson, C. V. Neal, S. J. McCalla, 
Miss Maria Merriam, Miss Christiana 
Brewer. 

The studies are the ordinary English 
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course of various grades, including do- 
mestic duties. The school made a good 
showing at the public examination held 
June 18th last, at which the bishop was 
present and expressed his satisfaction. 

Miss Woodruff, having recovered her 
health, returned to the field in October 
of this year.

The Missionary District of Shanghai 
takes in the Province of Kiangsu, a terri- 
tory covering an area of 44,500 square 
miles and containing a population of 14,- 
000,000 people. In this great territory tthe 
Church has but forty-four places where 
services are being held and only twenty- 
five clergymen to carry on the work, not 
including the bishop. There are great op- 
portunities opening on all sides, but the 
bishop is unable to take advantage of 
them because ‘he has not the men or the 
means. With double the force at hand 
and a large reserve of ttrained workers 
to take the place of those who leave on 
furlough or for any ‘other cause, the 
Church might be planted tin every centre 
of influence within the district. The 
greatest need of the mission ito-day is an 
‘imerease in the number of workers and 
funds for necessary buildings. 

The personnel of the staff has changed 
but little during the year. The only ap- 
pointments were ‘the Rev. Robert HE. 
Browning, Dr. Ellen C. Fullerton, Miss 
Lucy J. Graves and Miss Anne R. Tor- 
rence. Deaconess M. T. Henderson re- 
signed from the mission June 380th, 1907, 
to take up independent work, but rejoined 
the mission afterwards, and is now work- 
ing at Wusih. Archdeacon Thomson and 
Mr. M. P. Walker left on furlough, while 
Messrs. Harding, Throop, Major, and Dr. 
Lincoln and Dr. Ellen C. Fullerton ar- 
rived in the field and entered upon work. 

Messrs. F. K. Woo, T. M. Tong and D. 
S. Sung were admitted to the diaconate 
during the year by Bishop Graves.

One of the most important events of 
the year was the settlement of the long- 
continued differences over the question 
of episcopal jurisdiction in China by the 
bishops of the Anglican Communion as- 
sembled at Lambeth Palace in July last. 
A full report of the action taken will be 
found in Tur Sprrir or Missions for Sep- 
tember, 1908, to which the reader is re- 
ferred. 

A movement of considerable interest 
and importance was inaugurated this last 
year in regard to the establishment of 
the Church in the northern part of the 
Kiangsu province, a part of the Mission: 
ary District of Shanghai,and where dwell 
nearly 8,000,000 people, and where Bish- 
op Graves, up to ‘this time, has been un- 
able to do any work whatsoever. The 
great need of this work and the splendid 
opportunities which it opens for aggres- 
sive missionary enterprise have compelled 
the bishop to act, though ‘he ventured 
upon ‘the undertaking without suitable 
provision in the way of men and money. 

After the Chinese New Year tthe Rey. 
Messrs. B. L. Ancell and T. L. Sinclair, at 
the request of the bishop, proceeded to 
tue new mission ground, visiting several 
important centres—Chinkiang, Kaoyu and 
Yangchow—and studied the: situation of 
these centres and ttheir special oppor- 
tunities. After careful consideration, it 
was deemed best to make Yangchow as 
the centre, as ‘it offered the greatest ad- 
vantages, being easily accessible and cen- 
trally located, and possessing conditions 
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that would make evangelistic work and 
school work particularly good. 

iThere is need now of suitable buildings 
in which to begin the work. Land should 
be purchased, a church, school-house and 
houses for the missionaries should be 
erected. The sum needed would be at 
least $30,000, and $10,000 more for spe- 
cial opportunities in the district around. 


Evangelistic Work 


There are twelve different centres with- 
in the missionary district from which 
radiate the work in the outlying mis- 
sions. 

Ait these centres the priest-in-charge 
usually resides, and, in addition to car- 
ing for the work at that particular point, 
he also oversees the work being carried 
on at the various missions connected 
with that centre. 

In the city of Shanghai, Archdeacon 
Thomson, with the Rev. Messrs. P. N. 
Tsu and H. K. Waung, sustain the work 
in the Church of the Saviour and also at 
St. Luke’s Hospital. 

The Rey. C. F. MacRae, with the Rev. 
T. M. Tong, care for the work at Grace 
Church. 

The Rey. J. W. Nichols, with the Rev. 
Messrs. K. C. Li and S. S. Dan, have un- 
der their care St. Peter’s, Sinza, St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital and Mission at Woo- 
sung. 

The Rey. C. F. MacRae, with the Rev. 
N. T. Ng, are in charge of the work at 
Tsingpoo, with the outlying stations at 
Bak-nguah-kaung, Hyih-mo-kyau, Tsu-ka- 
kauh, Yang-siang-kyung and Dz-m. 

The Rev. H. N. Woo continues in 
charge of Kiangwan, San-ting-ko and two 
sub-stations. 

‘The bishop, with the Rev. F. L. H. 
Pott, p.p., and ‘tthe Rev. T. H. Tai, look 
after ‘the work at Jessfield—St. John’s 
University, the Pro-Cathedral, St. Mary’s 
Hall, the Orphanage, Gate School, Train- 
ing-school—and Pok-sing-kyung. 

'The Rev. C. Y. Tong officiates at Sung- 
kiang compound and preaching hall. 

The Rev. C. F. MacRae, with the Rev. 
Messrs. S. Z. Sung and C. L. Ku, are car- 
ing for ithe ‘work. at 
and Tatsong. 

The Rey. R. C. Wilson gives his time 
to Zangzok and five outlying missions. 

The Rev. G. F. Mosher, with the Rev. 
Messrs. Y. Y. Tsu and T. M. Chang, are 
still engaged sustaining the growing 
work at Wusih and the missions at Si- 
tsang, Yien-jau and Myok-ji. 

At Soochow considerable progress has 
been made during the year. A new school 
building has been erected, also a clergy 
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house, and two pieces of land secured, 
which were deemed necessary to round 
off the compound. When Mr. Ancell went 
to Yangchow to open wp new work there, 
the Rev. Mr. Standring was placed in 
charge of the work at Soochow, with the 
Rev. Mr. Wilson and the Rev. Mr. Woo 
assisting, with Deaconess Paine. Both 
the school for boys and that for girls are 
prospering. With the opening of the new 
session last February there were in the 
Boys’ School eighty boarders and fifty 
day-pupils. During the year five ‘have 
been admitted catechumens, seven have 
been baptized and five confirmed. 

In the Girls’ School there are twenty- 
five pupils attending. 

The Soochow Station has an out-sta- 
tion at San Duang, under the charge of 
the Rey. Mr. Wilson. During the year 
115 services have been held there on Sun- 
days, and 250 on other days. 

For the station, Mr. Standring reports 
12 baptisms, 11 confirmations and 39 
communicants. 

The Rev. B. S. Ancell, with the Rev. 
Messrs. T. H. Fu and T. S. Sinclair, are 
engaged with the new promising work at 
Yangchow, as already referred to. 

The work was commenced about five 
months ago. A house has been secured 
and opened for preaching, both mornings 
and afternoons, with always a congrega- 
tion—larger at first and smaller after the 
novelty passed away. 

In August a boys’ school was opened. 
Only six pupils ‘have thus far ‘been se- 
cured. It is believed that as soon as the 
work becomes better known and under- 
stood, the prejudice that now hinders it 
will ibe overcome and better results 
reached. 

Heretofore the work of the district has 
been confined to the southern portion of 
the Kiangsu province; this new work 
now started at Yangchow, in the northern 
half of the province, among the Man- 
darin-speaking people, is regarded by the 
bishop as one of the most important 
movements for ithe future of the Church 
than has been undertaken for many 
years. 

Educational Work 

The educational work of the district is 
being carried on in St. John’s University. 
St. Mary’s Hall, 'the Orphanage and the 
Church Training-school at Jessfield, and 
in the other schools connected with the 
outlying sitations. 

St. John’s University. This is the 
chief institution of learning connected 
with the mission, and is one of the most 
prominent seats of learning in the Em- 
pire of China. Its graduates to-day are 
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filling posts of great honor and responsi- 
bility in the Government, while others 
in less prominent walks of life are claim- 
ing the attention of their fellow-citizens 
for ‘their sterling qualities and splendid 
equipment. 

The past year has shown no diminution 
of interest in the welfare and progress 
of the university, but rather a quiet and 
steady advance in all departments of 
work. Over 300 students have been en- 
rolled, while many more could have been 
recorded had the building furnished the 
accommodations. At the recent entrance 
examination of tthe 180 applicants, only 
sixty could be admitted. The alumni of 
St. John’s, realizing the value and impor- 
tance of this institution to the young men 
of China, have set in motion a movement 
looking toward the purchase of additional 
property to serve as an athletic field. Al- 
ready over $5,000 ‘have been subscribed 
and fourteen acres of land secured. This 
is the second large undertaking success- 
fully accomplished by ‘the alumni, the 
first being the raising of $7,000 gold 
toward the erection of Yen Hall. 

During the year ithe university. has 
been made the recipient of several gifts— 
tn2 personal library of the late Rev. Ar- 
thur S. Mann of over 1,000 volumes, a 
beautiful brass tablet presented by the 
students in memory of Mr. Mann and 
placed in Alumni Hall, and a gift of $100 
gold from the Literary Chancellor of the 
Province in token of his esteem for the 
work done at St. John’s. 

The religious life of the university is 
always kept in the foreground, and all 
students follow a systematized course of 
instruction based upon text-books espe- 
cially prepared by the president, the Rev. 
Dr. Pott. This course of instruction in- 
cludes the “Life of Christ,” “The Exten- 
sion of the Kingdom,” “The Old and New 
Testaments,” “Evidences of the Christian 
keligion’ and “Comparative Religion.” 
In addition, there are Bible-classes con- 
ducted ‘by some of the foreign professors. 

This mental instruction is supple- 
mented by the services in the chapel, 
where the preacher appeals in his ser- 
mons to the heart and conscience of his 
hearer. 

Over 100 of the students have formed 
themselves into a society for daily read- 
ing of the Bible; of these three have ap- 
plied to be admitted as candidates for 
Holy Orders. 

The constant growth of the university 
and the yearly turning away of students 
make the enlargement of the institution 
one of imperative necessity. A suitable 
site is now secured, and all that is want- 
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ing is about $12,000 to erect a building 
that could be called “Mann Hall.” The 
alumni stand ready to contribute their 
quota of the funds required for this un- 
dertaking. President Pott and ‘his asso- 
ciates hope that this money may be 
raised and the building erected and ready 
for use not later than February, 1909. 

While every effort is being made to 
bring St. John’s to the goal of self-sup- 
port, and which is not far distant, yet for 
the present help is still needed for the 
support of the work in all its several de- 
partments—preparatory, collegiate, theo- 
logical and medical. The Board of Mis- 
sions gives to the university the sum of 
$5,000, but this should be supplemented 
by other gifts in the form of scholarships 
to aid deserving students. 


Medical Work 


The medical work of the district is car- 
ried on in St. Luke’s Hospital, St. Bliza- 
beth’s Hospital and at the several dispen- 
saries in the city of Shanghai and vi- 
cinity. 

St. Luke’s Hospital is located in Hong- 
kew district of the city and is held in 
great esteem by the Chinese. Under the 
fostering care of Dr. Boone and his able 
corps of assistants, Drs. W. H. Jeffreys, 
A. W. Tucker, E. S. Tyan and Eli Day, 
the hospital has grown beyond the high- 
est expectations, and, though building 
after building has been added since its 
first inauguration to meet the ever-in- 
creasing demands made upon it, there is 
still need for increased accommodations. 

Dr. Boone reports the following cases 
treated during the year: In the wards, 
medical, 627; surgical, 585; in the dispen- 
sary, medical, 11,107; surgical, 27,804; 
opium poisoning, 453; vaccinations, 542; 
private calls, 280; total cases treated, 
41,398. 

The religious services have been under 
the care of Archdeacon Thomson, assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. Tsu. The Rev. Mr. Wong, 
the Chinese chaplain, devotes his time to 
the patients in the wards and the dispen- 
sary. 

Dr. Boone reports that there is not 
enough room to accommodate the pa- 
tients and that there is great need of the 
new wards that were sanctioned by the 
bishop and the Board of Missions three 
years ago. The land is secured, and the 
plans have been drawn for new buildings, 
but the money, 18,000 taels, to build and 
furnish the new ward is still required. 

The Medical School. During the past 
year there have been twelve students in 
the medical classes. As none is accepted 
but those who have been to college, the 
number is necessarily small. 
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The staff consists of seven foreign pro- 
fessors and three Chinese assistant 
teachers. 

After a four years’ course, the students 
who pass their examinations successfully 
receive their M.p. degree. Then for one 
year they are given hospital work, es- 
pecially laboratory work, after which 
they are examined again for the degree 
of Mp. This year Drs. Tyan, Day and 
Gue passed excellent examinations and 
received the degree of m.p. from the 
president of St. John’s University. 

The Medical School, started with the 
money given by Mr. Lemuel Coffin, of 
Philadelphia, and the Church of the Holy 
Trinity, of that same city, is next door 
to the hospital, and is sufficient for pres- 
ent needs. China needs 400,000 good 
physicians, as the people come to appre- 
ciate the fact. This Medical School will 
furnish a grand opportunity to supply 
them with Christian men, who will have 
access to the houses of all classes of peo- 
ple, and exceptional opportunities for in- 
fluence among them. 

‘St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, under the 
eare of Dr. Angie M. Myers, has been 
opened all the year, except during the 
month of August. During the year in- 
patients were admitted and the average 
daily number in the wards was thirty- 
four, a slight increase over that number 
last year. The dispensary patients num- 
bered 5,144, of which 3,183 were return 
visits. The surgical work continues 
about the same, with forty-nine major op- 
erations and 302 minor, including vac- 
cinations and teeth extracted. 

The work of the year has been success- 
ful as a whole, though ‘there have been 
some drawbacks, the greatest being due 
to changes in the native staff of nurses 
at the beginning of September, and a 
change ‘of matrons at the beginning of 
the Chinese New Year. One of the great- 
est difficulties at present is the lack of 
suitable Chinese nurses. At present 
there are four, one of whom is most faith- 
ful and efficient; the others are younger 
and have been in the hospital less than 
a year. A good Bible-woman has ‘been 
secured aS matron, and she is giving ex- 
cellent satisfaction. The coming of Dr. 
Fullerton in March of this year was a 
great boon to the hospital. She has in 
every way shown herself invaluable, and 
the hospital is most fortunate in having 
secured so skilful and painstaking a 
physician. 

The statistics for the year are as fol- 
lows: Foreign physicians, 2; foreign 
nurse, 1; Chinese nurses, 4; Chinese 
matron and Bible-woman, 1; total num- 
ber of in-patients admitted, 310; dispen- 
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sary patients, 5,144 (returns, 3,183; new, 
1,961); major operations, 49; minor, 110; 
eye, 6; nasal, 1; vaccinations, 151; teeth 
extracted, 42; number of visits outside 
the hospital, 44. 

St. John’s Dispensary. For the first 
four and a half months covered ‘by this 
report Dr. Lincoln was on furlough in the 
United States. He returned to Shanghai 
November 17th, 1907. 

Dr. A. W. Tucker was in charge of the 
medical work at St. John’s during Dr. 
Linecoln’s absence, and Mr. Tseu kept up 
the clinics at the dispensary for the 
country people. 

There was a slight falling off during 
the latter part of 1906 and 1907, but from 
the beginning of 1908 the attendance has 
been larger than ever. With the in- 
creased number of students in the uni- 
versity and the consequent crowding of 
the dormitories, the need of a suitable 
place where those boys are suffering from 
slight ailments can be taken and not be 
compelled to remain in the regular sleep- 
ing rooms becomes more acute. The 
most simple and least expensive solution 
of the difficulty would be in the nature of 
a properly equipped second story on the 
present dispensary building. 

The new dispensary building is a ‘great 
eomfort and convenience, but the time 
has already come when, iif the right thing 
is to be done by the patients, there must 
be more money with which to buy: sup- 
plies. 

The following are the statistics for St. 
John’s Dispensary for the year ending 
June 30th, 1908: Total number of new 
cases, 2,889; old cases, 5,556; male, 4,891; 
female, 3,554; total, 8,445. For the na- 
tive city dispensary under Mr. Tseu: To- 
tal number of new cases, 313; old cases, 
261; male, 295; female, 279; total, 574. 

St. Andrew’s Dispensary at Wusih has 
proved to be a great success. Its doors 
were opened on March 14th, 1908, amid 
interesting ceremonies, in which the offi- 
cials of the town joined, as well as Bishop 
Graves and other clergy of the district. 

After the opening, in less than three 
months 8,000 patients came to the dis- 
pensary, and the number is daily in- 
creasing. 

Every morning prayers are held in the 
dispensary, and during clinic one of the 
Chinese Christians gives instruction to 
the patients who are waiting their turn. 
There is no attempt at forcing any to 
listen, but the daily opportunity is afforded 
of hearing the Gospel. Deaconess Hen- 
derson is attached to the dispensary and 
is accomplishing great good, for which 
her splendid training in both religious. 
and medical work peculiarly fits her. 
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The dispensary is under the charge of 
Dr. C. M. Lee, who is assisted by Dr. Sze, 
a Christian man, and thoroughly trained 
for his profession. 

The statistics for the year are as fol- 
lows: From March ist to June 30th, 1908: 


Clinic patients, 7,392; office patients, 344; 
out-calls, 54; totai, 7,790; operations un- 
der anesthesia, 13; other operations, 27; 
total, 40. Receipts from all sources, ex- 
clusive of gifts, have been at the rate of a 
little over $200 per month.

The Missionary District of Hankow em- 
braces the Provinces of Hupeh, Kiangsi, 
Anhui and parts of Hunan. It has an 
area of 118,411 square miles, and a popu- 
lation estimated at 80,000,000 people. 

Within this area and administering ito 
this teeming mass of human beings the 
Church has some forty-five places where

religious services are being maintained, 
manned by twenty-eight clergymen, both 
foreign and Chinese, and some 160 native 
lay-workers. 

That the force is utterly inadequate to 
the demands of the mission is at once ap- 
parent. ‘Appeals have ome from every 
section of this district for the Church’s 
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ministrations—religious, educational and 
philanthropic. 

During the year. the personnel of the 
staff thas undergone some changes. ‘The 
following have received appointments: 
The Rev. Messrs. Percy R. Stockman, 
Edward H. Fitzgerald, and John Clark 
Dean; Messrs. William Craig Martin, T. 
J. Hollander, Everard P. Miller, Jr., Dr. 
Edward M. Merrins; and the Misses 
Louisa L. Phelps, Rebecca R. Halsey, 
Anna §S. Tattershall and Mrs. Yun Jin 
Lam. 

Among the deaths we have to record 
that of the Rey. Mr. Fitzgerald, who died 
June 3d, 1908, after six months’ residence 
in the country, and Miss Pauline A. Os- 
good, ‘who died in Boston, Mass., April 


22d, 1908. She had been for a number of 
years head of St. Hilda’s School at 
Wuchaneg. 


The following have reached the field 
and entered upon service: Miss Tomlin- 
son, as ‘trained nurse, Anking; Miss 
Phelps, Hankow; the Rey. and Mrs. P. R. 
Stockman, Ichang; Miss R. R. Halsey, 
trained nurse for St. Peter’s Hospital, 
Wuchang, but studying at Hankow; and 
Dr. and Mrs. Merrins, Wuchang. 

The Rey. E. J. Lee and Dr. Woodward 
have returned to America on furlough. 
Dr. Woodward is pursuing a theological 
course in the General Theological Semi- 
nary. 

The Rev. R. E. Wood, Miss Alice M. 
Clark, Miss Elizabeth Wood and Miss 
Byerly, having completed their furloughs, 
have returned to their duties. Mr. Pear- 
son Bannister and Mr. W. Craig Martin 
have resigned their positions in Boone 
College. 

On the 26th of March, 1908, the bishop 
set apart as deaconess, Miss Gertrude 
Stewart. 


Evangelistic Work 


Evangelistic work in the Missionary 
District of Hankow ‘is being carried on 
in four provinces—Hupeh, Kiangsi, 
Nganwhei and Hunan. 

In the Hupeh province are three large 
centres from which radiate the work in 
the outlying missions—Hankow, Wuchang 
and Ichang. 

In the Hankow circuit are located St. 
Paul’s Cathedral, St. Peter’s Church, St. 
John’s Church, the English Church of St. 
John the Evangelist and the Chapel of 
the Resurrection, all in the city of Han- 
kow. The outlying missions worked from 
these centres are Hanyang, Huangpi, 
Changsha and Siangtan, and other places. 

The Rev. S. H. Littell, besides his la- 


bors in the cathedral, has had the over- 
sight of the missions at Hiwargpi, Hsin- 
lurgchi, Yuin Murg, Kwan Karg and 
Ngan Leo district. Associated with him 
in the work are Deaconess ‘Hart, the Rev. 
F. H. Lieo and several catechists and 
teachers. He reports seventy-three ‘bap- 
tisms and thirty-seven confirmations. In 
the seven day-schools connected with the 
station are 150 children and twenty-seven 
jin the boarding-school. 

The Rev. A. M. Sherman has had 
charge of St. Peter’s Chapel, Hankow, 
Chapel of the Heavenly Truth at Han 
Yang, the English Church of St. John the 
Evangelist, Hankow. The Rev. Chu Tso 
Yuin, two Bible-women and several cate- 
chists and teachers have rendered valu- 
able assistance. Mr. Sherman reports 
twenty-two Chinese baptisms and seven 


confirmations. In his four day-schools 
there are ninety-five children in at- 
tendance. 


The Rey. Paul Maslin thas had charge 
of the services at St. John’s Church, 
Hankow, and of the Church of the Resur- 
rection, Ch’iao K’eo. He reports the bap- 
tism of twenty adults and fourteen in- 
fants, and thirteen confirmations. In his 
five day-schools 120 children have re- 
ceived instruction. 

At Wuchang the Rev. R. E. Wood, with 
the assistance of the Rev. L. B. Ridgely 
and the Rev. Messrs. Hu Lan Tin, Lin 
Tseh Yang, Nieh Tsz Chiang and Wang 
Li Tang and a number of catechists and 
teachers, has had charge of the churches 
in Wuchang—St. Saviour’s, St. Mark’s 
and St. Andrew’s—and also at the fol- 
lowing ont-stations: St. James’s, Han 
Chuan; Holy Name, Hsi Ma Keo; St. 
Mary’s, Tsen Hwang Kang and Tsai Tien; 
St. John’s, Hsin Ti; St. James’s, Chu Ho, 
Lo San and Chin Keo. 

He reports for the year 112 baptisms 
and twenty-six confirmations, and in the 
twelve day-schools ‘connected with the 
station 400 children have received in- 
struction. 

Ichang, since the departure upon fur- 
lough of the Rev. D. T. Huntington, has 
been under the charge of the Rev. P. R. 
Stockman, assisted by the Rey. T. F. 
Tsen, Chinese priest. 

During the year the evangelistic work 
has increased greatly, owing to the labors 
of a colporteur and an evangelist, who 
are employed for that special kind of 
work. The result has been a great many 
inquirers, many of whom seem to be sin- 
cerely religious. 

‘During the year land has been pur- 
chased, which fills out the corner of the 
Trade School lot, and a lot near the 
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chapel has also been purchased and a new 
building for the Trade School has been 
erected at a cost of 1,200 taels. 

About sixty-five women are employed 
in lace and embroidery work. They are 
all under Christian instruction and some 
are preparing for baptism, while others 
have been hbaptized. Altogether, there 
have been twenty-four baptisms during 
the year and fourteen confirmations, and 
eighty communicants. 

The pupils in the Trade School have 
increased in numbers from twenty to 
forty-seven, and are most promising boys, 
doing well both in studies and work. 
Seventeen have been admitted catechu- 
mens. 

The night-school, taught by Mr. Tsen 
and some other workers, has twenty-five 
pupils, mostly from well-to-do families. 

Anking, with its several out-stations, 
has had a successful year under the min- 
istrations of the Rev. Messrs. Lindstrom, 
Lee and Huang, assisted by Dr. Wood- 
ward, Dr. Taylor, Mr. and Mrs. McCarthy, 
Miss Barber, Miss Ogden and Miss Tom- 
linson, and a number of Chinese cate- 
¢chists and a Bible-woman. 

The statistics show: Baptisms, adults, 
26; infants, 39; confirmations, 17; com- 
municants, 95. In the two boarding- 
schools, one for boys and the other for 
girls, are 55 pupils. 

Kiukiang and Nan Chang have been 
served during the year by the Rev. Mr. 
Lindstrom, with tthe assistance of two 
Chinese priests, the Rev. Messrs. Hu and 
Yii, a catechist, a Bible-woman and six 
teachers. Mr. Lindstrom reports 22 bap- 
tisms and 10 confirmations and 55 com- 
municants. Connected with the station 
are two day-schools, one for boys and one 
for ‘girls, and a boarding-school for boys 
with 244 children under instruction. 

Shasi, with its outlying missions at 
Chin Tseo, Cheao Wei, Heokang and Sha 
Yang, has ‘been cared for by the Rev. 
Amos Goddard and the Rev. M. P. Kwei, 
with several Chinese teachers and cate- 
chists. There have been fifty-five bap- 
tisms, eleven confirmations and 183 com- 
municants. In the day-school forty-one 
children are being instructed. 

Changsha and Siangtan, under the min- 
istering care of the Rev. A. A. Gilman 
and the Rey. S. C. Huang, are steadily ad- 
vancing, the gains being attributed to the 
success of the schools and the resident 
missionary family. 

There have been seventeen baptisms, 
but no confirmations. There are twelve 
Chinese communicants connected with 
the station. In the boys’ school are forty- 
one pupils and in the. girls’ school 
twenty-five. 


Wuhu, with its out-stations at Nan- 
ling, Fauchang and Lukang, has been 
receiving during the year the ministra- 
tions of the Rev. F. E. Lund, the Rev. 
George Li, Mr. Owen L. Stratton, several 
catechists and school teachers. Over 1,600 
services have been ‘held ‘Sundays and 
other days during the year, with the re- 
sult that twenty persons have been bap- 
tized and seventeen confirmed and eighty- 
five recorded as communicants. 

Mr. Lund says: “The local income for 
this station during the year amounts to 
$2,000 (Mex.), of which school fees, 
$1,376.27; offerings, $400, and rents from 
property, $212.17. This is almost two- 
thirds of the whole appropriation allow- 
ance. With such an additional income it 
has been possible to extend the work in 
several directions. An American young 
man by the name of Owen L. Stratton 
has been engaged at a salary of $1,200 per 
year out of this local fund. It has also 
helped to support a sufficient staff of na- 
tive school teachers which otherwise 
would have been impossible. Considering 
that our total allowance for the school 
is only $250 (gold), it is very sad to have 
to put on record that eight scholarships 
(the only ones we ever had) have entire- 
ly dried up during the year. They may 
have been taken to swell the appropria- 
tion, though the tide was not felt here. 
An additional wing for St. James’s 
School has been erected at a cost of 
$1,652, the gift of St. James’s Church, 
New York City, in memory of the Rev. 
E. Walpole Warren, p.p. The whole 
school plant as it stands to-day is dedi- 
eated to Dr. Warren’s memory, and is 
capable of holding 80 to 100 boarders.” 

The evangelistic work is being pushed 
forward, and the outlook at the station 
is encouraging. 


Educational Work 


Boone College has had another success- 
ful year. At its last Commencement, 
held as usual at China New Year, six 
graduates received their diplomas amid 
the applause and congratulations of their 
friends, who thronged the assembly hall. 
Three of them, after another year of 
study, will be ordained deacons. The 
fourth will begin his theological educa- 
tion next autumn, and the fifth goes to 
Ichang as a teacher in our mission school, 
while the sixth will take a post-graduate 
course at Boone College. All of ‘these 
graduates therefore will ‘become workers 
in the Church, and help to advance the 
cause of Christ among their own people. 

During the year just closed 280 sstu- 
dents were on the roll in all departments, 
and eighty on the roll of Boone Mission 
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School, which is now an integral part of 
Boone College, thus making a total of 360 
students’ with about twenty-eight mem- 
bers on the teaching staff. The buildings 
are crowded to their utmost capacity and 
applicants for admission are continually 
shut out for want of room, 

The opening of Ingle Hall, a building 
erected to the memory of the late Right 
Rey. James Addison Ingle, the first Bish- 
op of Hankow, on the 23d of October, 
1907, was a red-letter day for Boone Col- 
lege. The dedication services were at- 
tended by a large and interested body of 
people among whom were high officials of 
the Chinese empire, officers of the United 
States Navy, superintendents of educa- 
tions and others. This new building was 
erected at a cost of $18,000 and provides 
accommodations for 100 students. 

During the past year an experiment 
has been made in establishing in connec- 
tion with the college a translation depart- 
ment which is intended to help students 
to acquire facility in translating books 
from English into Chinese, and at 
the same time to help in providing 
good literature for them and others. 

Boone Divinity School under the lead- 
ership of Dean Ridgely assisted by the 
Rev. Messrs. J. Jackson, A. C. Cooper, R. 
E. Wood, C. S. Hu and Mr. Wang, has 
made commendable progress, the great 
event being the admission of a new junior 
class, at the beginning of the Chinese 
New Year. 

At the close of the winter term the 
bishop received applications from nine 
students in Boone College asking to be re- 
ceived as candidates for Orders, and ad- 
mitted them to the Divinity-School. 
Only one of these was a graduate. But 
two of these students were refused admis- 
sion for personal reasons, and so the class 
began with seven men, most of them ‘be- 
ing the best in college for scholarship 
and ability. 

The course of study covers all the 
canonical requirements, and each student 
is expected to apply himself with dili- 
gence and care in regard to his studies. 

Practical work is also done by the stu- 
dents. Graduate students have done 
teaching in the Boone mission school, or 
in the parish schools at St. Saviour’s. All 
students, graduates or under-graduates, 
have done catechetical work, by turns 
instructing the classes under preparation 
for baptism or confirmation among the 
servants and the neighbors attending the 
college chapel. Most of them have been 
connected ‘with the Boone College Y. M. C. 
A., and have conducted Bible-classes on 
Sundays, and two or three ‘have gone out 
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to conduct mission preaching either om 
the street, or at one of the chapels under 
the direction of the clergy. 

All Saints’ Catechetical School, at Han- 
kow is fully justifying the need of its 
existence. With the three years’ course 
given the students this preparation 
enables them to go forth as pioneers 
under the guidance of the clergy to 
spread the Gospel among their own peo- 
ple. Over forty of these students have 
completed the course since Bishop Ingle 
established the school, and twenty-five are 
in training at the present time. 

Heretofore the school has been com- 
pelled ‘to oceupy for its quarters a build- 
ing utterly unfit for its purpose. New 
quarters are now in the process of erec- 
tion, ‘which will be completed sometime 
next year. The plans provide for sepa- 
rate bedrooms for fifty students and two 
teachers, necessary class-rooms, chapel, 
library, office, reception room, and dining 
room. The exterior is of brick trimmed 
with red sandstone, with a verandah on 
the first floor running around two sides. 
The cost of the building ‘will be $8,200, 
of which $6,500 has been raised. Funds 
will pe required for the furniture. When 
completed the mission will then possess 
a proper ‘building where young men will 
be thoroughly trained as catechists to as- 
sist the clergy in their great work to win 
over the empire of China to the true and 
living God. 

The course of study has been increased 
to three years instead of two as hereto- 
fore, and has been considerably widened 
in range. 

The faculty has also been increased to 
four regular teachers, the Rey. Messrs. 
Wang, Sherman and the rector, the Rev. 
S. H. Littell, and Mr. T. M. Lieo, and the 
Rey. N. H. Hu, of Wuchang. 

The School at Changsha is still prosper- 
ing. Sixteen boys of proper age have 
been attending the Grammar boarding- 
school, twenty-seven the day-school, and 
thirty girls have been in attendance upon 
the girls’ school, which at present is in 
Mr. Huang’s study. 

The Trades School for Destitute Boys 
et Ichang, under the Rev. Mr. Hunting- 
ton has already proved its right to exist, 
and fully justified the undertaking. 

He has now thirty-three boys from nine 
to eighteen years of age connected with 
the school, and could have many more if 
he had the proper facilities to care for 
them. The boys study three hours every 
morning, taking for their studies Chinese, 
arithmetic and the Bible. The afternoons 
ate devoted to the study of trades, car- 
pentering, brass-work, gardening, cooking 
and barbering. 
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The boys are allowed to choose what 
trade they prefer upon entering the 
school, but cannot change without special 
cause, 

In estimating the results of the work 
thus far, it can ‘be seen that the boys 
gathered in have been greatly benefitted, 
physicially, mentally and morally. 

The Training-school for Bible-Women 
at Hankow was reopened February 22d, 
1908, and closed for the summer vacation, 
June 29th, 1908, to reopen in September. 
The school consists of four seniors and 
nine juniors who are taking the full 
course, and two day pupils. It is expected 
that the four seniors will complete ithe 
course and ibe ready for work next China 
New Year. 

All the members seem deeply interested 
in the study and work of the school, and 
some of them are women of unusual 
promise. 

For the first half of the school year the 
course of instruction has been as fol- 
lows: Art of teaching, Mrs. H. L. Roots; 
Prayer Book, Mrs. S. H. Littell; Acts of 
the Apostles, the Rev. Mr. Wang and the 
Rev. Mr. Lieo. For the second half of 
the year the Old Testament will ‘be sub- 
stituted for the Prayer Book. 

Deaconess Hart is in charge of the 
school. 

St. Hilda’s School has had a prosperous 
year. It has been taxed to its utmost ca- 
pacity. Wighty girls have been crowded 
into the school which can only accommo- 
date about half that number. With 
larger buildings the school could easily 
double its influence and its opportunities 
to make useful Christian women out of 
these Chinese girls. 

These girls are most ambitious and 
studious, and give great encouragement 
to Deaconess Phelps and others interested 
in the school to do all in their power to 
advance its interests and extend its 
sphere of influence. 

Deaconess Phelps says: “In my opin- 
ion the two absolute needs of St. Hilda’s 
School are a new building two or three 
times the size of the present one to ac- 
commodate the students who will be sure 
to fill it in a few years, and a well- 
equipped teacher from America ito help 
in training teachers.” 

The effort of Miss Wood tin establishing 
a library in connection with the college 
will be a decided help in this new move- 
ment of the translation department. Dur- 
ing her recent visit to this coutry on fur- 
lough she gave about 130 mission talks 
dn the interests of the college, anid es- 
pecially of the Boone College Library. 
As a result of her labors she raised a lit- 
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tle over $7,000 (gold) for the purpose of 
advancing this library work. It is now 
proposed to erect a Suitable building for 
the library as soon as the land can be ob- 
tained. The plans call for a two-story 
brick building with reading-rooms and 
stack room on the first floor, and an auidi- 
torium holding ‘between 600 and 700 per- 
sons, and several small reading-rooms on 
the second floor. 

The present money in hand is not suf- 
ficient to buy the land and put up the sec- 
ond story of the library, but with an addi- 
ition of $4,000 (gold), it is estimated the 
building can tbe completed. The college 
itself is developing so rapidly that to 
meet the increasing demands a more com- 
modious equipment must be provided. 
The upper floor of Ingle Hall was used 
last year as a large dormitory for boys 
of the preparatory department. During 
the year a part of this dormitory was di- 
vided off to make room for college stu- 
dents, and at the close of 1908, when a 
new class of students will matriculate the 
whole will have to be taken for their use. 


Hither a new dormitory must be provided 


for the school, or twenty or thirty boys 
will have to be turned away. The first 
thing to ‘be done and done immediately is 
to secure the land, and unless this is done 
soon, it will be impossible to secure any 
as the prices are rapidly advancing, and 
the development of public works makes 
it necessary for the Government to place 
restrictions on the sale of Jand. 

St. Pauls High School at Anking, un- 
der the care of Mr. McCarthy has had a 
good year. The changing of the rule to 
admit no boy over the age of fifteen has 
had a most wholesome effect. In conse- 
quence the growth of the school ‘thas been 
steadily maintained, and put upon a 
much better working basis. 

On assembly after the Chinese New 
Year some thirty-seven boys were en- 
rolled, while during the term others en- 
tered, and at the close of the school, July 
4th, there were forty-two enrolled. 

The Christian interests of the school 
have grown and widened. The Sunday- 
school instruction has been regularly 
maintained with good results. During 
the year a Y. M. C. A. has been founded, 
and the interests of the boys has been 
well secured. Attendance upon ‘the meet- 
ings has tin all cases been voluntary, and 
has reached the high average of thirty- 
seven out of a possible forty-two. 

Athletic sports have been introduved, 
thereby affording great pleasure to the 
boys, and an opportunity for physical de- 
velopment. 
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Medical Work 


St. James’s Hospital. A note of inter- 
est in the District of Hankow was the 
opening of St. James’s Hospital, October 
.23d, 1907, by Govornor Fung Hsu, of An- 
hui province, in the presence of about 
forty mandarins and other officials of the 
Chinese government. The interest thus 
manifested in this special phase of mis- 
sionary work ‘by the Chinese is not only 
gratifying to the Christian people in 
America, who by their gifts made pos- 
sible this undertaking, but the ‘building 
with its splendid equipment helps to im- 
press upon the minds and hearts of these 
people the real character of the work in 
which our missionaries are engaged. 

Dr. E. L. Woodward, who has been in 
charge of work prior to his coming home, 
says that “The hospital buildings rank 
with the best in China, and when fully 
equipped will accommodate 100 beds. 
‘Vine seven years of pioneer work under 
so many narrow limitations has now 
ended and the problems of the future will 
be of a different sort. Chief among them 
will be the organization and maintenance 
of schools of trained nurses for the male 
and female departments respectively. 
Gratifying success has already been 
achieved in this direction and a recent 
visit to many representative mission 
hospitals in the Yangtse valley shows 
that in this perhaps the most difficult 
phase of mission hospital organization in 
China, St. James’s Hospital is taking a 
distinctive leading part. For this all 
honor is due Miss Ogden and Miss Tom- 
linson, for they have been unsparing of 
themselves in order to secure the best re- 
sults possible.” 

The hospital statistics for the year are 
as follows: Dispensary patients—new 
visits, 7,071; return, 11,332; total, 19,403. 
Ward patients, 460; operations under 
anesthetic, 492; office calls, 98; outcalls 
35. 

Dr. Taylor has now assumed charge 
and he will endeavor to maintain the 
high standard that has characterized the 
work in that hospital. 

The local receipts for the year ending 
June 30th, 1908, including Sir Robert 
Hart’s gift of 1000 taels—$1,338.70 Mexi- 
can—which was used in the Anking 
Building Fund, were $3,852.35. Not in- 
cluding that gift, as it was used for the 
building fund, and not for current ex- 
penses, they were $2,513.65. 

St. Peter’s Hospital, Wuchang, has been 
under the care of Dr. John MacWillie, 
and the work has shown a marked in- 
crease over aly previous year, especially 
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in the interest which has been taken in 
the welfare of the hospital iby the Govern- 
ment officials. Dr. MacWillie had the 
honor of attending the family of the 
Viceroy, which opened the door to other 
officials, and gave him the opportunity of 
extending the influence of St. Peter’s. As 
indicating the degree of interest aroused, 
these officials have subscribed toward the 
extension of the work over $1,700. The 
Viceroy started the list with an annual 
subscription of $300. 

The accommodations have been taxed 
to the utmost, every available space being 
occupied by patients. 

In addition to his own work, Dr. Mac- 
Willie has acted as surgeon for the Lon- 
don Mission Women’s Hospital in the 
absence of their regular physician on fur- 


lough. 
Dr. Chen, a communicant of the 
Church, assists Dr. MacWillie in his 


duties, and in addition there are one as- 
sistant, one dispenser, one for operating 
room work, and six ward nurses. 

The rebuilding of the operating room, 
which was commenced last year, was fin- 
ished early in the fall and the increased 
number of operations indicate the great 
need there was for it. New life was 
given to the hospital by the coming this 
year of Dr. Merrins and Miss Halsey, who 
will take an active part in the work this 
coming fall. 

The spiritual development of the work 
of the year has been specially marked in 
the changed conditions of the hospital 
staff. One has been confirmed, three bap- 
tized, and four enrolled as catechumens. 
Not one of the staff, excepting a cook and 
a coolie, both of whom have joined re- 
cently, but have taken definite steps 
toward a confession of faith in the true 
and living God. One patient has been 
baptized.

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The Boone Medical School. It was 
deemed best to suspend the instruction 
in Boone Medical School during part of 
1908. Dr. Hodges, who was giving the 
course in anatomy, died quite suddenly; 
and Dr. Somerville, another instructor, 
was compelled to leave China, after a 
severe illness. At least eight Boone 
College students have applied for admit- 
tance to the incoming class, and work in 
Boone Medical School will be resumed 
in February, 1909. 

There is an urgent and ever-increasing 
need for properly trained Chinese doc- 
‘tors. These are needed, not only for the 
hospitals and outside medical work, but 
also in bringing about sanitary condi- 
tions in China, and preventing the spread 
of cholera, tuberculosis and other dis- 
eases. ; 

The Hlizabeth Bunn Memorial Hospital 
has had a varied experience during the 
past year. A year ago it was found that 
the location was not desirable and in 
consequence the hospital was not doing 
the work that ought to be done. A new 
site was subsequently determined upon 
and after occupying it for awhile it was 
found unsuitable, and another move was 
necessary. The new quarters had hardly 
been occupied when a high wind blew 
‘down the building that had just been va- 
cated. 

The present quarters, while not all that 
could be desired, answers the purpose un- 
til funds can be raised to buy land and 
erect a permanent building. It is a two- 
story house, the second floor of which is 
used as a children’s ward, and giving ac- 
commodations for thirty-two patients. 

Dr, Mary V. Glenton, who is in charge 
of the work, reports the opening of a 
Training-school for Nurses October 21st, 
1907, with four splendid girls in training, 
and a native head-nurse who is a grad- 
uate of the Wesleyan Hospital in Han- 
kow, and having all the qualities of the 
jdeal nurse in the United States. 

The dispensary practice is very satis- 
factory, while the wards have done their 
share of good. 

The statistics for the year beginning 
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October 21st, 1907, to June 30, 1908, are 
as follows: In-patients, 150; dispensary 
patients, 3,657; of these 1,231 were new 
patients, and 2,426 return visits; minor 
operations, 50; major operations, 14; 
other cases, 36; visits to patients in their 
homes, 200. 


Women Workers 


The women workers in the District of 
Hankow have been ‘busily occupied either 
in studying the language or in the duties 
to which they have been assigned. 

Miss Rebecca R. Halsey arrived at 
Hankow April 14th, 1908, and immediate- 
ly entered upon her study of the lan- 
guage. Miss Louisa L. Phelps reached 
Hankow January 24th and has since been 
assisting the bishop. Miss Mary R. Og- 
den has been ill with typhoid fever from 
September ist, to December 22d. Upon 
recovery she went to Anking and took 
charge of the nursing in the woman’s hos- 
pital. Miss Elizabeth P. Barber com- 
pleted her course of study March 9th, 
1908. Since then she has attended the 
Women’s Meetings, given Bible instruc- 
tion, worked in the ward of the hospital 
at Anking and among the women waiting 
for clinic, and visited among’ the in- 
quirers and communicants. 

Deaconess Gertrude Stewart from 
September ist, 1907, to July 1st, 1908, 
was in Wuchang studying the language, 
and teaching English two hours a day at 
St. Hilda’s. During the fall she attended 
the weekly meetings of the women of St. 
Saviour’s Chapel, On March 28th, 1908, 
in the Church of the Nativity at Wu- 
chang, she was set apart as deaconess by 
Bishop Roots. Miss M. E. Wood returned 
to Wuchang after furlough in the United 
States and took up her library work again 
as 'well as doing some teaching in Boone 
College. 

Miss Alice M. Clark arrived in Han- 
kow December 30th, 1907, and has had 
charge of four girls’ schools, the women’s 
work in six parishes—St. Paul’s, St. 
John’s, St. Peter’s, Han Yang, Ch’ias 
K’eo and Hanch’uan.

The Missionary District of Tokyo ex- 
tends from the centre of the city of 
Tokyo to the northern boundary of the 
island, a distance of 450 miles, and is 
about 200 miles in breadth. It contains 
a population estimated at 11,000,000. 
Within the district are some forty-one 
stations ‘where the Gospel is ‘being 
preached and other evangelistic work car- 
ried on by the thirty-seven foreign and 
Japanese clergymen connected with the 
staff. 

The personnel of the mission remains 
about the same as last year, with few ex- 
ceptions. The Rev. John C. Ambler, who 
joined the mission in 1889 and continued 
on its staff until October, 1906, was re- 
appointed by the Board in September, 
1907, and arrived in the field in January, 
1908. Miss Alice May Fyock, the only 
other appointee of the Board, goes to the 
field upon the completion of her studies 
in the Church Training and Deaconess 
House of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

Miss Bertha R. Radford, appointed last 
year, arrived in Tokyo in December of 
1907. 

The Rey. A. W. Cooke, returning after 
furlough, took up his work again in the 
latter part of September, 1907. 


Evangelistic Work 


The evangelistic work of the district is 
under the supervision of the bishop, and 
is being maintained with unflagging in- 
terest throughout the various centres and

outlying stations connected with the mis- 
sion. 

In the city of Tokyo there are six or- 
ganized parishes and two small missions 
ministering to a population of 2,000,000 
souls. First among these is Trinity 
Cathedral, under the charge of the bish- 
op, assisted by the Rev. I. Tagawa. The 
services are appointed for the Japanese 
and English-speaking people. 

Morning and Evening Prayer are said 
daily for the students of St. Paul’s Col- 
lege and St. Mary’s School. The regular 
parish congregation numbers nearly 150, 
with Bible-classes, Sunday-school and 
parochial organizations. 

Tne True Light Church is an offshoot 
from Trinity Cathedral, under the charge 
of the Rev. Y. Sugiura, whose devoted 
labors and untiring energies have built 
up a congregation of nearly 400 people. - 
The building is beyond repairing and 
should be replaced by a more commodious 
edifice and one more in keeping with the 
dignity of the Church. 

St. John’s Church, Asakusa District, 
lies in the centre of the great Buddhist 
influence of the city, and as the Rey. Mr. 
Andrews has observed, “If any congrega- 
tion can be said to carry the light for 
Christian faith and worship into the heart 
of the enemy’s camp, that honor must be 
given to this church.” Its past history is 
filled with stories of hardships and great 
discouragements, but notwithstanding all 
these difficulties, it abounds with evidence 
of having been most successful in its 
moral and spiritual uplift of the people. 
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The Rev. P. Daito is now in charge of 
the parish, and he is working hopefully 
to reach the goal of self-support toward 
which both pastor and people are eagerly 
pressing. 

Christ Church, located in the Kanda 
District, continues to receive the faithful 
ministrations of the Rev. A. Minagawa, 
who for nearly ten years has ministered 
to this flock most acceptably. Recently 
a new building has been erected and the 
work thereby greatly accelerated. 

All Saints’ Church lies in the centre of 
the student section of the city, and is 
under the care of the president of St. 
Paul’s. College, the Rev. H. St. George 
Tucker. 

Grace Church in the Kojimachiku Dis- 
trict is the outgrowth of a Bible study 
class organized by a woman worker in 
1888. From that day on under successive 
leaders the parish has grown, until to-day 
it owns a beautiful brick edifice in which 
the services are carried on, the gift of S. 
P. Smith, who for some years acted as an 
adviser to the Japanese Government, as a 
memorial to his wife, who died in Japan. 

Under the leadership of the Rey. Dr. 
Motoda, the parish has acquired all the 
accessories of an up-to-date, active, wide- 
awake parish, with clubs for men and 
guilds for women that keep the interest 
at high-water mark, and make the parish 
a centre of great spiritual influence. 

St. Timothy’s Church is located in the 
Hongo District, and especially directs its 
efforts under the efficient generalship of 
the Rey. J. A. Welbourn, to the students 
of the Imperial University and other 
higher schools in the neighborhood, where 
are gathered more than ten thousand stu- 
dents, all eager to learn and ito acquire 
whatever will contribute to their higher 
welfare. The opportunity of St. Tim- 
othy’s is therefore unique, and every 
effort is being put forth to meet its re- 
sponsibility. It was with this purpose in 
view that the Rev. Mr. Sakai on a visit 
to this country raised a fund for the 
establishment of a settlement house in 
the Hongo District for work among the 
students. But the project has suffered 
for want of proper equipment, and until 
this is supplied no great results can be 
looked for. 

Mr. Welbourn taught eight hours a 
week in St. Paul’s College; two hours in 
St. Matthew’s Catechetical School, and 
since March ist three hours in St. Mar- 
garet’s School. In addition he has also 
had five Bible-classes a week in his own 
house and elsewhere. He reports three 
baptisms and one confirmation and thirty- 
two communicants. 

Holy Comforter Church, located in the 
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densely crowded district of Nihonbashi 
Ku, is ministering both to the student 
class and to the resident population under 
the guidance of the Rev. Mr. Jeffreys. 
Classes of various grades are now in 
operation with a most promising outlook 
for the future. A pressing need is the 
appointment of a foreign woman worker 
who will devote all her time to mission- 
ary work among the women and children 
of the district. 

Outside the city of Tokyo, the work of 
the Church spreads out in many direc- 
tions, and embraces some sixteen differ- 
ent centres, extending as far as Aomori, 
the most northern station in the district, 
450 miles from Tokyo. It would be im- 
possible to go into all the various details 
of the work at these several places in 
the space afforded in this report, conse- 
quently the briefest reference can only 
be made, but even that, it is hoped, will 
suffice to show what the Church is doing 
fin its efforts to set forth the truth as it 
is in Jesus. 

The oldest of these country stations is 
Kawago, dating back to 1878, when ten- 
tative work was begun there under the 
Rev. Mr. Tai. Since that time the work 
has progressed in spite of the fact that 
its church building was destroyed by the 
great fire of 1893, and that ‘it had to fight 
its way through native prejudice and op- 
position. A new church was erected soon 
after the fire, and with it came increased 
interest which opened the way to break- 
ing down of the prejudice and opposition 
that first opposed it. With its well- 
equipped ‘Sunday-schools, sewing-classes 
and other parochial organizations, man- 
ned by a faithful and devoted staff of 
workers, no parish in the district gives 
greater promise of results than this one at 
Kawagoe. 

The Rev. John C. Ambler has been 
taking care of the work at Hirosaki, 
Aomori and Hashinohe, with the assist- 
ance of Miss Wall and Miss Bristowe and 
several native assistants. The result of 
the work shows twenty-three baptisms 
and eighteen confirmations. The attend- 
ance upon public worship has been grad- 
ually increasing, and the outlook for the 
future is encouraging. 

The Rev. W. H. Smart has been serving 
the orphanage chapel at Yamagata Shi, 
where he reports for the year eleven bap- 
tisms and three confirmations. There are 
five communicants attached to the chapel 
and a Sunday-school of eleven boys. 

The Rey. J. Chappell, residing at Mito, 
and ‘having charge of the church at that 
place, also cares for the work at Taita, 
Ota, Tsuchiura, Onnabake, Ishioka, Yum- 
oto and Shimodate. Work at the last 
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three places has been inaugurated during 
the past year. Of the native assistants, 
two have only come recently, and it is 
expected that next year’s showing will be 
very encouraging. During the year a 
house and church ‘building have been 
erected at Onnabake, at a cost of 500 yen. 
Onnabake is a newly settled district, and 
in the particular part in which the church 
is situated it is the only place of worship. 
1t has a seating capacity for about one 
hundred people. The funds were pro- 
vided by the ibishop. 

A new parish house has also been added 
to the plant at Mito, a need which the 
bishcip realized and for which he fur- 
nished ‘the money. A kindergarten thas 
been started at Yumoto, under favorable 
conditions, and promises well. Mr. Chap- 
pell, however, needs about $350 to put the 
work on a permanent basis. 

The statistics for all stations under his 
care show 27 baptisms, 19 confirmations 
and 90 communicants, with 157 children 
in the Sunday-school and 31 in the day- 
school. 

The Rev. C. H. Evans, with the assist- 
ance of Mrs. Evans, Miss Clara J. 
Neely and Miss Bertha R. Radford, of the 
foreign staff, and the Rev. Messrs. Ono 
and Kuwada and two catechists and two 
women helpers of the native staff, have 
been caring for the work at Mayebashi, 
Takasaki, Kumagaya, Tamamura, Ashi- 
kaga and Shimmachi. At Mayebashi 
there is a good church building, with two 
dwellings and a parish house, which has 
been greatly enlarged. At Kumagaya 
there is also a good church building with 
dwelling, and a church at Tamamura. 
During the year there have been eighteen 
baptisms and five confirmations. The 
number of communicants remains about 
the same as last year, eighty-two, the in- 
crease being offset by removals. 

At Tamamura the work has been most 
disheartening and the attendance of 
Christians has dwindled down to two old 
women. There is a church there and a 
week-day service is given by the catechist 
who spends the day there visiting. The 
work is made difficult on account of the 
local superstitions and devotion of the 
people ‘to mere bodily pleasures. 

At Kumagaya the outlook is more en- 
couraging, and it is hoped that under the 
eare of the present catechist much prog- 
ress will be made. 

At Takasaki the work is moving slow- 
ly. ‘With the coming of Miss Warnock 
much will be expected. 

At Matsuyama the Japanese Christians 
have erected their own little church, 
which serves as church, parish house and 
Sunday-school room combined. This par- 
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ish is also under the direction of the Rev. 
Mr. Tai, but served iby a resident cate- 
chist, whose Christian deportment has 
won the confidence of the people and 
added greatly to his influence among 
them. P 

Urawa, fifty miles from Tokyo, is one 
of the missions founded by the Rev. 
Arthur Lloyd, some ten years ago, and 
carried on by the Rey. Mr. Sweet, and 
after him by the Rev. Mr. Smart. The 
work is now in charge of a Japanese 
catechist, who is carrying it on along the 
lines laid down by his predecessor. The 
church recently erected is the only Chris- 
tian building in that city, and enjoys the 
confidence and support of the influential 
people of the town. 

Maebashi is an important centre, hay- 
ing several out-stations connected with 
it. The station was established by the 
Rey. Mr. Jeffreys some eighteen years 
ago, and has had the care at different 
times of the Rev. Messrs. Patton, Ambler, 
Dooman, Chappell and Evans, the pres- 
ent. incumbent. The station is swell 
equipped with mission buildings and a 
splendid corps of workers, among them 
being Mrs. Evans, Miss Clara Neely and 
a Japanese catechist of no mean ability, 
Mr. S. J. Kitazawa. The Sunday-school 
is in a thriving condition, which speaks 
well for the future of the station. A spe- 
cial feature of the work is the estaiblish- 
ment of English classes for the police of 
the city which has been instrumental in 
bringing many of these men into the 
Church. 

From this centre the work reaches out 
to Takasaki, Kumagaya, Tamamura, 
Myogi and Torii, where are a few Chris- 
tians to whom Mr. Evans and his staff 
minister as opportunity affords. 

Utsunomiya is a busy, thriving town, 
on the railroad to Sendai, where the Rev. 
K. Ban has gathered a congregation of 


ten communicants, a number of baptized 


Christians, and a Sunday-school of some 
twenty-five children. The work there is 
growing steadily and ‘becoming a force 
for good in the community. 

Nikko, noted for its great natural beauty 
and works of art, and a favorite place 
for visitors, has a small place of worship 
built ‘by Bishop McKim about six years 
ago aS summer chapel for foreign visitors 
and Japanese. During the summer the 
church’s services are regularly main- 
tained by the foreign clergy, the native 
‘Christians receiving the spiritual minis- 
trations of 'the Rey. Mr. Ban, the priest- 
in-charge. He has twelve communicants 
and a congregation of about thirty people. 

Mito, a town of 40,000, and the great 
educational centre of the province, is the 
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site of St. Stephen’s Church, erected in 
1905, and under the ipresent incumbent, 
the Rey. Mr. Chappell, promises to be one 
of the greatest centres of work in the 
missionary district. The parish has en- 
rolled twenty-nine communicants, and 
this is most encouraging, considering the 
fact that not many years ago the people 
of Mito were strongly anti-foreign and 
anti-religious, and for a long time scarce- 
ly any progress was noticeable in the 
work, so great was the opposition. To- 
day it stands as a centre of influence, 
and is growing stronger and stronger 
every year. 

From this centre several out-stations 
are served; Tsuchiura, under the care of 
Mr. J. S. Kitagawa, catechist; Taira, Ota 
and Onnabake. The Rev. Mr. Chappell 
has the general oversight of all these 
places, and reports a most encouraging 
outlook. 

Sendai ranks next to Tokyo in impor- 
tance, a town of 90,000 inhabitants, and 
the site of ithe new Government Univer- 
sity. It offers exceptional opportunities 
for the Church’s work, and here the bish- 
op is most anxious to have the Church 
strongly entrenched. The Rev. A. W. 
Cooke, the present incumbent, is directing 
all his energies toward this end, and is 
attaining a large measure of success. 

In addition to the usual parochial ac- 
tivities engaged, a school for the education 
of women workers, under the care of Miss 
Bristowe, is one of the special features 
of this station. The course of instruc- 
tion covers two years and embraces train- 
ing in parochial work, Old and New 
Testament exegesis, ethics, music and in- 
‘dustrial work. The need of such an in- 
stitution is everywhere apparent and the 
good accomplished has more than justified 
its establishment. 


Educational Work 


St. Paul’s College. On March 4th last, 
the thirty-fourth session of this college 
was brought to a close. The year will be 
held in grateful remembrance by the fact 
that it saw the completion of the new 
buildings and the opening of the college 
department. But no sooner had these 
six new class rooms been added than 
their capacity was taxed to the utmost, 
and a large proportion of the men seek- 
ing entrance this year had to be turned 
away for lack of accommodation. Evan- 
gelistic work among the students was car- 
ried on more extensively than in previous 
sessions. Although religious instruction 
in the school itself is purely voluntary, a 
earefully planned system of Bible-classes 
and lectures gave each student the oppor- 
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tunity at least of learning the meaning 
of the Gospel message. 

Another most gratifying result of the 
year’s work is the offering of three young 
men of the graduating class as candi- 
dates for the ministry. Altogether there 
are now eleven students in the college 
department preparing for the theological 
school. 

The graduating class this year num- 
bered sevenity-one, a large number of 
whom were Christians. Of those who 
lived in the dormitories only three were 
unbaptized. This fact emphasizes the 
need of larger ‘dormitory accommoda- 
tions where the students coming from 
distant places may be housed, and so 
daily brought into contact with Christian- 
ity. But seventy-five students can now 
be taken into the dormitories, while at 
least 150 are compelled to live outside 
wherever quarters can be found. The 
influence of the dormitories upon the 
student is most wholesome, and calcu- 
lated to impress upon the hearts and 
minds of the inmates the reality of the 
Christian teachings. 

At the opening of ithe new session April 
10th, 150 new students were admitted, 
taxing the accommodations of the col- 
lege to its utmost. AS many more young 
men iwere turned away for lack of room, 
There are now 625 in all, not including 
the ‘Chinese school of twenty-five more. 
As the middle school has reached its 
maximum, the college authorities are 
making plans to reduce it in size, as there 
are too many for the present buildings. 

The college department accommoda- 
tions must be enlarged. The bishop has 
given a lot adjoining the parish house 
upon which a building could be erected to 
meet the present emergency, but the erec- 
tion of this building would cost some 
$8,000, and for this the bishop and the 
faculty of the college earnestly pray, and 
trust that in tthe near future the fund 
will be forthcoming. 

The needs of the college are as fol- 


lows: One college building, six lecture 
rooms, $8,000; additional dormitories, 
forty rooms, $8,000; deficit on present 


buildings, $2,000; to buy land and equip 
college for the future use of the Church 
in Japan, $200,000. 

Trinity Divinity-school is continuing 
to perform her quota of good works. This 
past year the school has graduated five 
students from the regular course, and ten 
from the catechetical course. 

A movement is on foot to establish a 
general theological seminary, and if this 
comes ito pass all the candidates for Holy 
Orders in the Japan Church vwill in all 
probability be sent to that institution. 
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In the meantime Trinity Divinity-school 
will continue doing the good work it 
has been doing these past fifteen years. 

The Rey. E. R. Woodman has been ac- 
tively engaged during the year with his 
special duties in the Divinity-school, giv- 
ing instruction in the Old and New Testa- 
ments, and also teaching English in the 
Chinese school connected with St. Paul’s 
College. 

He has remained priest-in-charge of the 
European congregation in Trinity Cathe- 
dral throughout the year, and attended to 
other duties requiring his attention. 

The Rey. Charles F. Sweet has been 
teaching systematic theology in the Di- 
vinity-school in addition to the pastoral 
care he has given to St. Francis’s Mission 
in Tokyo, to the summer congregation at 
Hokane, and to the daily services in the 
cathedral. He has also served as a mem- 
ber of the Bishop’s Council of Advice and 
of the Board of Directors of St. Paul’s 
College. 

St. Matthias’s Catechetical School, 
Tokyo, is a school established for the pur- 
pose of educating men for the work of a 
catechist. It is intended for men who by 
reason of age or insufficient preparation 
cannot enter the Divinity-school. No 
student under twenty-five years can enter. 
In fact the students are often forty years 
of age, mostly men of the middle class, 
who have been in various occupations and 
who on being converted have determined 
to devote their lives to the work of the 
Church. The school was the outcome of 
a conference held in 1903, the bishop of 
the district becoming the rector, and the 
Rev. Toshizumi Chikashige, priest-in- 
charge, who gave up his church in Osaka, 
came to Tokyo, took up his residence 
with the students, and assumed general 
control and direction of the affairs of the 
school. It was then looked upon as an 
annex to the Divinity-school, the course 
of study being two years, with a short 
course in theology, as a training for prac- 
tical evangelistic work. After five years’ 
experience it has been found that this two 
years’ course is too short to thoroughly 
equip the students for the important work 
committed to their care, so beginning 
with next term the course will be ex- 
tended to three- years and the require- 
ments for admission made ‘higher. 

The present faculty consist of the Rev. 
Mr. Chikashige, principal, and the Rev. 
Messrs. Yamagata, Ochiai, Tucker and 
Welbourn. 

There ere eight men in the second year 
and four in the first. These students, in 
addition to their regular studies, are 
obliged to engage in some evangelistic 
work. Twice a week they give addresses 
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at the preaching place in connection with 
the school, and assist the clergy of the 
various city churches when requested. To 
make more effectual this work, a suitable 


building should be erected for its use 
with dormitory accommodations. 
St. Margaret’s School is taking its 


place among the best schools in Japan, 
since it has secured its license. But to 
maintain this standard there must be a 
larger staff of teachers, better buildings, 
and equipment and a reorganization of 
the higher department, raising the course 
from the curriculum of two years to that 
of three years. The faithful superin- 
tendent, the Rev. J. H. Kobayashi, reports 
that to put the institution upon a good 
working basis the sum of $50,000 will be 
necessary for the purchase of a new lot 
and the erection of a new school build- 
ing. .In addition, $1,000 will be required 
for equipment, and $2,000 as an annual 
appropriation. 


Women Workers 


Miss Clara Johnson Neely has been 
occupied during the year at Mayebashi, 
teaching in the Sunday-school and caring 
for a special Bible-class begun last March. 
Tne Sunday-school at Takasaki was also 
opened in September, the children mani- 
festing great interest. The children of 
both places have shown much enthusiasm 
in raising money for the work in For- 
mosa. They sent more than thirteen yen 


‘for mission work in that island. 


The catechumen class has met every 
week for instruction, and three were 
baptized at Christmas and one at Haster. 

The weekly Bible-class for ladies begun 
in January was not large, but showed 
great interest, and already Miss Neely 
hopes as the result of her work to gather 
in three converts. 

The ‘woman’s meetings have taken 
place every month ‘throughout the term 
and have been more largely attended than 
ever before. 

The industrial class for young women 
has been carried on every Saturday and 
is accomplishing much good. 

Miss Neely gives up one day in the 
week for visiting and finds the time well 
spent. Three hours a week are given by 
her to the policemen’s class, a number of 
whom in course of time become Chris- 
tians. 

Twice a week regularly Miss Neely 
would go to Takasaki, where she carried 
on a similar work to that in Mayebashi, 
teaching in Sunday-schools, visiting the 
Christians and instructing the women, 
several of whom shave been baptized and 
two or three have become enquirers. 
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During the absence of Miss Boyd, Miss 
Neely will take up her work in Tokyo. 


Medical Work 


St. Luke’s Hospital, Tokyo, for the past 
six years has been gradually increasing 
its scope and demonstrating its need and 
its hearty maintenance. The success 
that has marked the work demands a 
liberal contribution of funds in order to 
extend the buildings and increase the 
facilities of ‘the hospital. 

The building of a new dispensary and 
five additional’ rooms for St. Luke’s is 
now under way; the former will be well 
furnished and equipped and will offer ac- 
commodations for 200 patients daily. The 
cost of the new building will be about 
10,000 yen. The ground for the addition 
has been paid for. The hospital is under 
the direction of Dr. Teusler, assisted by 
Drs. Sakai, Toriyama and Kubo, all emi- 
nent physicians. At present ithere are ac- 
commodations for about forty patients in 
the charity and pay wards. All the fees 
received are devoted to the support of 
the hospital. Twelve private rooms have 
been furnished for ithe care of the Jap- 
anese and foreign patients, which can 
afford to pay for the best accommoda- 
tions. There are two well-equipped mod- 
ern operating rooms, a complete ster- 
ilizing department, modern bathroom, 
plumbing and heating. 

The dispensary attached to the hospi- 
tal cares for about one hundred out-pa- 
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tients daily, where medical attendance 
and surgical treatment are free. Dr. 
Teusler gives his morning hours to the 
dispensary and private patients, and his 
afternoons to professional visits in the 
city. In the last four years about 400 
foreigners have received treatment at St. 
Luke’s as in-patients. Last year several 
hundred operations under chloroform 
were performed in the hospital, exclusive 
of a large number of minor operations in 
the dispensary. 

The following are the statistics for the 
year ending July ist, 1908: ‘In-patient 
Department—In-patients, 389; number of 
day’s treatment, 7,240; charity cases, 168; 
major operations, 193. Dispensary De- 
partment—New cases, 1,375; visits ‘to dis- 
pensary, 9,640; prescriptions filled, 
10,348. Number of private office visits, 
Dr. Teusler, 2,160; number of visits paid 
outside, Dr. Teusler, 820. Pharmacy De- 
partment—Number of prescriptions filled, 
13,896. 

The nurses’ school has been increased 
to sixteen and is doing well. 

The religious work of the hospital is 
being maintained by Mr. Tagawa and Mr. 
Kobayashi. Prayers are held every morn- 
ing in the waiting room at 8:30. A short 
service and address are given the patients 
and hospital staff every Wednesday even- 
ing at seven. The wards are regularly 
visited three times a week, and Miss 
Julius also sends two of her mission wom- 
en to work amongst the patients. Some 
mornings there are aS many as seventy 
or eighty charity cases.

The Missionary District of Kyoto in- 
cludes thirteen provinces and a part of a 
fourteenth, and contains a population of 
about 5,000,000. The centres of the 
Church’s work are at Kyoto, Osaka, Nara, 
Wakayama and Wasaka, from which radi- 
ate the work in the various outlying mis- 
sions. 

During the year the bishop has been 
steadily at work administering to the 
temporal and spiritual affairs of his ex- 
tensive district. Chief among the events 
was the advancing to the priesthood of 
Japanese deacons who had made full 
proof of their ministry and were counted 
worthy of larger responsibilities. On the 
Fifth Sunday after the Epiphany, the Rev. 
Mr. Murata, on the Second Sunday in Lent, 
the Rey. Mr. Sone, andion Trinity Sunday, 
the Rey. Mr. Ohashi, were advanced to 
the priesthood by Bishop Partridge. The 
significance of this event cannot be over- 
estimated. It proclaimed a great advance 
in the Church’s forward movement in 
Japan. 

Another note of progress was seen in 
the consecration of the .Church of the 
Redeemer, near Osaka; St. Paul’s ‘Church, 
Sakurai, in the old province of Yamato, 
and also in the erection of new buildings 
to be devoted to the service of almighty 
God. 

The personnel of the mission has re- 
mained about the same as last year. The 
Rev. Messrs. A. D. Gring.and T. S. Tyng 
have been retired; Dr. L. A. B. Street 
has resigned, the only new appointment 
‘being that of Miss Mary L. Laning, 
daughter of Dr. Laning, of Osaka. Among 
those returning to Japan after furlough

have ‘been the Rev. Mr. Chapman, Dr. 
Laning, Miss Suthon, Miss Laning and 
Miss Scott. Among those who have left 
Japan on furlough have been the Rev.

Reifsnider and family, and Mr. and Mrs. 
John Reifsnider and wife. 


Evangelistic Work 


At Kyoto, the see city, are resident the 
bishop and his wife, Bishop Williams 
(retired), and the Rev. Messrs. W. J. 
Cuthbert, H. Yamabe, M. Abe, and S. Sone, 
Mr. John Reifsnider and his wife, Miss 
Aldrich, Miss Suthon and Miss Peck. 

The Rey. Mr. Cuthbert has had charge 
of St. Mary’s Church, Kyoto, where he 
has gathered a congregation of seventy- 
five communicants. During the year 
there have been twenty-seven baptisms 
and sixteen confirmations, a most encour- 
aging result considering they have no 
church building to worship in, but only 
a rectory. A temporary church is now 
in the process of erection which will an- 
gswer until a more substantial structure 
can be provided. Miss Aldrich has been 
of valuable service to him in his arduous 
duties. 

At Wakayama the Rev. Mr. Dooman 
has been most actively engaged. On De- 
cember 21st, 1907, the new church build- 
ing made possible by ‘tthe gifts of the 
Church in America was opened and oc- 
cupied ifor the first time. On the day fol- 
lowing, Sunday, the 22d, the Holy Com- 
munion was celebrated and a historical 
sermon was preached. Besides the church, 
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two other buildings recently remodelled, 
used as a night-school and a _ parish 
house, add to the equipment of the sta- 
tion. 

In connection with the work at Waka- 
yama, several out-stations are being main- 
tained. At Marusa Mr. Dooman has gath- 
ered a small Christian congregation, com- 
posed chiefly of prosperous farmers of 
that community. A catechist takes 
charge of the work. Mr. Dooman visits 
the station at least once a month. 

Hashimoto, fifteen miles from Marusu, 
receives the exceptionally goou services 
of a catechist who has been working 
there for the past nineteen years with 
most encouraging results. This station 
has its own out-stations, Myoji, Yamoda, 
Nagura, and several other villages where 
the ever increasing Christian population 
of Japan scatters, and in course of time 
creates new centres of work. 

Gojo, five miles from Hashimoto, is an- 
other important station where an experi- 
enced catechist is doing good work, under 
the supervision of Mr. Dooman. Years 
ago this station gave little promise of 
success, but at present it is a useful cen- 
tre of missionary activity, having an out- 
station at Gose, about fifteen miles dis- 
tant, also under the care of the catechist. 
The station was opened last December 
and like Miyoji is intended as a strategic 
point for the future. 

Nara. This station is now under the 
superintending care of the Rev. J. J. 
Chapman, with out-stations at Koriyama, 
Tatsuta, Sakurai, Tawaramoto, Matsu- 
yama and Haibara. He reports 635 pub- 
lic services held during the year; 37 bap- 
tisms; 29 confirmations and 132 communi- 
cants. He has one day-school with 8 
pupils and a night-school with 36 pupils. 

Tanabe, sixty miles southeast from 
Wakayama, a flourishing seaport, also 
one of Mr. Dooman’s stations, is served 
by a graduate of the Divinity-school, and 
he has built wp a good substantial work, 
and in connection with it carries on work 
at two out-stations, Tonda and Minaba. 
Tanabe should be provided with a church 
building and a rectory, as the present 
Japanese house now in use is not suitable. 
The sum of $2,000 would provide for 
this pressing need. 

The field assigned to Mr. Dooman com- 
prises the whole province of Kii, and part 
of the Province of Yamato. The popula- 
tion is about 1,500,000. Mr. Dooman is 
assisted in the work by four Japanese 
catechists, but he needs men in Orders 
to make the work more effective. 

At Sakurai the work is progressing 
most favorably. The mission owns at 
this place a church, a parish house and a 
rectory for the Japanese clergyman. The 
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church is 24x42 feet and will accommo- 
date about forty people. The parish house 
which adjoins the church is a two-storied 
building, 18x36 feet. One of the rooms 
on the: first floor is used as a vesting 
room. By removing the sliding doors the 
whole of the first floor can be made into 
one room, and with the soft mats on the 
floor at large public gatherings, for which 
it is to be used, the audience will sit upon 
the floor, and in this way 200 can he ac- 
commodated. On the second floor is a 
large room for clubs. There are also two 
small rooms that could be used for the 
use of visiting clergymen or other guests. 
The Japanese rectory is a two-storied 
building, 27x30 feet. It is large enough 
to provide a comfortable home for a fam- 
ily, and has all conveniences necessary. 
The location is very good, being a short 
distance from the Girls’ High School, hay- 
ing 400 students. 

The church was consecrated by Bishop 
Partridge on January 19th, 1908, on which 
occasion eleven persons were confirmed. 

The work is being carried on by the 
Rey. G. Nakamura, under the supervision 
of the Rev. Dr. Correll. 

The Rev. C. S. Reifsnider has been look- 


‘ing after the interests of the Church’s 


work at Fukui and Tsuruga during the 
past year, with the assistance of the Rey. 
Murata Matsumosuke, Japanese priest, 
and two catechists. As a result of the 
work there have been nine baptisms and 
twelve confirmations. In the two Sun- 
day-schools thirty-four children have 
been receiving religious instruction, and 
in the night-school the attendance has 
been about twenty young men. Sunday 
services have been maintained throughout 
the year: at Fukui, 112, and at Tsuruga, 
103. There is promise of an increase in 
the number of communicants, which is 
now thirty-six, and the attendance upon 
public worship is regular and increasing. 

The Rey. W. J. Cuthbert has held 216 
Sunday services and ninety-five other ser- 
vices at St. Mary’s Church, Kyoto, during 
the year, with an average attendance of 
fifty Japanese. The statistics are most 
encouraging, showing 27 baptisms, all 
adults but one, and 16 confirmations. The 
Sunday-school has had an attendance of 
75 children. 

Miss Bull has had a most busy year in 
keeping up her appointments and meet- 
ing all the duties that have fallen to her 
lot in the large sphere in which she 
labors, organizing branches of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary and setting them in opera- 
tion, attending the various women’s meet- 
ings and enthusing them with interest 
and profit; teaching in the various 
schools for crocheting and knitting and 
fancy work, and for cooking and other 
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useful arts; bringing the women together 
to hear lectures on important subjects, 
such as the care of children, followed by 
addresses by clergymen on the moral and 
Spiritual duties of the mother toward her 
child; keeping in touch with her old pupils 
and thus keeping alive the influence of 
those days; teaching three English Bible- 
classes for young men once a week and a 
conversation class at Christ Church, and 
in looking after various other duties 
which command her attention. 

Miss Martha Aldrich’s time has been 
fully occupied with teaching Bible-classes, 
English and French conversations, be- 
sides much incidental work growing out 
of this work. The last half of the year 
she rendered assistance to the Rev. Mr. 
‘Cuthbert, whose work had grown to such 
proportions that he needed itto have it 
lightened. In Gojo, at St. John’s, the 
women have done nobly this last year, 
though they have suffered much in the 
loss of numbers through moving away of 
some of their oldest members and the 
long illness of others. They have been 
instrumental in bringing not a few wom- 
en into the Church, thereby increasing 
the working force of the future. They 
also did a good share in the furnishing 
of the church and rendered a good ac- 
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count at the annual meeting of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary in May last. 


Medical Work 


The medical work of the district is lo- 
cated at St. Barnabas’s Hospital, Osaka, 
where Dr. Laning has been laboring for 
over twenty years. The work begun in 
weakness has grown in strength and in- 
fluence, until now it is self-supporting 
and one of the leading hospitals in Osaka. 
From July ist, 1907, to March 3d, 1908, 


Dr. Laning furnishes the following 
statistics:

3,639, of which 2,390 were charity pa- 
tients; number of new cases, 3,269; 626 
visits were made to patients at their 
homes; number of in-patients, 69; males, 
43; females, 24; number of days’ treat- 
ment, 2,122, of which 1,085 were given 
to charity patients. 

Expended for running expenses 4,927.- 
56 yen; received from patients, 4,799.15 
yen; balance 128.41 yen, drawn from the 
reserve fund.

At the last General Convention, held 
in the City of Richmond, the status of

ent status of the mission shows that the 
field included within the district covers a 
territory as large as the United States 
with the addition of two Texases, but the 
work is largely confined to the southern- 
most part of the Republic, Rio de Janeiro 
being the most northern while Jaguarao 
is the most southern station. 

Between these two stations, and includ- 
ing them, the missionary district has 
thirty-four congregations with seven 
church edifices, nine chapels and more 
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than a thousand communicants in charge 
of some thirteen clergymen. ‘There are 
1,046 children attending the Sunday- 
schools, and seven young Brazilians are 
studying for Holy Orders. 

A strong movement toward self-support 
is setting in; already one parish has be- 
come self-supporting and two others are 
rapidly approaching the same goal. 

The influence of the Church throughout 
the State is being felt, so much so that 
the Romanists have been aroused from 
their former sloth and negligence and 
stirred up to greater care and shepherd- 
ing of their own flock. As an instance of 
this the Rev. Dr. Morris states that the City 
of Rio Grande with 20,000 inhabitants had 
only two Roman priests in 1891, when our 
Church was just beginning its operations 
there, and there were not seventy-five per- 
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sons to partake of the Communion at the 
mass Easter Day. Now since we have in 
that city a beautiful church building, 
150 communicants, flourishing Sunday- 
schools, and many parish organizations, 
the Romanists have awakened and now 
have fifteen to twenty priests, two large 
schools, and other organizations—all 
brought into existence since our Church 
began its career. 

During the year the Rev. Dr. Brown, 
who has been in this country on furlough 
for the past year, returned to the field 
with his family and began his work again, 
settling at Rio de Janeiro. The Rev. Mr. 
Charles H. C. Sergel also returned to the 
field and began his work at Rio de 
Janeiro. Miss Packard, who has been on 
furlough, has returned and is doing duty 
at Porto Alegre.

There have been some changes in the 
personnel of the mission during the year. 
The Rey. Charles B. Ackley has joined 
the staff, also Misses Elizabeth Scott 
Attee, Sarah C. Thurston, and Leonora M. 
Kelton. 

Mr. Vicente Angel Tuzzio has been ad- 
mitted deacon and the Rev. Francisco 
Diaz advanced to the priesthood. 

The Ven. C. M. Sturges, Archdeacon of 
Eastern Cuba, has been transferred from 
Camaguey, Ceballos, Bartle and La 
Gloria, to Sagua la Grande, where he will

reside, succeeding the Rev. Mr. Carroll, 
who has taken up work in ‘Augusta, 
Ga. The Rev. Charles E. Snavely, of San 
Juan, Porto Rico, has been placed in 
charge of the work formerly under Arch- 
deacon Sturges, and taken up his resi- 
dence at Camaguey. 

The Rey. J. H. Lopez-Guillen has been 
transferred from Guantanamo to Guana- 
bacoa, a city near Havana, where he 
will hold regular services, also taking 
charge of the mission at Bacuranao in 
addition to his work at the seminary. 
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The Rev. Mr. ‘Ackley has been assigned 
duty at Guantanamo, succeeding Mr. 
Lopez-Guillen. 

At the request of the Presiding Bishop, 
Bishop Knight has taken the episcopal 
oversight of the work in the Panama 
Canal Zone, and in his official capacity 
visited the Zone last May and confirmed a 
large number of candidates as reported in 
detail under the caption—‘The Church in 
the Panama Canal Zone.” 

Perhaps the crowning event of the year 
in the Missionary District of Cuba was 
the completion and opening for service of 
the Chureh of the Holy Trinity at 
Havana on Palm Sunday of this past year. 
The special ceremonies of the day, con- 
sisting of two celebrations of the Holy 
Communion, one in English and the other 
in Spanish, preaching by the bishop at 
the morning service, by Dean Colmore 
in the afternoon, and by Canon Morell in 
the evening, attracted great crowds, dele- 
gations coming from Matanzas, fifty miles 
away, and from Macagua, more than a 
hundred miles distant. The offerings for 
the building fund amounted to nearly 
$1,500, besides those for current ex- 
penses. 

The new building is of the Spanish 
Colonial type, with high towering walls, 
the roof being supported by semi-circular 
arches. It is 105 feet in length, forty feet 
in breadth of nave, but fifty feet including 
the baptistery, and seventy-one including 
the choir room and sacristies. ‘The bish- 
‘op hopes that in a short time all the 
needed furniture, including the altar, will 
be forthcoming. 

The completion of this building will 
mark a new era in the history of the 
Church’s occupation of the island repub- 
lic, and will speak in eloquent tones of the 
dignity and purity of the Church over 
which Bishop Knight has been placed as 
its spiritual head and leader. 

Its influence will spread far and wide, 
and give force and direction to all the 
evangelistic work throughout the whole 
missionary district. 

Most encouraging reports have been re- 
ceived from ‘the Missionary District of 
Cuba. Places where only tentative ser- 
vices have been held have developed into 
organized missions, and in other places 
where organized missions have existed, 
these have become strong centres of evan- 
gelistic work. The property now owned 
by the mission has doubled in value, be- 
ing estimated to be worth nearly $94,000, 
and the Divinity-school recently organized 
by the bishop has more than justified its 
expectations. Already ten candidates for 
Holy Orders have been enrolled, and un- 
der the care of the clergy of the district 
are being instructed in those studies

necessary for their ordination. The num- 
ber studying could be greatly enlarged if 
the bishop had the means for their sup- 
port. In many other directions the signs 
of progress are indicated—in the in- 
creased number of confirmations and in 
the offerings of the people. During the 
first year of Bishop Knight’s episcopate 
he confirmed thirty-seven candidates; dur- 
ing the second year 118; and this past 
year 294. 


Evangelistic Work 


The Rev. W. W. Steel, Archdeacon of 
Havana, has been kept busy looking after 
the various missions committed to his 
charge. During the year he has made 
eight trips to the Isle of Pines, officiating 
at Columbia, Santa Rosalia, Santa Fe, 
Nueva, and McKinley. In face of many 
and trying difficulties—infrequent and in- 
terrupted services, and with no resident 
priest to care for it, the work has gone 
forward under the supervision of the 
archdeacon. In addition to his work on 
the Isle of Pines, he has had also the 
oversight of the services at several other 
places in Cuba, Cardenas, Matanzas and 
the new missions at Santiago de las 
Vegas, Guanaguanico and Ocean Beach. 

Some time has been given to transla- 
tion work and also to the theological sem- 
inary, where he has delivered various lec- 
tures in the regular course of instruc- 
tion. 

Holy Trinity Cathedral, Havana, has 
had a prosperous year. The services have 
been well attended and in a short time 
it is expected the work will be self-sus- 
taining. 

At the Spanish Mission, held in the ca- 
thedral, the Rev. Mr. Morell has attracted 
large congregations, and has celebrated 
the Holy Communion on every Lord’s 
Day. 

Guantanamo. The corner-stone of the 
new church was laid on May 6th last, un- 
der the direction of the Rev. J. M. Lopez- 
Guillen, missionary-in-charge. The new 
building when completed will accom- 
modate 200 people, and cost, including 
lot, $15,000, of which $12,000 is the gift 
of Mr. W. W. Frazer, of Philadelphia. 

The town is near the site of the United 
States Naval Station, a centre of great 
sugar interests, and headquarters of two 
important railways. 

So the missionary at Guantanamo 
works among the white English-speaking 
people, among the Jamaicans, and among 
the Spanish-speaking. During a residence 
of less than two years, Mr. Lopez-Guillen 
has presented for confirmation forty-one 
candidates, baptized forty-three persons, 
and solemnized thirteen marriages. The 
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Rey. C. B. Ackley, newly appointed mis- 
sionary, is now in charge of the work, the 
Rev. Mr. Lopez-Guillen having been trans- 
ferred to Guanabacoa. 

Ensenada de Mora, a sugar estate east 
of Cienfuegos, on the southern shore, has 
been selected as a most promising site for 
another mission, and where a new church 
edifice is now in the process of erection, 
the gift of Mr. Alfred Harrison, of Phila- 
delphia. It will minister to a population 
of more than 1,800 men. When the build- 
ing is completed it is planned to settle a 
clergyman there. 

The Archdeacon of East Cuba, the Rey. 
C. M. Sturges, has been busily occupied in 
looking after the various missions under 
his charge—Bartle, Camaguey, ‘Ceballos 
and La Gloria. A gradual forward move- 
ment is following his ministrations, and 
gives occasion for general encouragement. 
There are altogether some thirty-one dif- 
ferent missions within the district, to- 
gether with five others on the Isle of 
Pines. 

Besides the bishop there are ten pres- 
byters and three deacons regularly in 
charge of the work, and three other 
clergymen officiating by license. 


Educational Work 


All the schools are running with a full 
complement of pupils. This is notably 
the case with the Cathedral School for 
Girls in the Vedado,Havana, which opened 
last fall with fifty pupils, but which sub- 
sequently increased to 130. 

The Theological Seminary at Jesus del 
Monte, Havana, has now nine young men 
under instruction, candidates for Holy 
Orders. 

The faculty consists of the bishop and 
the Rev. A. T. Sharpe as warden, and the 
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Rev. Messrs. Steel, Colmore, Lopez-Guil- 
len and Morell as instructors. 

The school at Santiago de Cuba has 
now a separate house and is making 
splendid progress under the efficient man- 
agement of the Rev. J. B. Mancebo. 

Strong efforts are being made to build 
up an industrial school at Limonar, under 
the charge of the Rev. Mr. Planas. The 
building in which the work is being car- 
ried on is a temporary affair, a leased 
building fitted up with chapel, class-rooms 
and dormitory with living quarters for 
the missionary and his family. The dor- 
mitory can only accommodate about fif- 
teen pupils, and that limit was reached 
soon after opening the school, and Mr. 
Planas has declined to receive any more 
pupils. The boarding and day ‘pupils pay 
a sufficient amount to meet the running 
expenses of the school, outside the rent of 
thebuilding. Untila more commodious and 
better building can be obtained, there can 
ibe no development in this most important 
undertaking. It is the only kind of work 
undertaken in Cuba, a sort of Tuskegee, 
Hampton, Lawrenceville for the Negroes, 
and ought to receive the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the Church in the United States. 

There is a Church School at Guana- 
bacoa with seventeen pupils, formerly un- 
der the care of the Rev. H. C. Mayer, that 
is accomplishing much good in that com- 
munity. Miss Mabel Smith is now in 
charge. 

The school at Guantanamo for the col- 
ored Jamaicans living in that place is 
prospering, being almost able to sustain 
itself out of the fees collected for tuition. 

The Brooks Institute at Guantanamo 
under the care of the Rev. Esteban 
Morell continues to grow, and soon it wil) 
become necessary to enlarge the buildings 
if the work is to meet its increasing de- 
mands.

The Missionary District of Mexico em- 
braces the whole Republic of Mexico, hav- 
ing an area of 763,804 square miles and a 
population of 14,000,000. The district 
within its present bounds was established 
by the General Convention in the year 
1904, and that same year its bishop, the 
Right Rev. Henry D. Aves, was conse- 
crated. 

During the past two years the Church 
in Mexico has suffered the loss of eight of 
its priests by removals, but the loss has 
been made good by the accession of the 
Rev. Messrs. H. C. Goodman, H. E. 
Clowes, L. M. A. Haughwout, William 
Watson, Efraim Salinas, M. L. Camara 
and H. G. Limric. 

This welcomed addition to the staff, 
however, is by no means adequate to sup- 
ply the demands of the district, as there 
are nine English-speaking congregations 
without regular ministrations. For two 
of these there are appropriations of 
$1,600 (silver) each a year. Three of the 
congregations in Tehuantepec section and 
one in Guanajuato have become self-sup- 
porting. 

The problem of clerical supply is most 
serious and one that gives the bishop 
great concern. For it is evident that 
without the proper force to maintain the 
work, no possible or permanent success 
can be looked for. It has only been pos- 
sible to maintain services in one-half of 


Spanish-speaking Teachers and 


the English-speaking congregations dur- 
ing the past year. 

The principal mission centres are at 
Ensenada Baja, a remote mission belong- 
ing naturally to the Diocese of Los 
Angeles, as it was planted and is looked 
after by the Rev. C. L. Barnes, of San 
Diego, yet within the District of Mexico; 
Nacozari, Sonora, under the care of the 
Rev. E. W. Simonson, of Douglas, Ariz.; 
Chihuahua, under the care of the Rey. 
H. E. Clowes; Torreon, under the care 
of the Rev. H. G. Limric; Monterey, 
under the care of the Rev. William 
Cross; Guanajuato, under the care of a 
lay-reader, Dr. William Falconer; Guada- 
lajara, vacant since the resignation of the 
Rev. R. H. Woodward; San Luis Potosi, 
under the care of the Rev. H. C. Good- 
man; Oaxaca, under the care of the Rev. 
Mr. Watson; Puebla and Jalapa, under 
the care of the Rev. Henry M. Green. 

The Ven. W. Jones-Bateman continues 
as archdeacon of the Hnglish-speaking 
work, and the Ven. H. G. Limric is arch- 
deacon of the native work. 

Deaconess Frances Affleck arrived in 
Mexico City September 20th, 1908, and for 
the present is making her home at the 
Hooker School. Later she will interest 
herself in both the English-speaking and 
Mexican work of the city, giving special 
attention to the various women’s organi- 
zations. 
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The mission has sustained the loss of 
the Rey. J. V. Hernandez, who died re- 
cently. He was considered by Bishop 
Aves one of the best and most efficient 
of the native priests. 

Among the native clergy connected 
with the mission are seven priests and five 
deacons. There are 1,051 communicants 
and thirty parishes and missions with six- 
teen churches and chapels. 

In the City of Mexico are two educa- 
tional institutions, one for boys and 
young men, and the other for girls, 

St. Andrew’s School and Seminary is 
for the training of those looking forward 
to the ministry. Efforts are being taken 
to advance the scope of the institution by 
admitting all who wish the advantages of 
a Christian education. 

It is also desired to develop an indus- 
trial department and a small beginning 
has been made. The Rey. Mr. Haughwout 
is dean and director. The other school is 
the Mary Hooker Memorial, now under 
the charge of Miss Driggs, assisted by 
Miss Roper as principal. During the 
year the school has had a large attend- 
ance and is prospering. 

In the city also is located the only Eng- 
lish-speaking congregation of the Church 
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in Mexico that has its own church build- 
ing and is self-supporting. The parish 
was started many years ago by members 
of the Church of England, and the pres- 
ent handsome pbuilding was erected in 
1898. With the coming of Bishop Aves. 
and other Americans, the Church passed 
under American jurisdiction and is now 
the centre and bulwark of the English- 
speaking work. The Rev. William Cross 
is the rector. 

Since the coming of Bishop Aves there 
has been an awakening, and opportuni- 
ties are opening on every hand for good 
Church work. If these splendid oppor- 
tunities are to be taken advantage of, two 
things are essential, an increase in the 
number of workers, native and Hnglish- 
speaking, and more buildings for the 
work among the English-speaking congre- 
gations, of which there are about a dozen 
outside the City of Mexico, ministered to 
by nine priests. Owing to Roman hostil- 
ity and the Roman boycott, it is difficult 
to hire buildings for these congregations, 
and if the work is to be successfully car- 
ried on, buildings must be supplied. The 
two educational institutions should be 
properly housed and equipped. St. An- 
drew’s has room for only fifteen students 
in a house that has to be rented.

During the past year the Republic of 
Haiti has experienced a series of political 
disturbances that have threatened the 
safety of the Republic, and spread ruin 
and disaster throughout the country. 

On the fifth of July the city of Port-au- 
Prince was set afire ‘by incendiaries, de- 
stroying more than a quarter of the city 
and leaving thousands without shelter. 
More than 1,200 houses were consumed, 


including our own church building and 
a schoolhouse. The latter was totally de- 
stroyed. The church being built of bricks, 
the walls were left standing and can be 
used in the erection of another \building. 

All the woodwork in the interior of the 
church was consumed, including benches, 
organ, altar, vestments and the Buchar- 
istic vessels. 

The Rev. Mr. Jones was burnt out of his 
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house and home, and all his domestic ef- 
fects consumed. 

The loss to the mission is severe, and 
the bishop appeals strongly to the Church 
in America to come to his relief and to 
supply him with funds to restore the 
property destroyed. 

In spite, however, of the many disasters 
that have afflicted the Republic during 
the year and the great losses that have 
been sustained, the work of the Church 
has gone on uninterruptedly, both the 
bishop and his clergy being assured that 
the salvation of the Republic and the wel- 
fare of the people lay in the power of the 
Gospel of Jesus Christ. 

For purposes of administration and 
convenience, the bishop has divided the 
jurisdiction over which he presides into 
several departments according to their 
position, north, south, east and west. 

In each of these departments the 
Church has, during the year, acquired cer- 
tain pieces of land which it is intended 
to hold for the future use of the Church 
in the erection of churches and chapels. 
In some instances building material has 
been acquired, and a commencement made 
on the erection of the building. The con- 
gregation of the Redemption, Leogane, is 
a noble example; also at Macombe, in the 
Department of the South, a chapel is now 
in ‘the process of erection. Others are on 
the way so soon as the funds can be ob- 
tained necessary for the building. 

This forward movement, especially at 
this time, when the whole Republic is dis- 
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turbed, is a source of great encourage- 
ment, and gives the workers in the field 
renewed inspiration and hope. 

An increased interest is being taken in 
the matter of raising up a native minis- 
try to minister to the people of,their own 
race and country. Three young Haitiens 
have already signified their desire to con- 
secrate themselves to this work, and have 
been engaged in studies in the United 
States. Two of these were ordained in 
June of this year, and the third is ex- 
pecting to complete his studies at St. Ste- 
phen’s College, Annandale, and enter the 
General Seminary in the coming fall. 

The local theological school in Port-au- 
Prince is opened for such students as are 
unable to take the course in the United 
States. 

On St. Michael and All ‘Angels’ Day, 
September 29th, 1907, the bishop advanced 
to the priesthood the Rev. L. L. Paraison 
and the Rev. Leon Jones, and admitted 
to the diaconate Mr. Vilevaleix Cou- 
langes. 

The Rev. Mr. Paraison is stationed at 
Leogane and the Rev. Mr. Jones is in 
charge of the Church at Borgne. The 
Rev. Mr. Coulanges has been placed at 
‘Coustard. 

On Whitsunday the Bishop of Pennsyl- 
vania admitted to the diaconate in St. 
James’s church, Philadelphia, Mr. G. E. 
Benedict, who is to be stationed at Aux 
Cayes, as assistant of the Church of the 
Holy Saviour, and to serve as vicar of St. 
James’s Chapel at Macombe.

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REPORT OF THE BISHOP OF THE MISSIONARY 
DISTRICT OF CAPE PALMAS AND PARTS ADJACENT 


1907-08 


The Missionary District of Cape Palmas and Parts Adjacent includes that part. of 
Western Africa known as the Republic of Liberia, having an area of 14,360 square miles 


and a population of 1,000,000. 


The district within its present bounds was established by the General Convention of 


1850. 
1885. 


Its bishop is the Right Reverend Samuel D. Ferguson, D.D., consecrated in the year 


The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district is 


$54,814.50, divided as follows: 


1. For the support and travelling expenses of the bishop....... $ 2,300.00 
2. For work among the Liberians and natives................ 52,514.50 
The appropriation aids in maintaining work in sixty-one different stations. 


WAS away from the district four 
and a half months of the year 
covered by this report, having gone 
to the United States to attend the 

General Convention of the Church. 
Such visits abroad, made in the interest 
of the work here, are always productive 
of good. The triennial meeting of rep- 
resentatives of the Church which took 
place in Richmond last October proved 
most interesting, encouraging and help- 
ful to those who regard the work of ex- 
tending Christ’s Kingdom on earth of 
far greater importance than some of the 
topics that engage the attention of 
learned canonists and consume much of 
the time allotted for such a gathering. 
The missionary character of this last 
convention was even more pronounced 
than that at Boston, three years before; 
though that far exceeded the previous 
ones that I had attended. Ample time 
was allowed the missionary bishops to 
present the condition and requirements 
of their districts and the appointed ses- 
sions for the purpose were arranged for 
regular business hours instead of the 
close of the day, when physical nature 
demands relaxation. All that I said 
about the work in this district was kind- 
ly received, and some of the requests 
which { then made have already been 
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granted. The manifestation of interest 
in our efforts was pretty general and will 
doubtless lead to other generous contri- 
butions, all of which means increased 
responsibility on our part and the need 
of greater exertion in order that we may, 
to some extent, prove ourselves worthy 
of the confidence reposed in us. 


Necrology 


A clergyman and several prominent 
lay members have departed this life 
since my last annual report. The Rev. 
Nathaniel Yuko Valentine, whose or- 
dination to the diaconate was then re- 
ported to have taken place on May 12th, 
1907, is no longer amongst the living. 
He was the son of the late Rev. M. P. 
Keda Valentine, m.a., of sacred memory. 
Like his renowned father, he was strong 
intellectually and also so strong physi- 


eally that no one would have imagined 


for a moment that death was near him. 
He was in Orders only a little less than 
fifteen months. 

The Hon. W. D. Coleman, ex-presi- 
dent of Liberia, and a most useful citi- 
zen of the republic, was suddenly called 
away on July 11th. He was treasurer of 
our Church Endowment Fund and an 
active member of Grace Church, Clay 
Ashland. 
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Mr. Benjamin Nyema Akerly, of 
Rocktown, has also ended his earthly 
career. He was one of the late Bishop 
Payne’s pupils at Oavalla, and served 
actively as a eatechist at Rocktown until 
the infirmities of old age came on. 

Mrs. Susan M. Grante, of the Sinoe 
sub-district, whose death took place on 
March 9th, held a prominent place 
among the women workers of St. Paul’s 
Church. There are others besides these, 
for whose life and work on earth we 
thank God. May He give us all who re- 
main grace to work while it is day, re- 
membering that “the night cometh, when 
mo man ean work.” 


Ordinations, Etc. 


Three deacons have been advanced to 
priest’s orders within the period under 
review, including the two mentioned in 
my last report, viz., the Rev. John Frith 
and the Rev. C. C. Porte. The third one 
is the Rev. C. E. Wese Baker, whose or- 
dination took place in the Church of the 
Epiphany, Cavalla, on June 21st. 

One corner-stone has been laid, viz., 
that of the new St. John’s Church, 
Lower Buchanan, Grand Bassa. The 
building is now in course of erection. 
It has also been my privilege to conse- 
erate a chapel, viz., that bearing the 
name Emmanuel at Kpayakoele (a 
heathen village in the Crozierville dis- 
trict). 

The subjoined detailed account of the 
work at all the stations throughout the 
missionary district will show that in 
some respects advancement has been 
made, though not at all points, and that, 
with thankfulness for past blessings, we 
may take courage and-“go forward” with 
greater zeal, perseverance and faith in 
God, who has given the command. 


Montserrado County 


Cape Mount.—Since my last report, 
the work here has been carried on unin- 
terruptedly. J was there on a visitation 
in March and met both the Rev. and 
Mrs. Matthews in good health. The lat- 
ter had returned in October greatly 
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benefited by the trip abroad. Miss 
Ridgely was looking as well, if not bet- 
ter, than when she arrived in the coun- 
try.’ The other teachers were also in 
good working condition and at their 
posts. Among the improvements notice- 
able on the grounds of the boys’ school 
was a bell-tower that had been erected 
near the Irving Memorial Church, 
though not adjoining it, and a beautiful 
flower garden. ‘There were over eighty 
boys present and they were being well 
trained. The Rev. Mr. and Mrs. Mat- 
thews subsequently left on furlough. I 
appointed him to represent this district 
at the Pan-Anglican Missionary Confer- 
ence held in London, after which they 
went to the United States. Mr. Robert 
S. Terry has been appointed superin- 
tendent pro tem. until his return, as- 
sisted by Mr. James Dwalu. He reports 
ninety boys in the boarding-school, being 
an increase of eight since the Rev. Mr. 
Matthews left, and that the work is pro- 
gressing both morally and spiritually. 
In his letter to me, dated July 138th, the 
latter reports as follows about the work: 
“We have been keeping school regularly 
and I am glad to say that the boys are 
behaving remarkably well. We have not 
had any one of them run away as yet, 
but rather the number of pupils has in- 
creased.” 

Miss Ridgely reports seventy-seven 
girls on roll in her day-school, of whom 
twenty-one are Americo-Liberians, twen- 
ty-one Veys, five Congoes, three Mendis, 
one Gedebo, one Nigerian and twenty- 
five of mixed extraction. The number 
of girls living with her has also in- 
ereased. On account of the need of 
more space, as well as because of the bad 
condition of the dwelling house, she has 
decided to have another building erected. 
The need is an urgent one; and it is to 
be hoped that the end will be accom- 
plished. Miss Ridgely has gone beyond 
the limited time that it is thought ad- 
visable for a foreigner to remain in this 
climate without a change; but although 
urged by her relatives to leave on fur- 
lough she is unwilling to go unless some 
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one will come out to take her place. The 
latter has now, happily, been arranged, 
and it is expected that she will soon 
gratify the wishes of ther friends in that 
respect. A more self-sacrificing and de- 
voted missionary has never come to this 
field, and may God permit her to return 
to continue the good work for which she 
is so eminently fitted. 

Monrovia.—Both by Rector Cassell’s 
report and my personal observation—for 
most of my time is spent here—it is evi- 
dent that the work in this parish is pro- 
gressing favorably. The church edifice 
has passed the critical stage, which filled 
the minds of those concerned with 
serious apprehensions, and will soon be 
shut in. It has already cost about 
$12,000, nearly all of which has been 
raised in the parish during the seven 
years that the work has been going on. 
The inside work will require a consider- 
able amount and help in the shape of 
memorial windows and church furnish- 
ings is very desirable. 

Interesting services were held in the 
parish hall during the Lenten and Easter 
seasons. I conducted a series of devo- 
tional meetings accompanied by magic 
lantern slides, which was a new feature 
and drew large congregations. The 
rector-emeritus, Dr. Gibson, and the Rev. 
Prof. March rendered valuable assistance 
in Passion Week. 

The work among the Kroos continues 
to afford encouragement. Rain or shine, 
night or day, the attendance is good and 
some of them are devout worshippers. 
The chapel, which comfortably seats 
about two hundred, is often quite 
crowded. A much larger one, say double 
the size, is needed. A thousand dollars, 
with what might be raised in the parish, 
could not be better spent than to provide 
additional facilities for this important 
and encouraging work. The day-school 
has had to change teachers, Mr. W. O. 
D. Bright having resigned to go into 
Government service and the assistant, 
Mr. Brooks, having been discharged. 
Mr. D. W. Herman, an educated Kroo- 
man, has taken the place of the latter, 
and we are now trying to find a com- 
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petent man to succeed the former, Mr. 
Bright is still superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school, which continues to do its 
good work. On my return from the Gen- 
eral Convention I was surprised when a 
reception was given for me here and a 
beautiful sermon-cover was presented to 
me by one representing the members of 
the chapel. In his report the rector 
speaks very commendably of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary to Trinity Church. He 
says: “I cannot forget our indefatigable 
Woman’s Auxiliary, the financial back- 
bone of the parish, and without whom I 
hardly see how we could succeed with the 
work of church restoration. Their anni- 
versary this year was attended with 
marked success, excelling all past ones.” 

The Young Men’s Bible-class, which 
was started last year, is proving itself a 
real help to those who are disposed to 
search the Scriptures. We have often 
lively discussions on such points as are 
of doubtful meaning. No one begrudges 
the hour spent in this way on Sunday 
afternoons. Quite unexpectedly to me, 
on my return home from abroad, the 
gentlemen presented an address of wel- 
come accompanied by a beautiful gold 
eross and crown. 

The principal statistics of the parish 
for the year, including Royersville, are: 
Baptisms, 106; confirmations, 58; com- 
municants, 322; day pupils, 168; Sunday 
pupils, 330; contributions, $3,530.28. 

St. Augustine’s Station—The work 
here has gone on as last reported. The 
Rey. M. W. G. Muhlenburg, superintend- 
ent and rector, reports a falling off in the 
number of communicants owing to the 
withdrawal of some of the larger boys 
who are tempted to leave school in order 
to work for money. He prefers now to 
fill such vacancies with boys from 
heathenism. There are twenty-five 
boarding pupils in the school, of whom 
thirteen are native Africans. By the 
special request of the rector, the local 
convocation is appointed to take place 
there in November, and it is to be hoped 
that it will prove a stimulus to the work 
in that parish where there are so many 
discouraging circumstances. 
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Baptisms during the year, 4; confirma- 
tions, 4; communicants, 24; day pupils, 
7; boarding pupils, 25; Sunday pupils, 
36; contributions, $32.91. 

Barnersville—There having been neo 
improvement in the condition of things 
here since my last report, the effort has 
been discontinued. 

Caldwell.The little flock here, under 
the Rev. John Frith, now in priest’s 
orders, remains the same, there being no 
numerical growth. In his report the 
rector speaks commendably of the mem- 
bers in an important respect. He says: 
“Our people do not murmur at all to 
produce their subscriptions according to 
taxations. Our Caldwell church, in the 
last local convocation, so surprised all 
the members present when the treasurer 
announced that she had already paid up 
her taxation for Kakatown mission for 
the last and present year, that they ap- 
plauded her. We still desire a new era 
in this our parish before long, when our 
little flock shall have become a great one, 
so to speak, and the exclamation will 
then go forth: ‘What hath God 
wrought!’ ” 

Confirmations, 4; communicants, 20; 
day pupils, 20; Sunday pupils, 18; con- 
tributions, $71. 

Clay Ashland.—A great calamity has 
befallen this parish, as well as the entire 
Republic, in the death of the Hon. 
William David Ooleman, ex-President 
of Liberia. This statesman, politician, 
industrious and energetic citizen occu- 
pied a place in the body politic that can- 
not now be easily filled. As a Church- 
man, we, too, have sustained a great loss 
in his death. He was senior warden and 
Sunday-school teacher of Grace Church, 
as well as treasurer of our Church En- 
dowment Fund. He and his family hav- 
ing constituted no small part of this 
ehurch (Grace), the loss will be keenly 
felt. Indeed, the rector, the Rev. E. W. 
McKrae, views the future prospects of 
the work with gloomy forebodings in 
consequence of it. 

The boarding-schools have gone on as 
usual during the year. The Rev. Mr. 
McKrae reports that he has to turn off 
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applicants to that for the boys because 
of the lack of accommodation. We hope 
soon to be able to build the schoolhouse 
that has been so long planned for. There 
are thirty-nine girls in the other depart- 
ment—far too many for comfort in their 
present quarters. All have been bap- 
tized and seventeen are communicants. 
The building at Bromley (Julia C. 
Emery Hall) has advanced far beyond 
the condition represented in my last an- 
nual report. It is all shut in, the walls 
are being plastered and the carpenters 
are doing inside work. It has been a 
tedious and very expensive job, but the 
structure is a permanent one and, when 
completed, will be worthy of all the 
trouble and money that it has cost. The 
health of the principal, Mrs. Moort, has 
been bad for several months and she is 
now away on furlough. Before leaving, 
she sent in an interesting report of the 
work, from which I quote the following: 
“We feel that we have a_ splendid 
nucleus for the beginning of a larger 
work and the prospect of having, in the 
near future, larger scope with proper 
facilities for carrying on our work is an 
immense source of satisfaction. It will 
be a long step in the solution of the 
problem here of training for our young 
women and a great effort for the better- 
ment of our people, first physically and 
morally, but ultimately spiritually. The 
girls must be trained to walk not only 
in the path leading to knowledge, but 
also in that leading to goodness and to 
God.” Next to her is Miss Grante, who 
has rendered long and faithful service; 
but she is soon to be married, and we are 
likely to lose her service. It is rumored 
that two of the other assistants are also 
becoming dissatisfied with single life. 
We shall have to look abroad for the 
teachers we need for this work. Mrs. S. 
J. Moort, who formerly taught at Bar- 
nersville, has been appointed principal 
pro tem. 

Baptisms, 7; confirmations, 5; com- 
municants, 53; day pupils, 13; boarding 
pupils, 51; Sunday pupils, 66; contribu- 
tions, $287.14. 

Orozierville—The rector of the parish, 
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the Rev. C. C. Porte, reports that the 
church is in a fairly good condition, both 
spiritually and temporally. An im- 
portant meeting of the local convocation 
was held here in the early part of May, 
which I attended. A new station was 
then opened among the heathen in the 
interior at a village called Kpayakoele, 
where Mrs. Alice Hankston (Liberian) 
built a chapel at her own cost for the 
benefit of the heathen and then placed it 
under our control. It was consecrated 
at this time, receiving the name 
Emmanuel Chapel. Mr. S. S. Eastman 
has been transferred from the parish of 
Christ Church to this new station, where 
he is serving as catechist and teacher. 
As soon as we ean build a suitable dwell- 
ing house there, we hope to be able to 
arrange for a number of boarding pupils. 
The generous action of this Christian 
woman that has led to our taking hold 
of the work at this point shows the grow- 
ing spirit that is manifesting itself more 
and more among our people with regard 
to their duty to the heathen. 

In order to make it possible for us to 
inaugurate this new work, the rector has 
consented to take Mr. Eastman’s place 
as teacher of the parish day-school as 
well as superintendent of the Sunday- 
school for the present and for which he 
deserves credit. The new station has 
also been placed under his supervision. 

An important action of the said local 
convocation was the organization of a 
Sunday-school Union, whose object is to 
hold semi-annual meetings at the time 
of each convocation to discuss matters 
appertaining to the interest of the Sun- 
day-school work and adopt and put into 
action such methods as may enhance the 
same. 

Baptisms, 8; confirmations, 1; com- 
municants, 50; day-school pupils, 47; 
Sunday-school pupils, 99; contributions, 
$525. 


Grand Bassa County. 
Upper Buchanan.—tIn his full report, 


the Rev. R. ©. Cooper represents the 
work here as being in a flourishing con- 
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dition and thinks the outlook brighter 
than ever before. The local convocation, 
which met in St. Andrew’s Church, de- 
cided to put forth efforts to plant and 
support a mission station among the 
heathen in the interior and appointed a 
special committee to make preliminary 
arrangements. -This step was the out- 
come of an appeal made by some of the 
heathen chiefs who had come in to visit 
the President. The rector speaks com- 
mendably of his lay assistants, viz., Mr. 
J. W. Worrel, lay-reader, Mr. D. T. 
Harris, catechist, and Mr. L. N. Scott, 
day-school teacher. I made two visits 
to this county during the year and off- 
ciated each time in St. Andrew’s 
Church. On the second, which was in 
June, I baptized two adults and con- 
firmed four. 

Edina.—The Rev. J. Se omuith, 
though residing out of the parish, is still 
giving the work the benefit of his pas- 
toral oversight. Mr. J. H. Sedue 
Frazier, lay-reader and school teacher, 
resides on the spot. I examined the day- 
school in February, with rather un- 
favorable results. The teacher has not 
come up to my expectations as expressed 
in the last report. The rector, in his 
report, says: “The Sunday-school has a 
new superintendent in the person of 
‘Brother John T. Harvey. He is a very 
active, ambitious and energetic worker. 
Hence new life has been infused into 
the Sunday-school and it is in a fair 
road of regaining lost ground.” The 
work in general here has suffered in con- 
sequence of the removal of the members 
to other localities. Efforts are being 
put forth to raise funds to build a 
schoolhouse with the teacher’s residence 
adjoining it. Through the instrumen- 
tality of a lady friend in America, over 
$300 has been raised toward the object, 
for which we are thankful. 

Lower Buchanan.—The work here is 
now separate and distinct from that in 
the upper ward. The signs of life and 
activity are quite apparent here. The 
settlement is itself 1a growing one and 
gives promise of a corresponding ad- 
vancement of the work. Hence the 
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members of St. John’s Church have be- 
_ come dissatisfied with the old building 
and have set to work erecting a new edi- 
fice. Having been invited to lay the 
gzorner-stone soon after my return home 
from the United States, I went there in 
February for the purpose. To my sur- 
prise, the old church had been moved 
entirely off the spot where it stood to 
another lot on the opposite side of the 
street, which had been given for 
the purpose by a prominent mem- 
ber, and is still in use. When 
no longer needed for services it will 
be used as a schoolhouse. The new 
building is now being erected on the 
spot where the old one stood. It is to be 
more than double the size of the other 
and will be a fine edifice when com- 
pleted. The corner-stone was laid on 
February 27th, and it was an interesting 
oceasion. A good thing jabout it is that 
the expense involved is to be met by the 
parishioners themselves. Arrangements 
are being made to build a rectory, which 
will complete the church plant in this 
parish. On my visitation there in Feb- 
ruary I conducted service and confirmed 
five, presented by the rector, the Rev. J. 
S. Smith. When I went there four 
months later, I found that Satan had 
been at work sowing seeds of discord 
among some of the members, and much 
of my time had to be devoted to recti- 
fying matters, and I believe I succeeded 
in restoring peace. We may regard it a 
pretty sure indication that a work is 
succeeding when Satan seems more ac- 
tive than usual. 

The day-school was examined on my 
last visitation in June. It was the regu- 
lar public semi-annual examination. 
Mr. William A, Greenfield, the teacher, 
presented fifty-three pupils. The roll 
ealls for seventy-five, of whom twenty- 
one are native Africans. Most of them 
did well in the usual primary branches. 

Tobacconnee.—I made two visits to 
this seaboard station during the year, 
and they proved to be rather perilous 
jaunts. The Rey. R. C. Cooper accom- 
panied me each time iat a personal sac- 
rifice, for he suffers from sea-sickuess. 
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To avoid the long and tedious land jour- 
ney, we took the sea for it each time; 
once in the launch John Payne; but 
there was trouble with the engine, soon 
after starting, and we got into a canoe 
with four men to paddle and reached 
our destination in safety. On return- 
ing in the evening, the high wind made 
the sea rough and it was dangerous get- 
ting through the surf in the canoe to the 
launch that had gone for us. We got 
some wetting, but it was as nothing 
compared with what might have hap- 
pened. The next time, we took a row- 
boat with a sail, and had an almost sim- 
ilar experience in starting back. The 
heavy rain which fell in frequent show- 
ers made this trip worse than the pre- 
vious one. It is at such times that one 
is forcibly struck with a sense of the 
goodness of God. The Rey. J. R. Davis, 
his amiable wife, and Mr. P. C. Lauder 
made us welcome. In the first visitation 
I conducted service, preached, baptized 
ten adults and children and confirmed 
three. In the second there were seven 
baptisms and six confirmations. The 
school was examined each time. There 
were thirty boarding and fifteen day 
pupils. This school has always made a 
good showing in intellectual advance- 
ment. The evangelistic work is said to 
be receiving the attention which its im- 
portance demands. 

In my last report, it was stated that 
the schoolhouse had fallen. I am thank- 
ful to be able now to say that it has been 
rebuilt and furnishes comfortable quar- 
ters for the ‘boys. ‘The other house on 
this station (parsonage) nearly met with 
a similar disaster. It was not thrown 
down, but it was so much damaged by a 
storm in April that it too will have to 
be rebuilt. Considering that these 
houses were built of second-hand mate- 
rial ten years ago, they have stood wellin 
a climate that causes such a rapid de- 
eay of all woodwork. 

The principal statistics of the coun- 
ty are: Baptisms, 36; confirmations, 18; 
communicants, 192; boarding pupils, 
31; day pupils, 221; Sunday pupils, 191; 
contributions, $2,223.18. 
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Sinoe County 


Greenville—The dark cloud that 
hung so heavily over the work here as 
indicated in my last report is dis- 
persing, and the cheering sunlight of 
prosperity has begun to shine again. 
The state of the rector’s (the Rev. C. M. 
W. Cooper) health made it necessary for 
me to grant him a year’s furlough and 
to make arrangements for the manage- 
ment of the work in the meantime. The 
circumstances under which the rector 
pro tem. took hold of the work were un- 
favorable and prevented the success 
that would otherwise have attended his 
efforts. Fortunately, the Rev. Mr. 
Cooper’s health had so far improved as 
to permit him to resume the charge of 
the parish after six months. This he 
did in December, and affairs soon be- 
gan to assume their normal condition. 
His assistant, the Rev. R. P. Greene, 
has also been sick about three weeks, but 
has recovered .and is rendering faithful 
service. Messrs. B. J. Turner and J. 
N. F. Davies, lay-readers, have also 
given valuable assistance. The parish 
sustained a loss during the year in the 
death of three female members, one of 
whom, Mrs. Susan M. Grante, was a 
prominent church worker. I was only 
able to make one short visit here, owing 
to the inconvenience of getting to and 
from Greenville. The regular English 
steamers that call at all the other coun- 
ties do not stop at Sinoe, ‘and the one 
that goes there monthly does not call at 
any other port except Cape Mount. In 
his full report the rector says the ser- 
vices have been regularly held since he 
resumed charge, and is quite pleased 
with the attendance during the Lenten 
and Easter-tide. He reports the Sunday- 
school under the superintendence of 
Hon. J. N. F. Davies with a corps of 
faithful teachers, as being in a good 
condition. There are 108 pupils. The 
day-school, under the Rev. Mr. Greene, 
with seventy-five pupils enrolled, is do- 
ing as well as can be expected under the 
great disadvantage of not having suffi- 
cient books. The Woman’s Auxiliary 
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and a Junior Branch of it, formed dur- 
ing the year, are in working condition. - 
They have sustained a loss in the death 
of two of the ladies referred to above. 

Efforts are being put forth \to repair 
and enlarge the church edifice. Con- 
sidering their slim resources, it is quite 
a task for them, and I have promised, 
on the part of the mission, to give them 
a helping hand. They have already 
erected a schoolhouse with some help. 

Nyano.—In his report, the Rev. Z. B. 
Seda Roberts shows that during the first 
half of the year he divided his time 
between St. Paul’s parish and this sta- 
tion, but the second half has been wholly 
devoted to the latter. There has been 
disappointment in the school work. The 
heathen chiefs of the tribe among whom 
he is working had promised to put their 
children into the school on the comple- 
tion of the dwelling house, but have not 
done so, there being only two of his 
eight boarding pupils belonging to that 
place. His experience in this respect is 
not unique. All who have had to do 
with the heathen know that little or no 
dependence is to be placed on their 
promises. Besides the boarders, twenty- 
seven day pupils are reported. The 
Sunday-school is said to be doing a good 
work, especially in imparting religious 
instruction to some of the communi- 
eants. Mr. Roberts is trying to teach 
his boys to work, a cassava farm having 
been planted, as well as other things, 
which are a help in supporting the 
school. 

The principal statistics of the coun- 
ty for the year are: Baptisms, 20; com- 
municants, 74; day pupils, 100; board- 
ing pupils, 8; Sunday pupils, 134; con- 
tributions, $177.20. 


Maryland County 


St. Mark’s Sub-District—The rector, 
the Rev. G. W. Gibson, Jr., in the com- 
prehensive report which he has made, 
shows that the work here is progress- 
ing in several directions, notwithstand- 
ing some discouraging circumstances 
through which he has had to pass. The 
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attention of the parishioners is now 
directed to the enlargement of the 
church edifice. The project, which be- 
gan to be discussed two years ago, has 
taken definite shape and the work 
actually commenced a few months ago. 
The foundation has been laid and shows 
that the plan is to double the present 
size of the edifice, which will require the 
raising of a large sum of money. There 
is, however, no need for haste, as they 
have the old building for use. That they 
do not mean to make this undertaking 
an excuse for not contributing to other 
objects is shown by the fact that of the 
amount collected during the year, $152 
was for work outside of the parish. On 
my visitation there in June, a reception 
was given me at the rectory and the fol- 
lowing amounts presented for the Julia 
C. Emery Hall, Bromley: From the 
Sunday-school, $15; the Woman’s Auxil- 
iary, $10; the Sisterhood, $5; total, $30. 
This was unsolicited. It is understood 
that they are also to continue to support 
the interior station at Tuobo. 

The parochial organizations are re- 
ported in a healthy state. The success 
of this and every other parish finan- 
cially, as well as in some other respects, 
depends largely upon their condition. 
Of the Sunday-school, the rector says: 
“Tt continues, as always, the main spoke 
in the wheel. Officered and manned by 
a competent, faithful and energetic 
staff of workers, the school must be pro- 
gressive.” Concerning the Woman’s 
Auxiliary: “I do not believe a more 
faithful set of workers can be found 
anywhere than ithese women. If the 
result of their efforts is not as large 
as in some other parishes, it is not be- 
cause they have less zeal or will, but 
because the facilities to work with are 
searce.” Again he says: “St. Mark’s 
Sisterhood continues also in active ser- 
vice and is fast proving itself..a real 
help.” Honorable mention is also made 
of the Orphan Asylum Branch, the 
Junior Auxiliary and the Babies’ 
Branch of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 

A good work is still being done in the 


Orphan Asylum and Girls’ School. 
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Both the rector and superintendent, the 
Hon. J. J. Neal, report favorably on the 
same. Miss Sara A. Woodruff’s health 
made it necessary for her to return to 
America on furlough. She left Cape 
Palmas on August 9th. We are 
glad to know that she had improved 
after reaching America and hope she 
will be permitted to return. Miss K. 
Ladoo came to us from Lagos and was 
appointed principal of the Hall, but, un- 
fortunately, has had to retire from the 
work. Miss Nettie Mayers arrived from 
British Guiana in March and is still at 
work. Miss Maria Merriam has re- 
turned from Sierra Leone and is now 
teaching in the Hall. Mrs. Sarah J. 
Dennis, an old veteran in the cause, has 
had to retire on account of advanced 
age. Miss Clara M. Gray and Miss 
Maud 8S. Hustace, who assisted in the 
work, have both retired for marriage. 
The other workers remain the same as 
last reported. I attended a public ex- 
amination of the school in June and 
was much pleased with the manner in 
which the girls acquitted themselves. 
Their recitations were creditable both 
to themselves and their teachers, and the 
samples of their needlework (both plain 
and fancy) that were presented showed 
advancement in an important direction. 
There are ninety-nine boarders and four- 
teen day pupils. All the former are 
native Africans, except six. 

The two parish day-schools, at Harper, 
taught by Mr. J. W. Pearson, and at 
Mt. Vaughan, under Mr. KE. E. Verdier, 
are still in operation. The condition of 
the latter is said to have improved. 
That of the former is not satisfactory. 
The Rev. T. M. Gardiner still has 
charge of the work in Mt. Vaughan 
Chapel and is trying to make a success 
of it. He is assisted by the Hon. R. 
A. Massy, lay-reader and superintendent 
of the Sunday-school, and Mr. James N. 
Greenfield, lay-reader. The chape] has 
been ceiled, and thus improved, with 
funds which the people contributed 
themselves. 

The principal statistics of the sub-dis- 
trict are: Baptisms, 12; confirmations, 
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29; communicants, 489; day pupils, 84; 
boarding pupils, 99; Sunday pupils, 468; 
contributions, $3,060.67. 

Epiphany Hall, Cuttington. — The 
work of this institution has gone on 
without interruption during the year. 
There are 101 pupils residing in the 
Hall—twenty-five more than funds have 
been appropriated for. It is to be re- 
gretted that several applicants have had 
to be rejected, but prudence dictates 
that no more should be taken in than 
can be properly cared for. Of the said 
number, seventy-six are native Africans 
and twenty-five of Americo-Liberian 
parentage. The staff of teachers remains 
the same, excepting that Mr. F. W. 
Ellegor has been appointed vice-princi- 
pal. He continues to serve as superin- 
tendent of the Industrial Department, 
in which he has proven himself “the 
right man in the right place.” The Rev. 
E. Wese Baker, one of the teachers, was 
advanced to priest’s orders in June. Mr. 
R. S. Montgomery, another teacher, fell 
in with the idea that it is not good for 
man to be alone, and so took to himself 
a wife in January. There are now five 
married couples on the station—quite a 
lively community. Two more cottages 
are needed for their comfort. A por- 
tion of the amount received from the 
Men’s Thank-offering will enable us to 
build one of them. It is to be hoped 
that the way will be open to erect the 
other in the near future. 

It is particularly gratifying to know 
that the boys in this institution are be- 
ing properly trained on certain right 
lines. The principal, the Rev. J. F. 
Dunbar, is to be congratulated on his 
efforts to teach them self-reliance. He 
has done away with the practice of dis- 
tributing text-books gratuitously, which, 
considering the number of boys, entailed 
a great expense on the mission. Now 
every one is required to pay for his 
books. If he has no parents or guar- 
dians able to furnish the money, he must 
work and earn it himself. The money 
thus realized goes to obtain other books. 
Since the first lot, supplied soon after 
the present incumbent came into office,

the mission has been relieved of the ex- 
pense. Another advantage has been 
that the boys are learning to take better 
eare of their books. A similar plan has 
been adopted with regard to the knives 
and forks which they are reanired to: 
use. It has long been the rule for cloth- 
ing and bedding to be furnished by the 
parents or guardians of the boys, the 
mission only providing for those in 
indigent circumstances. It is quite 
natural that such a change from the old 
regime, when everything was furnished 
free of cost, should expose those who are 
at the head of affairs to the opposition 
of some who would have the mission go 
on forever in the same old rut. But we 
are sure that the change will have a 
good effect in bringing about that self- 
reliance and independence that are so 
much needed; and that the best place to: 
begin is among the pupils in our schools. 

The principal statistics are: Com- 
municants, 66; boarding pupils, 101; 
day pupils, 12; Sunday pupils, 113; con- 
tributions, $63. 

Hoffman Sub-District—The superin- 
tendent and rector, the Rev. S. D- 
Ferguson, Jr., was absent from the dis- 
trict on leave half of the year, having 
gone to England to acquire some tech- 
nical knowledge for the benefit of the 
mission. During his absence, the Rey. 
N. Yuko Valentine, deacon, the assist- 
ant minister, officiated, and the Rey. 
F. A. K. Russell administered the sacra- 
ments. As stated in the beginning of 
this report, the former—the Rey. Mr. 
Valentine—has since departed this life, 
having died on the first of August of 
the present year. The other members 
of the staff of workers remain the same 
as last reported, except Mrs. D. E. Dent, 
who has resigned the post assigned her 
at Puduke and accepted another in the 
Sodoke District. Mr. V. E. Budu 
Seton has had bad health and went away 
on leave to seek medical aid. He re- 
turned and is at work, but has not quite 
recovered. 

The disposition to build or improve 
church property has reached St. James’s 
parish also. The church edifice has been 
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greatly improved and arrangements 
have been made and funds are being col- 
lected to build a schoolhouse, so as to 
stop the objectionable practice of having 
school in the church edifice. The 
dwelling house, where the boarding- 
school is quartered, has also been en- 
larged and improved. Mrs. M. Nwane 
Seton deserves credit for the manner in 
which the pupils are cared for. 

I officiated at St. James’s on Sunday 
afternoon, June 14th, baptized four chil- 
dren and three adults, preached from 
Heb. x. 23, confirmed fourteen persons 
presented by the rector, and celebrated 
the Holy Communion. Of those con- 
firmed (all from heathenism) there was 
a devil-doctor from the Cavalla River 
and one was a blind man. I re-crossed 
the river and that evening conducted 
service at St. Mark’s Church (the 
heavy rain having prevented in the 
Morning), preached, and _ confirmed 
twenty-one young persons presented by 
Rector Gibson. 

I examined the day-schools in the 
Hoffman District on the 19th of June. 
Mr. P. B. Seton was present with 
22 pupils, Mrs. Mary N. Seton with 
52 and Mrs. L. D. Seton with 30; total 
present, 104. There is a much larger 
number on roll belonging to the heathen 
villages, but their attendance is very ir- 
regular. Recitations were made in the 
usual primary branches, and some of 
them did well. 

Principal statistics: Baptisms, 29; 
confirmations, 14; communicants, 325; 
boarding pupils, 27; day pupils, 183; 
Sunday pupils, 183; contributions, $938. 

Rocktown Sub-District—In his full 
report the superintendent, the Rev. 
W. C. Cummings, shows that the work 
is still being prosecuted, though the 
results have not been always satisfactory. 
Death visited the district far more fre- 
quently during the year than any 
previous one since his incumbency, the 
number having run up to fourteen. 
Two prominent men were among those 
taken, viz., Messrs. B. Nyema Akerly, 
eatechist, and J. T. Williams. 

Of the evangelistic work he says: “Our 
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work on this line has been done during 
the year in a very careful and pains- 
taking manner. The women of the 
church have taken hold with earnestness 
and assisted us in no small degree. 
They have devoted their time principally 
to the women and sick folk in the dif- 
ferent towns by visiting, praying with 
and assisting the helpless ones in tem- 
poral as well as spiritual welfare. The 
women in our entire sub-district are be- 
ing awakened to a sense of their duty.” 
He shows that the Sunday services are 
well attended, both in St. Paul’s Church 
and the heathen villages when it is not 
the farming season. 

Of the staff of workers, he reports that 
Mr. J. Kwia Elliott has had bad health 
nearly all the year. Mr. T. G. Bedell 
resigned to serve the State as a legisla- 
tor and thas been succeeded by his 
brother, Mr. E. W. Bedell, who made a 
good beginning, but does not now give 
satisfaction. At Middletown, Mr. S. W. 
Appleton “is again getting on with his 
school work and is a worthy leader.” 
The people there, however, show no ap- 
preciation of what is done for them. At 
Fishtown, “Mr. E. Wade Appleton has 
always recommended himself by his ef- 
fective work as a teacher and catechist. 
His influence over the people, both civil- 
ized and uneivilized, is remarkably 
strong. ‘There are sixteen boarding 
and three day pupils residing on the 
station. Messrs. G. Wea Freeman and 
Jas. N. Collins are said to be strong 
helpers in the work at Fishtown. The 
Rey. J. G. Coleman also officiates here. 

The Sunday-school has not always 
been well attended, but the pupils are 
liberal contributors. The superintend- 
ent has made the following commend- 
able record: “I am pleased to note the 
fact that every financial obligation to 
the ‘Board of Missions ‘and every call 
from the bishop to aid in the support 
of the district have been met. 

We are striving hard to practise more 
and more the principle of self-help and 
self-reliance.” We have a clear evidence 
of this in the fact that on my last visit 
to Rocktown the superintendent de- 
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livered to me $126 to supplement the 
$24 which I reported having received 
last year, making $150 toward the build- 
ing of a church edifice at Fishtown. 
This is well; now that they have shown 
such a disposition to help themselves, 
they really deserve outside assistance, 
and I should be glad if some one would 
make it possible for me to have the 
building erected.. One thousand and 
fifty dollars, in addition to the amount 
in hand, will do it. 

I visited the district on the 16th of 
June and officiated in St. Paul’s Church, 
Rector Cummings and the Rey. Mr. 
Coleman taking part with me. I bap- 
tized two infants, preached, and con- 
firmed twenty persons presented by the 
rector. Immediately after the service 
the above stated amount was presented 
to me. All the schools in the district, 
except the one at Gbodolu, then as- 
sembled and I examined them. There 
was evidence of advancement in some 
instances. The superintendent is still 
urging the necessity of opening another 
boarding-school in the district for more 
effective work which he desires to 
locate at Rocktown. From the cogent 
reasons given, as well as my own obser- 
vation, I also deem it a necessity and 
shall be glad to comply with the request 
as soon as funds are provided for the 


purpose. 
Statistics: Baptisms, 32; confirma- 
tions, 20; communicants, 365; day 


pupils, 127; boarding pupils, 24; Sunday 
pupils, 234; contributions, $599. 
Sodoke Sub-District—There has been 
no more fighting between the tribes in 
this district since my last report, but 
there has been no final settlement of the 
matters of difference between some of 
them. The Sodoke people are occupying 
a piece of land to which the Boloboes lay 
claim, and until they remove from it 
there will be no peace between them. 
The Government has interposed and it 
is to be hoped that a settlement will be 
effected. The Rev. F. A. K. Russell, of 
Epiphany Hall, who belongs to the for- 
mer tribe, is putting forth efforts on 
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the side of the Government and trying 
to influence his people to yield the point. 

The Rev. J. F. Dunbar has made a 
visit through the sub-district since his 
appointment as superintendent. Two 
changes have been made on the staff of 
workers. On the retirement of Mr. P. 
J. Hutchings to serve the Government, 
Mr. A. R. Harmon was transferred from 
Webo to fill the vacancy at Bolobo. He 
remained but a short time and resigned 
his connection with us. Mrs. D. E. 
Dent, who worked in the Hoffman Dis- 
trict, has been appointed to this post, 
assisted by Mr. G. Fode Grant, a civil- 
ized young man belonging to one of the 
interior tribes. Mr. S. S. Watts’s con- 
nection with the work at Nmanolu has 
ceased. The other catechists and 
teachers continue as last reported, viz., 
Messrs. ‘A. D. Wilson at Sodoke and 
D. J. Wilson at Tubake. The Rev. M. 
P. Keda Killen is working at Nyene- 
wodoke and speaks hopefully of the 
prospects. He has twelve boarding 
pupils, and mentions a young man be- 
longing to the tribe who has come out 
of heathenism and placed himself under 
instruction at the station. This school 
has doubled the amount given as Easter 
offering last year, making it now $10, 
which is commendable. 

With the exception of Nyenewodoke, 
which is now beginning to show signs 
of life, the work in this sub-district is 
not satisfactory, and we shall doubtless 
have to make a radical change, either of 
the present system or of the men work- 
ing under it. When on a visitation of 
that county in June, there was too 
much rain to attempt a journey to the 
interior. A special service was held at 
St. Mark’s, when candidates for baptism 
and confirmation were presented. An 
adult from Tubake and two children 
from Nmanolu were baptized. Two 
adults from Nmanolu, one from Tubake 
and one from Bolobo were confirmed. A 
class of eight from Mt. Vaughan chapel, 
presented by the Rev. T. M. Gardiner, 
was confirmed at the same time. 

Statistics: Baptisms, 16; confirma- 
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tions, 6; communicants, 49; day pupils, 
14; boarding pupils, 36; Sunday pupils, 
70; contributions, $12.50. 

Graway Sub-District—The Rev. B. 
K. Speare, superintendent of the dis- 
trict, reports a serious political trouble 
‘among the heathen at Half Graway. 
The king and seven of the chiefs have 
had to abdicate and leave the village 
to save their lives. Their property was 
then immediately confiscated. Efforts 
are to be made by the other divisions of 
the tribe to settle the matter. Such com- 
motions are not rare among the heathen. 
There is always a party opposed to the 
reigning one that is watching a chance 
to dethrone those in power. Such up- 
heavals always retard the progress of the 
missionary work. But the Church in 
that district has also had trouble from 
another source. The rector reports that 
he has had to excommunicate seven per- 
sons on account of their immoral lives. 
It is very damaging to the work that 
tlise who profess and call themselves 
Christians should set such a bad example 
before the heathen; but the condition of 
things would be far worse if such per- 
sons were allowed to remain in the 
Church. With polygamy and other evils 
so rife in the country, the native Chris- 
tians have a strong current against them 
and are apt to drift down the stream. It 
therefore requires vigilance and nurtur- 
ing care on the part of the rector to 
keep the moral standard of the Church 
intact. Notwithstanding the above un- 
toward circumstances, the superintend- 
ent speaks hopefully of the work. He 
says: “The evangelistic work is still 
progressing; men are still being added 
to the Church.” Messrs. Harris and 
Clarek are at their posts in charge of the 
boarding-schools, having sixteen and 
twelve pupils respectively under them; 
the latter has nine day pupils besides. 
Mr. W. Gbhe Paddock teaches a night- 
school and reports twenty-five pupils. 

I visited the district on the 22d of 
June and officiated in Wolfe Memorial 
Chapel. There were four of us in the 
chancel—the Rev. Messrs. Dunbar and 
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Killen, besides Rector Speare and my- 
self. The congregation was made up 
of native Christians and some from the 
heathen element. I baptized one adult 
and two children, preached from Gal. 
y. 1, confirmed nine from Whole Gra- 
way, three from Half Graway and two 
from Nyenewodoke, and celebrated the 
Holy Communion, the other clergymen 
assisting me, After the service I ex- 
amined the schools with favorable re- 
sults in most cases. 

Statistics: Baptisms, 22; confirma- 
tions, 14; communicants, 107; day 
pupils, 663; boarding pupils, 28; Sun- 
day pupils, 150; contributions, $246. 

Cavalla Sub-District—The Rev. J. F. 
Dunbar, superintendent of this district, 
has published an account of one of his 
trips through it, as well as through the 
Sodoke District, in The Silver Trumpet, 
which is interesting and gives some idea 
of the general condition of things. On 
my last visitation of the county, I 
could only visit the principal station of 
the district, viz., Cavalla, where the 
Church of the Epiphany is, and from 
which have gone nearly all the catechists 
and teachers that are working on the 
river that bears the same name. There 
were indeed very few of the older mis- 
sionaries that did not spend some time 
at that station. My first work as a 
school-teacher began there forty-six 
years ago. The Rev. Mr. Dunbar ac- 
companied me there on Saturday, June 
20th, and we remained until the follow- 
ing Monday. The Sunday intervening 
was made a red-letter day by the extra 
services that were held. There was 
heavy rain nearly all day—not an un- 
usual occurrence at that time of the 
year. The first service was held at 
eight o’clock in the morning, when I 
baptized three children from Drury, 
Yobloke and Cavalla. After making an 
address I confirmed a class of sixteen 
presented for confirmation—three from 
Yobloke, three from Gyidetabo, two from 
Drury and eight belonging to Cavalla. 

A second service was held at eleven 
o’clock, when I preached and ordained 
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the Rey. C. E. Wese Baker to the 
priesthood. The Rev. Messrs, Dunbar 
and Messenger, rector of the parish, 
assisted in the laying-on of hands. The 
Holy Communion followed as usual. 
The Rev. Mr. Baker is working in 
Epiphany Hall, his alma mater, and is a 
young man of excellent character. This 
is not surprising, considering those 
from whom he has descended. His 
father bore a good reputation and was 
a catechist and teacher in the mission. 
His maternal grandfather, the late N. 
S. Harris, was the pioneer native 
teacher and catechist at Cape Palmas. 
Having been taught in the school at this 
place, Cavalla, under the last Bishop 
Payne, he returned to his own tribe sat 
Cape Palmas and opened the first school 
among them. The following glowing 
testimony concerning him is given in a 
book published by one of the white mis- 
sionaries: “The remarkable zeal and 
earnestness of this young native teacher, 
combined with his great rhetorical 
powers, prepared him for more than 
ordinary usefulness. In season and 
out of season he preached the Gospel of 
Christ. It was evident to his people 
that there must be some power in the 
religion he professed to account for his 
great devotion to his work. When they 
had seen white men laboring in this 
manner they would say: ‘God has made 
white man to have a different fashion 
from black man’; but when they became 
the daily witnesses to the upright life 
of one of their own people, and saw him 
conduct himself in every point as a 
consistent Christian, they felt convinced 
that the white man’s religion had power 
to turn Africans also from their wicked 
ways.” 

We had intended having an open-air 
service in the principal heathen village 
in the afternoon, but the rain did not 
permit it. The Rev. Mr. Messenger 
convened his church folk at 5 p.M., when 
an address expressive of thanks for as- 
sistance given in the improvement of 
their ehurch was presented to me, 
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with $25 to be used as JI might 
deem best. That night I received a call 
from a society of ladies at the rectory, 
who did some good singing and also pre- 
sented $5. The $30 thus received will 
be used to help furnish the Hall at 
Bromley. 

On the next day I examined the day- 
school, taught by the rector, assisted by 
Mr. E. Wobla Wilson. There are twelve 
‘boarders and seventeen day pupils on 
roll. Considering the fact that the prin- 
cipal teacher has had poor health dur- 
ing the year, they did very well. 

The work at the stations on the river 
has gone on without change, excepting 
at Bohlen, Webo, where Mr. Isaiah 
Gyuwudi Bryant has taken the place of 
Mr. Harmon. At Blagyeke, the church 
edifice is up, but not completed. A 
stone baptismal font, contributed by St. 
Mark’s Church (colored), Charleston, 
S. C., and bell, bought with moneys 
given for the purpose by friends in the 
United States, in response to my appeal, 
have been sent to Cape Palmas and will 
be transferred to it. We are very grate- 
ful to all who have helped us. 

Statistics: Baptisms, 26; confirma- 
tions, 16; communicants, 239; day 
pupils, 31; boarding pupils, 50; Sunday 
pupils, 144; contributions, $300. 


Summary 


During the year covered by this re- 
port I have ordained 8 priests, admitted 
2 candidates and 2 postulants for Holy 
Orders, continued 35 lay-readers, com- 
missioned 9 additional catechists and 
teachers and discontinued 11, making 
the present number 58; consecrated 1 
chapel, laid 1 corner-stone, baptized 84, 
of whom 58 were adults, and confirmed 
187 persons. Whole number of bap- 
tisms during the year: Children, 204; 
adults, 146; total, 350, of whom 313 
were from heathenism. ‘Grand total of 
baptisms in the district, 8,088; grand 
total of confirmations, 4,136. Present 
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number of communicants, 2,485, of 
whom 1,638 are native Africans. Con- 
tributions for all purposes during the 
year, $12,235.88. Estimated value of 
mission buildings, $113,800. Day-school 
pupils, 1,191; Sunday-school pupils, 
2,327; boarding-school pupils, 570. All 
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the last named are native Africans ex- 
cept 66.

The Mission Staff 


HE missionaries who have come 

out this year are the Rev. 

T. L. Sinclair (Yangchow), 

Messrs. M. H. Throop, W. O’B. 

Harding, J. N. Major (St. John’s Uni- 

versity), and Dr. Ellen Fullerton (St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital). 

Dr. Lincoln and his family have re- 
turned from furlough in the United 
States, and Archdeacon ‘and Mrs. Thom- 
son left for home in December. Dea- 
coness Henderson, who left us to under- 
take a special work, has rejoined us and 
is working at Wusih. 

The lapse of a year has not lessened 
the heavy sense of loss which we feel on 
account of the death of the Rev. A. S. 
Mann. He was drowned at Kuling on 
July 29th, 1907, in a vain attempt to 
save his friend, the Rev. Mr. Seabury, 
of the Yale Mission. It is very notice- 
able that his death has deepened the im- 
pression of his life and teaching upon 
the students at St. John’s, and his self- 
sacrifice is often referred to by them as a 
model for imitation by the young men 


of China. 
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Ordinations 


On February 23d, 1908, F. K. Woo, 
S. Z. Sung and T. M. Tong were or- 
dained deacons. They are working re- 
spectively in Gnace Church, Shanghai, 
Kiading and Soochow. , 


General Meetings 

The mission conference was held at 
Jessfield on February 12th to 14th. A 
printed report of the proceedings has 
been sent to the Secretaries. The 
Kiangsu conference met on April 28th 
and 29th, and was occupied chiefly in 
preparing a constitution for ia synod 
with regular representation. As a con- 
ference this body has done excellent 
work since it was organized in 1901, but 
the time has now come when for two 
reasons a body with larger powers and 
wider representation is needed to take 
its place. The foremost reason is the ad- 
vance which the Chinese Christians are 
making toward self-support, which car- 
ries with it the necessity of granting 
them a larger measure of self-govern- 
ment and laying upon them greater re- 
sponsibilities; the second reason is that 
as the Anglican Communion is about to 
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organize itself next spring into a body 
which will be represented in a general 
synod, each missionary district or dio- 
cese is obliged as a preliminary step to 
organize its own Christians so that they 
shall be duly represented in a synod or 
as we call it “convocation” of their own. 
The constitution was not completed at 
this meeting and an adjourned meeting 
is to be held in October to finish the 
work. Quarterly meetings for the Chris- 
tians in Shanghai and its neighborhood 
have been held in the different parishes 
in rotation. These meetings serve to 
keep the Christians awake to the idea 
that they are members of the Church and 
not merely of a single congregation. The 
Men’s Auxiliary met in the autumn of 
1907 and the Woman’s Auxiliary in the 
spring of 1908, and it is worth mention- 
ing that the money collected by the wom- 
en was a larger amount than at any pre- 
vious meeting. 


Stations 


Since the departure of Archdeacon 
Thomson the Church of Our Saviour has 
been under the sole charge of the Rev. 
P. N. Tsu. His school and parish work 
continue to flourish. At Grace Church 
in the old city the coming of the new 
deacon, the Rev. T. M. Tong, has done 
a great deal to put life into the parish. 
In St. Peter’s, Sinza, the increase of the 
movement toward self-support is appar- 
ent. A new deacon at Kiading has taken 
the place of the Rev. C. L. Ku, who was 
so unfortunately invalided. Mr. Ku still 
resides at Kiading and his health is so 
much better that he is able to leave his 
bed and walk ‘about, but he is, I am sorry 
to say, not able to do any work. 

At Soochow a new school has been 
built and also a clergy house, and two 
pieces of land which were needed to 
round off the compound have been ac- 
quired at small expense. This station, 
since the removal of Mr. Ancell, has been 
under the charge of the Rev. W. H. 
Standring, while the Rev. R.-C. Wilson 
gives most valuable help in the evangel- 
istic department of the work. The force 
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has also been strengthened by the Rev. 
F. K. Woo, one of the new deacons. 

At Wusih the clergy house has been 
completed and a parish house as well, 
while the new land on which they stand 
has been levelled and surrounded by a 
wall. A dispensary has been built by Dr. 
Lee, and a piece of ground adjoining it 
has been purchased. 

At Sungkiang, through the liberality 
of ‘a member of the Board of Managers, 
we have been able to buy a lot with 
buildings on it, which with small re- 
pairs answer excellently for the Church 
and school work and as a residence for 
the clergyman in charge, the Rev. C. Y. 
Tong, with the teachers and Bible- 
woman. 

The work in the Tsingpoo and Zang- 
zok districts, under Mr. McRae and Mr. 
Wilson, has steadily progressed, as will 
be seen by reference to the table of sta- 
tistics. This evangelistic work is not 
marked by the erection of buildings, ete., 
which indicate the advance of educa- 
tional and medical work, but its advance 
can be noted in the gradual gathering to- 
gether of little bands of Christians at 
many widely separated points and by the 
improvement in these congregations and 
the progress of the Christians in the 
Christian life. It is a slow work, de 
manding constant and careful supervis- 
ion, and those who are engaged in it de- 
serve the fullest recognition of their 
labors, which are in fact nothing less 
than the laying of the foundations of the 
Chinese Church. 

Previous to this year all our work as 
a mission has been done in the part of 
Kiangsu which lies to the south of the 
Yangtse, and amongst people who speak 
the Shanghai or Soochow dialects or 
some modification of them. We have 
long had the desire to cross the river and 
have a share in the evangelizing of the 
northern half of the province amongst 
the Mandarin-speaking population there. 
The coming of Mr. Sinclair enabled us 
to send two men to Yangchow, where it 
seemed best to start the work. Mr. An- 
cell, who had long ago volunteered for 
the new mission, was put in charge, and 
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Mr. Sinclair went as his fellow-worker. 
Bishop Roots was so kind as to lend us 
the Rev. T. H. Fu, a priest of the Han- 
kow district, to help for a year at the 
new station. So far the operations have 
been necessarily slow and the work con- 
ducted in rented quarters, but money re- 
ceived from the Men’s Thank-offering 
will enable us to have our own compound 
when a suitable place comes into the 
market. The opening of the work in 
Yangchow is one of the most important 
movements for the future of the mission 
that has been taken for many years. 


Educational Work 


This work is so fully reported in the 
reports of those in charge of institutions 
that there is no need to go into the de- 
tails in this report. Both in the larger 
institutions and in the day ‘and board- 
ing-schools there has been steady. ad- 
vance both in the number of pupils re- 
ceived, in the amount of the fees 
paid, and in the character of the teach- 
ing given. 


Medical Work 


Here again the reports of the phys- 
icians and the table of medical statistics 
tell their own tale. It is important to 
note that we have now two lady phys- 
icians for St. Elizabeth’s Hospital, and 
three physicians for St. Luke’s. Thus 
we have reached 1a point toward which 
we have been working for years. I sin- 
cerely hope that this working minimum 
will never be decreased, for it is just suf- 
ficient to enable us to run our hospitals 
without seeking at times aid from out- 
side doctors and makes it possible to 
keep the hospitals open all the year 
round. Heretofore if the doctor was sick 
or necessarily absent we have sometimes 
been obliged to shut up the hospital for a 
short period. May this never happen 
again! St. Luke’s is overcrowded, so that 
the new ward must shortly be built. St. 
Elizabeth’s is taking in a larger number 
of patients. 
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In Wusih Dr. Lee has built St. An- 
drew’s Dispensary, and from the begin- 
ning the people of Wusih have given it a 
hearty welcome. The doctor has been 
overwhelmed with work iand ought to 
have a second doctor to enable him to do 
all that might be done and to provide 
against shutting down in case of sick- 
ness or furlough. The dispensary at St. 
John’s does a very large work amongst 
the country people, which is always in- 
creasing. 

In closing this report the bishop 
would thank the Board and its Secre- 
taries and Treasurer for the interest and 
help that they have given to this por- 
tion of the mission work of the Church 
through the year that is past, and would 
call to their attention the constant need 
of steady reinforcements in order to pro- 
vide for the extension of new work and 
the carrying on of the old work which is 
continually developing.

Personal Report 


The work of the past year has been 
interrupted by my absence in the United 
States in attendance on the General 
Convention, from August 4th to Decem- 
ber 3d, 1907, and again by the journey 
to England to attend the Pan-Anglican 
Congress and the Lambeth Conference, 
which necessitated my being away from 
May 10th to September 13th, 1908. 

During the year in addition to my 
regular episcopal duties I have taken 
services in the Pro-Cathedral and in St. 
Mary’s Hall, and taught the senior class 
in the college on Sunday afternoons. 

Much time has gone to the instruction 
of the divinity students in the theologi- 
cal school. The subjects taught this year 
have been the Harmony of the Gospels 
and Old Testament history. 

I do not report here the details of visi- 
tations, etc., which have been regularly 
communicated in letters to the Secre- 
taries during the twelve months.

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The Missionary District of Hankow includes that part of China lying within the 
Provinces of Hupeh, Kiangsi, Nganwhei and Hunan. It has an area of 118,441 square 
miles, and a population of over 50,000,000. 

The district within its present bounds was established by the General Convention of 
1901. Its bishop is the Right Reverend Logan H. Roots, D.D., consecrated in the year 1904. 

The amount of the appropriation from the Board of Missions to the district is $70,035.87, 


and is divided as follows:

The Mission Staff 


Reinforcements reached us during the 
year as follows: Miss Sada C. Tomlin- 
son, a trained nurse for Anking, in No- 
vember; Miss L. L. Phelps, for Hankow, 
in January; the Rev. P. R. and Mrs. 
Stockman, for Ichang, in February; 
Miss R. R. Halsey, a trained nurse, who 
will eventually go to St. Peter’s Hos- 
pital, Wuchang, but who is for the pres- 
ent studying the language in Hankow, 
in April; and Dr. and Mrs. Merrins, for 
Wuchang, who arrived in June. 

The Rey. E. H. Fitzgerald, who ar- 
rived in January, entered into rest at 
Hankow on June 3d. His residence in 
China, though so brief, was marked by 
the fortitude and abounding cheerful- 
ness and kindness and hope and faith, 
which leave an inspiring heritage to the 
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mission and which are bound to bear 
fruit in the upbuilding of the Kingdom 
of God in the land to which his life was 
devoted. 

The Rev. E. J. Lee left for his fur- 
lough in May, and Dr. Woodward left 
in June (poor health requiring him to 
start earlier than was anticipated) on a 
two years’ leave of absence, to complete 
his theological studies at the General 
Seminary, preparatory to taking Holy 
Orders. 

The Rev. R. E. Wood returned from 
furlough in November, Miss Alice M. 
Olark in December, and Miss Elizabeth 
Wood in March. Miss Byerly has com- 
pleted her furlough and will be back 
in Wuchang in September. 

Mr. J. W. Fell was employed on the 
field to teach in ‘Boone College, and Mr. 
Reginald Taylor and Mr. Owen L. 
Stratton to teach in the boys’ boarding- 
schools at Anking and ‘Wuhu, respect- 
ively. 

Mr. Pearson Bannister and Mr. W. 
Craig Martin resigned their positions 
in Boone College, the one in January, 
the other in May. 

In Wuchang, on March 28th, I set 
apart Miss Gertrude Stewart as dea- 
coness. 
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General Survey 


It is only right in beginning the gen- 
eral survey of the mission’s very encour- 
aging year just past, that I should point 
out what I had to anticipate with mis- 
giving last year, namely, the curtail- 
ment of our work, especially in the 
medical school, and the serious situa- 
tion of our flourishing evangelistic work 
in Kiangsi and Anhuei Province, espe- 
cially around Anking, owing, humanly 
speaking, to the fact that we failed to 
secure the reinforcements which are 
essential to the maintenance of such 
work as this. No part of our work is 
really manned or equipped as it should 
be in order to meet the overwhelmingly 
great opportunities which in the provi- 
dence of God are placed before the 
Church in this land at the present time, 
and in this connection one cannot but 
express the assurance that however 
greatly we may: rejoice and thank God 
for what the Church is doing here in 
China, its gifts of both men and women 
and of money are yet far from com- 
mensurate with the power and resources 
of the Church at home. 

Having said this, however, and so 
tried to guard against undue compla- 
ceney, the Church at home may be called 
upon to rejoice greatly in the encour- 
agements afforded by a general survey 
of the past year. Continued develop- 
ment in all departments of the mission’s 
life and work, growing support and more 
hearty response from the Chinese whom 
we seek to serve; and more generous 
support from the whole Church; these 
are the characteristics which I wish to 
point out as prevailing throughout the 
current year. The financial support 
from the home Church is indicated by 
the increased appropriation from gen- 
eral funds, and, in addition to this, by 
- the completion of Ingle Hall and St. 
James’s Hospital, together with the pur- 
chase, through the help of the Men’s 
Thank-offering, of the splendid new 
property adjoining the cathedral. New 
workers arriving during the year have 


also cheered and strengthened the whole 
mission. News from home concerning 
the growth of the Laymen’s Movement, 
with its promise of a more business-like 
administration of missions, to be ex- 
tended from the central offices, where it 
already exists (to our great satisfaction), 
throughout the missionary enterprises 
of the Church, is also a source of very 
great strength and renewed hope to us 
who, even in this distant part of the 
world, are now brought into intimate 
connection with the throbbing life of 
our time. But for the promise of this 
new movement in the Church at home, 
we might despair of keeping up with 
the rapid march of events in this ancient 
empire. 

This leads me to point out that while 
friendly relations and a considerable 
measure of co-operation have long ex- 
isted and are now rapidly growing be- 
tween the several missions in this part 
of China, the time has come when our 
further advance depends largely upon 
sympathetic co-operation in efforts for 
unity amongst the leaders of the sev- 
eral branches of the Church at home. 
We have more than a dogmatic or theo- 
retical reason for desiring this co-opera- 
tion. We require it in order to elimi- 
nate waste and hurtful rivalries; in or- 
der to consolidate the Christian forces 
in China to meet the forces of ignor- 
ance, superstition and evil, which tend 
to become better organized with the ad- 
vent of modern civilization; and we 
need it most of all, I believe, in order 
to keep the confidence of the growing 
community of Christians in China, 
which imperatively demands that we do 
not ask them to perpetuate in China the 
divisions of Western Christendom, but 
that we lead them in the formation of a 
Church for China which, by reason of its 
Catholic dimensions, as well as of its 
convincing moral and spiritual stand- 
ards, can exert a commanding influence, 
developing and representing the best as- 
pirations of this great nation which it 
serves, as the Church has done in the 
great nations of the West. 
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Bishop's Absence 


I was absent from.the district for 
seven and a half months during the 
year, mainly for the purpose of attend- 
ing the General Convention at Rich- 
mond, and the Pan-Anglican meetings 
in London. This involved the apparent 
sacrifice of many local interests; but the 
advantage, both to the mission and to 
the Church at large, of having the mis- 
sion represented in these great gather- 
ings can hardly be questioned, for such 
representative gatherings give a more 
vivid meaning, by ocular demonstration 
and personal contact, to the world-wide 
character and universal responsibilities 
of the Church as a whole, while the 
truer self-consciousness thus developed 
in the Church at large stimulates and 
helps, as nothing else can, the congre- 
gations and individuals within each dio- 
cese, 

From the immediately practical point 
of view in the mission, the chief value 
of the bishop’s triennial visit to Ameri- 
ca seems to lie in the fact that it puts 
the mission’s need for workers more 
concretely before the possible candidate, 
and helps secure the sorely needed re- 
eruits. 


Organization 


The first general conference of the 
District of Hankow, held in February, 
has been reported at length elsewhere. 
This conference has already yielded good 
fruit in the promotion of parochial or- 
ganization, as well as of further general 
organization. The Standing Committee, 
consisting of four clergymen, the Rev. 
Messrs. L. T. Wang, C. H. Hu, L. B. 
Ridgely and S. H. Littell and four lay- 
men, Messrs. T. L. T’sen, T. T. Tseo, Y. 
©. Yang and Dr. MacWillie, was elected 
by it, and represents what we hope will 
ultimately be the Standing Committee of 
the self-supporting Diocese of Hankow, 
while the Council of Advice,consisting of 
the Rey. Messrs. James Jackson and S. 
H. Littell and Drs. Woodward and Mac- 
Willie, is appointed in accordance with 
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the general canons. The conference and 
the Standing Committee give a voice for 
the first time to the Chinese laity of the 
district. The increase in the “weekly 
contributions” (1.e., systematic offer- 
ings) from the Chinese, which is one of 
the most noticeable things in the table 
of statistics which J append to this re- 
port, is probably due for the most part 
to the new sense of responsibility de- 
veloped in our laity by the advance in 
general and parochial organizations. 
Our conference also elected delegates 
and alternates to the conference of the 
whole Anglican Communion which is 
to meet next year at Shanghai. We are 
looking forward to that conference as 
likely still further to stimulate local or- 
ganization and growth by making local 
congregations realize something more 
of the new national spirit which is stir- 
ring in both the State and the Church 
throughout China. 


General Institutions 


ScHoots. — Boone Divinity-school. — 
The high hopes which attended the be- 
ginning of the new class at the divinity- 
school in February, 1906, are being amply 
fulfilled. There seems good reason to say 
that the six men in that class, which is 
to finish its course next February, will 
compare favorably with the men in our 
home seminaries, as to general knowl- 
edge, theological attainments, ability as 
speakers and teachers, and intelligent 
zeal for their country and their Church. 
They have taken the lead in the most 
important activities of the Boone Col- 
lege students, notably in the Bible- 
classes and other undertakings of the 
Y. M. C. A., while their example is na 
doubt largely responsible for the growth 
of the St. Peter’s Society, which is com- 
posed of Boone students who intend to 
offer themselves for the Christian min- 
istry. The most notable single event of 
the year, I think, was the beginning of 
the new class of seven men, thus raising 
the whole number of the students at the 
school to thirteen. For further infor- 
mation concerning this school, which I

consider as really the crown of all our 
mission work, I refer to the dean’s re- 
port, which is appended hereto. 

Boone Medical School—The medical 
school has had a hard year, and is tem- 
porarily suspended. I hoped while in 
America to secure such recruits as would 
ensure us against this calamity, for I 
regard it as a serious calamity, but I was 
unsuccessful, and the result is that 
when the strain came, as it did in the 
lamented death of Dr. Hodge, of the 
Wesleyan Mission, and this was com- 
bined with the serious illness of Dr. 
Somerville, of the London Mission, both 
of whom were relied upon for the as- 
sistance which they so generously gave, 
Dr. MacWillie was overtaxed, the stu- 
dents could not be adequately taught, 
eyen though they had the benefit of Dr. 
MaecWillie’s and Dr. Glenton’s great ex- 
ertions in addition to the teaching for 
which they crossed the river to Hankow; 
and the class had to be abandoned. The 
brief report of the dean which I send 
herewith chronicles the sad story. Yet 
the opportunity is as great as ever, and 
I trust that it will so appeal to some 
of our younger medical men in America 
that they will come to our help and en- 
able us to render China the invaluable 
service which we alone can give at the 
present time, and which this medical 
school was designed to give. 

Boone College.—The college continues 
to be our hope and pride. In it is the 
great seed plot, in which are being 
grown the varied materials needed to 
furnish the pillars of the Church in Cen- 
tral China—the Christian laymen, 
teachers, lawyers, doctors, administra- 
tors, engineers, as well as clergymen, 
without whom the Church in this high- 
ly developed Chinese society must be 
comparatively weak. It constitutes also 
a prolific source of leaven with which 
even the mass of non-Christian society 
about us is being inevitably leavened, 
even by those students who do not be- 
come Christians themselves. We most 
earnestly hope that around Boone Col- 
lege will soon grow up those professional 
schools which can complete the equip- 
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ment of those in whom the college is 
laying the broad foundation of culture 
and religion. I wish to record here my 
deep appreciation of the work done in 
the college by the other foreign teachers 
as well as by the president; both those 
who teach the modern subjects and those 
who under the new regime are giving 
new life to the study of the Chinese 
classics and modern Chinese style. The 
earnest co-operation of both sides of the 
faculty in the translation department is 
full of promise. 

In this connection mention should be 
made of the excellent service rendered 
by Mr. Z. T. Yui during the past three 
years. He is the son of the Rev. W. C. 
Yui, now priest-in-charge at Nanchang, 
a former Boone student, a graduate of 
St. John’s, and after a year’s teaching 
in Boone College he became editor, 
under Mr. Jackson’s direction, of the 
Boone Educational World, through 
which much good material, both trans- 
lated and original, has been put into 
good modern Chinese. Partly as a re- 
ward for his services, but mainly in the 
hope of preparing him for yet greater 
usefulness, I have undertaken to secure 
his expenses during two years at Har- 
vard. His ambition is to become a 
teacher and translator, that he may 
help put the best intellectual work of 
Christendom into forcible Chinese for 
the benefit of his countrymen, and his 
studies will be chosen with reference to 
this object. 

The annual report of the president 
must be read to appreciate the mani- 
fold developments of the past year. 

Boone Library.—tThe library deserves 
a special place in the report, this year 
at least, during which Miss Wood has 
given such devoted and successful ser- 
vice to its somewhat technical interests. 
She has seen, during a wide experience 
both in America and in China, the in- 
estimable value of a good library, both 
to an institution of learning and to the 
general public; and it is with great sat- 
isfaction that I commend to those inter- 
ested in the mission her stimulating re- 
port. It is earnestly hoped that the 
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funds necessary to carry out the plans 
for- the library will soon be secured. 

High Schools—Boone School, which 
is the preparatory department of Boone 
College, continues to be, of course, the 
most important of our high schools, but 
it is supplemented in no feeble way by 
what appears in the statistics as “Boys’ 
Boarding-schools,” especially those at 
Ichang under the Rey. Mr. Huntington; 
Wuhu, under the Rev. Mr. Lund, and 
at Anking, under Mr. McCarthy. The 
report of the latter, which I enclose, is 
specially encouraging. These schools 
have more or less complete courses, but 
all’ are preparing students for Boone 
College or the upper forms of Boone 
School. 

The “Useful Knowledge School” in 
the German concession, Hankow, is 
being ably conducted by former stu- 
dents of Boone, who assume entire re- 
sponsibility for it, and it is a source of 
much present strength and hope for the 
future to the mission in that part of 
Hankow. I mention it here, though, not 
being connected with the . mission as 
other schools are, it does not appear in 
the statistics. 

In connection with the cathedral, 
St. John’s, Hankow; and St. Sa- 
viour’s, Wuchang, are three other 
good schools of this same grade. The 
phenomenal growth of these schools, in- 
dicated not only by the increase in num- 
bers attending (more than five-fold), but 
by an increase of more than six-fold in 
the amount of annual fees received, this 
year as compared with five years ago, 
is one of the most significant facts of 
our present development. It offers an 
opportunity of the first magnitude, 
which we should continue to meet as 
fully as possible. The present demand 
is for intellectually and morally quali- 
fied teachers, and if we can provide 
them the fees will pay half, and in some 
eases all, the rest of the expenses. 

St. Hilda’s School—tThe past year is 
the best St. Hilda’s has ever seen. The 
teaching has been. greatly improved. 
The girls are more ambitious and 
studious than ever before, and as the 


principal writes, “Although it is satis- 
factory to know that our school is full 
and the days of inviting students are 
past, yet it is far from satisfactory to 
be as over full as we are, with eighty 
people crowded into a school built to 
hold forty. And still we cannot take in 
all the children of our Christians, who 
beseech us to make room for them, to 
say nothing of well-to-do heathen who 
are willing to pay high fees for the 
privilege of studying at St. Hilda’s. A 
large number of our students are the 
previously heathen fiancées of Christian 
boys, somie of them divinity students. 
They are very responsive to the Chris- 
tian teaching and Christian influences 
of the school, which makes it all the sad- 
der to think of those others for whom 
no room can be made. In my mind, 
the two absolute needs of St. Hilda’s 
School are, a new building, two or 
three times the size of the present 
one, to-acecommodate the students who 
will be sure to fill it im a few 
years, and a well-equipped teacher from 
America to help in the training of teach- 
ers.” I endorse this most heartily, and 
wish to add that I regard the needs of 
St. Hilda’s School as being more urgent 
at the present time than any other needs 
in the mission. Education for girls 
ought to be developed more nearly 
parallel with that for boys if we are to 
have really enlightened Christian homes, 
and the development of St. Hilda’s is 
indispensable to the training of the 
teachers and other women workers 
without whom the work for women 
throughout the mission must continue 
to be comparatively weak. 

The Boarding-school for Girls at 
Anking, which has replaced the old day- 
school, has made a good start this year, 
with Mrs. McCarthy’s indispensable as- 
sistance, and will no doubt be greatly 
improved when the new building, now 
in course of erection, is completed. 
Here too is a place where a trained 


woman teacher could accomplish work . 


of far-reaching. importance. 
Catechetical School. — Progress of 
great importance has been made in the 


Chae 
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eatechetical school during the year. 
The addition of a’second class, so that 
now there are twenty-five men in the 
school, the lengthening of the course of 
study, the enlargement of the faculty, 
and the beginning of the new building 
on the German concession, all indicate 
that this school is beginning to develop 
into what we have long desired—a place 
where serious theological teaching will 
be given in the Chinese language. As 
this school has made possible the exten- 
sion of our evangelistic work in the past, 
so we must depend on it to continue the 
supply of trained catechists, and to im- 
prove their equipment in response to the 
demands which the advancing times 
make even on these forerunners and as- 
sistants of the clergy. The faculty 
should be still further enlarged, with 
both foreign and Chinese teachers, who, 
like the present staff, will make their 
teaching in this school the studious 
and scholarly side of a life which is also 


in constant contact with the work of» 


general preaching and missionary ad- 
ministration. We are most grateful for 
the help from many friends which has 
provided for the fine site and building 
on the German concession. 
Training-school for Bible-women.— 
This school entered a new stage at its 
reopening, after having been closed a 
year in February; four of those who had 
been in practical work a year returning 
as seniors, and the new class of nine 
women being not only larger but also 
distinctly more promising than any 
group we have had heretofore. Having 
now Deaconess Hart in charge, and the 
splendid lot next the cathedral devoted 
to the school (although the lot will not 
be available at once on account of the 
lease to which it was subject when 
we bought it), the prospect is really 
bright, and we can anticipate for the 
school the same relation to the work for 
women which the Catechetical School 
bears to that for men. 
Trade School—tThis school for desti- 
tute boys continues its beneficent work, 
and elicits constantly deep sympathy 
and appreciation from both the Chinese 
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and the foreigners, All this proves the 
wisdom of responding to the motives of 
compassion which prompted Mr. Hunt- 
ington in beginning it. He writes 
that “the scholars have increased in 
numbers from twenty to forty-seven. 
They are decidedly hopeful material, 
many doing very well both in their 
studies and their work. Seventeen have 
been admitted catechumens and their 
general tone improves steadily.” 

It should be noted that the. running 
expenses, as well as the initial plant of 
this school, are supplied by Mr. 
Huntington personally. During the 
past year, in addition to the current ex- 
penses, he has put more than $1,000 
(gold) into land and building, and I 
hope that in view of the proved success 
of the school as a mission institution it 
will be added next year to the regular 
appropriation schedule. 

I hope that a school similar to this, 
but for girls, perhaps an orphanage, 
may soon be started at Anking, where 
the need is very great, and where there 
is a general feeling that it should be 
begun. 

Primary Schools. — Twelve hundred 
boys and girls in our forty-six day- 
schools make a good showing in com- 
parison with the past, as the table of 
statistics will prove. The increase in 
the number of girls, though we have to 
report three less schools for girls, shows 
that the demand for these schools is 
growing in spite of our inability to meet 
or do much to encourage it. I believe 
that our primary schools are better than 
we have ever had before, but we sorely 
need both men and women, trained 
teachers, to undertake the supervision of 
these important elements in our educa- 
tional and general work. _ 

In this connection I am glad to report 
that an agreement has been reached 
with the Wesleyan Mission whereby they 
receive our candidates for the staff of 
day-school teachers into their normal 
school, and we have six such candidates 
now in training there who are to com- 
plete their two years’ course in Feb- 
ruary, 1910. 
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There are in all more than 1,900 men 
and women, boys and girls, being edu- 
cated under Church influences in the 
District of Hankow. 


Hospitals 


St. Peters Hospital, Wuchang.—Dr. 
MacWillie’s report, which I send here- 
with, shows the work in a more flourish- 
ing condition than it has ever been be- 
fore; though I am sorry to say that this 
result has been secured at the expense 
of more of the doctor’s energy than he 
could afford. The coming of Dr. 
Merrins and Miss Halsey promises relief, 
however, and it is to be hoped that this 
large work will never again depend on so 
small a staff. It is pleasing to note the 
assistance rendered us by an _ inde- 
pendent Chinese Christian physician, 
Dr. P. B. Brown, who refused to accept 
remuneration, doing the work, as he 
said, as “part of his service to the Lord.” 
Special attention should be drawn also 
to the large “loccal income,” $4,097.23 
(Mex.), of which $1,700 (Mex.) was 
subscribed by Chinese officials. 

Elizabeth Bunn Memorial Hospital.— 
In accordance with the anticipation 
mentioned in my last report, the hos- 
pital for women in Wuchang has been 
moved to a more accessible site, on the 
other side of the city from the old com- 
pound. The move has been amply justi- 
fied, as Dr. Glenton’s report makes 
abundantly plain. She and Miss Hig- 
gins are greatly pleased, and the evident 
demand for their work in the present 
location calls upon us loudly to provide 
them with a permanent site and build- 
ing. Steps were taken in June, 1907, 
looking toward the possible formation of 
a Union hospital for women, in which 
the Wesleyan Women’s Hospital, now 
being moved as ours is, would be com- 
bined with ours, thus making one ade- 
quately equipped and staffed hospital in- 
stead of two weaker ones. It is pleasing 
to record the encouragement with which 
this action was received by the com- 
mittee of our Board, to whom it was sub- 
mitted, though the plan is arrested, for 
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the present at least, by the unfavorable 
action of the Wesleyan Mission Board 
in London. 

St. James’s Hospital, Anking.— With 
the opening of the new building in 
October, the medical work in Anking 
has entered a new and higher phase. 
Not only are the accommodations for 
patients vastly improved, but the whole 
method of treatment has been raised to a 
higher standard. The hospital has done 
very effective pioneer work in its old 
quarters, but hereafter greater stress 
can be laid on quality, and the high 
standards maintained will be an example 
for even the Government to follow. 

Dr. Woodward’s determination to re- 
turn now to the work of his first choice 
and complete his seminary course, in 
preparation for Holy Orders, is one with 
which those who know him best cannot 
but sympathize, though it leaves a very 
heavy burden on Dr. Taylor, who now 
becomes the physician in charge of the 
whole hospital. We look forward eagerly 
to the securing of new recruits for thie 
work, lest the standards thus far de- 
veloped should have to be altered. 

In all our hospitals there are classes 
of young men or women being trained as 
nurses. The help of these student 
nurses is indispensable, and the classes. 
will no doubt help lead to the recogni- 
tion of a new profession, that of nursing, 
among the Chinese. The work being 
done by Miss Ogden and Miss Tomlin- 
son at Anking deserves special atten- 
tion in this connection. I hope most 
earnestly that their efforts will not be 
discouraged by tardiness to provide the 
financial support which is essential to 
the execution of their ideals. 

The summary of hospital reports, as 
given below, is but the smallest indica- 
tion of the manifold work which our 
hospitals are doing in the relief and pre- 
vention of suffering. 

I cannot close this part of my report 
without calling attention again to the 
serious responsibility which rests upon 
us to provide a physician and a hospital 
for Shasi, where Mr. and Mrs. Goddard, 
with their infant daughter, are still liy- 
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ing without a qualified physician nearer 
than Ichang, eighty miles away. In ad- 
dition, there is the great work waiting 
to be done among the multitudes of 
Chinese in Shasi, for whose introduc- 
tion to the benefits of modern medicine 
we may fairly be held responsible. And 
I cannot refrain from adding that the 
opportunity for a men’s hospital in 
Kiukiang is one which ought to be 
seized at the earliest possible moment. 


Evangelistic Work 


Wuchang, Hanch’uan and Hsinti.— 
These three circuits are all under the 
direction of the Rey. R. E. Wood, under 
whose supervision thirty-five Chinese 
workers, mostly clergy and trained cate- 
chists, teachers and Bible-women, are 
engaged in this widespread work. The 
opportunities are wonderfully great, but 
more foreign supervision is essential if 
the best results, with which alone we can 
be content, are to be obtained. 

The consecration of the new church 
at Hanch’uan on St. Mark’s Day was 
the occasion of a joyful gathering of the 
Christians and adherents in Hanch’uan 
and the surrounding country. We antici- 
pate more substantial development of all 
the work in the Hanch’uan circuit as 
one result of having this attractive and 
commodious church in the country seat. 

In Wuchang the cloud which op- 
pressed us last year on account of the 
imprisonment of the teacher at the 
Divinity-school, Liu Ching-An, who at 
the time was living at St. Saviour’s, still 
remains over us. The acute stage of our 
suffering is past, and the incident is ap- 
parently forgotten by many, so that the 
work goes on better than it could a year 
ago; but Liu Ching-An is still in prison. 
Our consolation is in the fortitude and 
zealous faith which Mr. Liu has shown 
all through his sufferings, for we have 
seen his zeal rewarded in spite of his 
bonds—one of his wardens even having 
become an earnest enquirer on account 
of this prisoner. J ask for the prayers 
of the faithful, that this disciple in 
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bonds may be kept faithful, and that if 
it be God’s good pleasure he may be re- 
leased and so enabled to undertake the 
freer ministry to which he long ago de- 
voted himself in will. 

Anking, Kiukiang and Nanchang.— 
Instead of being able to send a foreign 
clergyman to Nanchang, the capital of 
Kiangsi Province, where our work was 
begun last year by one of our older 
Chinese clergy, the Rev. W. C. Yui, and 
to leave the work at Anking under an- 
other resident foreign clergyman during 
the Rev. E. J. Lee’s furlough (which 
began in May), I have been obliged to 
leave Nanchang still under the super- 
vision of the Rev. C. F. Lindstrom, of 
Kiukiang, and to add Anking to Mr. 
Lindstrom’s work, which was already 
too heavy. This necessity amounts 
almost to a disaster, for much of this 
work, while sure to develop well if 
properly supervised, is almost equally 
sure to run wild, possibly to be so in- 
volved by the machinations of designing 
men as to do more harm than good, and 
so, in parts at least, have to be closed in 
disgrace, unless the frequent presence 
and constant watchfulness of an ex- 
perienced foreign clergyman can keep the 
large number of enquirers in the ways of 
uprightness and growth in Chris- 
tian knowledge and character. These 
enquirers come from many and usually 
mixed motives. The most manifest 
motive is usually the desire for protec- 
tion from the aggression of the Roman 
Catholics. Others wish to be connected 
with the powerful representatives of the 
new ideas which are stirring old China. 
Some of the better sort are attracted by 
the ‘advantages offered in our schools 
and hospitals. Some are probably moved 
by a real desire for religious knowledge, 
and by the attractiveness of the little 
they have heard about Christianity. I 
suppose: all the motives are present, 
though in varying proportions, in most 
of the enquirers. ‘We are fortunate if 
the desire for revenge, or for aggression, 
against Roman Catholics or others is not 
the leading motive. Only an experienced 
clergyman is strong enough and deter-

mined enough to keep the baser motives 
and the self-seekers from controlling the 
whole company of enquirers. We have 
opened stations and received many 
enquirers in the confidence that the 
Church at home would send out workers 
to supervise this work, and thus take 
advantage of the wonderful opportunities 
which God has given us. These multi- 
tudes are no longer inaccessible, as 
formerly. The door to their hearts is 
wide open. Our Chinese clergy and 
catechists are doing their best, but they 
are not to be blamed if they are unable 
to control those who may be attracted 
by the foreigner’s power, when the for- 
eigner who alone fully understands the 
extent and the limits and the meaning 
of that power is not present to guide 
and stand behind him. I anticipate, 
therefore, grave disorders in this wide- 
spread work during the coming year— 
due simply to the fact that one man, Mr. 
Lindstrom in this case, cannot possibly 
supervise work in two provincial capitals 
and a treaty port, with their out-stations, 
as it ought to be supervised. We shall 
do the best we can, however, and try to 
close up stations which we find getting 
beyond our control, thus reducing the 
baneful effects of our short-handedness 
to a minimum, 

Changsha.—lt is a great satisfaction 
to report that the Rev. Alfred A. Gil- 
man and his family took up their resi- 
dence at Changsha in the fall. Chang- 
sha, and its out-station, Siangtan, require 
the most skilful handling, and this they 
now have. Both the foreign and the 
Chinese staff are full of hope, though the 
lack of proper equipment prevents the 
splendid talents of these able workers 
from having full effect. Six thousand 
dollars (gold) would enable us at once 
to begin a social work for the English- 
speaking young Chinese in Changsha, a 
number of whom are Christians, and 
former students in our schools, for the 
lack of which we have had to see lives 
ruined, homes wrecked and the good name 
of the Church in this great city dragged 
in the dust. If we had a building with 
a very few common rooms, and with ac- 


commodations for a few families of these 
young men, most of whom are married, 
we should have a powerful nucleus to 
begin with, and the income from 
rentals, since these men are earning high 
salaries, would pay all running ex- 
penses. 

St. John’s, Hankow.—1 am glad to 
report that the Rey. T. P. Maslin and 
his family took up their residence last 
spring in the midst of the Chinese city 
at this promising station, which already 
had a fair equipment, and that the ad- 
vantages of this more immediate over- 
sight are already apparent. The out-sta- 
tion at Chiaokeo, connected with this 
church, is reported flourishing, in the 
work for women as well as for men, 
chiefly owing to the energy of the new 
eatechist. I am expecting to send one of 
the new class of divinity students to St. 
John’s a few months hence, since the 
services of a Chinese clergyman, which 
this station has not had since the de- 
parture of Mr. Yui for Nanchang, are so 


necessary in this well-placed work. 


Shasi.—The steady development of the 
work at Shasi and out-stations, under 
the Rev. Amos Goddard, is going on en- 
couragingly, but without the increasing 
support from the home Church, which I 
believe is necessary if we are to do our 
duty in bringing to such communities as 
these the full privileges of the Church. 
Mr. Goddard should at once have the 
support of a properly qualified physician 
and a well-equipped hospital in Shasi; 
and at least one more foreign clergyman 
should live in Shasi, in order to help 
supervise existing work, and extend it, 
without rashness, to surrounding places, 
from which we are constantly receiving 
requests to begin work in their midst. 

Ichang.—The Rev. D. T. Huntington, 
whose full term of seven years’ service 
since his first furlough is nearly com- 
pleted, reports progress of an encourag- 
ing sort, not only in the usual branches 
of the evangelistic work, but especially 
in the Sunday-school, which was begun 
in October, and which, though composed 
mostly of our own school children, yet 
has two classes each for men and women. 
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This is meeting and apparently showing 
the way to solve one of the hardest 
problems we have—how to hold our peo- 
ple after confirmation, and secure their 
advance in grace and knowledge. The 
whole mission rejoices in the arrival of 
the Rev. P. R. Stockman and his wife, 
who are devoting themselves to the lan- 
guage and the mastery of new condi- 
tions so successfully that with the help 
of the very capable Chinese clergyman, 
the Rey. T. F. Tsen, they will probably 
be able to continue without serious loss, 
during Mr. Huntington’s coming year 
of furlough, both the oversight of the 
station and the industrial work which 
Miss Huntington inaugurated several 
years ago and has carried on up to the 
present with such great advantage to the 
women and to the station in general. 
The following words of Mr. Hunting- 
ton concern the Prefecture of Sznan, 
which adjoins that of Ichang and is the 
westernmost portion of the District of 
Hankow: “The evangelistic work to the 
west has increased greatly. We now 
have a colporteur and an evangelist 
spending a large part of their time there. 
There are a great many enquirers, many 
of whom seem to be sirtcerely religious. 
It is exceedingly important that a for- 
eigner be put in charge of this work at 
the earliest possible moment.” The special 
appeal of Sznan lies in the fact that but 
for a small Roman mission it is unoccu- 
pied by any Christian mission whatever, 
and that the logic of the situation points 
to us as being specially responsible for 
taking the Gospel to the people of this 
large area. Is it unreasonable to appeal 
for at least two young clergymen to 
make this pioneer work possible? 
Wuhu.—Evangelistic work in Wuhu 
has been hard, as in other port cities, and 
the work at Nanling has suffered from 
well-meaning but self-willed Chinese as- 
sistants. Fanchang,. however, with a 
very good catechist, has developed 
steadily, and a considerable number of 
farmers. seven miles from Wuhu have 
been persistent in attendance and study 
of the doctrine for so long that we hope 
they will make the beginning of a new 
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station there. The coming of the rail- 
road, which has already reached as far 
as Nanling, will bring us into yet closer 
contact with the Shanghai district, and 
it was therefore a double satisfaction to 
be able to lend the Rey. T. H. Fu to 
Bishop Graves to assist in opening the 
new station at Yangchow. Mr. Fu had 
been temporarily assisting Mr. Lund, 
owing to the serious illness of the Rey. 
Y. M. Li. Mr. Li is now well again, 
whereof we rejoice. 

The English Church, Hankow.—This 
report of the evangelistic work would not 
be complete without mentioning the 
English Church, Hankow, to which the 
Rev. A. M. Sherman gives half his time. 
The work for the foreign community is 
a heavy expense to the mission, since the 
contributions do not even cover half the 
support of the chaplain; but we rejoice 
that the Board thas never bidden us 
neglect this work, and we are convinced 
that it is of great value to the general 
cause which we serve. Concerning the 
material side of the work, Mr. Sherman 
writes: “The financial affairs of the 
church are in the hands of trustees. 
They pay the mission $600 (Mex.) a 
year for spiritual ministrations. In ad- 
dition, the Easter offertories were given 
for mission work, amounting to $240 
(Mex.) The debt of the church has 
been paid this year, and the congrega- 
tion may be expected to do something 
more toward the salary of the missionary 
who gives part of his time to this work.” 

In concluding these brief notes on th> 
evangelistic work, let me call attention 
to the fact which becomes more evident 
every year, namely, that our schools and 
hospitals lend a power and attractiveness 
to the work of the mission as a whole 
which it could have in no other way. 
Nothing is more effective as an illustra- 
tion of what Christianity means than 
these beneficent and enlightening insti- 
tutions. Our Chinese preachers, as well as 
the foreigners, constantly point to them 
as a convincing apologetic. The vigor- 
ous health of the mission institutions is 
doubtless one of the chief reasons why, 
in spite of the deficiencies in the equip- 
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ment and administrative force of our 
evangelistic work, the vital statistics of 
the mission show such undiminished ‘in- 
crease. But we should also remember 
that our Chinese helpers, clergy, cate- 
chists, Bible-women and teachers, are 
constantly growing in efficiency and de- 
votion, and that their work is also con 
stantly ministering to the success of our 
schools and hospitals. We must, there- 
fore, attribute these visible fruits of in- 
crease to the united power of the mission 
as a whole, which acts really as an 
organism and grows as such. 


Work for Women 

It is a pleasure to report that the work 
for women is now making distinct 
progress. Miss Clark’s return from fur- 
lough in the middle of the year has al- 
ready made a marked difference in the 
work for women in Hankow, while the 
day-schools for girls under her direction 
have been especially improved, and a 
class for the women who teach these 
schools, held every Saturday morning, 
she says, “has been appreciated by them 
in a most gratifying way and has already 
produced some improvement in the 
teaching methods.” 

Miss Barber has completed the pre- 
scribed course of study in the Chinese 
language, and is fully occupied at An- 
king with the regular work of conduct- 
ing meetings, teachers’ classes, visiting 
in the homes and working in the hos- 
pital wards, and supervising the work 
of a good Bible-woman, as well as help- 
ing in a school for girls and in teaching 
English to the nurses at the hospital. 

Deaconess Phelps has passed her final 
examination and so is able to devote her 
whole time to St. Hilda’s. Deaconess 
Hart and Deaconess Stewart have taken 
three of the four prescribed examina- 
tions in Chinese and are rapidly getting 
hold of the situation, so that they will 
soon be able to do full duty as qualified 
workers. 

In her School for Girls and Women of 
Leisure, Mrs. Jackson has earried on 
for her fifteen or twenty pupils a unique 
work, which would have been impossible 
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a few years ago, and which now opens 
the door to some families which would 
not otherwise be touched by our work at 
all. The expenses of this school, though 
great, have been met during the past 
year entirely by the fees charged. Mrs. 
Jiackson’s report, which is appended 
hereto, gives details concerning this very 
interesting and useful work. 

Institute for Women.—Just previous 
to the annual Auxiliary meeting there. 
was held in the cathedral a four days’ 
Institute for Women, to which clergymen 
were invited to send “such women as 
have proved themselves able and willing 
to help in the work of their home 
parish.” Naturally, the largest general 
attendance was from Hankow and 
Wuchang, but all the Auxiliary dele- 
gates, from whatever place, were present 
at the classes and lectures and “model 
meetings” which were offered. It is 
hoped that this is only the beginning of 
a more systematic attempt to train 
leaders from among the rank and file of 
the women in the several stations. 

Woman’s Aucxiliary—The Woman’s 
Auxiliary, under the leadership of Mrs. 
Ridgely and Mrs. Littell, shows advance 
in several directions during the year. A 
better understanding of the real mean- 
ing of the society has been developed. 
More delegates than usual came to the 
annual meeting, and this should mean 
much help to the work in the more dis- 
tant stations. There was the usual at- 
tendance at the annual meeting, and the 
offerings were larger than ever before, 
amounting to about $400 (Mex.), 
which was divided into four parts—one 
for the Trade School at Ichang, one for 
the Delegates Fund, one of the Board’s 
apportionment to this district for gen- 
eral missions, and one was put aside for 
the United Offering. “All this,” as the 
officers report, “is encouraging, and 
makes us hope that the Woman’s Auxil- 
lary may become a real power in the 
work with and for women in China.” 


Work for Young People . 
Some progress has been made dur- 
ing the year in the organization of Sun- 
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day-schools, indicating that we may 
here find a means, not only of reaching 
some children outside the regular ranks 
of our mission schools, but also of in- 
structing and holding some of those who 
have heretofore been inclined to cease 
learning, or even ‘to fall away entirely 
after confirmation. But neither this, 
nor the equally important organizations 
like the Young People’s Societies or the 
Brotherhood of St. Andrew, which are 
just as necessary in China as in Amer- 
ica, can possibly be properly developed 
without setting aside at least one 
properly qualified missionary to super- 
vise and set forward these organizations 
within the district. I am happy to see 
that in Boone College, and in some of 
our other schools, the students’ Young 
Men’s Christian Association is taking a 
firm hold, and helping Chinese students 
as the similar organizations in America 
help American students. I would com- 
mend the definiteness, business-like 
methods, and ample provision for super- 
visory agencies which characterize the 
work of the International Committee of 
the Young Men’s Christian Associations 
of North America, as giving us an ex- 
ample which we would do well to follow 
in our work for young people. 


Office Work 


I think it is no exaggeration to say 
that the work of the whole district has 
been made distinctly more effective by 
the appointment of Miss Louisa L. 
Phelps, who has acted as the bishop’s 
secretary during the past half year. She 
does not make the bishop’s work lighter, 
but she enables him to consider and 
decide upon matters of the largest im- 
portance which, without ther assistance, 
would have to be put aside in the face 
of inexorable clerical work. 


Statistics 


The following tables can show but im- 
perfectly the advance which the Church 
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has made during the past five years. I 
insert them in a more complete form 
than usual, because their full force is 
thus more easily appreciated. They 
amply justify our appeal to the home 
Church for very large reinforcements.

From June 17th, 1907, to June 30th, 
1908, I celebrated the Holy Communion 
21 times; baptized 3 infants; conducted 
12 services and delivered 182 sermons 
and addresses.

The Missionary District of Tokyo extends from the centre of Tokyo to the northern 


boundary of the island, a distance of 450 miles and is 200 miles in breadth.

Evangelistic Work 


PACE will not permit me to speak 
in detail of each station and in- 
dividual workers. 

The churches in Tokyo have 
all gone forward with the exception of 
Grace Church, which has been unfortu- 
nate in not having a pastor who could 
give his undivided attention to properly 
shepherding and instructing his people. 
We may hope for better things here- 
after. 

The Rey. T. Katada, who was ad- 
vanced to the priesthood the Second 
Sunday in Lent, has been made rector of 
the parish, and we are confident that 
the energy and tact which made his work 
successful at Wakamatsu will bring, by 
God’s blessing, growth and prosperity to 
Grace Church. 

We are indebted to the Men’s Thank- 
offering for the money to purchase land 
for the Churches of All Saints, St. 
Timothy’s and the True Light and to 
erect churches for the two former. The 
Church of the True Light still needs 
$9,000 for the erection of its building. 
No word of mine can add strength to 
the forcible and pathetic statement of 
the Rey. Y. Sugiura, which appeared in 
the July number of Tuer Spirir or Mis- 
SIONS. 

St. John’s congregation, which: by no 
possibility can squeeze itself into the 


little church, built on land which is not 
ours, should have a building in which 
all its people may gather. They pay the 
entire salary of their pastor, the Rev. 
P. ©. Daito, and are the most liberal of 
all our congregations. It will need at 
least $10,000 for land and buildings; it 
should be remembered that Tokyo is as 
large as Chicago, and that land values 
are proportionately high. 

The Mission of the Holy Comforter, 
with its sixty members, worship up- 
stairs in a dismantled photograph gal- 
lery, rented at $10 monthly; there is 
nothing outside and but very little in- 
side to suggest a place of Christian wor- 
ship; if we are to expect growth and the 
spirit of reverence and devotion, we 
must have a building which will be 
recognized as the House of God. Must 
we wait 800 years for a bit of another 
Thank-offering before this assistance 
can be given us? 


Kawagoe District 


The Rey. M. Tai, the first priest or- 
dained in the Japanese Church, has 
charge of this district, with the three 
stations of Kawagoe, Fuchu and Mat- 
suyama. He has a ecatechist to assist 
him at Kawagoe and a deacon at Fuchu. 
A fourth station has lately been opened 
at the large and growing town of 
Hachioji, 
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We greatly feared that the necessary 
withdrawal of Miss Ransom and Miss 
Heywood for more important work 
might cripple the Church at Kawagoe; 
but they laid foundations so well that 
Miss Upton, who is doing all, and more, 
than could be expected from a new- 
comer, reports 130 regular attendants at 
Sunday-school, and forty children in the 
kindergarten. 

Miss Upton proposes to open a sewing 
school at Kawagoe in the autumn, at the 
solicitation of the people of the place. 

Kawagoe has a tumble-down, packing- 
box of a church which is a diseredit and 
in no way represents us. 

We ought to have $5,000 for a suitable 
building; if we had $10,000 we could 
build also a permanent house for the 
kindergarten and a residence for the 
missionaries. 


Maebashi District 


This is a difficult field, but the mis- 
sionary priest-in-charge and his faithful 
assistants are beginning to reap the fruit 
of their patient and prayerful labors. 

There has been an increase in attend- 
ance at service and the religious life of 
the people has been deepened and 
strengthened. 

The needs of the large and growing 
Sunday-school at Maebashi have been 
met by a handsome addition to the par- 
ish house, which makes it the most at- 
tractive in the District of Tokyo. 
Church buildings, at a cost of $5,000 
each, are an urgent need in the cities 
of Takasaki and Kumagai. We own 
church lots in both of these places. 

With the arrival of Miss Warnock at 
Takasaki we shall hope to organize defin- 
ite and systematic efforts to win the 
women and children of the city. 

Miss Neely having been appointed to 
fill the place of Miss Boyd, absent on 
furlough, Miss Ellen MacRae will suc- 
ceed her at Maebashi when she returns 
to us in October. 

Nothing can be done at Ashikawa, a 
town of 30,000, until we can place there 
an experienced first-class catechist or 
clergyman. 
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Utsunomiya District 


The Rev. J. K. Ban, priest at Utsu- 
nomiya, a city of 50,000 people, is also 
responsible for the work at Nikko and 
Satte. The Rev. R. H. Wansey, an Eng- 
lish clergyman, works at his own charges 
as assistant to Mr. Ban, and has also a 
most interesting work for the miners at 
Ashio, which is said to have a popula- 
tion of nearly 40,000. Good work is be- 
ing done at both Nikko and Ashio. 

The earnest little band of Christians 
at Utsunomiya have built a small 
wooden building for Church services; it 
is a rough, unpainted structure on rented 
land and cannot be used for more than a 
few years. We ought to have a church 
built of stone. An inexpensive, good 
stone is quarried near by, which is ex- 
cellent for building purposes. 

Satte, a town of 10,000 people, shows 
no growth: the resident deacon is a man 
of fine Christian character but has no 
initiative. There has been no improve- 
ment here for several years, and I have 
given notice that unless there is a change 
for the better, the deacon will be sent 
elsewhere and Satte be given only occa- 
sional services. 


Mito District 


There has been a cheering increase in 
the number of baptisms and confirma- 
tions in the Mito district. 

Work will be opened this summer at 
Shimodate, a large town with no resident 
Christian evangelist. 

A small but much-needed parish house 
has been built at Mito, which will be 
used for Sunday-school, night school, 
and other parish activities. 

At the little farming hamlet of Anna- 
bake a little church costing less than 
$500 has given gratification and joy to 
the handful of poor but most devout 
Church people. 

We should have a church at Taira, a 
growing and flourishing town where we 
now worship in a small rented Japanese 
house. Land can be bought and a church 
built for $3,000. 

Tsuchiura and Ota are holding their

own; the latter will now have a resident 
eatechist from among the recent gradu- 
ates of the catechetical school. 


Wakamatsu District 


The Rev. W. F. Madeley, priest-in- 
charge, has as his assistants a catechist 
and kindergarten teacher at Waka- 
matsu; Miss Babcock, a catechist and 
mission woman at Koriyama, and a cate- 
chist at Fukushima. There has been 
steady progress at Wakamatsu and the 
future is promising; the impression 
made by the Church is deepening and 
widening. We owe a church lot, well lo- 
eated, and have $500 given by the Rev. 
A. W. Cooke, the first missionary at 
Wakamatsu, toward a new building; we 
need $5,000 in all in order to put up a 
church suitable to the needs of this large 
town. 

Koriyama has been unfortunate be- 
cause of long and serious illnesses in the 
eatechist’s family which have required 
his time and attention. 

Miss Babcock has also devoted herself 
principally to nursing the sick and the 
regular mission work has suffered in 
consequence. 

Mtharu.—A large village seven miles 
from Koriyama is visited regularly by 
the workers at Koriyama. 

Koriyama needs a church and mission 
residence before real effective and per- 
manent results can be expected; for these 
we should have $6,000. 

Fukushima is doing well and reports a 
large increase in baptisms and confirma- 
tions; the pretty little church is an at- 
traction which draws many who learn to 
love it as their spiritual home. 

We need a catechist’s residence at 
Fukushima, which can be built on the 
church lot for $1,500. 


Sendai District 


The City of Sendai is the largest city 
north of Tokyo. Its population is 
100,000. It will be the see city of a fu- 
ture Japanese bishop. The Rev. A. 'W. 
Cooke is priest-in-charge, assisted by the 
Rev. Y. Inagaki, deacon. 
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There has been no great increase in 
numbers the past year owing to frequent 
changes among the workers and removals 
of Church members. 

The outlook is encouraging. Sendai 
is an educational centre, the number of 
students from outside to the various 
schools and colleges, being more than 
ten thousand. We must do something to 
meet the responsibility thus placed upon 
us, and it is our intention to open a 
hostel where at least a few may be kept 
from the many evil influences which be- 
set the student away from home. The 
running expenses of such a hostel will 
amount to about $300. 

Ichinoseki, three hours by rail north 
of Sendai, has no resident worker, but is 
visited regularly by Mr. Cooke and his 
assistants. We must place a catechist 
there when we have one to spare. 

Morioka, the largest town north of 
Sendai, and the capital of a prefecture, 
has been entered by us this year. We 
have rented a large Japanese house 
which serves as the residence of the cate- 
chist and also as preaching chapel; there 
are several earnest Churchpeople who 
have moved to Morioka from other sta- 
tions and who will do all in their power 
to further the work. 

Mr. Cooke will make monthly visits, 
and it is the intention of Miss Bristowe, 
now living at Aomori to give one week 
of every month to Morioka. The 
prayers of our friends are asked for 
God’s blessing upon this new and im- 
portant work. 


Hirosaki District 


The Hirosaki District under the Rev. 
J. C. Ambler, priest-in-charge, has with- 
in it the churches of Hirosaki, Aomori 
and Hachinohe. 

The oldest in organization is St, An- 
drew’s, Aomori. This city has grown by 
leaps and bounds the last two years, and 
it is therefore an additional regret to be 
compelled to report that the church has 
not grown with the population; this is 
largely due to changes in the workers 
and to removals of many of the church 
people. With active Miss Bristowe in 
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residence and frequent visits of the 
priest-in-charge we shall certainly expect 
the Church at Aomori to take on new 
life. 

Hachinohe has had the service of one 
of our oldest catechists for ten years; the 
congregations have grown steadily in 
spite of removals of the young men to 
the larger cities, but Hachinohe is now 
threatened with a crisis. We have wor- 
shipped hitherto in a fine old Japanese 
house which answered as well as an or- 
dinary house can, for church services. 

This property has been sold and the 
eatechist writes that although he has 
searched “high and low” he ean find no 
other house. What are we to do? Must 
we withdraw and leave those faithful 
people to sporadic house to house visita- 
tions from the priest at Hirosaki, more 
than 100 miles away. 

With $5,000 we can buy a lot and 
build a church and catechists’ house and 
hold together the flock. 

The Church of the Ascension at 
Hirosaki with Mr. Ambler, Miss Wall, 
Mr. Takuma the catechist, and Miss 
Tanaka, the mission woman, is growing; 
but we need a good church building if 
we are to attract the attention and make 
a permanent impression upon this town 
of 45,000 people. This is the head- 
quarters of a division of the Japanese 
army, and more than 12,000 troops are 
stationed there. The importance of 
making this city a strong centre cannot 
be exaggerated. 


Akita District 


The Akita District under- Mr. R. W. 
Andrews, priest-in-charge, contains the 
cities of Akita, Odate and Yamagata 
and the town of Shinjo. 

Akita is the most important city on 
the west coast; is beautifully situated 
and is a military and educational centre 


as well as the capital of Akita prefec- 


ture. In days to come Akita will be un- 
doubtedly after Sendai, the see city of a 
Japanese bishop. Under Mr. ‘Andrew’s 
energetic administration, things are al- 
ways kept moving, and as a consequence 
the Church is never at a standstill. 
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Miss Mead who has worked faithfully 
for four years at Akita and has’ the 
honor of being the organizer of our first 
kindergarten, has just left for her fur- 
lough in the United States. Miss New- 
bold, who joined us last year, has brave- 
ly tackled the Japanese language and 
will be ready in another year to take up 
regular evangelistic work. 

Odate, four hours by rail from Akita, 
has done well; five were confirmed there 
in May. We have a beautiful lot, well 
located, but we need a Church building 
which can be built for $3,000. 

We have nothing to report of Shinjo, 
as we have but just begun work there; 
it is situated on the railway about equi- 
distant from Akita and Yamagata. 

Yamagata, the capital of the prefec- 
ture of the same name, is another large 
city of 40,000 people. The Rev. W. H. 
Smart has been there a year and has 
succeeded in bringing back two families 
baptized many years ago, but who had 
fallen away because there was no one to 
care for them. 

There have been in addition a number 
of baptisms and three confirmations. 
We have money sufficient to buy a good - 
lot at Yamagata and several hundred 
dollars for a church, but we should have 
at least $3,000 before we begin to build. 

In looking over this report, it seems 
very sketchy and “needy.” My only ex- 
cuse for not going into detail is, first, 
that I don’t want to fill all the space 
given to the reports of missionary bish- 
ops; and second, if I were to do so and 
speak of the many new fields open to us 
and the consequent need of men, women 
and money the reader would put the re- 
port aside in despair. 


Educational Work 


St. Paul’s College—Each year shows 
steady growth and an improvement. We 
have reached the limit of our ac- 
commodations and were obliged to turn 
away more than a hundred applicants for 
admission at the beginning of the school 
year; this gives us the advantage of 
choosing from the applicants those who 
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by superiority of character and intellect 
will be most benefited by what we can 
give them, and who in return will en- 
hance the reputation of the college. The 
venture made in opening the university 
department has more than justified the 
time, labor and expense. There are about 
forty students taking this course, of 
whom eight are registered as desirous of 
studying for Holy Orders. 

The time has come for us to make a 
strenuous appeal for large gifts to St. 
Paul’s College. We cannot continue for 
any length of time with our present 
equipment; we are cramped and 
crowded; classes are divided into an un- 
wieldly number of sections for want of 
class rooms; there is no playing field; 
no room sufficient for one tennis court 
when all the students are out; the build- 
ings are all of wood and do not meet the 
requirements of the Japanese Depart- 
ment of Education. The present loca- 
tion of the college is rapidly becoming 
ill-suited for academic use. Factories 
and business houses are taking the place 
of residences and we: must prepare to 
move to more favorable surroundings. 

The cost of land is constantly increas- 
ing; the extension of the electric railway 
system, making the suburbs easily ac- 
cessible, has enhanced by several hun- 
dred per cent. building sites which might 
have been purchased a number of years 
ago at small cost. If we could get 
$200,000 in addition to what we might 
receive from the sale of the present 
property we could buy a plot of ground 
of sufficient size and erect buildings suit- 
able, attractive and permanent. Land 
alone will cost at least $50,000. 

The longer this purchase is postponed 
the more expensive it will be, and the 
greater we shall be handicapped. 

Will not some wealthy layman or lay- 
woman come to our help and erect as a 
memorial to some dear one in Paradise a 
college building in which sound learn- 
ing and Christian education may lead 
many to a knowledge of ‘God and to bet- 
ter citizenship. 

Trinity Theological School. — Five 
men were graduated from the regular 
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course and ten from the catechetical 
course of the school this year. 

With the increased requirements for 
entrance the number of students will for 
a time be less, but in a few years we 
shall, God willing, have as many as we 
need with much better qualifications. 

It has been felt by some of us for a 
long time, that it is an unwarranted ex- 
penditure of men and money, for the 
missions of the Anglican Communion in 
Japan to maintain three separate theo- 
logical schools; efforts have been made in 
the past to unite at least two of them, 
but without success. 

A pamphlet printed last year by Bish- 
op Awdry of South Tokyo, on the sub- 
ject of theological education in Japan at- 
tracted wide attention and support. His 
suggestions have been carefully con- 
sidered by the bishops and others in 
Japan, with the result that the last Gen- 
eral Synod of the Nippon Set Ko Kwai 
by unanimous resolution requested the 
bishops attending the Lambeth Confer- 
ence to present an appeal that a portion 
of the Thank-offering of the Pan-Angli- 
can Congress be designated for the pur- 
pose of establishing a Central Theologi- 
eal School in Tokyo. 

‘A copy of the scheme as adopted by 
the six bishops of the Anglican Com- 
munion in Japan has been sent to the 
General Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions, and may be appended to this re- 
port. 

If our appeal be successful and the 
money granted it will require several 
years at the least to buy land, build and 
secure the necessary professors and in- 
structors. In the meanwhile Trinity 
Theological School will continue to do 
the good work done for the past fifteen 
years. 

With the establishment of the Central 
Theological School the continuance of a 
separate school for the training of cate- 
chists will probably be necessary, and we 
may be called upon to meet this want, 
which can easily be done with a staff of 
well-trained Japanese faculty. 

St. Margaret’s School, with the ap- 
proval of the bishop and the Board of 
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Missions applied to the Department of 
Education for license as a High School 
for girls. In reply to our application 
the department has given a temporary 
and provisional license. It requires us 
within two years to erect buildings in 
conformity with the requirements of the 
department; to employ teachers with 
licenses from the Government and to 
have a recreation ground of sufficient 
size. 

It is but right that I should say plain- 
ly at this time that if within two years 
the Church at home does not realize the 
imporance of fulfilling these conditions, 
St. Margaret’s will be closed and we shall 
have no school for girls in Tokyo. 

For sufficient ground and buildings we 
ask for $50,000. 

Six years ago the Board or the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary gave $15,000 to erect the 
Twing Memorial Hall for St. Mary’s 
School, Shanghai. A beautiful and 
substantial building of brick now per- 
petuates the loved memory of the first 
secretary of the Woman’s Auxiliary. 
We could not put up such a building in 
Tokyo to-day for less than $30,000, and I 
doubt if it could be done for that. In 
addition to the recitation building we 
must have dormitories and land. We 
cannot provide for St. Margaret’s with 
less than $50,000. 

We have detached Miss Gertrude Hey- 
wood from the important work she was 
doing at Kawagoe in order that she may 
become principal of the English course 
of study at St. Margaret’s. Her previous 
college education, experience as a teacher 
in the United States, her knowledge of 
the Japanese language and children de- 
rived from her four years’ residence in 
Japan, admirably qualify her for the 
new position assigned her. We are do- 
ing our very best at this end to meet the 
new conditions and requirements . Will 
not the Board make every effort to assist 
us? Please impress this upon the 
Church. The existence of St. Margaret’s 
School, Tokyo, depends upon our re- 
ceiving $50,000 within two years; if it is 
not forthcoming its license will be with- 
drawn and the school will be closed. 


Sendai Training School for Mission 
Women.—Miss Bristowe, who has been 
the untiring and devoted head of this 
school, doing the work of three women, 
resigned her position at the end of the 
school year, and has gone to Aomori. 

She will make regular visits to 
Hochimhi and Morioko, which with the 
work at Aomori will give her plenty of 
scope for her energy. 

She has ‘been succeeded at Sendai by 
Deaconess Ranson, who has already en- 
deared herself to the pupils of the school 
and the women of the Church. We have 
lately bought, through the generous gift 
from the United Offering of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary, a large lot in a fine loca- 
tion, and have adopted plans for the new 
building, which we hope to have com- 
pleted before next summer. 

The graduates of the school are doing 
well wherever they have been sent, and 
we have applications from all parts of 
the district for the members of the next 
graduating class. 

One of the ladies coming to us this au- 
tumn will be assigned to work as as- 
sistant to Miss Ranson at Sendai. 

Kindergartens.—The three kindergar- 
tens at Akita, Wakamatsu and Kawagoe 
have been full to overflowing; the num- 
ber of pupils at each school has been 
limited only by the accommodations of 
the buildings. Those at Wakamatsu and 
Kawagoe are hampered by being held in 
Japanese houses rented for the purpose; 
the rooms are small and badly lighted. 
With $1,500 for each of these places we 
could erect suitable schools similar to the 
one at Akita, and secure the permanence 
of these most useful and valuable ad- 
juncts to our evangelistic work. The im- 
pressions made upon the minds of the 
little children will never be forgotten by 
them, as I know from the memories of 
what was taught me fifty years ago. I 
hope we may be able before long to have 
a kindergarten at each of our stations.

FTER the close of the General 
Convention the remaining few 
weeks before the beginning of 
the long journey across the 

Pacific were spent in presenting the 
cause of the mission in various cities in 
the Hast, ending with a very pleasant 
series of services in the Diocese of Ohio. 
The railway trip across the continent 
was necessarily taken in slow stages and 
we reached Seattle in time for the 
Thanksgiving service in St. Mark’s 
Church. While passing through Illinois 
I had the unique experience of being 
permitted to speak at the State Uni- 
versity of the religious condition of 
Japan and of its outlook. The good 
ship Minnesota sailed on the afternoon 
of St. Andrew’s Day, giving opportunity 
for attendance at the corporate Com- 
munion of the Brotherhood in - the 
morning. 

Of all the winter trips across the mis- 
called “Pacific” that I have ever under- 
taken, this was positively the worst. To 
feel that great iron and steel monster 
lifted like a cork on the crest of those 
mountain billows and tossed about like 
a plaything put us in a frame of mind 
where our only consolation was the Cap- 
tain’s blessing, “Where would you have 
been on a smaller ship?” Like all 
nautical conundrums, we gave it up. 

Queen Fuji, peerless among Dai 
Nippon’s volcanic peaks, smiled a peace- 


ful welcome to us when our prow finally 
touched the blue waters of Japan, and 
the horrors of the sea—like so many 
other horrors in life—were soon for- 
gotten. 

Our first service was the English 
Evensong at St. Mary’s in Kyoto, and 
the next the midnight Eucharist on 
Christmas Eve in the -bishop’s chapel, 
made memorable by the blessing of the 
beautiful altar cross which was car- 
ried in our hands all the way from New 
York—a loving gift from the parents of 
a dear child in Paradise—and also of 
the handsome alms-basin presented by 
the Bishop of Pekin and his fellow- 
travellers. 

We are now at ithe end of June, after 
a most eventful half-year and once 
more in the dear little chapel, celebrat- 
ing the Holy Communion in Japanese 
and giving the closing address and bless- 
ing to the pupils of St. Mary’s Bible 
School. How shall we speak of all that 
has taken place between these openings 
and closing Eucharists? We can only 
claim the privilege of the Orient and 
jot down a few of the prominent scenes 
as they pass rapidly before our mind. 
For the Oriental, they tell us, does not, 
like the Occidental writer, put down all 
he sees and hears in a historical logical 
and connective order, but selects a few 
representative points and arranges these 
as centres around which to group his 
thoughts and wishes. 
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Japanese Ordinations 


And so, first—because this people can- 
not hear the message of the Gospel 
without a preacher—come the ordinations 
to the sacred ministry. A missionary 
bishop in any Asiatic land may feel 
happy if he ean lay ‘apostolic hands on 
one devout and faithful native worker 
in a year; thrice happy we, then, as we 
recall the three impressive services at 
which, by God’s grace, we were per- 
mitted to confer the great responsibility 
of the Christian priesthood upon our 
brethren of the native Japanese min- 
istry. 

On the Fifth Sunday after the Epiph- 
any I advanced to the priesthood the 
Rev. Mr. Murata, of St. John’s Church, 
Kyoto, the sermon being preached by the 
Rey. Mr. Hayakawa, of Osaka. On the 
Second Sunday in Lent, in Holy Trinity 
Church, Kyoto, the Rev. Mr. Soné—so 
long our faithful deacon—was advanced 
to the same holy office, the preacher be- 
ing the Rev. Mr. Chapman; and on 
Trinity Sunday, in my most distant 
northern city of Kanazawa, the Rev. Mr. 
Ohashi, whose name is already familiar 
to the readers of the THE Spirit or Mis- 
SIONS, was presented by the Rev. Mr. 
Reifsnider. 

In addition to all that is required by 
the canons, these young men were each 
of them invited to spend a quiet week 
in devotional preparation in the clergy 
rooms adjoining the bhbishop’s chapel, 
where opportunity was given for heart 
to heart talks on the duties and re- 
sponsibilities of the Christian priest- 
hood. 

I wish to again call especial attention 
to the fact that in Japan—under the 
present system of the native Church— 
these ordinations mean not only that the 
man is fitted himself for the office, but 
it involves much more on the part of 
the. congregation than it necessarily 
would at home. They must have been 
able to gather a large enough body of 
communicants to comply with the re- 
quirements of the canon and, in addi- 
tion, must have pledged themselves to 
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pay a certain definite portion of their 
pastor’s salary for a period of at least 
two years. Thus it will be seen that 
every ordination is equivalent to a per- 
manent step forward in the all-im- 
portant matter of self-support. 


Consecration of Churches 


Next to the sacred ministry comes 
naturally the sacred place in which this 
ministry is to exercise its divinely ap- 
pointed functions. It gives me the 
greatest pleasure and satisfaction to be 
able to report the consecration of two 
new churches since my return. 

On the Feast of the Epiphany—that 
glorious day that keeps ever before us 
the first neanifestation of Christ our 
Lord to the Gentiles of these far away 
Eastern lands—I consecrated and set 
apart for the worship of Almighty God 
the Church of the Redeemer connected 
with the Hakuaisha Orphanage near 
Osaka. I rejoice greatly, with all the 
friends of this well-known institution, 
that they have finally been able to secure 
a suitable place for the conducting of 
their religious services, and I believe it 
opens an entirely new chapter in their 
history. It is a great pleasure to me 
to see this pretty little church building 
standing out prominently amid the sur- 
rounding hamlets on the Osaka plain— 
as a matter of fact—the only Christian 
edifice visible from the railway trains be- 
tween Kyoto and Kobe, as I frequently 
point out to tourists and visitors. We 
have not yet been able to secure a man 
in priest’s orders for permanent residence 
here, but we have made a beginning 
toward permanent regular services and 
religious ministrations of the Church by 
locating here a faithful catechist who 
has shown a special fitness for work 
among the children of the poor. 

Shortly after this I consecrated St. 
Paul’s Church, Sakurai, in the old 
Province of Yamato. A full account of 
this service has been already published 
by the missionary in charge, so I will 
only add my endorsement of all that he 
has said with regard to this important 
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addition to our working outfit in the 
very centre of the most historic portion 
of old Japan. It is one of the most 
complete “plants” that we have been able 
to erect at one place consisting of church, 
rectory and parish house, all complete. 
I wish I had the time and space to tell 
the whole story of that day and what it 
meant to me. It was, as my enthusiastic 
Christian friend expresses it, “A feast 
of good things from beginning to end.” 
It left us all very weary, but very 
happy and grateful to our Heavenly 
Father for what He had permitted us 
to see and do, 


Church Building 


And so, from the subject of the com- 
pleted and finished work, I pass on to 
note the next good thing, which is the 
work now in process of erection, as the 
outeome of the great missionary thank- 
offering at Richmond. Far away in the 
north, in the great Buddhist city of 
Fukui (spoken of in my home addresses 
as “The City of the Blessed Well’) 
transactions are under way for the pur- 
chase of land and the erection of a suit- 
able church building. Funds have al- 
ready begun to arrive for the new and 
much foreign rectory to replace the low 
and damp straw-thatched house hither- 
to oceupied by the missionary and his 
family. 

Right here in Kyoto, we are all rejoic- 
ing over the securing of the land and 
buildings on the St. Mary’s compound. 
Busy work is in progress and the rector 
expects to have the temporary church 
ready for opening by St. Michael’s 
Day. 

Down in the sunny south, in the 
beautiful old castle city of Wakayama, 
the Rev. Mr. Dooman is putting the 
finishing touches on the new church 
and parish house, which represent the 
greatest chapter in the life of that mis- 
sion since its very beginning. Bishop 
Williams has been enabled to pay off the 
last amount due to the Treasurer of the 
Board for the funds advanced to finish 
St. John’s Church, and Bishop Partridge 
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has been awarded enough to put the 
business quarters of the mission com- 
pound in proper condition. 

So that, taking everything into con- 
sideration, while the thank-offering did 
not come up to the glorious sum that 
our fond wishes anticipated, still we 
feel that a very substantial addition to 
our working facilities has been granted 
to us and—as the old saying goes—we 
hope for more next time. 


The Outlook 


While we are on the subject of “Hope” 
—I want to speak of just what we are 
actually hoping for this coming year—I 
mean real, solid hope in the Christian 
sense, not air-castle building or dream- 
ing. In addition to the welcoming back 
of so many of our workers who have 
gone home under the new furlough rules, 
and the usual normal growth of work 
all along the line, I am specially plan- 
ning for three new things, viz: 

(1) The enlargement and changing 
of our whole work for the Japanese 
Bible-women, by merging of the little 
Bible school, with its two or three 
pupils, into the broader and larger 
“Kyoto Training-school for Church 
Women,” modelled on the lines of 
similar institutions in the United States. 
We feel that the time is ripe for this, 
and that the day for taking the new 
step has come. Plans are being matured 
for the leasing of temporary buildings 
until the necessary funds for the pur- 
chase of ground and the erection of a 
school worthy of the name and work can 
be secured. We feel that when this idea 
is grasped at home, all faithful Church- 
women will rally to our support. 

(2) We are planning for the erection 
of a suitable modern hospital here, to be 
the outgrowth of our little beginning at 
St. Peter’s. We want it to be a Chris- 
tian institution through and through. 
Right up to date in everything—person- 
nel and outfit—where we can take in our 
own people who are now driven to all 
sorts of outside institutions, and where 
we can be open at all hours and ready’ 
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to minister in Christ’s name to His poor 
and suffering. 

(3) We are planning a more definite 
line of evangelizing among the outlying 
towns and districts by setting apart a 
certain number of clergy and workers to 
visit in turn the different parts of the 
diocese and hold public meetings and 
deliver lectures at such places and in 
such ways as will serve to secure the in- 
terest and support of the better portion 
of the community and, as a consequence 
of this, the respect of all the lower por- 
tion. 

We have wanted to do this for some 
time, but this is the first year that any 
definite sum of money has actually been 
set apart for the purpose. 

And lastly, and greatest of all, we are 
earnestly praying that God will so over- 
rule the feeling of national prejudice 
against this land and people which has 
spread over the United States, that we 
may come to see the greatness of our 
Christian responsibility to them and re- 
enforce our weakened missions with a 
band of noble men and women worthy of 
the name of the Church we claim our- 
selves to be. 


Illustrations of the Work 


A personal incident or two—just a 
few little “heart-touches”’—at the close, 
in answer to repeated requests from 
home: 

The rector of one of our churches 
was sitting in the cabin of a little Jap- 
anese steamboat telling to a group of 
native listeners the story of how our 
Church in that city had iat last redeemed 
its name and reputation by returning to 
the Buddhist temple a piece of land 
which in former years it had secured by 
representations not strictly truthful* 
and the retaining of which had always 
hampered the Church’s work and in- 
fluence. As he finished the story, an old 
Buddhist priest, who had been an at- 
tentive listener, rose and said: “Do you 
mean to say that the Church gave that 


*i e. Not on our part, but on the part of 
the Japanese go-betweens, who conducted the 
transaction. 
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land back to the temple entirely free of 
any payment whatever?’ The mission- 
ary answered, “Yes.” “Well,” said the 
old Oriental, “Christianity is the only 
religion in the world that could do a 
thing like that!” 

The “white scourge” had fastened its 
dreaded seal upon a young Christian 
lady in one of our country districts and 
she realized that at the longest she had 
only a few weeks to live. She was at- 
tended in this last illness by a native 
physician whose ministrations, though 
professionally like those who had pre- 
ceded him, yet showed something in the 
touch and the voice and the manner 
that was different. She wondered over 
it and finally one day said to him: 
“Sir, I want to ask you a question. Are 
you not a Christian?’ “Why, yes,” he 
answered, “I am; what made you think 
so?” “T felt it, sir, from your tender- 
ness and sympathy the moment you 
came into the room.” 

One of our young Christian teachers 
was called upon to mourn the loss of 
his bride, a devout young soul who, real- 
izing her condition, called for the Sacra- 
ments of the Church and departed in 
great peace while the words of the bless- 
ing were still echoing in the room, and 
there being no Christian burial-ground 
in that vicinity was compelled by the 
heartless Buddhist priests to consign her 
body to what was practically the potters’ 
field. On visiting her grave a few days 
afterward, he was horror-stricken to 
find a party of heathen men and women 
sitting on the adjoining tombstones and 
indulging in the most degrading and 
beastly form of intoxication! He put 
his hands to his face and bursting into 
tears exclaimed: “O my God! This is 
terrible! Never during her lifetime 
would I have subjected her to this. Why 
am I compelled to leave her in such 
company when she is dead 2” 

O ye whose loved ones rest in the 
peaceful and consecrated ground of 
Christian England and America, turn 
not a deaf ear, I pray you, to our ap- 
peal, which comes to you across the 
water for help to secure for our people 
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quiet and protected resting-places for 
their Christian dead. Over and over 
again do we hear such words as these: 
“Tis not that I am afraid to die; but 
I and my family dread the thought of 
my being cast out into the potters’ field 
when I am gone.” Such is the treat- 
ment which the disciples of the Buddha 
give to the disciples of the Christ when 
they die within their borders! 

Is there no other side to this picture? 
Oh, yes; let us turn to it and see. I am 
glad to bear the testimony of one who 
both saw and heard. In an Eastern land 
a Buddhist woman died far away from 
home and friends in a little settlement 
that called itself Christian. A physi- 
cian who named the Name of the OCruci- 
fied ministered to her in her illness, and 
a priest of this Church of ours, be it 
said to his everlasting credit, laid her to 
rest with words of prayer to an ever- 
merciful and forgiving Saviour in a 
quiet spot adjoining our consecrated 
ground. For such, as we all know, must 
ever be the treatment which the dis- 
ciples of the Christ give to the disciples 
of the Buddha when they die in a Chris- 
tian land. 

It is not often that one can see sitting 
together in the House of God four gen- 
erations of a Japanese family, especially 
when they represent, as in this case, all 
the various steps from the first preach- 

“ing of the Gospel to the last. On a cer- 
tain Sunday, not long since, I saw in 
one pew the following persons: 

(1) The aged great-grandmother, born 
and brought up in the most rigor- 
ous heathen system. Not yet baptized, 
but losing daily her inherited ancestral 
prejudice against the religion of the 
Cross and gently but surely drawing 

_ nearer to the Christian fold. 

(2) The grandmother, baptized late 
in life, and, like those to whom our 
Lord and His disciples first preached, re- 
joicing in her new-found faith, while 
still struggling with some of the remain- 
ing traditions of the religion of her 
fathers. 

(3) The mother, baptized in youth 
and free from the religious entangle- 
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ments of the older generation, passing 
on to all the beauty and maturity of 
Christian womanhood. 

(4) The infant child, the last of all, 
born in the Church, baptized and 
consecrated to God from the very be- 
ginning. 

A living illustration of the Church’s 
missionary work! 

The “exceptional religion”—one some- 
times hears the term in the mission 
fields, and it is most significant. A short 
time ago we were buying a little piece 
of land for a preaching station, and 
when it came to registering the same at 
the government office the clerk who was 
making out the papers said: “You, of 
course, will not put down the exact 
price you paid for the land.” “Yes,” 
we answered, “we will put down the 
exact price.” He could not believe it. 
Then others came and reasoned with us: 
and said we must not do so—no others: 
ever did. Then we explained to them 
the old, old relation of “Yea, yea” and 
“Nay, nay” in the Christian code. The 
exact truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth at any cost or sacrifice, 
that is the crucial test here and always. 
“All other religions do it—why do not 
you?” The answer is plain, “Because 
we are the Haceptional Religion.” 

Far away in a mountain top in the 
southern part of the diocese in a moss- 
covered temple beneath the overhang- 
ing trees, there lives an aged priest 
whose duty it is to minister to the pil- 
grims that toil up the steep and rugged 
path to a certain Holy Shrine that lies 
above. He represents the conservative 
element in the religion of so-called en- 
lightenment and progress which holds 
the millions of Asia in its grasp. 

A few days ago an American traveller. 
paused at his doorway and sipped the 
bowl of refreshing tea which the aged 
saint brought forth. “From whence 
come you?” he said. “I come from the 
land of Washington and Franklin and 
Lincoln,” was the answer. “I do not 
recognize these names. Were they dis- 
ciples of Ko-Bo-Dai-Shi, the great 
Teacher?” “No! No! They were famous 
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Americans. Do you not know America?” 
He looked thoughtful for a while and 
then shook his head and said: “China I 
know and Japan I know, but of this 
new and strange country of which you 
speak I have never even heard!” 

And yet, the ignorance is not all of 
it on this side of the Pacific. Occa- 
sionally we have questions asked us by 
those who favor us with flying visits, 
which in their way betray as dark a 
state of mind as that of my ancient 
friend in the temple. An educated 
American gentleman asked me, not six 
months ago, if I had any ordained Jap- 
anese clergymen on my staff. I replied 
that I had about fifteen of them. He 
then almost took my breath away by ask- 
ing, “Are they converts to Chris- 
tianity ?” 

And so, dear friends at home, amid 
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all its hindrances and discouragements, 
the good work which we all have at heart 
goes steadily on. The Kingdom never 
retrogrades, though its builders may. 
It advances always along the great un- 
changing lines which its Divine Founder 
laid down. Let us try to realize this and 
be true to it. It is the same faith in 
Asia or in America—here, there, every- 
where—the same yesterday, to-day and 
forever. Our environment may be a 
little different in Japan, but our dear 
Church is exactly the same. We are one 
with you all in the blessed Communion 
of Saints. In one thing alone we differ 
—our great privilege, and consequently 
our happiness, is and must be greater 
than yours, so we want you all to share 
it with us.

Public Disturbance 


S a preface to the report of our 

missionary work in Haiti dur- 

ing the past twelve months, I 

will refer to the late internal 

political troubles which have disturbed 

the peace of the country at the beginning 

of the present year, the latest of similar 

periodical occurrences which have become 
chronic here. 

Without entering into a criticism of 
the local causes of this state of things 
from a merely human point of view, it 
is enough to know, for the Gospel pur- 
poses of the missionary work which we 
are set to do here, that those disturb- 
ances are the direct result of the evil 
genius of that rebel angel whom Our 
Blessed Lord characterized as _ the 
“Prince of this world.” 

From this point of view, we can take 
in at a glance the full scope of the Gos- 
pel work which we are set to do here. 
St. Paul gives us the summary of that 

work in these soul-stirring words: “Be 
_ strong in the Lord, and in tthe power of 
His might. Put on the whole armour 
of God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. For we 
wrestle not against flesh and blood, but 
against principalities, against powers, 


against the rulers of the darkness of this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in 
high places.” (Eph. vi. 10-12.) 

We are thankful to be able to say that 
the disturbance above referred to put no 
obstacle to the full exercise of our Gos- 
pel ministry; and none of our laborers 
suffered any personal inconvenience, ex- 
cept the Rev. Léon Jones, whose house- 
hold effects were pillaged at his station, 
in Borgne, while he was absent at Cape 
Haitien with his wife, who was at her 
father’s house, in the latter city, under 
the medical treatment of Dr. Ambroise 
T. Holly, one of the physicians con- 
nected with our mission in Haiti. The 
effects of several other households in 
Borgne were also pillaged by the rabble; 
but measures were taken by the authori- 
ties to suppress the disorder with a 
strong hand. The Rev. Mr. Jones re- 
turned immediately from the Cape to 
his station at Borgne and reported to 
the Bishop that he was at his post and 
that although his household effects had 
disappeared, he found intact the Bible 
and Hymnal used in conducting Divine 
service. The preservation of those two 
books, he said he regarded as a Provi- 
dential intimation that God called him 
to remain at his dismantled post, and to 
continue to lift up his voice there in 
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preaching Christ and Christ crucified, 
not only to call the sinners of Borgne to 
repentance, but also to tell them of the 
Christ who died to take away the sins of 
the whole world. Under that conviction 
Mr. Jones declared that he solemnly de- 
voted himself anew to the service of God 
and to that of his brethren, his fellow- 
sinners, where his lot has now been east.

Lots for the erection of chapels have 
been obtained in diverse localities of the 
Haitian Republic where followers of the 
Church have been enrolled, as the result 
of the preaching of the Gospel. 

I will indicate the geographical posi- 
tions of those lots, in naming the “De- 
partments” and “ Arrondissements” 
where they are situated. 


Department of the West 


In the Department of the West, the 
converts ‘at Coustard, in the Arrondisse- 
ment of Port-au-Prince, have bought a 
lot, and have begun to gather material 
to build thereon a chapel. In the same 
Western Department in the city and Ar- 
rondissement of Léogane, the congrega- 
tion of the Redemption has purchased a 
lot, gathered material and have begun to 
erect a chapel thereon. At Citronnier, 
in the same Arrondissement, a lot has 
been donated by one of the converts 
there, and efforts are now being put 
forth to obtain the means to purchase 
the necessary materials to build thereon 
a chapel. 

It is important to state here the fact 
that aside from the two chapels above 
mentioned whose erection is projected in 
the Arrondissement of Léogane, there 
are already five chapels erected and in 
use by their respective congregations in 
several rural districts of the same arron- 
dissement. 


Department of the South 


A lot has been donated by one of our 
members at “Macombe,” in the Arron- 
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disement of Cayes, of the Department of 
the South and a chapel is now in course 
of construction thereon by the generous 
sacrifices of the members of the Church 
in that rural district. 

A lot has been purchased at “Cayail- 
lon,” in the Arrondissement of Aguin, 
for the erection of a chapel thereon for 
the use of the members of the Church 
dwelling there. A lot has also been pur- 
chased in the settlement of St. George, 
in the same arrondissement and the con- 
struction of a chapel thereon has been 
begun. 


Department of the North 


The Haitian Government has given a 
lot at Borgne, the pillaged station of the 
Rev. Léon Jones, to the congregation 
there for the erection of a chapel there- 
on; a work which Mr. Jones is now anx- 
ious to undertake; and in his behalf I 
appeal for aid, for that purpose, te 
American Churchmen. 


Department of the West 


Returning to the Department of the 
West, with which I began the statements 
in regard to chapels projected in connec- 
tion with our missionary work, I bring 
to a close this portion of my report by 
stating that steps are now.on foot for 
the erection of a chapel in the town of 
St. Louis, in the Arrondissement of 
Mirébalais, Department of the West, on 
a lot which the Haitian Government 
gave us for that purpose several years 
past. The Rev. Hyacinthe Michel, our 
chief missionary in that Arrondissement 
has undertaken the task of gathering the 
means to accomplish this purpose. 

A number of persons in that town has 
been enrolled as members of the congre- 
gation now being formed to occupy that 
chapel. 


National Clergy 


In looking forward to the time when 
our Gospel work, now in hand, shall have 
taken, under the blessing of Almighty 
God, firm root in Haiti, we are making 
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preparation to that end, by raising up a 
native clergy, fellow citizens of the peo- 
ple they are called to evangelize. At 
present there are three native Haitian 
students pursuing a course of theological 
studies in the United States, two of 
whom are looking forward to their final 
examination in theology and presentation 
for ordination to the diaconate at the 
close of the college term, in the present 
month of June. The third student will, 
about the same time, finish his classical 
course at St. Stephen’s College, Annan- 
dale, N. Y., and proposes to enter the 
General Theological Seminary, in New 
York City, to pursue a course of studies 
preparatory to ordination for the work 
of the Gospel ministry. 

One of the two candidates who expects 
to be immediately ordained, intends, 
God willing, to return to Haiti without 
further delay to enter upon the work of 
the ministry; but the other candidate 
proposes to acquire some practical ex- 
perience in the ministry, by filling pro- 
visionally a ministerial charge in the 
United States, before returning to Haiti. 

In the meantime, we have a local di- 
vinity school established here in the 
Haitian mission field for such students 
as cannot conveniently go abroad to pur- 
sue their studies in the United States. 
-The Reverends L. L. Paraison and Léon 
Jones, the last candidates ordained here, 
were such home-made students; and 
there are three more of such students 
now preparing for the exercise of the 
Gospel ministry among their com- 
patriots. The Rev. Messrs. Jones and 
Benedict, graduates of the Protestant 
Episcopal Divinity School in Philadel- 
phia, are actively engaged in the instruc- 
tion of those students, to whom we now 
propose to add the Rev. J. Alfred Holly, 
B.A., 1a graduate of Durham University, 
England, in order to increase the 
efficiency of our local Divinity School in 
preparing candidates for the exercise of 
‘the ministry of the Church. 


Advantage of a Native Ministry 


The mass of the Haitian population 
dwell in the rural districts, where but few 


of the necessary comforts of civilization 
have as yet been introduced. Hence our 
Christian brethren of other names from 
abroad are obliged to confine their Gos- 
pel labors to the seaboard towns and 
cities where some of those domestic com- 
forts have been introduced. But our na- 
tive ministers, supplemented by local 
lay-readers and primary school teachers, 
can content themselves with the scant 
comforts which they find in the rural dis- 
tricts in the interior of the island, while 
at the same time stimulating the mem- 
bers of those country congregations to 
put forth their efforts to improve their 
domestic situation; so that a marked 
change for the better is gradually mani- 
fested in the domestic surroundings of 
those country families, such as form the 
five congregations in the mountains of 
Léogane stretching over an area of about 
thirty miles in length. They feel grate- 
ful for the interest that we take in them, 
by going among them to make known 
to them the Gospel of Our Lord; and 
they hear us gladly, and do everything in 
their power to make us as comfortable as 
possible. 


Benevolent Aid Needed for 
Building in Cities 


Church 


Our converts in the rural districts 
being as a general thing proprietors of 
timbered land generously donate the lot 
on which a chapel is built, furnish the 
timber for its construction and do the 
work gratuitously in constructing the 
same. Of course the chapel thus built 
has a rude appearance, in keeping with 
their country dwellings. But when it is 
a question of building a chapel in a 
town where respectable residences are 
built, the construction of a thatched 
chapel will not be permitted where the 
same would be allowed in a dispersed 
rural settlement. Good building material 
therefore must be employed in construct- 
ing edifices in a town. Nevertheless, our 
converts in those towns are of the poorer 
class. It is such that hear us gladly in 
proclaiming to them the message of sal- 
vation. Hence the appeal for help which 


I have made in my previous annual re- 
ports for aid in building the Church of 
the Redemption in the City of Léogane, 
which appeal I beg leave to repeat in the 
present report. The members of that 
congregation have raised the means to 
buy a city lot with an old house standing 
thereon. They have had that house re- 
paired and fitted up to be used tempor- 
arily as a chapel until a better edifice for 
the purpose shall have been built. 
Meanwhile they have gathered rocks and 
stone, and burnt lime and paid work- 
men who have used those materials in 
laying the foundation of their future 
ehurch edifice. Bricks and other ma- 
terial are to be bought and workmen paid 
to go on with the construction of the edi- 
fice. Amidst a very hard time they have 
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been laying aside, at a great sacrifice, the 
mites that they can spare from their 
earnings to be applied for the continua- 
tion of the work on the chapel. , We esti- 
mate that from six hundred to a thou- 
sand dollars will be needed to put up the 
walls and get the chapel under cover. I 
therefore earnestly appeal to our friends 
in the States to come to the rescue of 
this important work by their generous 
contributions, 

For the result of our labors in the 
ministry of the word during the past 
twelve months, reference is made to the 
tabulated statistics of the Church in 
Haiti.

It 
has an area of 47,000 square miles and a population of 1,700,000.

The appropriation aids in maintaining work in thirty-six different stations. 
The Special gifts received from outside the district, in addition to the appropriation of 


the Board of Missions, amounted to $1,095.18. 


GAIN in making this, my annual 
report, must I record my sense 
of gratitude that no illness has 
occurred to interfere with the 

routine work of any one of the mission 
staff. The large number of divine ser- 
vices held and the number of other 
official acts which are found recorded 
in my statistical report indicate the 
faithfulness which has marked the at- 
tention to duty of all who are attached 
to this district. Abounding enthusiasm 
has marked all of their endeavors, and 
they have chafed under the physical 
limitations which have prevented the 
further extension of the Church’s influ- 
ence and growth. Such willingness to 
spend and be spent in the cause of our 
Divine Master is a source of great in- 
spiration to me, and has caused me to 
assume burdens and responsibilities for 
the extension of the work which I would 
not otherwise have dared to attempt. 
The men and women of the mission 
staff are nearer to the work and the peo- 
ple, and they seem to grasp the possibili- 
ties in a more real sense than does the 
bishop, and they are more progressive in 
their ideas. I make this record as their 
due; for the marked progress which the 
Church has made in the vast three years 


is the result of their progressive spirit, 
and the energy which has characterized 
their faith. Perhaps no bishop has been 
so blessed in his work with a body of 
such discreet, willing and progressive 
men and women as I have been during 
the period of my episcopate in Cuba. 


The Mission Staff 


During the past year I have given 
letter dimissory to the Rev. Charles 
Whitsun Frazer to the Diocese of 
Georgia. At the time of my last report 
Mr. Frazer was on vacation in the 
States, but after nine years of service 
in the Tropics he thought best not to 
return to Cuba for the present, so we 
have released him with the expectation 
that he will be back with us again at 
some future time. The Rev. C. C. 
Pierce, p.p., Chaplain of the United 
States Army, who was stationed in 
Cuba at the time of my last report, and 
who was doing effective work in connec- 
tion with our mission, has been ordered 
home and placed on the retired list. 
The Rev. Horace A. Chouinard, was, 
however, appointed chaplain to the 
Fifth Infantry stationed at Cardenas. On 
his advent to Cuba he tendered such ser- 
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vices as he might spare from his army 
duties, and has been of great usefulness 
in aiding us to plant the Church perma- 
nently in Cardenas. The Rev. Henry O. 
Mayer returned to us from Mexico, and 
at his own charge has opened a church 
school for girls at Guanabacoa, and has 
also established a mission in that city. 
Miss Sarah C. Thurston was appointed 
under the United Offering, and in Sep- 
tember, 1907, entered upon her duties in 
the Cathedral School in Havana. The 
Board of Missions at its meeting in 
June, 1908, authorized the appoint- 
ment of a number of additional workers 
who began their duties in Septem- 
ber of the present year. These will be 
recorded in the next annual report. 


Ordinations 


Second Sunday after Epiphany, Janu- 
ary 19th, 1908, I ordained to the priest- 
hood the Rey. Francisco Diaz-Valero. 
Trinity Sunday, the 14th of June, 1908, 
I ordered deacon Mr. Vicente Angel 
Tuzzio. 

Convocation 


Our annual convocation, which met in 
Havana the second week in January, 
1908, was the largest in attendance of 
both orders since the convocation was 
formed. The work in these meetings is 
conducted in both English and Spanish, 
and the deliberations are along the line 
of planting the Church wisely and 
strongly in this new field. In these de- 
liberations we are greatly aided by a 
considerable body of faithful American 
laymen who have resided long enough 
in the island to understand fully the 
conditions as they exist at present. 


New Churches 


During the past year the chapel for 
Holy Trinity Mission, La Gloria, costing 
some $1,500, was opened for worship. 
The completion of this building marks 
the fruit of many years of self-sacrifice 
and devotion on the part of the few 
American people in this colony. 
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On Palm Sunday, April 12th, 1908, 
xe opened for worship Trinity church, 
Havana. This will be the cathedral 
church of the district. There is a debt 
of $20,000, and the furniture is only 
that which was used in the temporary 
chapel on the Prado; but great joy 
marked the day when we moved into the 
new structure, a joy which came as the 
result of long years of patient waiting 
and toil. It is a worthy structure and 
stands out conspicuously in this city of 
300,000 population. At last we feel that 
we have our feet planted on a rock, and 
that the Church’s Mission in Cuba has 
become a fixture. 

The possibility of erecting this build- 
ing has been largely due to the faithful 
English-speaking people in Havana who 
have labored incessantly in raising funds 
and in giving attention to the work. 
And here, I want to record my deep ap- 
preciation of the aid our resident Ameri- 
cans have given me, not only in erect- 
ing this cathedral church, but in plant- 
ing the Church in various communities 
in the Island. As a rule men who have 
been lukewarm and indifferent at home 
to their Church duties, rally to its sup- 
port in this land where all things are so 
different from that to which they have 
been accustomed. While some fall 
away, my honest opinion is that in pro- 
portion to their numbers the ratio who 
attend services and are willing to work, 
is larger than we find at home. At 
least, this is true, so far as My own ex- 
perience in the priesthood in the United 
States went. May 6th, 1908, I laid the 
corner-stone of All Saints’ church, 
Guantanamo. This building, when com- 
pleted, will be the fourth of our perma- 
nent churches in the Island. 


New Missions 


Since my last report we have opened 
new missions at Guanabacoa, Santiago 
de las Vegas, Guaniguanico, and Ocean 
Beach—the last three of these among 
English-speaking people. The planting 
of the last of these completes the chain

of our missions, which now begin at the 
extreme western end of the island, and 
extend to Guantanamo, over a distance 
of nearly 700 miles. At Guaniguanico 
the Archdeacon of Havana found a 
colony of Canadians who have been resi- 
dent on the Island for several years, but 
so isolated were they that they did not 
know of the Church’s Mission in Cuba. 
On canvassing the situation he found 
that there are thirty-nine communicants 
of the Church of England residing 
within an area of a few miles. These 
people have gladly weleomed the Church. 


Educational Work 


In addition to the schools reported 
last year I have to report the reopen- 
ing of the parochial school at Santiago 
de Cuba. The reopening of this school 
has been made possible by the appropria- 
tion made by the Board of Missions for 
the rental of a school building. The 
school has done good work and is grow- 
ing in strength. : 

A new schoo! for girls has also been 
opened in Guanabacoa, a town of 15,000 
population, situated across the harbor 
from Havana. This new work has been 
made possible by the generosity and de- 
votion of the Rev. Henry C. Mayer, 
who at his own charge has equipped the 
school, and has also without cost to the 
Church acted as its principal and as mis- 
sionary im planting the Church in that 
city. The patronage of the school is 
drawn from the best people of the com- 
munity. 

The Cathedral School for Girls in 
Havana has continued its rapid growth. 
In this school we have a corps of six 
teachers. All that we now need to as- 
sure us of its permanent character is a 
building of our own, as we are renting 
on sufferance from a landlord. 

The Industrial and Manual Training- 
school for Negro Boys, which was 
planted last year in the village of 
Limonar, has succeeded beyond our ex- 
pectations. Our work here is limited 
only by our accommodations, Here, too, 
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we are only in sufferance of a landlord, 
and something must be done at a very 
early day to equip this work. 

At Jesus del Monte, Havana, the 
parochial school has gone on as usual, 
doing a good work for a population 
which sadly needs it. 

In the Mission House of Jesus del 
Monte, Havana, we have also established 
our theological school. During the past 
year we had six men resident in the 
building and three living outside, who 
were pursuing their studies. The 
faculty is made up of the archdeacon 
and other clergy resident in Havana. In 
addition to the above Spanish-speaking 
students, we have had two Americans in 
theological schools in the United States. 
These two Americans had been long 
resident in Cuba, and have acquired a 
facility in the Spanish language. 

The Brooks Institute in Guantanamo, 
and the school for the children of the 
colored English-speaking West Indians 
in that town, have both continued their 
good work, and are regarded as perma- 
nent institutions. 

For the coming year we have plans for 
the opening of several schools in new 1o- 
ealities, provision for their equipment 
and support having been already made. 

In conclusion, it might be well for me 
to state that in no one of our parochial 
schools is free tuition given. Our whole 
aim has been to make the schools entire- 
ly self-supporting. In some instances 
we have almost attained this object. 


Evangelistic Work 


Perhaps no further comment need 
be made under this head, than refer to 
the table of statistics, which shows a 
steady increase in baptisms and con- 
firmations. One of the most hopeful 
signs to us is that the greatest increase 
has been made in those fields where the 
Church has been longest established. 
The increase in communicants has been 
from 885 to 1,172 for the twelve months. 
The contributions within the district 
have increased from $14,950 gold to 
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$20,500 gold, indicating a strong resolve 
on the part of the people to help them- 
selves. 

Many other places are calling for our 
ministrations, and we have made provi- 
sion to open several new missions dur- 
ing the coming year. 


Conclusion 
On the whole we have every cause for 
thankfulness for the generous support of 
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the work which has been given by the 
Board of Missions and many friends in 
the United States. We cannot be too 
grateful, also, for the opportunity which 
has been given us to see such a quick 
and abundant response to all of our 
labors.

The Missionary District of Mexico embraces the Republic of Mexico, having an area 
of 763,804 square miles and a population of 14,000,000. 

The district within its present bounds was established by the General Convention in 
the year 1904, and its present bishop is the Right Rev. Henry D. Aves, D.D., consecrated

HILE the work as a whole 
has made progress during 
the past year, the English- 
speaking department has 

experienced a sorrowful setback. This 
has been owing to the lack of men—a 
lack which is not yet relieved. 

I cannot believe that the serious acute- 
ness with which the problem of minis- 
terial supply is being felt in Mexico 
arises from the conditions to be found in 
the field; for they cannot, certainly, be 
less attractive than those to be met with 
elsewhere in the Church’s distant and 
foreign mission fields, unless to minis- 
ter “especially unto them that are of 
the household of faith” be less attractive. 
Nor are the conditions peculiar to Mex- 
ico, I imagine, more difficult to cope 
with. Although our English-speaking 
communities are generally small, iso- 
lated, and more or less transient, they 
are appreciative, responsive and liberal 
according to their means; and by the 
very reason of their remoteness from the 
direct influence of the social and relig- 
ious standards of their own home coun- 
try, they are in the greater need of the 
Church’s ministry. Nevertheless our 
English-speaking colonies number many 
refined and cultured people, and the gen- 
eral social conditions will bear com- 


parison with those found in the United 
States. 

Although we have no church build- 
ings, parish houses or rectories, the 
spacious Mexican houses, built round a 
central patio, are peculiarly well adapted 
to a combination of all these purposes; 
and while we have now and again met 
with difficulty in renting for religious 
purposes, we have nowhere failed ulti- 
mately in securing suitable quarters for 
our clergy and congregations. Nor is 
the cost of living in Mexico excessively 
high. House rent, and native products 
—the staples of living—are not higher 
than in our American cities; and ser- 
vants are very much cheaper. Imported 
American goods are very costly (from 
two to three and a half times their cost 
in the United States), but with the great 
abundance and variety of fresh fruits 
and vegetables to be found in the 
markets the year round, very few im- 
ported goods are necessary to the com- 
forts of living. 

There are no advantages for advanced 
education in Mexico, but there are good 
private schools and mission schools in 
all the larger towns, where English- 
speaking children can receive instruc- 
tion in the preparatory grades at mod- 
erate cost. 
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The Climate 


The climate throughout the entire 
tableland of Mexico is mild, dry (with a 
so-called rainy season during the sum- 
mer) and remarkably even. The eleva- 
tion (from 38,000 to 7,500 feet) has no 
deleterious effect upon temperate per- 
sons with normal nerves and heart. 

In this connection allow me to express 
the carefully formed opinion that the 
general climate of Mexico (excepting the 
tierra caliente of the coast) offers con- 
ditions peculiarly favorable to the relief 
of catarrhal, throat and bronchial affec- 
tions and incipient lung trouble. If in 
saying this I am seeming to contradict 
the opinions of some doctors in the 
United States who have recently advised 
that volunteers for Mexico should not 
come here because they had one or an- 
other such symptom or complaint, I do 
so advisedly upon reliable local profes- 
sional testimony and the experience of 
many who have found relief here from 
throat affections, asthma and more 
serious pulmonary troubles. And with- 
out questioning the wisdom of the gen- 
eral policy of our Board of Missions to 
safeguard the Church’s interests by re- 
quiring from those who would enter the 
foreign mission field a doctor’s certificate 
of physical fitness for the work, I would 
offer the suggestion that the Church’s 
best purpose as well as its best interests 
might frequently be served by encour- 
aging clergymen whose throat or lungs 
have been weakened by the rigors of 
our northern winters to take up work 
in a high, dry, mild and even climate 
such as that found in the mesa regions 
of Mexico. It would certainly be a 
gracious and twice blessed exercise of 
the Church’s tender solicitude for the 
welfare of those who are devoting their 
lives to her ministry. 

“To live on the uplands of Mexico,” 
said a physician to me lately, “is equiva- 
lent to a certificate of health.” 


Need of Clergymen 


The distressfulness of our present need 
of men is best shown by the simple state- 
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ment that one-half of our English- 
speaking congregations have been for a 
full year past and are still without min- 
istration. Among the congregations. 
now vacant—as Aguascalientes, Guana- 
juato, Guadalajara, Torreon, the 
Isthmus of Tehuantepec, and (recently 
vacated) Monterey—are some that have 
given greatest promise, three of which 
have been self-supporting. 


Serious Consequences 


But the consequences attending the 
withdrawal of a priest from one of our 
English-speaking missions are especially 
serious, owing to the fact that we have 
no church buildings. It means that the 
rented apartments are given up and the 
church furniture stored; that all Church 
activity is suspended; that no occasional 
services can be held in private houses. 
for fear of eviction. And more still it 
sometimes means discouragement, disor- 
ganization and state of hopeless apathy. 


Progress of the Work 


Nevertheless some progress has been 
made. For nearly a year and a half of 
vacancy St. Mary’s, Chihuahua, main- 
tained its services (by lay-reading), its 
Sunday-school and other activities, and 
succeeded in paying in full for a prop- 
erty costing $11,000, on which to build 
a church. St. Paul’s, Monterey, has se- 
cured and fully paid for a fine property 
at a cost of $6,000, for a future church. 

The little congregation of St. John’s, 
Torreon, during the past year raised, 
mainly through the efforts of a few 
women, $2,000 toward a Church prop- 
erty. A telling work is being done at 
Grace Mission, San Luis Potosi, where, 
under the ministry of the Rev. Harry C. 
Goodman, spiritual earnestness is deep- 
ening and expressing itself in growing 
activities. 

Encouraging reports come from the 
mission at Nacozari, Sonora, where the 
services of the missionary, the Rev. E. 
W. Simonson (Arizona), are so well ap- 
preciated that the Moctizuma Copper 
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Company has placed his name on its 
payroll for an amount that nearly covers 
his stipend. 

At Ensenada, Baja (the Rev. E. J. H. 
Vian Deerlin, Los Angeles, where the 
Church is responsible for all the re- 
ligious ministration the people receive, 
a flourishing Sunday-school has been es- 
tablished, and the people are making an 
effort to secure a Church property 
valued at $1,100. 

The work and spirit in Christ Church 
parish, Mexico City, present a cheering 
outlook. There has been during theyearan 
increase of twenty per cent. in communi- 
eants, a much fuller attendance upon the 
Church services, a large gain in receipts 
and offerings, a number of beautiful me- 
morial gifts made for the sanctuary, a 
growing and broadening interest in 
Church work; and, best of all, a deepen- 
ing spirit of fraternal harmony in the 
growing Church family. A live, work- 
ing chapter of the Brotherhood of St. 
Andrew—the first to be established in 
Mexico—has been formed. Plans for a 
rectory and parish house are under way. 

Deaconess Frances B. Affleck will de- 
vote much of her time to the parish work 
of Christ Church until she shall have 
mastered the Spanish language suffi- 
ciently well to take up the native work 
in the parish of San Pedro and the 
suburban missions. 

The Mission of the Nativity, Jalapa, 
V. C., which has been served recently by 
Dean Haughwout from Mexico City, has 
established a Sunday-school, and is mak- 
ing an effort to raise half the sum nec- 
essary for the support of a resident 
priest, which is greatly needed. The 
. other half will be raised within the dis- 
trict. 

The Mission of the Holy Trinity, 
Oaxaca, Oax., has passed through great 
tribulations in the way of evictions and 
trying difficulties in finding a place for 
worship; and at times they have been 
discouraged to the verge of despair. But 
with the Rev. William Watson, the mis- 
sionary pmriest-in-charge, there would 
seem to be no such word as despair. The 
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story of his experience, as illustrating 
what consecrated pluck and perseverance 
will do, is worth repeating. When Mr. 
Watson entered upon the work at Oa- 
xaca, soon after the retirement of the 
Rey. G. L. L. Gordon, who had passed 
through a most discouraging experience 
there, he was met with the frank avowal 
by some of the more influential Ameri- 
cans that it was useless for him to come 
there to try to start a church, for it had 
been tried and it could not be done. But 
our brother kept his own counsel and 
went to work. He succeeded in renting 
a room for services and a few attended. 
He asked for no salary, and worked to 
win the confidence of the people. He 
was soon notified that the room must be 
given up. He succeeded in renting an- 
other room and started a Sunday-school. 
Again he was ordered to vacate. After 
a time he managed to rent another room 
and began again. In the meantime a 
sectarian denomination that had a native 
mission at Oaxaca entered the English- 
speaking field, canvassed the city, and 
advertised regular services and Sunday- 
school in their own church building. 
Our missionary was again advised to 
give it up; that the odds were too great 
against him. But he had no thought of 
giving up. Soon after this I received 
word that the congregation had been 
once more ousted from their rented 
quarters, and I began to feel that the 
case was hopeless. When I met our mis- 
sionary at Puebla a few days later, I 
asked anxiously what he thought could 
be done now at Oaxaca. “Well,” was the 
quiet reply, “I am starting to build a 
church at Oaxaca. I have just had made 
a $500 altar and am now having it 
shipped down there from Jalapa.” 
“What! A $500 altar for Oaxaca? But 
I thought you had been turned out; that 
you had no place for services, and that 
the people were in despair and ready to 
quit.” “Yes,” was the reply, “they are 
disheartened. What they need is that 
altar.” “But where will you put it?” 
“Oh, it will find a resting place some- 
where, and if you will come to Oaxaca 
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Sunday after next, we shall want you 
to consecrate it.” 

On meeting our missionary on my 
way down to Oaxaca the following week, 
my first inquiry was whether he had 
been able to secure a room for the Sun- 
day services. “Well, I don’t know about 
the room,” was the reply, “but I know 
that the altar is safe there.” Next day 
(Saturday) I was told that a room had 
been secured (but for the one day only), 
although the family living next door had 
protested vigorously with the landlord 
against such sacrilege. 

On Sunday morning I was conducted 
to the extemporized chapel, a small, 
dimly-lighted room with bare brick 
floor; but there, transforming and dig- 
nifying it all, was the altar, an exquis- 
itely artistic product in Mexican cedar 
that would grace a cathedral. When I 
remarked the beautiful flowers on the 
re-table I was told, “Yes, they were 
brought in by the people next door who 
protested so strongly against our hold- 
ing service there; the altar did it.” 

After the service many of the people 
lingered. It seemed good to be there. 
As some said, it was sv like “home.” 
And some who had before held aloof, 
fearing failure, were there; and they 
gave assurances that they would now 
stand by the work. On our way back to 
the hotel I remarked, “Well, my brother, 
there is something to encourage you. 
Those people were certainly very much 
in earnest.” “Yes,” was the quiet an- 
swer, “the altar did it. And there will 
be a home roof over that altar some day.” 
And the more I think about it the more 
I believe it; for this missionary is trying 
to build as the patriarchs and the apos- 
tles built—from the inside out. And he 
is building with his heart. On that same 
Sunday afternoon four men were out 
looking for suitable rooms for church 
services, and they found them, or, as our 
missionary would say, “the altar did it.” 


Work Among the English-speaking 


In no portion of my English-speaking 
field is the need of men felt with keener 
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stress and distress than on the Isthmus 
of Tehuantepec. Here much of the 
world’s ocean traffic is converging. In- 
stead of carrying freight from ocean to 
ocean round Cape Horn, increasing 
numbers of Atlantic and Pacific steam- 
ship lines are discharging and receiving 
their cargoes for world-wide distribu- 
tion across this marrow neck of land. 
Consequently this short artery of inter- 
oceanic commerce is throbbing with a 
cosmopolitan life. At the two seaports, 
Salina Cruz and Coatsacoaleos, and at 
Rincon Antonio, where the chief offices 
and shops of the National Tehuantepec 
Railway are located, and at Minititlau 
also, the centre of operation for the great 
oil fields, the resident population is 
chiefly English and American. A large 
percentage of this population is of single 
men. Besides this there are the ever- 
changing numbers of seafaring men 
coming and going with the endless chain 
of ships from East and West. Owing to 
the almost constant ocean winds across 
the isthmus, the climate, though warm, 
is healthful and generally agreeable. 
Nowhere have I found a heartier wel- 
come for the Church or a prompter re- 
sponse for its support than here. And 
nowhere in the world, I dare say, is there 
a greater need for the Church than here. 
With the exception of the short minis- 
try of the Rev. Harry C. Goodman, 
which was terminated because of Mrs. 
Goodman’s illness nine months ago, 
there has been no effort whatever to- 
ward religious ministration of any sort. 
And with this want and need for the 
Church there is with many the Church- 
man’s felt right to the following care 
of the Church. It is certainly a most 
appealing and promising prospect for 
Christian work, and one that offers 
splendid opportunity for the twofold 
mission to “do good unto all men, and 
especially unto them that are of the 
household of faith.” 

Of the English-speaking work in gen- 
eral (with the single exception of Christ 
Church parish, Mexico City), it can 
hardly be said that it is established until 
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it has church buildings of its own; and 
for this the congregations in most in- 
stances will require outside help. But 
as a first requisite and sine qua non, it 
must have men; men having the talent 
of adaptation, not easily bluffed by ad- 
verse conditions; men who love the 
Church and are willing to suffer, if need 
be, for her. 


Outlook in the Native Field 


The conditions in the native field are 
such as to inspire a hopeful confidence. 

Knowing the antecedents and conser- 
vative traditions of the people, and 
above all their racial temperament, we 
cannot expect them to adapt themselves 
readily and speedily to our ways of ad- 
ministration and methods of Church 
work. But they are making promising 
headway. The desire to help the Church 
is growing among the people, and they 
are gradually growing more helpful as 
they are being taught the duty of giving 
and the ways of helpful doing. The day of 
any large degree of self-support has not 
yet fully dawned, but there are the faint 
streaks which foretell the certain com- 
ing of such a day. The church and 
school-house built here and there by 
some small community with their own 
hands and of their own means are elo- 
quent in their witness to the religious 
earnestness of the people, and to their 
ambition for their children; and they 
speak of still better things to come. 


Conditions of Effective Work 


A thoughtful view of the political 
and social state of the country, as well 
as of the religious conditions, makes it 
quite evident that to do a really effective 
and permanent work in Mexico—a work 
that will be nationally helpful in 
strengthening the foundations. of the 
state, evangelistic effort must be sup- 
plemented by educational—the Church 
must be strongly buttressed by the 
school. 

There are to-day, practically speaking, 
only two classes in Mexico, and only one 
of these is exercising any voice in the 
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general government. But a third class, 
a middle class, is beginning to emerge 
through education and the advantages 
it offers from the great nether peon 
class, and this slowly forming middle 
class must necessarily play a very im- 
portant part in the nation’s political des- 
tiny. To be reliable as a national sup- 
port this class must be developed under 
religious influence—under the teaching 
of a religion that inspires the truest 
patriotism and is itself devoid of all 
ambition for political power. 

Another condition closely related to 
this, and which has a strong bearing upon 
the need of the Church’s beneficent mis- 
sion to this sister republic, rises out of 
the fact that a very large percentage of 
the male population is alienated from 
religion—at least from institutional re- 
ligion. This has come about very natu- 
rally. The State, by its long political 
struggle with the Church, by its legisla- 
tive curtailment of many of the Church’s 
former powers and privileges, and by its 
present experiment of doing without re- 
ligion, has seemed to assume an attitude 
of antagonism to religion. For in the 
popular mind religion means the Roman 
Catholic Church and the Roman Cath- 
olic Church means religion, and repre- 
sents all that is commonly known of the 
Christian religion. And the effect of 
this apparent attitude of ‘antagonism 
has been to draw a deep line of political 
separation between patriotism and relig- 
ion. For religion, or what is the same 
thing to the popular mind, the Church, 
stands for an ambitious political power. 
It is felt therefore that to be a true 
patriot one must be like the State, free 
from all religious domination, interest 
or sympathy. Hence the condition so 
prevalent throughout the republic—the 
paucity of men subject to the Church’s 
discipline and influence. By so speak- 
ing of this condition I do not mean to 
imply that there is here the open door of 
present opportunity for the Church to 
enter and take advantage of a political 
situation. For if the time ever was 
when the Mexican Government would 
have welcomed the coming of a strong 
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religious cult and would have fostered 
it as a political expediency against the 
influence of the Church of Rome, that 
time is past. My meaning is that there 
is a great need here; a national need for 
that which alone can conserve the in- 
tegrity of the public conscience; a need 
which will become more acute as the 
years go by for that which will inspire 
a purely disinterested patriotism; a need 
which I believe the Church of the Angli- 
can Communion can supply as no other 
can by teaching a religion that fosters 
an enlightened and loyal citizenship—a 
religion that is wedded to morality and 
is free from the taint of commercial 
greed and the lust for political power. 


Need of Religious Education 


The first step toward meeting this 
great need should be the establishment 
of a strong representative centre of re- 
ligious learning and teaching in Mexico 
City. 

In St. Andrew’s College we have the 
promising germ of such an institution, 
and nothing more—a little school of less 
than a score of young men and boys 
living with their teachers in rented 
apartments. And yet upon the develop- 
ment of this little school to which we 
must look for the education of our 
clergy, the future of our native work 
must mainly depend. To procure a 
home for this school and make adequate 
provision for reasonable increase will re- 
quire about $20,000. And I do not know 
of any investment for our native work 
in Mexico more urgently needed or more 
promising of good results. 


The Hooker Memorial School 


For sanitary reasons and to provide 
room for the further development of our 
Mary Josephine Hooker Memorial 
School, we have purchased in Tacuba, a 
suburb twenty minutes by electric car 
from the heart of the city, six acres of 
ground costing $17,409 ($8,704.50 United 
States currency), on which to build a 
new plant. To pay for this property and 
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to build the new home, we have sold the 
old school property for $50,000 ($25,000 
United States currency). Besides this 
we have $2,500 (gold) for the same 
purpose, given by the heirs of the late 
Mrs. Zabriskie Gray. We are beginning 
to reap the fruits from our “Toluca An- 
nex.” Of the class of ten who were 
graduated in April, five are assisting 
Miss Driggs in the Hooker School, mak- 
ing, with Miss Mary W. Roper, a teacher 
of wide experience, an exceptionally 
strong staff. 


Other Schools 


In April, Miss Paula Rivera, a grad- 
uate of the “Toluca Annex,” took charge 
of the Leona Vicario School at Teloloa- 
pan, Gro., with her mother as matron. 

On July ist, a promising day-school 
was begun in connection with the large 
mission at Joquicingo (the Rev. M. L. 
Camara), of which Miss Isabel Arce, an- 
other “Annex” graduate, has taken 
charge. 

At Joquicingo we have one of our 
oldest and largest native congregations. 
The church building here was began 
twenty years ago and is not yet com- 
pleted. It is a fine structure, and the 
largest outside the city. To repair the 
damages done by earthquake a year ago, 
and complete the building, will require 
an outlay of some $600. Thus far the 
congregation has done the work alone, 
the missionary himself laboring on the 
walls. For the windows, doors and fur- 
niture, which will require an outlay of 
money, they will require help. 

July 1st, a mission school with twenty- 
six pupils was started at Tlalmimilolpan, 
with Miss Elizabeth Andrade, a Hooker 
School graduate, as teacher. This is 
the only school within a large radius, 
and Miss Andrade is peculiarly fitted for 
the work, she being a native of the place 
and able to teach in the Indian tongue, 
the only language understood by the 
people. 

Our recently established mission 
school at Humini, Hdgo., is doing a good 
work under the management of Miss 
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Aurora Bustamente and her sister 
Amelia, both graduates of the Hooker 
School. The people of this congregation 
have built and furnished their own 
ehureh with their own hands. They have 
also built their own school-house. And 
now they are building an additional 
apartment to serve as a home for the 
teachers. 

At Maravillas, Hdgo., a new congrega- 
tion has been established, and here has 
been built the handsomest litile stone 
church in the native field, very largely 
the work of one devout Churchman, 
Sefior Roman Guerrero, lately taken to 
his rest. 

; 
Encouraging Signs of Life and Progress 


At Nopala, the home of our mission- 
ary to the Hidalgo field (the Rev. Sam- 
uel V. Salinas), a remarkable change 
has been wrought in the attitude of our 
Roman Catholic brethren toward our 
Church and people. There is no longer 
the bitterness and strife of other years. 
At my recent visitation there was a large 
congregation present, and many of our 
own people stood to make room for the 
numbers of Romanists who came to wor- 
ship with us. Remembering that here 
not so long ago was a veritable battle- 
field of violence and hatred, such a scene 
was a most eloquent witness to the power 
of the Holy Spirit working through the 
peaceful ministry of a wise and conse- 
erated priest. 


At Encenillas, also, a harmonizing’ 


work has been done in bringing into the 
unity of the fold those who, through 
their personal loyalty to the late Bishop 
Henry C. Riley, had formed a separate 
congregation. And this leads me _ to 
observe that the rupture caused by the 
defection of the late Bishop Riley’s fol- 
lowers is fast healing. I lately received 
from a large congregation, including two 
priests, in Tlalpan the following 
declaration of conformity: 

“In the town of San Pedro Mortir, 
Tlalpan, on the 18th day of March, in 
the year 1908. 

We, the undersigned, after having 
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discussed the subject sufficiently, and 
being of one mind, have agreed to 
return to the bosom of the Church; and 
to that end we promise before God to 
conform to the doctrine, discipline and 
worship of the Episcopal Church, prom- 
ising obedience to all that may emanate 
from the Episcopal authority. To all 
of which we hereby place our signatures.

are affixed to the declaration of conform- 
ity lately sent to me,

welcome to the communion and fellow- 
ship of the Church whose authority I 
humbly bear, and:from which you have 
been unhappily separated. I pray you 
to make full use of the manifold bless- 
ings the Church offers you for your 
souls’ health, and that some goodly de- 
gree of the loving loyalty which your 
late revered father in God, Bishop 
Henry C. Riley, enjoyed from you may 
be worthily bestowed upon me, is the 
sincere desire of your faithful and affec- 
tionate bishop.

This congregation, numbering about 
eighty communicants, brings with it a 
good church building. The question of 
recognizing the orders of the two priests 
who come with the congregation is in no 
way involved. 


The Mission Staff 


During the year we have lost by death 
one of our most valued priests, the Rev. 
J. V. Hernandez, who entered into rest 
on May 25th, 1908. 

We have had an accession of one, the 
Rev. Efrain Salinas, by ordination to 
the diaconate, and of two, the Rev. 
Miguel L. Camara, priest, and the Rev. 
Eligio Lopez, deacon, who have been 
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called from the number of unemployed 
clergy to meet the growing demands of 
the work. 

The Mexico City and suburban work, 
under the care of the Rey. F. Orihuela 
and his assistants, shows encouraging 
signs of life and progress. The Rev. J. 
A. Carrion has been transferred from 
Guadalajara to Mexico City to take up 
the work as assistant to the Rev. F. 
Orihuela, left vacant by the recent death 
of the Rev. J. V. Hernandez. 

Following the extensive repairs made 
in consequence of the severe earthquake 
of a year ago, and while the scaffolding 
was still in place, the interior walls of 
San Pedro Church were recalcimined 
and decorated, the-chancel deepened and 
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widened, a pulpit and choir stalls pro- 
vided, and the furniture varnished, giv- 
ing to the place a dignified and churchly 
appearance. Toward the cost of these 
much needed improvements the congre- 
gation paid two hundred pesos. With 
the accession of the Ven. H. G. Limrie 
as archdeacon of the native work, and 
of Deaconess. Affleck, whose labors will 
be largely confined to pastoral and insti- 
tutional work in this parish, we feel that - 
we are well equipped to meet the wait- 
ing opportunity for splendid achieve- 
ments in this great city.

Perhaps the total number of baptisms (2,978), plus number of communicants 
(1,036), plus the number of Sunday-school scholars (1,018), or a total of 5,032, is a fair calculation of the baptized per- 
sons preferring and seeking the church’s offices.

THE THIRTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL REPORT 
OF THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY TO 
THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


THE year 1907-1908 in the Woman’s Auxiliary opened with the Triennial 
Service and accompanying meetings held in Richmond, and with the United Of- 
fering of $224,251.55. According to the Resolution of the Auxiliary, adopted in 
Boston in 1904, $10,000 of this amount was devoted, on the recommendation of 
the General Secretary of the Board and of the Secretary of the Woman’s Aux- 
iliary, to the erection of a building at Sendai in Tokyo District, Japan. This 
building is to fulfil a threefold purpose: to house the women missionaries at that 
station, to accommodate a training-school for mission women, and to serve as a 
hostel for girl students coming from different parts of the country to the Goy- 
ernment schools at Sendai. 

After making this Offering the Auxiliary immediately began preparations for 
the next, to be made in Cincinnati in 1910, by adopting the following Resolution: 

Resolved: That the United Offering of 1910 be given to the Board of Missions for 
woman’s work in the Mission field; including the training, sending and support of 
women ‘workers; also the care of such workers when sick and disabled; but that a 
sum not exceeding $15,000 be devoted to a building, or buildings, approved by the 
Board of Missions on the recommendation of the General Secretary and the Secretary 
of the Woman's Auxiliary. 

Also, that to our united gifts there shall be added our united and earnest prayers, 
that God will put it into the hearts of many faithful women to give themselves to the 
work of the Master, in the Mission field. 

The question of representation in the Conferences of Diocesan Officers at the 
time of Triennial gatherings was also discussed, with the result that a Resolution 
and recommendation were adopted, as follows: 


Resolwed: That the representation at the Triennial Conference of Diocesan Officers 
of the Woman’s Auxiliary in 1910 be confined to diocesan officers only, elected or 
appointed at the last annual meeting of their branches. 

The Committee recommends that iin each of the years intervening between this 
and the Triennial of 1910 every diocesan branch consider what offices in their branch 
entitle the holders to represent the branch ‘at the Triennial Conference of Diocesan 
Officers of the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. 

Letters which brought the matters contained in these Resolutions and the sub- 
ject of the Auxiliary’s yearly contribution of $100,000 toward the appropriations 
of the Board were sent out to the branches, and an eager participation in all the 
interests for which both the Board and the Auxiliary stand was urged upon them. 
So far as the $100,000 is concerned, the Auxiliary gave $153,771 to the work of 
the Board during the year past, but of this amount $79,972 have been withdrawn 
from the United Offering, so that the Auxiliary must increase its annual gifts un- 
der appropriation this year by $26,000, to complete the $100,000 without making 
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it necessary to include such sums as these, since it is the intention of the 
Auxiliary that its United Offering shall be in addition to its ordinary yearly gifts. 
This could readily be accomplished if all branches would be as active in the matter 
as are some, working on the principle that this obligation to the Board is a first 
duty, and that arrangements to have it fulfilled should be made before any other 
work be done. 

Among the Auxiliary meetings held in Richmond was one on the devotional 
side of Auxiliary work, in which Miss Lindley, Chairman of the Junior Depart- 
ment in the Diocese of New York, gave an instruction on the missionary aspect 
of the Gospel according to St. Matthew. This led to invitations for her to visit 
the Dioceses of Ohio, Indianapolis and Missouri, and in each of these branches 
she spent about ten days, giving similar instructions and other help, especially in 
regard to the study of Missions. 

The Juniors under the leadership of the officers in Virginia collected a most 
attractive and suggestive exhibit of work and methods, which was displayed in 
Richmond ; and in the course of the year the Auxiliary Educational Secretary in 
Massachusetts prepared a text-book on China which the Educational Secretary of 
the Board of Missions plans to introduce among our young people generally in the 
coming year. 

Another Auxiliary enterprise of the Triennial in Richmond was the gift, made 
by officers in the Dioceses within the thirteen original States, of $300 toward 
furnishings in the mission rooms in the new home of the Society for the Propaga- 
tion of the Gospel in London. This sum has provided a clock and chairs for the 
women’s committee room, as a reminder of the gratitude of American Church- 
women for three hundred years of Anglican Christianity in their land. 

As the year drew toward its close the time for the Pan-Anglican Congress, held 
in London from June 15 to 24, approached. The plans for the Congress admitted 
of Diocesan representation only. No general society, even one so general as the 
Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, might be represented, as such. The 
General Secretary of the Board of Missions could not, as General Secretary, be 
appointed a delegate. But it seemed as though it would be unfortunate, when 
men and women from, all parts of the Anglican Communion were coming together 
and missionary problems were to be discussed, that some of those whose days pass 
at our missionary centre should not be present to profit by the considerations. It 
was Bishop Potter’s latest recognition of the Woman’s Auxiliary to appoint its 
Secretary as a delegate to the Congress for the Diocese of New York; and in this 
year of his death we recall gratefully the day, now forty years ago, when he, as 
Rector of Grace Parish, New York, welcomed Bishop Clarkson of Nebraska and 
Dr. Twing, then Secretary of the Domestic Committee, to Grace Chapel, to form 
the Ladies’ Domestic Missionary Relief Association, whose work resolved into the 
work done for Domestic Missions and Missionaries by the Woman’s Auxiliary to 
the Board of Missions. And there are those in the Auxiliary who still remember 
how, ten years later, at the request of the first Secretary of the Auxiliary, he gave 
to the Churchwomen of New York a series of addresses on Church Work which 
were printed and given permanent shape for spiritual helpfulness and counsel. 
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Bishop Potter was not alone in his appointment of Auxiliary officers and mem- 
bers as Pan-Anglican delegates. Over twenty Dioceses were so represented, and 
these delegates were found in goodly numbers at services and meetings from which 
they must have carried home inspiration and helpfulness for themselves and 
others in the time to come. 

So far as the Secretary of the Auxiliary was concerned, the kindness of 
friends in the Board of Missions and the Auxiliary made her visit to England 
possible. She sailed on the 30th of May, and was present at the special meetings 
for women and girls, at the opening Intercessory Service of the Congress held in 
Westminster Abbey, at the Thank-Offering service in St. Paul’s at its close, and 
daily throughout the interesting days at sessions of the Congress. She was able to 
attend the opening Services of the Lambeth Conference at Canterbury and West- 
minster, and to visit the houses of the Society for the Propagation of the 
Gospel and the Church Missionary Society, and homes for the training of mis- 
sionaries ; she attended Committee meetings of the S. P. G. and its Women’s Com- 
mittee, and met women of the Women’s Missionary Association in the Scottish 
Episcopal Church, and a group of the American Churchwomen of Holy Trinity 
and St. Luke’s in Paris. This was a first opportunity to make acquaintance with 
those in the Foreign Churches who have shared in the interests of the Auxiliary, 
and it made more real the belief that women remote from their old homes, and 
living more or less temporarily among conditions strange to their native land, 
might be spiritually strengthened by the continual reminder which the Auxiliary 
is of union with the one great Body whose office is to grow till it embraces all 
the world. 

In Paris the Secretary saw a work done by a Deaconess which seems to call 
for large sympathy and support from those of our countrywomen who spend so 
many of their days in continental travel. The homelike rooms with their ever 
ready welcome, and the little hospital open to receive all English-speaking sick 
and suffering strangers, certainly might well be duplicated in other foreign cities. 

For the Secretary the year is closing among still more remote scenes. At the 
suggestion of the General Secretary of the Board of Missions, with the Board’s 
approval, and in response to invitations given through many years, through the 
kindness of her friends she is continuing her journey east from Europe to visit 
the Church’s Missions. These visits will take her away from the Church Missions 
House and the office of the Woman’s Auxiliary, but only to bring her nearer to 
those workers, and the work, and the needs unmet, and the opportunities not yet 
entered upon, for which the Church Missions House and the office of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary exist. When the Board of Missions allowed her to start on such an en- 
terprise, she hopes it was with the realization, as when they sent their General 
Secretary last year, that every such venture must mean enlargement of vision, the 
opening up of new occasions for service, the acceptance of new tasks. Already, 
from what has been heard and seen in Great Britain and on the Continent, a 
varied and constantly growing possibility is coming into view, and the desire 
grows with it that, when another year comes round, and the Secretary shall have 
returned with something more of experience and s0 of hopefulness than she had 
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when she went out, the Board may be ready to ask of its Auxiliary far more than 
it ever yet has asked. 

It has kindly consented that Miss Lindley shall help at headquarters during 
this time of absence. Visits to other missionary centres have already suggested 
the value of a larger working force than our own, the need of more room for work, 
of specialization along such lines as work with boys, systematic correspondence 
with school-girls, ladies’ correspondence and girls’ summer schools, home prepara- 
tion for missionary service; more definite training of missionaries, the care of 
missionaries’ children and of disabled veteran missionaries, the opening of new 
fields where women may serve. 

The Resolution of the Woman’s Auxiliary for the United Offering of 1910 
includes the prayer that more workers may be found. The problems arise: Where 
shall they be found? Where and how shall they be trained? Where shall they 
serve? 

In answer to many and believing prayers there will surely be many to offer. 
All who have the will to do so can hardly be able to go; but the days spent in 
England, meeting so many women there who give themselves from their homes to 
the furthering of the Church’s plans, should prompt us to call more of our own 
Churechwomen born to the position of leaders to like tasks.. Thirty-four years ago 
Bishop Horatio Potter gave to one such woman such office and responsibility. 
How much of the love for Foreign Missions which exists to-day is the result of 
Miss Cornelia Jay’s loving and loyal service no one can compute. That God has 
taken her is surely a call to others who can bring the influence of many talents to 
continue her work. 

But if many offer for direct service—and who can doubt they will?—the two 
Church Training Deaconess Schools in New York and Philadelphia will not 
suffice for the task, nor will their carefully ordered courses give scope for all the 
varying degrees of ability and inclination. Each parish may be a field for selec- 
tion, each parish priest a counsellor, guide and instructor, every Church institu- 
tion in every diocese a school for testing and training. For when hundreds offer 
all cannot take the highest place, but we shall approach the ideal of a missionary 
army every rank in which must be filled. 

The journey to the East afforded one stop on the ancient soil of Africa, and 
the Secretary spent an hour at Port Said. As she stood in the British Hospital 
and talked with the Irish nurse who superintends it and who has no wish to leave 
the Egyptian sands and the sailors to whom she ministers, as she stood in the 
doorway of the Roman Catholic Church and watched the Sister lead her troop of 
orphan children to the service, she could not help wondering if some day the 
American Church might be so enlarged and blessed as to send its sons and 
daughters beyond the limits of Liberia, and into many new and untried regions 
where the harvest at the beginning of this twentieth century still is great and the 
laborers still are few.

The work of the Society during the 
past year has been to administer the sey- 
eral Trust Funds in its eare—the Burr 
Bequest, for missionary work in Nevada, 
the Ely Fund for a professorship in 
Virginia Theological Seminary, the 
Brunot Endowment for salary of a mis- 
sionary in Spokane, the Brunot Bequest 
for theological instruction in Brazil, and 
the Miller Bequest, of the Church 
at Rhinecliff, N. Y.; and to assist by 
additions to their stipends mission- 
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aries as follows: In the dioceses of 
Chicago, East Carolina, New York, 
Southern Virginia and districts of 
Idaho, Nevada, Olympia and Spokane. 
In addition to this the Society has be- 
come the custodian of legacies to the 
amount of $4,976.25, and has transferred 
to the Board of Missions to expend for 
it the amount specified, $4,976.25, for 
work directly under the Board. In Feb- 
ruary an appeal was sent to a number of 
the friends of the Society and met with 
the gratifying response of $467—all of 
which was used in the Domestic Mission 
Field. 

We again commend the faithfulness 
and diligence of the Assistant Treasurer 
of the Board, whose kind offices make it 
possible for us to administer our receipts 
at a minimum cost as well as to safe- 
guard them in the best manner and thus 
bring it about that not only all the con- 
tributions to the work of the Society go 
to that work in full, but also a large 
part of the income of the Society can be 
used for the same purpose. 

Bearing in mind that the Society is a 
purely voluntary one and that this re- 
port is an account of stewardship, this 
brief summary may sufiice. 

With thankfulness to God for all that 
has been truly and well done in the past 
and with prayer that His blessing may 
rest on this pious endeavor and increase 
it to the hastening of the Coming of His 
Son our Lord, we submit this report.

TWENTY-EIGHTH ANNUAL REPORT OF 
THE AMERICAN CHURCH BUILDING 
FUND COMMISSION, AUGUST 31st, 1908 


‘lo tHE BoarD or Missions: 


The Trustees of the American Church Building Fund Commission respect- 
fully submit their twenty-eighth annual report. 

Hirst of all they record with great sorrow the loss which the Commission has 
sustained by the deaths (occurring between two meetings of the Board), of their 
President and First Vice-President. 

The Rt. Rev. Leighton Coleman, D.D., Bishop of Delaware, Vice-President, 
died at Wilmington, on December: 14th, 1907. E 

The Rt. Rev. George Worthington, D.D., Bishop of Nebraska, President of 
the Commission, died in France, January 7th, 1908. 

It being essential to the work of the Commission that the vacancies occasioned 
by the death of these gentlemen should be filled without unnecessary delay, the 
trustees elected as President the Rt. Rev. Edwin 8. Lines, D.D., Bishop of 
Newark, and as First Vice-President the Rt. Rev. C. Kinloch Nelson, D.D., 
Bishop of Atlanta. 

At the triennial meeting of the trustees and their associates, during the 
session of the General Convention, held in the city of Richmond, Va., in October, 
1907, a Board of Trustees was chosen to serve for the three years; namely, the 
Rt. Rev. Bishops Worthington and Coleman; the Rev. Drs. Battershall, Littell, 
Lloyd, Anstice and Manning, the Rev. C. Campbell Walker; and Messrs. Low, 
Prince, Wilson, Pierrepont, Carpender, Franklin, Merritt, Birckhead and Mans- 
field. As already stated two of these trustees have since died. 

The Permanent Fund on the first day of September, 1908, amounted ‘o 
$458,065.38. 

Included in this amount is the sum of one thousand dollars, received from 
the Missionary Thank-Offering by designation of the donor; and this gift was 
credited to his parish, St. Ann’s-on-the-Heights, Brooklyn. 

Early in the year we were notified that a legacy of $50,000 had been left the 
Commission by Col. Henry P. Martin, of St. Luke’s Church, Brooklyn, L. I. 
Fifty per cent of the legacy has been received from the executors of the will 
they having availed themselves of their right to make partial payments. This 
seemed to be advisable, as the investments made by the testator had heen affected 
by the monetary stringency of the past winter. 

The trustees, exercising discretion in considering all applications made to 
them, have negotiated ten loans to the amount of $27,660.00. These loans 
are in the dioceses of Colorado, Long Island, Michigan, Minnesota, Mississippi, 
and in the Missionary Districts of New Mexico, Olympia, Western Colorado and 
Wyoming. 

Thirty-five gifts of money have been made to build churches, amounting to 
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$10,250.00. These have been made in the dioceses of Alabama, Dallas, Duluth, 
Harrisburg, Indianapolis, Kansas, Maryland, Minnesota, Missouri, Southern Vir- 
ginia, Springfield, Virginia, West Virginia; and to the Missionary Bishops of 
Asheville, Honolulu, Idaho, Nevada, Porto Rico, Salina, Southern Florida, Spo- 
kane, Wyoming in the domestic field; and to the Missionary Bishop of Tokyo. 
The average amount given has been $292.00 to each church, in sums ranging from 
$100.00 to $500.00. 

The plan recently inaugurated, of making loans to “build churches, rectories 
and parish’ buildings,” returnable in seven years, on a graduated scale of payment, 
(instead of requiring one-fifth of the entire loan each year), has proved satis- 
factory to both borrower and lender. 

Money received from all sources is shown in the treasurer’s report. Con- 
tributions received from churches the past year have amounted to $3,002.85. The 
number of churches contributing was 207; representing 37 dioceses and 8 mis- 
sionary distriets. 

Since the beginning of its work in 1880, the Commission has assisted, by 
means of loans, to build 389 churches, 52 rectories and 9 parish buildings, the 
entire amount loaned aggregating $569,707.27. Of this sum $472,769.81 has 
been returned to the Fund, with interest; leaving a balance due of $96,937.46 
from loans unpaid or not yet matured. 

In 1893 the interest which had accumulated from loans justified the trustees 
in making gifts of money to aid in the building of churches. This was done 
under the following provision of the constitution: The trustees “shall apply 
the income in aid of the building of new churches, as they shall deem proper, 
provided that not exceeding five hundred dollars shall be donated to any one 
church for such purpose.” At the close of this fiscal year the number so aided is 
five hundred, and the total amount given away is $97,866.00.

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The trustees would lay special emphasis upon the privilege which Christian 
people have of remembering the work of church building, when making their 
wills. This method of contributing to the number of “Memorial Funds” already 
established, cannot fail to commend itself to those persons who would thereby pre- 
serve the name of some dear one, in connection with the spread of the Gospel, and 
the erection of a church. Each “Memorial Fund,’ thus established, will 
forever bear the name designated ; and only the interest arising from such fund can 
be used for building a church. As the interest on $10,000 would be about $500 a 
year, this amount given to the Church Building Fund would secure the building 
of a church each year, in many of our missionary districts. 

The increase of the Permanent Fund lies largely with the bishops, and with 
rectors of parishes. ‘They have it in their power to influence contributions, in- 
dividual gifts and especially legacies. 

It has been an agreeable duty, as well as a privilege, to administer the Fund 
provided by the Church at large; and the trustees deem it not unreasonable 
to expect that those who know the usefulness of the Fund, and have benefited by 
its administration, will be its warmest friends and supporters, and will influence 
their people to contribute to its treasury.

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Rules Governing the Making of Loans and Gifts. 
LOANS. 


Leans are made to assist in building churches, rectories and parish houses. 

1. The rate of interest on loans is six per centum, payable annually. 

2. A loan cannot exceed in amount one-third of the value of the property 
loaned upon. 

3. A loan is negotiated to run seven years. It is payable in yearly instal- 
ments, by notes calculated on a scale of increased amounts, so that the smaller 
payments are made in the earlier years. The scale of payments is given below. 

4, A loan and a gift cannot be made to complete one and the same church. 

5. The money on a promised loan can be obtained when word is received 
from the rector (or the bishop) that it will be used solely as a last payment, for 
the construction of the building. 

6. ‘The treasurer’s check must be drawn to the order of the party who 
executes the mortgage, or deed of trust. 

%. After a loan has been negotiated ninety days is allowed wherein the bor- 
rower may receive the money. If at the expiration of ninety days the work is not 
sufficiently advanced to justify the signing of the “Last Payment Certificate,” an 
extension of ninety days will be given, provided it is applied for, before the first 
three months have expired, and the cause of delay satisfactorily stated. 

8. ‘The Trustees of this Fund are under obligation, by the terms of their 
trust, to restore to the Permanent Fund every dollar which is loaned therefrom. 
They therefore must require full payment from every borrower. 


PROPORTION OF INSTALMENTS ON A SEVEN YEARS’ LOAN, 


1st year: Interest only, on entire principal. 

2d year: Interest on entire principal, and also 5 per cent. of principal. 

3d year: Interest on the balance of principal, and also 10 per cent. of principal. 
4th year: Interest on the balance of principal, and also 15 per cent. of principal. 
5th year: Interest on the balance of principal, and also 20 per cent. of principal. 
6th year: Interest on the balance of principal, and also 25 per cent. of principal. 
7th year: Interest on the balance of principal, and also 25 per cent. of principal. 


GIFTS. 


1. A gift of money can only be made to build a church. .The application 
must be made by the bishop of a missionary district, or by the rector of a parish, 
under approval of his diocesan. 

2. The Trustees have no power to make a gift to pay for repairs, or im- 
provements, or to cancel a debt. 

3. A gift is not made in any case where a loan upon the property has been 
previously negotiated. 

4. The treasurer’s check, for the amount of each gift, will be forwarded 
upon the receipt of a certificate from the rector (or bishop) that the church is 
completed, and that all bills for its construction have been paid (with the excep- 
tion of such as will be met by the amount promised by the Commission) and that 
its gift will be immediately used to make final payment on the building. 


The Annual Tables of Contributions. 


The Treasurer’s Department has prepared the following annual tables of con- 
tributions with the greatest care, using the latest diocesan journals that could be 
secured for the necessary facts. If any errors or omissions are observed, we shall 
be glad to have our attention called to them. A summary will be found under 
the heading of each diocese. The communicants in each parish or mission are 
stated. The apportionment reported, as made by each diocese to its several par- 
ishes or missions, is recorded. A general summary will be found following the 
tables. We also give a statement of contributions received by the American 
Church Missionary Society on, pages following the general summary. 

It gives us great pleasure to state that, under the Apportionment Plan, 
toward the appropriations of the Board, $477,322.58 has been received from 
4,008 parishes and missions out of the total number of 6,507. This is a gain for the 
year of $10,345.83. In six years the parish offerings have increased $241,328.77, 
or have doubled, and the contributing parishes have increased by 1,993, or have 
also doubled. : 

From the Sunday-schools toward the appropriations, $135,277.61 has been 
received from 3,710, out of the total number of 4,775. This is a loss for the 
year of $989.09, and a smaller number of contributing Sunday-schools by 31. 

From the Woman’s Auxiliary annual contributions toward the appropria- 
tions, $71,866.56 has been received from 1,197 branches, out of the total number 
reported of 3,255. This is a loss of $5,687.59, and a gain of 33 contributing 
branches. Besides this there was withdrawn from the United Offering of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary toward the appropriations $78,709.34, so that the Woman’s 
Auxiliary contributed in these two ways together $150,575.90 toward the Appro- 
priations. 

Through all these instrumentalities, $763,176.09 has been received toward 
the appropriations of the Board from 5,151 parishes and missions, out of the total 
number of 6,507. This is a gain of $22,027.91, and a loss of 5 parishes and 
missions. 

From interest we received $74,382.32, and from miscellaneous sources 
$12,078.06—a gain in the first case of $11,303.35, and a gain in the second of 
$7,739.61; making a total from all these sources toward the appropriations of 
$849,636.47, a gain as compared with the year before of $41,070.87. 

Besides this the Board received during the year an appropriation from 
the Men’s Missionary Thank-offering as provided for when the offering was un- 
dertaken, three years ago, the sum of $138,460.57, to cover the deficiency in the 
contributions for the appropriations to Sept. 1st, 1907, making a total for the 
year from all these sources toward the appropriations, past and present, of 
$988,097.04. 

It is a fact worthy of note, also, that the interest of the Church, as indicated 
by the parishes contributing, is about equal in Domestic Missions and in Foreign 
Missions. For Domestic Missions, offerings were received from 5,070 parishes 
and missions, and for Foreign Missions from 5,090 parishes and missions, but 
they were not entirely identical. As indicated by the offerings designated di- 
rectly for these purposes, the figures stand for Domestic Missions (including In- 
dian and Colored), $219,482.16; for Foreign Missions, $188,815.71. 

In the 4,008 parishes and missions contributing under the Apportionment 
Plan there are 670,000 communicants reported. In the 2,499 that were not 
heard from by parish offerings, there are, according to the diocesan journals, 
180,000 communicants. 

Twenty-one dioceses and twenty-six missionary districts completed their ap- 
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portionments. They were the Dioceses of Arkansas, Duluth, Hast Carolina, 
Florida, Kansas, Kentucky, Lexington, Maine, Michigan City, Montana, New 
Hampshire, North Carolina, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, South Caro- 
lina, Vermont, Virginia, Western Massachusetts, West Texas and West Vir- 
ginia; and the Missionary Districts of Alaska, Arizona, Asheville, Eastern Ore- 
gon, Honolulu, Idaho, Kearney, Nevada, New Mexico, North Dakota, Oklahoma, 
Porto Rico, Sacramento, Salina, South Dakota, Southern Florida, Spokane, The 
Philippines, Utah, Western Colorado, Wyoming, Africa, Cuba, Hankow, 
Shanghai, Tokyo. The first year of the Apportionment Plan, thirty-four dioceses 
and districts made apportionments to their parishes and missions. For the year 
just closed the number was sixty-two and 1,800 parishes completed their 
apportionment, or more than twice as many as during the first year, while several 
hundred more came within a small amount of completing their quota. A large 
number of parishes gave more than was asked from them. 

Of the $657,000 total apportionment, $477,322.58 was received for the ap- 
propriations of the Board. If the whole apportionment had been received, all 
the appropriations of the current year would have been paid. 

The total contributions of the year, $849,636.47, together with the legacies 
which could be applied toward the appropriations (including $960 from the 
Martin bequest of some years ago), $141,961.79, do not cover the appropriations 
of the year, which were $1,040,115.76, by $48,517.50, which is the deficiency for 
September 1st, 1908. 

This deficiency has been temporarily covered by the Reserve Deposits. These 
are sums set aside a number of years ago by the Board of Managers from lega- 
cies and other sources, amounting to $109,120.81, to meet the payments during 
the early months of the year when the contributions are few. The Board also 
holds in the same way an additional fund of $12,189.48 for China, and received 
during the last four years new Reserve Deposits to protect the credit of the So- 
ciety of $115,000, known as the “W. M. B. Fund.” A fund of $100,000, to be 
known as the “Bessie Moorhead Thomas Memorial Fund,” one-half of which is to 
be used for this same purpose, as an additional Reserve Deposit; and the gift of 
Mrs. Eleanor A. Goldsborough, deceased, late of All Saints’ Parish, Talbot 
‘County (in the Diocese of Easton), Maryland, $100,000; also the gift of “A 
Friend,” in the Diocese of New York, $7,500. These Reserve Deposits together 
therefore now make $393,810.29 ; and; as stated above, the deficiency to September 
Ast, 1908, is temporarily covered thereby. 

The main purpose of the above Reserve Deposits, as has been said, was to 
meet payments in the early months of the fiscal year when the contributions are 
light and when the appropriations must be paid in regular amounts every month 
in order that the Board might thus be spared the necessity of borrowing money; 
which had been found unavoidable until this reserve was established. As an illus- 
tration, in the first six months of this past year, the appropriations were 
$520,000, while the contributions were only $237,000, and the Reserve Deposits 
were provided to help tide over such a period. The order was, in establishing 
these deposits, that all amounts temporarily withdrawn from said funds during 
the year should be returned thereto before the close of the fiscal year, if possible; 
but in my judgment it is a matter of the most vital importance that the Reserve 

Deposits should be fully restored at the earliest practicable moment.

ACT OF INCORPORATION. 


Act of Incorporation of 1846, as amended by L. 186%, Ch. 374, passed 
April 12, 1867, and as amended by L. 1880, Ch. 226, passed May 8, 1880. 


CuHap. 3381. 


An Act to incorporate the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the 
Protestant — Church of the United States of America. 
Passed May 13, 1846, by a two-thirds vote. 


THE People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, 
do enact as follows: 

§ 1. All such persons as now are or may hereafter become members of 
The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the United States of America, originally instituted in the year 
eighteen hundred and twenty and fully organized by the General Convention 
of the said Church in the year eighteen hundred and thirty-five, shall be and 
are hereby constituted a body corporate for the purpese of conducting general 
missionary operations in all lands by the name aforesaid. Nothing herein 
shall affect the power of the said convention to make such rules and regula- 
tions or so to alter or amend the constitution of the said society, as the said 
convention shall deem necessary or proper to promote the purpose for which 
the said society is incorporated as aforesaid. (As amended by L. 1880, Ch. 226.) 

§ 2. For the object designated in the first section of the Act generally, or 
for any purpose connected with such object, the said corporation shali have 
power, from time to time, to purchase, take by gift, grant, devise, or bequest 
and hold real and personal estate, and to seli, lease and otherwise dispose of 
the same, provided the aggregate clear annual income of such real estate, at any 
one time held, shall not exceed the sum of thirty thousand dollars. The cor- 
poration hereby created is declared subject to the provisions of chapter three 
hundred and sixty of the laws of one thousand eight hundred and sixty, entitled 
“An act relating to wills.” (As amended by L. 1867, Ch. 374.) 

§ 3. The said society shall, in its usual annual printed report, state the 
amount of its real and personal estate, and the income arising therefrom: a copy 
of which report shall be deposited in the State Library. 

§ 4. This corporation shall possess the general powers, and be subject to 
the provisions contained in title third of chapter eighteen of the first part of 
the Revised Statutes so far as the same are applicable and have not becn 


repealed. 


§ 5. This Act shall take effect immediately, and the Legislature may at 


_ any time alter, modify or repeal the same. 
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THE MISSIONARY CANON 


AS AMENDED AND ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL 
CONVENTION, RICHMOND, OCTOBER, 1907 


Canon &2 


Or THE Domestic AND Foreign Misstonary Sociery. | 


The Constitution of the said Society, which was incorporated by an Act of the 
Legislature of the State of New York, is hereby amended and established so as to 
read as follows: 


Constitution of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the United States of America, as established in 1820, 
and since amended at various times. 


ARTICLE I. 


This Organization shall be called The Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, and shall be 
considered as comprehending all persons who are members of this Church. The 
Presiding Bishop of the Church shall be, ex officio, the President of the Society. 


ARTICLE II. 


§ 1. There shall be a Board of Missions for the purpose of exercising the 
administrative functions of the Society, the members of which shall be triennially 
chosen and appointed by the General Convention of the Church. 

§ 2. The Presiding Bishop shall be ex officio, the President of the Board of 
Missions. Fifteen other Bishops, fifteen Presbyters, and fifteen Laymen shall com- 
plete the active membership of the Board. The Board thus constituted shall exercise 
all the corporate powers of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society; its mem- 
bers shall remain in office until their successors are chosen, and they shall have 
power to fill any vacancies that may occur in their number, save when a vacancy 
occurs within three months of a meeting of the General ‘Convention. 

§ 8. The Board of Missions shall elect a Vice-President, who, in the absence 
of the President, ex officio, shall preside at all meetings. 

§ 4. The Bishops of this Church, other than those chosen for active member- 
ship, shall be honorary members of the Board, with all the rights and privileges 
of the elected members, except the right to vote. 

§ 5. The Board of Missions may organize such Committees as may be needful 
for the better prosecution of its work, and may enact all necessary By-Laws for its 
own government and for the government of its Officers and Committees, subject 
always to the provisions of this Canon. 

§ 6. For ordinary purposes, ten active members shall constitute a quorum, 
but for the election or removal of Officers and Committees, for the making of ‘the 
annual appropriations or for changing the By-Laws, a majority of the active mem- 
bers must be present at a meeting. 
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§ 7. Each General Convention shall also elect a General Secretary and a 


Treasurer, to hold office until their places are filled by the General Convention. 
Each of these officers may be removed by a two-thirds vote at any. meeting of the 
Board of Missions. 

§ 8. The General Secretary, so elected, shall nominate for election by the 
Board of Missions certain Associate Secretaries, their number to be determined 
by the said Board. The Board of Missions shall determine the division of work 
of any and all such Associate Secretaries. These additional Secretaries shall hold 
office during the pleasure of the Board of Missions by which they have been elected, 
or until their successors are appointed. 

§ 9. The Treasurer shall nominate an Assistant Treasurer to be elected by the 
Board of Missions and to hold office during its pleasure, or’ until his successor is 
appointed. The Assistant Treasurer shall give bonds in such amounts as the Board 
of Missions may deem necessary. 

§ 10. In the event of a vacancy occurring in the office of General Secretary 
or Treasurer between the sessions of the General Convention, the Board of Missions 
shall appoint a successor to act during the unexpired term. 

11. The salaries of all the Secretaries and of the Assistant Treasurer shall 
be fixed by the Board of Missions. The Treasurer shall serve without compensation. 

§ 12. The Dioceses and Missionary Districts specified in this section are 
grouped for Missionary purposes into eight departments, as follows: 

The First Department shall consist of the Dioceses within the States of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. 

The Second Department shall consist of the Dioceses within the States of New 
York and New Jersey and the Missionary District of Porto Rico. 

The Third Department shall consist of the Dioceses within the States of Penn- 
sylyania, Delaware, Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia, and of the Diocese of 
Washington. 

The Fourth Department shall consist of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
within the States of North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, 
Mississippi, Tennessee, and Kentucky. 

The Fifth Department shall consist of the Dioceses within the States of 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and Wisconsin. 

The Sixth Department shall consist of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
within the States of Minnesota, Iowa, North Dakota, South PEE Nebraska, 
Montana, Wyoming, and Colorado. 

The Seventh Department shall consist of the Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
within the States of Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana, Texas, Kansas, and the Territory 
of New Mexico, and of the Missionary District of Oklahoma and the Indian 
Territory. 

The Eighth Department shall consist of the Dioceses and Missionary ‘Districts 
within the States of Idaho, Utah, Washington, Oregon, Nevada, California, and 
the Territories of Arizona, Alaska, and Hawaii, and of the Missionary District of 
the Philippine Islands. 

Provided, however, that the composition of any Department shall be altered 
in accordance with the provisions of Section IJ. of Canon 29, whenever a new 
Diocese or Missionary District shall be formed. 

13. Each department may organize a Missionary Council auxiliary to the 
- Board of Missions. Said Council shall be composed of all the Bishops officially resi- 
dent within the Department and of four Clerical and four Lay representatives from 
each of the several Dioceses and Missionary Districts within said Department, to be 
elected by the Conventions or Councils of such Dioceses and by the Convocations of 
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such Districts, respectively. Provided, that the Council may at any time increase or 
diminish the number of representatives from the Dioceses and Missionary Districts 
within the Department. 

14. The Missionary Council in any department, when duly constituted, 
shall have the following powers: 

First: To provide for its own organization and to select a descriptive name 
for the department. ; ; 

Second: To elect, subject to the approval of the Board of Missions, a De- 
partment Secretary, whose compensation shall be fixed and paid by said Board. 
He shall hold office during the pleasure of the said Board and he shall work under 
its direction. 

Third: To select a representative other than the Department Secretary, who 
shall have the right to attend all meetings of the Board of Missions with the 
privileges of the floor, but without the right to vote. | 

Fourth: To promote the holding of missionary meetings and to take all such 
measures to foster missionary interest within the Department as are not incon- 
sistent with the Constitution and ‘Canons of the General Convention or of any Dio- 
cese or Missionary District within the Department. 

§ 15. Each Department shall have the right to require that the Board of Mis- 
sions, in making an annual apportionment, shall make such apportionment in gross 
for sub-division by the Missionary Council thereof as the said Council may 
determine. 

§ 16. Within one year after this Canon takes effect, the Senior Bishop in 
each Department shall summon the Missionary Council to meet for the purpose of 
organization at some convenient place within the Department. For every such 
Primary Council the Clerical and Lay Deputies of the Diocese or District to the 
General Convention shall represent their respective Dioceses or Districts, unless and 
until the Diocese or District shall have elected representatives in the manner pro- 
vided by Section 13. 

§ 17. In any Department in which no Missionary Council shall have been 
organized or no Department Secretary elected, prior to January 1st, 1909, the 
Board of Missions shall have power to appoint agents to represent the Society in 
such Department, and is authorized to promote the formation of Auxiliary Mission- 
ary Associations, whose contributions, as well as those specially designated by in- 
dividuals, shall be received and paid in accordance with the wish of the donors, 
when expressed in writing, and to take such other action as, if a Missionary Council 
had been organized, would be discharged thereby. 


ARTICLE III. 


1. The Board of Missions shall make a full annual report to the Church 
of its work by publication. It shall also make a triennial report to each General 
Convention, which report shall be the order of the day on the third day of the 
session. For the reception and the discussion of the report the House of Bishops 
and the House of Deputies shall sit in joint session; but all action upon the report 
shall be taken by the concurrent vote of the two Houses meeting separately. 

§ 2. The Board of Missions shall also make frequent report to the Church at 
large alike of its transactions as a deliberative body and of the progress of its 
enterprises; that so all the members of the Society may be the more earnestly moved 
to intercessory prayer and generous giving. 

3. As a further means of obtaining accurate information concerning the 
progress of the Church’s Missions, a committee, consisting of two Bishops, two 
Presbyters, and two Laymen, together with the Officers of the Domestie and Foreign 
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Missionary Society, shall be appointed by each General Convention, to arrange with 
the Missionary Bishops and others to address joint sessions of the two Houses of 
the next following General Convention, upon the needs, conditions, and oppor- 
tunities for Church extension in the several fields. This committee shall also 
arrange for the holding of public missionary mass meetings at the time and place 
of the General Convention, in consultation with the local committee of arrange- 
ments therefor. The report of this committee shall be submitted for approval at 
the opening of the joint session provided for in this Article. 

§ 4. The elected members of the Board of Missions and the Secretaries, 
Treasurer and Assistant Treasurer of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society 
shall have the right of the floor at all joint sessions of the two Houses at which 
missionary matters are under discussion, but without the right to vote unless they 
be also Deputies to the General Convention. 


ARTICLE Ivy, 


The Board of Missions shall, from time to time, arrange, through its officers, 
for the holding of Missionary Conferences for the systematic study of Missions 
and for the arousing among the people a greater missionary zeal. These Conferences 
shall be held in various parts of the country under such regulations as the Board 
may deem proper. The Missionary Conferences may pass advisory resolutions, and 
may memorialize or petition either the General Convention or the Board of Missions 
at any time. 


ARTICLE V, 


_ $1. Bishops of Missionary Districts shall draw their salaries from the treasury 
of the Society. The salaries shall, in all cases, date from the time of the Consecra- 
tion, and shall not be diminished, in any case, during the official connection of the 
Bishop in question with the Board of Missions, except with the consent of said 
Bishop. Collections made by the people of Missionary Districts for the support of 
their Bishops shall be reported to the Board and accounted contributory to the sal- 
aries pledged as aforesaid. 

§ 2. Whenever the Board shall be satisfied of the ability of a Missionary 
District to support its Bishop with a salary not less than that provided for at his 
consecration, the relation of such Bishop to the Board of Missions may be ter- 
minated by said Board. 

§ 3. Every Missionary Bishop shall annually report to the Board of Missions 
all contributions received by him for his work, except such as shall come to him 
through the Treasurer of the Society. 


ARTICLE VI. 


1. In all organized Dioceses and Missionary Districts having Bishops in the 
Domestic field, the Board of Missions is authorized to make annual appropriations 
to be disbursed by the Bishops with the approval of the Standing Committee, Council 
of Advice, or Board of Missions of the Diocese or District, and whenever any of 
gaid Bishops may so elect, the Board of Missions shall act as ‘above provided, instead 
of such Standing Committee,Council of Advice,or Board of Missions; Provided,that 
no part of such annual appropriations shall be expended for any other purpose than 
the support of Missionaries, or the supply of Mission Stations with clerical service, 
without the concurrence of the Board of Missions; and an itemized account of the 
expenditure of all appropriations shall be made annually to the President of the 
Board of Missions; and, Provided, that in the management of the Foreign Missions, 
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the Bishops shall have as their Council of Advice the Board of Missions for the 
general schedule of expenditures; but for the details of the local work, they may 
have as their advisers the Council of Advice of their respective Districts. 

§ 2. In the management and general expenditure of the Foreign Missions, the 
Bishop shall act with the advice and consent of the Board of Missions. 


ARTICLE VII. 


No person shall be appointed a Missionary, who is not, at the time, a Minister 
in regular standing of the Protestant Episcopal Church, or of some ‘Church in com- 
munion with this Church; but nothing in this Article shall preclude the Board of 
Missions from employing lay men or women, members of this Church, or of some 
Church in communion with the same, to do missionary work. 


ARTICLE VIII. 


§ 1. This Constitution may be altered or amended at any time by the General 
-Convention of this Church. 

§ 2. All canons and all action by or under the authority of the General Con- 
vention, so far as inconsistent with the provisions of this canon, and of such amended 
constitution, are hereby repealed; Provided, however, that nothing herein shall in 
-any manner impair or affect any corporate rights of the said Society, or any vested 
right whatever. 

§ 3. Every parish and congregation of this Church shall make at least one 
annual offering for the missionary work of the Church conducted by the Board of 
Missions, and it shall be the duty of every Minister in charge of a Parish or Con- 
gregation to inform himself and his ‘Congregation of the needs of the work as 
officially set forth. 


§ 4, This Canon shall take effect immediately.

BY-LAWS OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 
OF THE DOMESTIC AND FOREIGN 
MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


ARTICLE I. 


THE FIELD. 
For the guidance of the Board it is declared that the Missionary Field is 
always to be regarded as one—THE WORLD. 


ARTICLE II. 


OFFICERS. 

The Officers of the Board, in addition to the President, the General Secretary 
and the Treasurer, as provided for in the Constitution, shall be a Vice-President, 
an Associate Secretary, a Corresponding Secretary, an Educational Secretary and 
an Assistant Treasurer, elected at the meeting for organization in accordance 
with the provisions of the Constitution. 

The President shall exercise such powers and perform such duties as are 
usual in presiding officers. In the absence of the President and the Vice-Presi- 
dent, the Board shall elect a President pro tem. 

The General Secretary shall be the Executive Officer of the Board; to 
superintend its operations, to collect and give information in regard to its work, 
to devise and recommend plans of operation, and, in general, to execute the 
purposes of the Board in his proper sphere, submitting all his measures, before 
their adoption, for its approval, except that in cases of emergency he may act 
with the approval of the Advisory Committee, all such action to be reported to 
the Board at its next meeting. 

The Associate Secretary shall assist the General Secretary in his work and 
under him have charge of the office of the Board, attending to all the details 
of the same. He shall see that due notice is given of all meetings of the Board, 
notify the members of all committees of their appointment, and communicate 
all resolutions imposing any duty on an officer, committee, or member of the 
Board. He shall make full and accurate minutes of the proceedings of the 
Board, at its stated and other meetings; which minutes shall be duly recorded 
in a book to be provided for the purpose, and read at the same or next meeting 
of the Board, to the end that any errors therein may be corrected and the record 
approved. He shall carefully preserve the minutes and records of the Board, 
and deliver them to his successor, and perform such other duties as may be 
assigned to him. He shall be the custodian of the seal of the Society, and 
when authorized so to do, by resolution of the Board of Missions, shall affix 
the seal to any document and prove the same. 

The Corresponding Secretary shall assist the General Secretary in his work, 
shall have charge of the correspondence of the Board under his direction, and 
shall edit such publications as the Society may authorize, with such assistance 
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as the Board may, from time to time, determine to be necessary, and also fulfil 
the.duties of the Associate Secretary in the case of his absence. He shall pre- 
sent the cause of Missions as he may be directed to do by the Board of Missions 
or the General Secretary, with a view of awakening interest in the missionary 
work of the Church. 

The Educational Secretary shall assist the General Secretary in his work; 
shall organize and direct mission study classes and prepare courses of study for 
the same. He shall present the cause of missions as he may be directed to do by 
the Board of Missions or the General Secretary, with a view to awakening interest 
in the missionary work of the Church. 

The Treasurer, or Assistant Treasurer, shall deposit in such Banks, or Trust 
Companies, in the City of New York, or in the City of Philadelphia, as shall be 
approved by the Board, on the recommendation of the Committee on Trust Funds, 
all moneys received by them, and the account in such Banks, or Trust Companies 
shall be kept in the name of the Society. The said moneys so deposited shall be 
withdrawn on the check of the Treasurer, or Assistant Treasurer, but only upon 
the warrant, or with the counter-signature of the Vice-President, General Secre- 
tary, or Associate Secretary, in accordance with the action of the Board. ‘The 
Treasurer or the Assistant Treasurer shall be authorized to execute, acknowledge 
and deliver in the name and in behalf of the Society any and all receipts for 
gifts, contributions, bequests and legacies to the Society; and shall be further 
authorized to enter into an agreement or agreements and sign and execute any 
and all obligations of the Society in the nature of refunding or indemnity, in 
cases where such agreements or obligations are required or necessary as a consid- 
eration of payment. The Treasurer shall present to the Board monthly a full and 
accurate account of the receipts and disbursements, and of the state of the 
Treasury. He shall have the temporary charge, custody, or oversight of any 
gifts, bequests, or securities, other than money, which may be intended for 
the use of the Society in its ordinary work; said property of whatever kind shall 
be reported to the Board of Missions, with the ordinary reports of the Treasurer, 
and shall not be sold, or hypothecated for any purpose, except by the authority 
and order of the Board. He shall also have the custody of the Charter, Deeds, 
Leases, Bonds and Contracts of the Society, with the exception of the Trust 
Funds. 

ARTICLE III. 

The elected officers shall constitute an Office Committee for the administra- 
tion of the details of the office business, subject to. the approval of the Board of 
Missions. The Committee shall be competent to make suggestions to the several 
standing committees, of which the officers shall be ex-officio members. 


ARTICLE IV. 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS AND MEMBERS TO FILL VACANCIES. 
All vacancies in the Board, or of any of the offices thereof shall be filled by 
ballot at a Stated Meeting, and upon nominations to be openly made at a previous 
Stated Meeting. 
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ARTICLE V. 


STANDING COMMITTEES. 


There shall be ten Standing Committees; to wit :— 
An Advisory Committee 
A Committee on Trust Funds 
A Committee on Domestic Missions 
A Committee on China and Japan 
A Committee on Africa and Haiti 
A Committee on Porto Rico, Honolulu, The Philippine Islands, Mex- 
ico, Brazil and Cuba 
A Committee on Work Among the Negroes 
A Committee on Missionary Meetings 
A Committee on Mission Study and Mission Study Literature 
A Committee on Audit and Finance 

These committees shall be elected annually at the December meeting, upon 
the nomination of the Vice-President. Three members shall constitute a quorum 
in a committee of six members. In the case of other committees a majority of 
the members shall be required for a quorum. The three orders represented in 
the Board of Missions shall be included in the membership of all committees, ex- 
cept in the case of the Committee on Trust Funds. 

The Advisory Committee shall consist of seven members, of whom the 
Treasurer shall be one. They shall act as a council of advice to the General Secre- 
tary, and to this Committee may be referred any matters requiring further ex- 
amination and consideration than can be given in the Board. 

The Committee on Trust Funds shall consist of one Bishop and four laymen, 
of whom the Treasurer shall be one, and shall have the supervision, subject to the 
directions of the Board of Missions, of the investment and reinvestment of the 
Trust Funds now held or which shall hereafter be received by the Society, 
and shall see that the income from the said funds is paid over to the Treasurer 
from time to time, to disburse the same in strict conformity with the declared 
purposes of the several donors. Such funds shall, unless accompanied by special 
directions otherwise, be invested in public bonds and securities of the Govern- 
ment of the United States or of the State or City of New York, or in bonds and 
mortgages upon well-located, improved, productive real estate in the City of 
New York, worth at least fifty per cent. more than the amount loaned thereon, 
and with fire insurance policies as collateral security for the same and in such 
other securities as are authorized by the State of New York for the investment 
of Savings Banks and other Trust Funds. All such securities and all 
money in the hands of this Committee awaiting use or investment shall be de- 
posited with or placed in the charge and custody of such domestic Trust Com- 
pany, having its principal office in the City of New York, as the Board of 
Missions may designate, as hereinafter provided. Such Trust Company shall, 
under the advice and direction of this Committee, collect and pay over to the 
Committee the income of the securities, invest and reinvest the capital thereof,

care for and properly protect the property, both cash and securities, committed 
to its charge, keep proper accounts for the Committee, and hold all said prop- 
erty at all times subject to the order of the Committee. No sales or transfers of 
any of these securities shall be made unless directed by a resolution of this Com- 
mittee or of the Board of Missions, and all such transfers, to be valid, must 
be signed by the Chairman of this Committee and the General or Associate 
Secretary of the Board of Missions, the latter of whom shall attach \the seal 
of the Society to the same. No money in care of the Trust Company await- 
ing investment shall be withdrawn except by checks, signed by the Chairman 
and Secretary of this Committee. This Committee shall keep an accurate 
account of each Trust Fund separately, and shall make a full report in writing 
in regard to these funds to the Stated Meeting of the Board of Missions in 
September. This Committee shall keep full and accurate minutes of their pro- 
ceedings, which shall be duly recorded in books provided for that purpose, and 
such minutes shall be submitted to the Board of Missions for its approval at 
each of its Stated Meetings. This Committee shall enter into an agreement 
in writing with such Trust Company, to be designated by the Board of Mis- 
sions, as shall protect the interests of the Society and its trusts before commit- 
ting to the custody of said Trust Company any of the aforesaid property; the 
compensation of the Trust Company for the services rendered, as hereinbefore 
prescribed, to be such a percentage of the income by it collected from the in- 
vested funds as from time to time shall be approved by the Standing Committe 
on Trust Funds. 

The Committee on Domestic Missions shall consist of seven members, before 
whom shall be laid each month all letters relating to the missions among the 
white people, the Indians, and all foreign people in the dioceses and districts, in- 
cluding Alaska, within the territory of the United States, except such territory 
as is already provided for by a Standing Committee of this Board, in order that 
they may formulate action for the Board, and to them may be referred any 
matters pertaining thereto. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to make him- 
self fully acquainted with the contents of the letters from the field before each 
meeting of the Board. 

The Committee on China and Japan shall consist of six members, before 
whom shall be laid each month all letters from those fields, in order that they 
may formulate action for the Board, and to them may be referred any matters 
pertaining to those fields. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to make himself 
fully acquainted with the contents of the letters from the field before each meet- 
ing of the Board. 

The Committee on Africa and Haiti shall consist of six members, before 
whom shall be laid each month all letters from those fields, in order that they 
may formulate action for the Board, and to them may be referred any matters 
pertaining to those fields. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to make himself 
fully acquainted with the contents of the letters from the field before each meet- 
ing of the Board. 

The Committee on Porto Rico, Honolulu, The Philippine Islands, Mexico, 
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Brazil and Cuba shall consist of seven members, before whom shall be laid each 
month all letters from Porto Rico, the Hawaiian Islands, The Philippine Islands, 
Mexico, Brazil and Cuba, in order that they may formulate action for the Board, 
and to them may be referred any matters pertaining to those fields. It shall be 
the duty of the Chairman to make himself fully acquainted with the contents of 
the letters from the field before each meeting of the Board. 

The Committee on Work Among the Negroes shall consist of nine mem- 
bers, before whom shall be laid each month all letters relating to missions 
among the Negroes in the South, in order that they may formulate action 
for the Board. To them may be referred any matters pertaining to those mis- 
sions. It shall be the duty of the Chairman to make himself fully acquainted 
with the contents of the letters from the field before each meeting of the Board. 

The Committee on Missionary Meetings shall consist of three members, to- 
gether with the officers of the Society. It shall be the duty of its members to 
make such arrangements as may be necessary for the holding of missionary meet- 
ings and conferences by arranging orders of procedure, and selecting speakers 
and places of meeting. They shall also endeavor to arrange an annual conference 
on the Church’s missions in each of the eight Missionary Departments, under 
the conditions hereafter named. They shall report to the Board, from time to time, 
as may be necessary. 

The Committee on Mission Study and Mission Study Literature shall con- 
sist of six members of the Board, together with the Educational Secretary. It 
shall be the duty of the Committee to take into consideration the most effective 
methods for promoting the study of missions and to pass upon any text-books 
and other material put forth for Mission Study. 

The Committee on Audit and Finance shall consist of three members, of 
whom the Vice-President shall be Chairman, and shall audit or cause to be 
audited, the reports of the Treasurer and of the Committee on Trust Funds, and 
examine the funds, securities and property belonging to the Society, and re- 
port thereon to the Board; and shall have supervision of the salaries and 
wages of all employees not directly appointed by the Board, stationery, postage, 
extra printing, insurance, and such other occasional and incidental expenses as 
may from time to time arise. This Committee shall report to the Board at each 
of its Stated Meetings. (The Treasurer shall be notified of all meetings of the 
Finance Committee, and is hereby authorized to attend the same.) 

ARTICLE VI. 
{ MEETINGS. 

The Stated Meetings of the Board shall be held in the City of New York, 
at 2 p.M., on the third Tuesday of September and on the second Tuesday of 
every other month, save in the months of July and August, when there shall 
be no Stated Meeting. For ordinary purposes, ten active members shall constitute 
a quorum, but for the election or removal of Officers and Committees, for the mak- 
ing of the annual appropriations or for changing the By-Laws, a majority of the 
active members must be present at a meeting. In the event of a quorum not ap- 
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pearing at any meeting, the members present may adjourn to any day before the 
next Stated Meeting of the Board. 

Special Meetings shall be called on the written request of any ten members 
of the Board, notice of which, specifying the particular object of the meeting, 
shall be sent by the Associate Secretary to each member of the Board at least 
ten days before such meeting; and no other business shall be transacted at such 
meetings, except that mentioned in the call. 

The order of proceedings and business at the Stated Meetings of the Board 
shall be as follows, unless otherwise specially directed by the Board:
